William Maxwell, Esq. of Preston, in the 
stewarUy of Crkcudbright, a branch of the Nithadale 
family, was a medical gentleman, and possessed a large 
fortune. 

In the year 1739 he married Elizabeth Hairstanes, 
of Craig, in the same county. Thcdr family conasted 
of two daughters. The eldest was Miury, afterwards

Countess of Sutherland. The youngest was Williel- 
ma, the subject of these Annals, born after her father'^s 
death, on the 2d of September 1741. 

Mrs Maxwell having lived a widow twelve years, 
was on the 27th of August 1753 married to the Right 
Honourable Charles Erskine of Tinewold and Alva, a 
Senator of the College of Justice, with the title of 
Lord Alva; in consequence of which, by the courtesy 
of the times, she enjoyed the title of Lady Alva till 
her death. She survived her daughter Willielma 
twenty years. Lord Alva was, soon after his mar- 
riage, raised to the high office of Lord Justice Clerk, 
equivalent in Scotland to that of Lord Chief Justice 
in England. Under the parental roof of this much 
respected Judge, the Misses Maxwell spent the last 
seven years of their unmarried state ; and of his Lord- 
ship^s kindness during that period. Lady Glenorchy 
always spoke with much reverence and affection. 

The Misses Maxwell were in their day celebrated 
for their beauty, accomplishments^ and amiable man- 
ners, as well as for their fortune. Their mother, 
lofty and ambitiouB, had, frcHn their infancy, destined 
them, in her own mind, to the attainment, by mar- 
riage, of high rank. 

She obtained her object ; but, alas ! as is often the 
case in schemes of worldly ambition, i( was followed 
with many bitter consequences. 

[1761.] Mary, the eldest, was married, with every 
flattering prospect, on the 14<th of April 1761, to Wil- 
liun the seventeenth Earl of Sutherland, and premier 
Earl of Scotland. To the finest person, he united all 
the dignity and amenity of manners and character 
which give lustre to greatness, while she was every 
thing which could be desired by such a husband. But 
their earthly career was of short duration. <^ As for 
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man, his days are as grass ; as a flower of the field so 
he wilhereth.^ 

Ahcmt the time of Lord and Lady Sutherland's 
union, a proposal of marfiage was made to W31iehna 
by John Lord Viscount Glenorchy, the only aon and 
beir of John the third Earl of Breadalbane ; a young 
man, in erery respect, except in rank and fortune, the 
very opporite of Lord Sutherland. Lord Breadalbane 
had been bred at Court, and possessed very eztensiye 
property and influence. He was proprietor of one of 
the most magnificent seats in Scotland, where he lived 
in princely splendour. A suitor placed in the drcum* 
stances, and possessing the prospects of Lord Glenor- 
cby, was a temptation, if not too great for Miss Max^ 
well, yet beyond a doubt too great for her mother to 
resist His character must have been at this time in 
a great degree unknown to them both, as it had not 
yet been fully developed. Pushed on by mistake 
friends, and deceived by the fascinations of grandeur, 
idiich had no doubt been increased by the marriage of 
her sister a few months before, fi\e was, in the twen- 
tieth year of her age, on the a6th of September 1761, 
mitrried to Lord Glenorchy, who on that day was 
twenty-three years old. 

' Lady Oknordby had fkie talents, and she had pro- 
fited much by a very liberal and expehrive education. 
She was esteemed one of the first amateur muricians, 
and had a charming voice, which, after she became a 
decided Christian, she seldom used but in the worship 
of God. She was naturally vivacious, gay, peculiarly 
formed for Inlsrity, and commanded a very oonsidera- 
Me portion of. pleasantry, whidi die was capable of 
imag with great effect In riiort, she seems to have 
been endowed with every talent calculated to commu- 
nicate delight to a virtuous and well regulated mind. 
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[176S.] Lord Glenorchy, the year after his mar- 
riage, succeeded to the estate and mansion of Great 
Sugnal in Staffordshire, which he derived fiom his 
mother, the heiress of John Pershall, Esq. There 
Lady Gle^orchy and he sometimes resided. Lord 
Breadalbane had a house in London, and magnificent 
apartments in the Abbey of Holyroodhouse in Edin- 
burgh, beades the celebrated Castle of Taymouth in 
Perthshire. His Lordship genially resided during 
the winter in London, and Lady Glenorchy with him. 
After Lady BreadalbaneV death, he reagned to Lord 
and Lady Glenorchy this estaljlishments of Edinbui^h 
and Taymouth. Although, therefore. Lord Breadal- 
bane was generally with them wherever they were, 
Lady Glenorchy had the direction and command of 
the whole estabUshraents. 

[Jged 21.] Soon after Lady Breadalbane's death, 
which took place at Bath, September 1, 176S, Lord 
and Lady Glenorchy, accompanied by Lord Breadal- 
bane, went abroad, intending to make the usual tour 
of Europe. They had spent some time in France, and 
had proceeded to Nice, when Lord Breadalbane left 
them, being called home by the death of his nster, who 
was maid of honour to the Princess Amelia. Lord 
and Lady Glenorchy pursued their journey to Italy 
and Rome ; and after spending about two years on the 
continent, they returned home. 

[1764. Jged 23.] Lady Glenorchy was now about 
twenty-three years of age, and during all that time 
<^ bad walked acccnrding to the course of this world, 
without God, and without hope.*" This is the account 
which she herself gave about two years afterwards in 
her Journal, which shall presently be brought before 
the reader. 
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On th^r return to Britain, Lady Gknorchy, like 
the bulk of young people in her circumstances and 
pfesent state of mind, entered with ardour into the 
pomp and splendour of high life, and frequented 
puUic places and fashionable amusements. But among 
these she found no place on which she could rest the 
sole of her foot. In the full possession of all those 
things wfaieh are objects of envy to. the worldling, she 
was wretchedly forlorn* O ! what. a hard and deceits 
ful task-master is this present evil world ! 

That the health of a young and delicate female 
should suffer from such a mode of life, is not uncom- 
mon. And so it was with Lady Glenorchy. The 
seasons of indisposition, however, were seasons of re- 
flection: she thought of Grod and religion, became 
sensible that she was not in spirit what she ought to 
be, and formed resolutions of abandonii^ her pre- 
sent pmssuits, of returning to Gt)d, and living a de- ^ 
vout and nel^iaus life. But, alas ! when the dawn of 
l^ealth and spirits appeared, as is usual in such cases, 
the dew of good intentions evaporated* 

Great Sugnal, where Lord and Lady Gl^orchy 
sometimes resided, was at no great distance from 
Hawkstone, the celebrated seat of Sir Rowland Hill, 
Bart. At this time, several of the younger branches 
pf this faqiily, Mr Bichard Hill, the Rev. Rowland 
Hill, Miss Hill their eldest sister, and another sister, 
afterwards Mrs Tudway, were of a deddedly pons 
character, and bore the reproach ordinarily connected 
with it, from the thoughtless, the formal, and the pro- 
#igate. Lady Glencnrchy visited this family, became 
intimate with it, revered and loved its members, and 
secretly wished that she was like them. Happily the 
time was at hand in which Qod fulfilled these desires 
pf her heart. 
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Early m tke Bumxier dt 1766 she iras at Taymeuth. 
Wfaiie there, die was aazed with a daagerouft putrid 
fisver, and confined to her bed in the melandialy state 
of mind to'i^ich referaioe has dbready been made. 
On her conyalesoence, by a angular circumstance in 
Providencey a train of serious thoughts and reasomngs 
was produced, and was followed by convictions and 
purposes which ended in a complete reBflvation o€ 
heart and conduct. To this she beautifully adverts in 
her journal. 

Lady GHenorchy was not yet twenty-four, and Miss 
Hill was about her own age, perhaps somewhat older. 
They had before been intimi^, but from this time 
they became bosom finends. The goodness of God 
was very evident in providing for Lady Glenon:hy an 
adviser so well informed, so wise and prudent, so faith- 
ful and affectionate. The judioous and pious reader 
will be struck with wonder and admiration at the re- 
Ugiotts knowledge and experience of so young a per- 
son, and at the ease and clearness, as well as decision, 
with which she in her letters conveys her ideas ; and 
at the integrity and truth, the simj^dty, fervour, and 
good sense, with which she expresses herself on various, 
and even mysterious sulgects.* 



* The oonespondence betweeD these fiiencU, from Vt6S to 1768, was 
fiequonti and did it coust entife on both lidet, wonld be nry valuable. 
Miss Hill survived Lady Glenorchf only a few Jtany having died about 
1793, and meet probably had destroyed the letters of her friend, as they 
contained much delicate communication ; for her niece, to whom her papers 
were committed, could find no vestige of them. The original letters of 
Miss fiUl, the author of these Amials thinks, weie also restored to her 
by Lady Maxwell, Lady Olenorcfay's executiiz, soon after Lady Olen- 
orchy*s death ; for he is in the possession of a letter finom Miss Hill, re- 
questing him to apply to Lady Maxwell to restore them. However, a 
very considenble number of them has been preserved, in a very neat and 
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Whilst Lady Gknorcby was ainking in the deep 
watevs of oonvictiDO of sin, and her etxeaglk and hope 
were about to pemb, she reo^ved the foUowing letter 
fifom her fidend Miss Hill. 

'< Jufyf 176g. 
^' It gives me great pleasure to hear that your illness 
has been so sanctified to you, as to show you in any 
measure thai in yourself, to which brfore you confess 
you wece a stranger ; that is, that you had too great 
an attachment to this vain unsatisfying world, the 
most pleasing appearances of which are nothing more 
than transparent baubles, which present ,gajr colours 
that will soon fade. AUow me to ocmgratnlate you on 
thisdisoovery; and may He, in whose hand our breath 
is, show you more and more of the uncertainty of all 
earthly happiness, and convince you more of the sub^ 
stantial joys that are to be found in him alone. It is 
a commcm and no less dang^ous pre^dice which 
many entertain against the ways of true evangelical 
holiness, that they are dull, forUdding, and mda»- 
dioly, and that, to live godly in Christ Jesus is to ex- 
change every ei^oyment for austerities and mortifica- 
ticms ; whereas, on the contrary, none enjoy so much 
inward peace and security, none have so much cause 
for cheerfulness and joy, as those who seek ^rsi the 
kingdom of God and his righteousness. It is indeed 
the interest of the grand enemy of our salvation to 
pervert the good ways of the Lord, to frighten us 
from pursuing them by lying suggestions, and, like 
the spes who went to view the proaused land, to 



dean copy, written by Lady Glenorchy*! own hand, which has been 
found among her papers, and from which we shall be able to gather some 
idea of the state of her Ladyihip^B mind during this period. 
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faring agBioA it an evil report; and to insumate, tBat 
instead of flowing with milk and hooe^, it devomred 
the inhabitants theeeoCL But surely Qod never in- 
tended that reiigkm should lessen our enjoyments, 
or make over to a world living in rebellion against 
himsdf, a happiness greater than his own children 
should possess. No ; the ways of religion are ways 
of pleasantness, and all her paths axe peace. You say 
you wish to overcome. the fear. of death. In ordbr 
to tU^ I would advise you to examine whedia; you 
are really building upon the only sure foundation 
of hc^ ; and what that hope is, the apostle expressly 
declares in the following words ; < Other foundation 
oannomanlay than that is bad, which is Jesus Christ^ 
Try then, whether, as lost and undone in yourself-*^ 
deeply sensible of the natural apostasy of your heart 
from 6od-«-^eary and heavy ladm with the burden 
of sin— «Qd renouncing all hope and help in your own 
righteousness, repentance, resolutions, &a-^ry.if you 
really rest upon Christ as your only Saviour, relying 
solely upon his blood appli^ by the Spirit to pardon 
you, his righteousness imputed to justify you, and his 
gsaoe to be given to sanctify you. It was He who 
came to seek and to save that which was lost, and we 
must see and feel ourselves thus lost without bim, be- 
fore we can in earnest seek an interest in that salvation 
which he hath puxdiased, for < they that are whde 
need not a physician, but they that are sick*^ So 
Icmg as, either in whple or in part, we cleave to our 
own doings, and are not brought off from all depen- 
dance on the covenant o! works, one or other of these 
two things must happen ; either we shall have so high 
a conceit of ourselves as to think lightly of, and greatly 
undervalue the redemption that is in Jesus, or else we 
shall walk ip continu4 darfcijess and wftn|, of cQfnfprt, 
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under a daTtth.dread of wntb, wheidby all our endea- 
Tours to avoid sin will proceed from a wrong prinetple) 
a principle of fear, instead of We and gratitude, and 
all our obedience will be the forced druAgety of a 
elave, and not the effect of the filial ditpontioa of a 
diikL Thi% I am convinced, is the case with many 
ainoere peo[^, and it is wholly owbg to a lurking 
spirit of self-righteousness and unbelief, which pre- 
vents them ficom submitting to the righteousness of 
God, and closing with that full, free, all.4uffieient sal- 
vation which the Gospel holds forth to guilty, helpless 
stnaras, showing them, that by the obedience of Christ 
unto. death, the law ia fulfilled, and Infinite Justice 
satisfied to the uttermost— 4hat by his resurrection 
from the dead, God accepjted the payment which he 
had made, for his people, and discharged him^firom the 
fnison of the grave in token of their full ae^puttal, and 
that he is now at the right hand of God, having en- 
tMxed the holy place as their head and forerunner, dis- 
peosing lus gifts according to thdr various necessities, 
and making intercession for diera, that where he is 
they may be dso. Wdl, then, may we say with the 
apostle, < Who shall lay any thing to the chaige of 
God's elect? It is God that juatifieth, who is he that 
eoiademnedi ? It is Christ that died, yea rather, that 
is risen again, who is even at the right hand of God^ 
who also maketh intercession for us. Who shall 
separate us from the love of Chiiat ? Shall tribulation, 
or distress, or persecuticm, or famine, or nakedness, or 
peril, or sword — in all these things we are more than 
oonquerora, through him diat loved us. For I am 
persuaded, that neither death, nor life, nor angris, 
nor principalities, nor powers, nor things present, nor 
things to come, nor hdght, nor depth, nor any other 
cneature, shall be able to separate us fnnn the love of 
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God» which is in Christ Jews our Loid*^ Maay, I 
kflow» dbjfsd against thus living wholly upoa the 
Ufisaed Bedeemer^ making him our all in all, our 
Alpha and Om^ia, as a doctrine that tends to lioen- 
^ousoesa, and to the prgudice of morality and good 
works ; and this is sometimes done even )by those wbo 
pretend to mighty zeal for the int»ests a£ hoUness, 
whilst they themselves are living after the course of 
this world* Whoever makes this oligectjon, hereby 
plainly shows himself to have never received tbe graee 
of God in truth, and to be a stranger to the nature 
of justifying faith, and to the oonstraining power of 
Christ^s love ; for how is it possible that we should be 
one with Christ, and not ^adeavour to be like lum ? 
If we partake of his Spirit, will not the fruits of that 
SfHrit appear in our lives and conversation ? Can be 
that is btought into the marvellous light of God^i 
dear Son, have any longer fellowship with the unf ruit> 
ful woAb ci darkness i Can the head be holy, and 
the members Unholy ? Can he who is united to Christ 
be employed in the service of Satan? Can the new 
creature dcdi^t in the works of the old man P Car- 
tainly not- It is true, (as the Church of England ob- 
serves in her 11th artide,) ' we are aecounted right- 
eous befiire God, only for the merit ot our Lord and 
Saviour Jesus Christ, by faith, and not for our own 
woiks or deservings. WherefiEiic^ that we are justified 
Jiy £uth only, is a most wholesome doctrine, aid very 
full of comfort f but then it is as true, that thcve can 
be no real faith which does not produce good works, 
fiir the tree is known by its fruits, and as £uth is the 
roo$ of works, so works are theJiruU of faith. We do 
not then make void the law Uirough £uth. God for- 
bid : but we establish the law ; for although through 
our weakness we cannot be justified by it, yet it still 
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ffffOfioB aft a ru)^ of )i& to every justifiad lidiever. 
3effiudea, tha |iei4 Chrisliaii does not only look upon 
l^f4in^«l ^ bis 4ii^, butalsoas hisjprM2i^ ; for beiag 
vkally u^tefl to Christ by fiuth, ha reo^ves from him 
a naw natfirai beiag, as saith the apostle Peter» < made 
partaker of a divine aature ;^ whkh nature as much 
inclines him to holiness, as the old corrupt nature does 
t0 8in. Thus, being ruegenerated and bcsn again, he 
is tnnsfonned in the spirit of lus mind, he has put on 
Christ, and is renewed in every facuky of his soul. 
But still let us remeaaJber, that we are but renewed in 
part ; so long as wa are in the body, ve shall find a 
Ivw in our membars waning against the law in our 
miiMl ; the old man will be still striving for the wam^ 
taiy, and if he muat die, wUL die hard. May this con- 
sideration make us ever vatohful against the first ria* 
ings of sin, and may we be eontinually looking to 
Jesus for strength to dieck it in the bud. Itis this 
Jesus, my dear fpend, who baa conqueted the only 
enemies we had to fear ; he has disarmed death of his 
•tiiB^;— booking to him we may overcome all fear of its 
aj^roacb, for when he is our friend, death is no other 
than an advantage; if he is our life, we shall surely 
find death our gain. The following questions I have 
found useful to myself: if we are able tp ^e a com-. 
fortaUe answer to them, death cannot be to us i^ kbg 
of teyiors, but a messenger of peace. Have eardily 
or heavenly things the chief place in our thoughts and 
affections? X)o we prise that great salvation which 
the gospel aSen to siiperB, beyond every thing else 
in the wovld? Are we crudfied to the worlds and 
the world to us 9 Are we dead to its pleasures, ric&es, 
honours, and eflteeQf? Does the humble temper of 
the meek and lowly Jesus reign in us ? Is his service 
our delight ; is un our burden P Are we hungering 
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.and thirsting after righteousness? Are we taking up our 
cross daily, doiying ourselves, and following Christ ? 
Are we working out our own salvation with fear and 
trembling P Are we giving diligence to make our call- 
ing and election sure ? Blessed indeed is the person 
who can say, I find ihis to be my caae.^ 

This letter, by the blesnng of God, produced what 
was intended by Miss Hill, and what was deeired by 
Lady Glenorchy. It was the means employed by the 
grace of Grod, to bring her out of the horrible pit and 
the miry day of despondencrir, to set her f eet on the Bock 
of Ages, to establish her goii^, and to put a new song 
into her mouth, even praises unto God. It may now 
be said of Lady Glenorchy, Bdiold she prayeth. — She 
arose from her kness at Taymoudi, as Saul of Tarsus 
did from the gtoand near Damascus, a wonderful mo- 
nument of the power and grace of God/ From that 
inteveslang moment, without hesitation or conferring 
with flesh and blood, she resolutely turned her back 
on the disdpated world, and widiout reserve devoted 
herself, and all that die could command and in- 
fluence, to the service of Christ and the gloty of Grod; 
and in this she invariably persisted to her latest breath. 
Here future path of life lay through evil report and 
through good report ; in the midst of deep adversity 
and of hi^ prosperity ; of severe trials and strong 
temptations, both. temporal and. spiritual. But n^ae 
of these things moved her from the^sCeadfastness of her 
Christian. profession. Although her road was often 
rough in the extreme, and ha: enemies cruel, fttroog, 
and numerous, yet on she went, in her Christian 
course, never deviating to the right hand nor to the 
left, but ever pressmg toward the mark for the priae 
of the high calling of God in Christ Jesus. 
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CHAPTER II. 



Lady Qlenordiy beeomes MtaoUe of her sptritoal wwilmii Mil Hill 
wiifn to her on this subject — Goes to London— Is afraid of bemg 
thereby direited from serious subjects-^Iietter from Miss Hill endea- 
vouring to strengthen her in her resolutions to resist the tempta- 
tions there. 

Ladt Glenokcht, like every other well infarmed 
Christian, very 'soon began to discover her sfnritual 
weakness and infirmities. Of these, it seems, she com- 
plained to her fiiend Miss HiU, who accordingiT 
wrote to her the following letter : — 

<< It gives me great concern to bear of your bad 
state of health. May that God, in whose hands you 
are, command a blessing on the means used for your 
recovery ! or, if it should be his ¥riil that this sick- 
ness be a sickness unto death, may you, as you see 
the outward man decaying, see the inward man renew- 
ed day by day ! The Lord has merciful intentaons even 
in his most bitter dispensations. Whom he loveth he 
chasteneth ; and he scourgeth every son whom he re- 
ceivetb. May you, my dear fnend, be enabled to see 
lave in his rod, as well asjuMce in his dealings ; and 
may the Utter cup which he has p^exk you to drink be 
so mixed with sweet ingredients, that you may look 
forward With comfortable assurance that all diaU work 
together for good ! It is the Lord, be camiot mistake 
your interest ; his will be done : if it is his wiU, most 
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earnestly do I wish and pray for your recovery. I am 
persuaded that you belong to Christ; and therefore 
desire patiently to wait his will in the event. What 
poor helpless creatures should we be, full of inwaid 
fears and outward pains, unwilling to die, and yet dis- 
satisfied widi a wretched life, could we not discover 
some tokens of the Lord'^s merciful intentions towards 
US, and of our interest in him ! Pmess on, my dear 
friend, and be not discouraged : he that is for you is 
greater than he that is against you. Although trials 
await you from without as well as from within, he who 
I trust has brought you out of darkness into his mar- 
vellous light, and has refreshed your soul with the 
light of his countenance, will now be with you when 
you pass through the fite and water of affliction. 
These sate the strokes of a loving Father'*s hand, whose 
wisdom knows how to temper them to your ease and 
strength, and to make you not only bear them with 
submififflon^ but to kiss the rod that smites, and to dng 
of judgment as well as mercy. The trials and tempt- 
ations which you have to encounter are indeed great 
sand many ; but having taken to you the whole armour 
of Grod, you may bid defiance to them all* Yon 
fight agidnst conquered enemies. The Lord of Hosts 
is engaged in your behrif ; look to him then by faidi 
and prayer for strength ; hef will assuredly show him- 
self to be a strong-hold in the day ci trouble, in which 
the weaiy may take shelter and be safe. He is fatth^ 
ful that promised, * I will never leave thee nor forsake 
thee.^ < Few not^ for I am with ihee ; be not dismayed, 
for I am thy Gbd.' * Cast thy burden on the Lord and 
he shall sustain thee f and above all let us ranendber, 
and we shall nfever want comfort, the gracious dedora- 
tion, < In that he himself hath suffered, being templ- 
ed, he is able to succour them that are tempted !'---0 
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may your eyes and mine, niy dear friend^ be e^er upon 
the Loid Jesus* Fixed upon hiiti, we must bebAppy* 
He it is that has OYeteame Satan, death, taki Iiell: 
they cannot hurt the soul that rests on Christ ; be can^ 
not fiul the weakest believer that builds upon him. 
Stnmg ih the Lord, and in the power of his m^pht, 
we are envied amidst every distrtos, and every trial, 
and evary temptatioti, to endure : as smile nuuH^ rock 
supported by pillar* of basaltes, though surrounded by 
tempestuous waves, and beat upon by storms and 
winds, yet remmns unmoved, so we, built upon the 
ro^ Christ, are enabled to look down cm the foaming 
Inllows of afflicticHi, and defy their impotent rage. If 
we are in Christ, we shall have strength, and none 
shall be able to pkick us but of his hand* The mcH^ 
We are aicompassed with trials«iaid temptations, the 
more eamesdy let us fly to him, andthen shall we find 
by sweet experience that he is able to keep us from 
fallii^, and that when we are weak, then shall we be 
strcxig— strong in the Lord, and in the power oS his 
mif^t. I hate found that I am no where safe, but at 
the foot of the Cross ; there would I always be in the 
lowest prostration and subjection; in duit posture I 
would always be looking to Jesus, viewing the fulness 
of the alLsufficiency which dwells in him : and when in 
that posture of soul, deeply sensible of my own no* 
thingness, and firmly believing his faithfulness, as well 
as fulness, I dare defy all the powers of darkness. 
Again, although I desire always to af^roach th<^ 
throne of grace with lively a^bigs of ffdth, and 
pleading the divine promises, yet I would appear, not 
in the character of a saint, but of a sinner ; and (4s a 
friend of mine observes) there are two things in which 
I need not fear excess, in thinking hunibly of myself, 
and highly of the Lord Jesus. I #ould approach him 
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as my dread flovereign^ and yet as my dearest friend, 
who hath loved me with everlasting love, and drawn me 
with ev«riaating kindness. Within this fortnight I have 
met with a severe trial in the death of a most dear and 
intimatefriend, whohasbeenasasister tomefiom my 
infancy ; but my comfmrt is, that I firmly beheve she 
is gone to gloiy, and my loss is her gain. There can 
be little doubt that she was washed, sanctified, and 
justified in the name of the Lord Jesus, and by the 
Spirit of our Gtod, mb it evidently appeared both in her 
health and sickness. Although she was in the Uoom 
of life, and God had given her such a portion of the 
good things of this world as might have attached her 
heart to it, yet did she wisely consider that this was not 
her rest, and looked beyond this transitory life to the 
world of spirits, whire she was persuaded she must 
ere long appear before the judgment seat of Christ, to 
receive the things done in the body, aoooidBng to that 
she had done, whetha* it was good ot bad. This aw- 
ful consideration led her to inquire into the nature, 
ground, and object of her hope, and through mtaHj^ 
she foimd it not only to be such as would administer 
comfort to her in a dying hour, but such as would give 
her confidence towards God in the great day of Christ^s 
appearing. When she was in health, she was often 
under doubts and fears with respect to her intoiest in 
Christ, the reality of her grace, and the truth of her 
converuon. But in the time of her rickness, the 
Lord was pleased to remove this burden, and to give 
her (as she told me) a settled and composed confidence 
in his pardoning love through Christ Hence she was 
enabled to look upon death as a disarmed enemy, who 
had no power to hiut her, Christ Jesus the Captain of 
her salvation having g^ven her the victcny over him, 
through faith in his most, precious blood, through 
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which she had rodemptioD^ even the fbrgivoiess of 
her sins according to the riches of his grace. Happy 
souls, who, from a well grounded hope and confidence 
in the God of thdr salvation, can, when on the borders 
of eternity, look the king of terrors in the face, and 
say in the triumphant language of Scripture, * I am 
persuaded that neither death nor hfe can separate us 
fixun the love of Grod which is in Christ Jesus our LcMrd." 
I was not present when my dear friend resigned her 
spirit into the hands of Jesua, but was with her not 
long before ; the last words she spoke to me w^e,— 
* Fray for me that my faith fail not ;^ and taking me 
a£Pectionately by the hand, rested her. head on the 
pillow, which lay on the table by her, (for she took 
not to her bed till just before she expired.) After this, 
I withdrew almost immediately, being greatly afiected. 
Her last words were, * Lord, let thy will be done 
in me ;^ and presendy after she fell asleep in Christ, 
with a sweet smile in her countenance. May our lat- 
ter end be like hers ! With regard to myself, I can- 
not say that I have beep quite well lately ; but when T 
consider my own deserts, I am amazed that the Lord 
deals so gently with me, and that the heavy rod of his 
displeasure has not long since fiillen on so unprofitable 
a branch, with this dreadful sentence, < Cut it down, 
why cumbereth it the ground F But grace is free, or 
it would not be grace. Here then will I set my foot — 
Grace is free, and comes by Jesus Christ ; and he saith, 
look unto me, and be ye saved. O for a steadfast faith 
on his infinite merits and glorious work. The believ- 
ing heart through the power of the Holy Ghost ap- 
plies ifaem to itself, and fails not to rei^ every real 
advantage, both in time and through eternity. I can- 
not express how greatly I think myself indebted to 
you for the kind regard which you show me ; I trust we 
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have establiBbed a frienddbip upon sueh dolid founda- 
tioi^ as can never be overthrown. Our meeting a^un 
in this world is very uncertain ; God only knows if it 
will ever be : but, through grace, the time will ocone, 
• when we shall meet to part no more ; when a period 
,dball be put to all our worldly troubles, and we shall 
join the heavenly host, who are day and night singing 
praises to the Lamb who redeemed them by his blood. 
Before I conclude, I must beg leave to offer you, my 
dear fiiend, a word or two of advice, which you may 
find useful in your Christian course, of which expe- 
rience has taught me the necessity. Be earnest and 
diligent in prayer, and however backward you may at 
times find yourself to be to this exercise, yet never 
give way to sloth or listlessness ; but if you find your 
heart cold and dead, pray, (as was Luther'^s custom), 
till it be warmed and enlivened. Never rest satisfied 
with the mere performance of this duty, but always 
seek to maintain that communion with Grod in it, with- 
out which it will be dry and unprofitable, and perhaps 
nothing better than lip labour. Be diligent also in 
reading the word of Grod, and supplicate that Spirit 
which insjnred it to be your teacher, to lead you into 
all truth, and to enlighten your understanding, that 
you may see the wondrous things of his law. Avoid, 
as much as your ratuation will allow, whatever may be 
destructive of a holy, lively, and spiritual frame of 
mind, such as vain company and unprofitable dis- 
course, which greatly tend to injure and impair the 
life of God in the soul. I would also beg leave to 
caution you against the unprofitable walk of profes- 
sors. Let us always remember, that there is a great 
and a wide difference between knowledge in the head 
and grace in the heart. Beware, my dear Madam, 
that you are not encouraged to go beyond your Chris-

tian liberty in any m&tler, because you see others do 
ao ; but whilst you copy their graces, be very careful 
not to stumble by their falls, or be led aside by their 
infirmities. I am in a particular manner bound to 
repeat this caution to you, from a consciousness, that 
my example before you has not been such as becometh 
the gospel ; but be assured, that the reflecdon of my 
undutifulness affords me constant matter of humilia- 
tion, and that it is the earnest desire of my heart to be 
daily more and more ccmformed to the image of Christ, 
and more and more meet to be a partaker of the in- 
heritance of the smnts in light. As the directions 
here suggested are diametrically opponte to the prin- 
ciples and practices of a world lyjpg in wickedness, it 
will be no wonder if your adherence to them should 
bring upon you reproach and opposition from those 
who are yet in a state of blindness and alienation from 
Ood, whether they be totally careless or outwardly 
decent. There cannot be conceived any two things so 
contrary, as the Spirit of Christ which dweUs in all true 
believers, and the spirit of Satan which dwells in all 
the children of disobedience. < If ye were 6f the 
worid,^ says our Lord, < the world would love his 
own ; but because ye are not of the world, but I have 
chosen you out of the world^ therefore the world hatcth 
you ;" but be of good cheer, he who spoke these words 
tells you likewise, that he has ^ overa»ne the world.^ 
if we would have Christ, we must have his cross also ; 
and if we suffer with him, we shall likewise reign with 
him.'* 

iJiged SM.] The only place of public reU^ous in- 
struction to which Lady Olenorchy had at this time 
aiDcess, was the parish (ihurch of Kenmore. But then 
die service was chiefly conducted in the Gaelic lan- 
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guage^ which she did not understand, there being 
only one short sermon delivered in English. Nei« 
ther had she any friend but Miss Hill who could aid 
her; she of course was obliged to «pplj to her, to 
solve her inquiries and her difficulties. In answer to 
a letter conveying intimation of these, Miss HiU thus 
wrote.-— 

" October Isi, 1766. 
*^ I began to entertain many anxious and uneasy 
thoughts respecting you, and am most truly concerned 
to find that my apprehensions were but too well ground- 
ed, and that you have been so much worse. But thanks, 
all thanks be to the Great Phymdan, who has agun 
been merciful to my dear friend ! His name is Wonder- 
ful. ' None is like him. His skill and power are beycmd 
comparison. There is no disease which he cannot cure. 
There are none so poor whom he is not willing to heal. 
No one ever applied to him, even in the most desperate 
case, and perished. Iikiieed, how can they ? For his 
.name is Jesus, his nature is love ! Love all mighty to 
save his people^ and that from the first moment of 
their conversion to the last moment of their lives, even 
to the endless ages of eternity. He is and ever will 
be our Saviour, to keep us from all evil, and to bless 
us at all times with every good. Your letter seems to 
be written on purpose to humble me. / be your mo- 
nitor ! O, my dear friend, what an unworthy object 
have you employed ! Conscious of my own demerit, 
my pen is ready to shrink back, lest it should do in* 
justice to the cause which it wishes to promote. Yet 
encouraged by the hope that God often makes use of 
the weakest instruments for the greatest ends, I pre- 
sume to offer you all the assistance in my power to- 
wards your progress in the road to Zion. And for 
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this end I know of nothing more useful than a deep 
impression of the importance of salutation, to which 
eveiy circumstance of human life ought to be subser- 
vient We must ccNQnder that the same omniscient 
eye is over our thoughts, views, affections, frames, lan- 
guage, and behaviour, as well whilst we are conversant 
with the common affairs of life, as when we are engage 
ed in public ordinances or in our closet. This consi- 
deration, when allowed its full effect, will make every 
thing serve as a fresh gale to waft us forward to our 
denred harbour. We must likewise remember, that 
every reli^ous duty is performed in the presence of a 
heart^earching God, who sees the inmost recesses of 
our souls. It will be therefore necessary, indispensa- 
bly necessary, for us, by previous meditation, to endea- 
vour to obtain a lively sense of the infinite perfections 
of that God before whose throne we would appear, 
keeping our hearts as free as possible from deadness, 
coldness, or wandering thoughts, and habitually striv- 
ing to maintain a devout and spiritual frame of mind. 
We should approach God with an abasing sense of our 
smf ulness both by nature and practice, and with earnest 
importunity for the assistance of his grace and Spirit ; 
and though we come self -loathed and self-condemned, 
yet we must not dishonour God so far as to appear 
before him with a distrustful dread ; but, sensible of 
our own misery and want, we should with faith and 
dependance plead the merits of a crucified Jesus, and 
the riches of bis boundless grace. We should fre- 
quently ask ourselves, if we are fit to die ? This is a 
question of the utmost importance, and should at once 
exdte us diligently to -flee from the wrath to come, 
and animate our love and gratitude to God, and our 
ze^d for his service, in hope of the glory to be revealed. 
Before retiring to rest, we should constandy recollect 
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the buoness done^ the duties peif onned, the loerdes 
i«odved, the frames of soul expaienoed, the dispensa* 
dons of Proyidence allotted, with the sbs of mmssbn 
and oodmiission of the past day. By this meana we 
may always see ourselves as in a glass, and observe 
what pn^dency we make in the school of Christ. 
Whatever we do, let faith in the Son of God be k^ 
in constant exardse, and run through every duty. 
< For this i$ the vkslqry that^ pveroometh the world, 
even our faith.**— < Faith is the substance of things 
hoped for, the evidence of things not seen.^ This uni- 
form attention to the actings of faith will makew keep 
the mark for the prize of our high calling constantly 
in our view. Let us moreover ever remember, that 
all our expectations of pardon, sanctification, and sav* 
ing mercy, must be derived from Christ, the fountain 
opened for sin and for uncleanness, who is our hope, 
the hope of Israel^ and the Saviour thereof. Whatever 
corruptions we see in ourselves, let us lay them aU at 
the foot of the cross ; for be who was suspended on 
that accursed tree has borne our griefs and carried 
our sorrows, and with his stripes we are healed. How 
amazing are the transactions of redeeming love ! Our 
hearts must be dead indeed, if we are not quickened by 
the contemplation of it We shall, I believe, always 
find our souls enlivened, our graces invigorated, and 
our affections spiritualized, in proportion to our hum^ 
ble, steady, cheerful dependance on Christ, our blessed 
surety, for all those supplies of which we stand in need 
In holy writ, the Redeemer is styled the Lord our 
Righteousness. What a treasure is there in that epi* 
thet ! O, my dear friend, I desire to rest satisfied, and 
to stand complete in the righteousness which is of Grod 
by faith. View it, I entreat you, incessantly, and par- 
ticplarly under deep auctions ai|d disopuragements ; 
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fix your soul in the lowest abasement at the foot of the 
ceoGS, and at all eyents dare to cry, < O, my Saviourj, 
who hung, and who bled, and who died upon it; 'my 
wisdom, my righteousness, my sanctification, my all in 
all, in thee do I trust f Blessed be Grod, however 
variable we may be in our sphitual frames^ affections, 
or dispositions of soul, yet Christ is the same to^lay, 
yesterday, and for ever, and may be safely trusted. 
All he has done — all he has suffered — all he is now 
doing, is in behalf of the believer ; and therefore, al- 
though we walk in darkness, and see no light, though 
we even walk through the valley of the shadow of 
death, yet may we trust in the name of the Lord, and 
stay ourselves upon our God. His people may seem 
to suffer the same things as others do, but he wonder-^ 
fully supports them, sanctifies their sufferings, and 
changes th^ very nature, so that they come from 
love, and taste of love. All th^ crosses are marked 
with love. In the hour of affliction, his language is, 
" I will be with thee in trouble.' When ccmflicting 
with the great enemy, listen to his declaration, < Stand 
still, and see the salvation of Grod.' When vinted 
with sickness, hearken to his promise, < I wiU make 
thy bed in thy sickness.' When oppressed with po- 
verty, his chearing voice proclaims, < I know thy po- 
verty, but thou art rich.' When ready to faint under 
losses and bereavements, this is his language, ^ I am 
thy shield and great reward." Even at the approach 
of death, the voice frcnn the excellent glory declares, 
< He that believeth in me shall never die.' And to 
complete the bliss, even when standing at the judg- 
ment^seat, the divine Redeemer says to all his bdiev- 
ing people, < Lift up your heads with joy, for now 
your redemption ,drawetli nigh.' In all theae cases of 
distress, ever remember that he acts as Jesus, and saves

from them all ; not indeed from their approach, but 
most certainly from their injuiiouB effects. They 
come, but it is for good ; he permits the disease to 
sdze on them, that he may show his almighty power 
to heal. He suffers his children to be put into the 
burning fiery furnace, to show that fire can have no 
power over them, nay, that tbe very smell of it cannot 
pass even upon the garments of those who are under his 
keeping. O what a friend is this I Surely there can 
be none like him ! Such a fnend, and better and 
greater fiir, you may, and, I doubt not, shall find him, 
as^ your faith increases, and your dependance upon 
hiiii becomes more habitual. He is every thing to 
his people which they can desire; a propitiation 
for their sins, light in darkness, life in death, the 
way wherein they must walk, the door by which they 
must enter, and the garment which they must put on. 
So says the infallible word of God, that word which I 
would recommend to my dear friend to make her study 
as much as her health would admit. In that word are 
truths pure and unmixed,-— truths without the least 
taint of error, — ^the infallible and perfect will of Grod 
itself. Treasure it up, then, in your memory ; learn it 
well, and inwardly digest it ; you will find it as neces- 
sary to your soul as food is to your body ; therefore 
feed upon it, and nourish your soul with it. As you 
say, that you are sometimes under the necessity of be- 
ing in vain company, which doubtless must be burden- 
some to a soul in pursuit of higher gratifications and 
more substantial pleasures, allow me to request of you 
to examine your heart as follows : — Am I willing that 
those I at any time converse with should know that it 
is my determined resolution to work out my salvation 
with fear and trembling ? Am I willing to risk my re- 
putation so far as not to be ashamed to be thought 
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more serious than the world around me? Have I 
^ven proof of this when in the company of those who 
are otherwise disposed ? Ha^e I had courage to think, 
to qpeak,' and to act, in opposition to their opinions and 
practices ; and have I done so when necessary, upon 
the yery spot ? — There is nothing in this age which can 
so nradi evidence the determination of our wills for 
God, as such a omduct in the world ; and much need 
have we, especiaUy in times like the present, of the 
assistance of the Holy Spirit, to enlighten our minds, 
to keep open our eyes, and to confirm our hearts in 
such a rescdution ; but we shall not fiul if we pray as 
we ought, and seek for greater humiliation under a 
sense of past miscarriages. I received, the other day, 
an account of the expmence of a young person on her 
death'bed, which, as it is both comfortable and en^ 
conraging, I shall insert without apology. — ^ My 
mind,^ said she, '^ has been kept in perfect peace and 
composure, intermixed sometimes with lively views of 
the glory that is to be revealed. I have no doubts, 
nor any fears of death ; I am happy. I beg you to 
press on, and not to faint by any means. I can assure 
you that ^ou shall be well recompensed ; the reward 
is present as well sBjiiture. I would not part with the 
knowledge which I have of God in Jesus Christ, for 
ten thousand worlds ; I only lament that I have done 
no more for the glory of God, and lived no more to 
promote it Beg all to pray for me that I may wait 
the Lord^s time, and glorify him by a patient submis- 
«on, as becomes a humble penitent sinner under the 
chastemng of an Almighty Qodj and most merdfiil 
Father in Christ. I have been taken out of bed but 
once this fortnight. My disease is worse, attended 
with most violent piun, and such excessive thirst as is 
filmost insupportable. I am passing a time of the 
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greatest trial ; but Satio is kept under. I have peaee» 
hope, and joy beyond expresskm; but I still find my* 
sdf a corrupted creature, and have the greatest reason 
to cry widi my latest breath, God be merdf ul to me a 
mmer ! I have no wish to return to life again, but I 
desire to wait God^s time with patience.^ 

<^ In this young person^s happy death, we receive a 
testimony of the power and grace of the Redeemer. 
It is a peculiar Uessing, my dear friend, that you are 
resigned to his will, and that you can see that the sting 
of death is removed. O may all who suffer by your 
illness be equally submissive, and not the worse but 
the better for the cross ! I am and shall be earnest at 
the throne of grace cm your behalf, that the Lord may 
pour out upon you the influences of his Holy Spirit, 
liiat what he calls you to, he may fit you for ; but you 
have a better intercessor than I am, whom the Father 
heereth always. Now our Lord Jesus Christ himself, 
and God, even oin: Father, be your support under, 
and do you good by thb dispensation. Believe me to 
be, more than I can express, your sincere and affec- 
tionate friend;^ 

The family usually left Taymouth at the close of the 
autumn. This year, it would seem, they had taken 
their departure sooner, for Lady Glenorchy was in 
London early in October. This probably was intend- 
ed by her friends to divert her mind from those seri- 
* ous subjects which occupied it. Aware of the danger 
attending this return to the seat and centre of dissipa- 
timi, she had made up her mind to resist it, and had 
informed Miss Hill of her determination. In this re- 
solution her iriend aideavoured to confirm her, by ad< 
dresong to her the following letter. 
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" Ockber 14, 1766. 
<< Ab my brothar goeB through Londoo, I camiot' 
omit writing you a few lines by him, and sending you 
some tiracts, which I tirust may be of use to you in 
your present resolution of seeking our blessed Jesus, 
and of being no mcare conformed to tins vain worid. 
Aithmigh I am most deeply affected by your illness, I 
cannot but regoice in the happy change produced on 
your mind. O my dear friend, what abundant cause 
of thankfulness and rejoicing have you, that God has 
thus brought you to himself'-^that he has diown you 
the nothingness of eyeiy creature cnmfortj and easMed 
you to seek happiness wliew ikmm it is to be found, 
iiefave you are called home, to be no more in the 
world. The power of the Bedeemer'^s graoe now 
makes you look upon the salvktion of your soul as the 
cme thing needful ; and instead of attempting to feed 
your mind fdth the emptiness of worldly amusements, 
enables you to see bis power and his gloiy in the 
sanctuary, and to look forward towards eternity with 
a hope full of a glorious immortality, l^iis rhaiigr 
Jias been wrought by the fmger of CM, and even in 
its lowest degree is to be thankfully acknowledged and 
remembered in every dejection of mind which, through 
the force of your distemper, may surprise you. I 
trust you will always be enabled to reooUeet and to 
say with comfort, < Remember, O Lord, thy gradous 
word unto thy servant, wherein thou hast caused him 
to hope.^ May your soul, my dear friend, rejoice 
more and more in an experimental sense of commu^ 
nion with the blessed Jesus, and in the sensible mani- 
festations of his love and favour ! O how far prefer- 
able is this to the vain, false, momentary, unsatisfac- 
tory toys on which the children of thb world fix their 
deluded hearts. The worldling, it is true, sees no 
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ezceUencyi no form nor comeliness in the Lord Jesus 
wherefore he should be denied, as if there was no 
more in the icnowledge of Christ the Saviour than in 
the knowledge of the world, its vanities and pursuits. 
Glory, glory be to rich grace, that has taken the 
dark scales from off our eyes, and enables us to call 
Christ our Beloved and our Friend, the choice, the 
test, the life, and the joy of our souls, our all in all, 
in whom we both wi^ to live and die. In him all 
fulness dwells, and he has it for the express purpose 
of dispensing it liberally. This is the fulness of a 
fountain ever flowing, yet ever full ; and, therefore, 
none ever applied to it in good earnest and was disap- 
pcnnted. O may we never dishonour the j»Y>fesaon 
we make by any sinful worldly compliances, which 
may at once destroy both our communion with God 
and our peace of oonsdence. The fears you men- 
tion, of returning to a life of vanity, if it please God to 
continue you much longer in the world, are an evi- 
dence of your progress in the divine life, and that you 
have been effectually brought out of the captivity of 
Satan, into the glorious liberty of the children of God. 
How much do I feel myself attatched to you, to whom 
I perceive the Lord is manifesting himself, and whom 
I trust he is sealing unto the day of final redempticm ! 
So long as you keep the importance of salvation in 
view, looking at Christ as your only satisfying good, 
your only enriching treasure, and relying on him for 
strength, you will no doubt be kept from falling ; you 
have Grod's promise on your side, which cannot fail : 
< When thou passest through the waters, I will be 
with thee ; and through the rivers, they shall not over- 
flow thee : when thou walkest through the fire, thou 
shalt not be burnt, neither shall the flame kindle upon 
thee. For I am the Lord thy God, the Holy One of 
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Israel, thy Saviour.^ — ^Cast thy burden upon the 
Lord, and he shall sustain thee/ I am glad that you 
examine strictly mto your own heart. May the Lord 
enable us to approve ourselves to him, and to strive 
most vigorously against all unhallowed inclinations, 
those sources of actual transgression wherewith we 
more or less offend Grod continually, both in heart 
and life ! To the care and protection of God I now 
heartily commend you. May his blesang follow you, 
and if it is his good pleasure, may you be restored to 
health ; at all events, may you be conducted safe to 
the desired haven of eternal rest and bliss ! So prays 
your sincere friend.^ 
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CHAPTER III. 

The doctrines of fbrgiveness by the saoifice of Chiist, of justiikation by 
hit ri^teousaess, and of legenention by the S^rit^ wen at this time 
xeviired and pceaehed in EnglancU-They ooeupy the attestkn of Lady 
Glenorchy — Miis Hill writeB her opinion of them— .Amidst the follies 
of London and Bath, Lady Glenorchy determines to resist them — 
And, in a letter, Miss Hill expresses her satisfaction at the detetmina- 
tion. 

From the time of the Reformatum to that of the Be- 
storatioDy the scripture doctrines of the free forgiveness 
of sins by the sacrifice of Christ, of justification by his 
righteousness, and of regeneration by the operations 
of the Holy Ghost, were very generally taught through- 
out all England. After the Restoration, however, they 
became too generally neglected and forgotten. So 
much indeed was this the case, that when they were 
preached by the r^ular clergy, Hervey, Romaine, 
and a few others, from their pulpits, and by the irre- 
gular clergy, Whitfield and Wesley, and their follow- 
ers, in the streets and fields, there was a general com- 
motion excited throughout the whole land, as if some 
new, and strange, and pernicious toiets had been in- 
troduced. About this time these tojncs became very 
frequently not only the subjects of controversy from 
the pulpit and the press, but the subjects also of con- 
versation among professing Christians, and were con- 
demned or applauded by them, according to the di£R?r- 
ent views which had been formed of thmr natiu^ and 
importance. Among others. Lady Glenorchy had her 
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attentioii turned to them, and, as might notiundly have 
been expected, was anxious to have the (qnnion of her 
friend Miss Hill upon them. This Miss Hill gave, in 
her usual frank and kind manner, as follows :«^ 

''Naoember 16^1165. 
^* My heart and thoughts, my very dear friend, 
have been much with you during your journey ; and 
were it not for the reflection that you have a merciful 
€kxl, whose watchful eye is ever over you, to Iceep you 
from all evil, my uneasiness on your account would 
have been abundantly heightened, as in your last letter 
you mention bdng afflicted with great doubts and ter- 
rors. This is tar from being an ubc(Hnmon com- 
plaint ; and I believe there are few truly brought out 
of the captivity of nn and Satan, who have not at 
times experienced the same or nmilar distress. When 
this great adversary sees his kingdom likely to be over- 
thrown in the heart of any one, he never fails, ^ther 
by force or fraud, to attempt to regain it But the 
Lord Jesus Christ, the great Captain of thar salva- 
tion, ever has, and ever shall most undoubtedly enable 
them to come o£P more than conquerors. With re- 
q>ect to the doctrine of the new birth, on which you 
ask my ofnnion, it is plainly taught by our Lord in 
his discourse to Nicodemus, when he says, ' Except a 
man be bom again, he cannot see the kingdom of 
God.^ The tnnner, in his natural state, has unques- 
tionably in God, life, motion, and animal being ; but 
he is not conscious of his presence, and is an entire 
stranger to those influences of the Holy Spirit which 
nourish the divine life in the new creature. The 
things of God which are so continually present to the 
souls of the children of God, make no impression on 
his mind. Grod speaketb to him by his word and hb 
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providencea; he calleth him, but he heareth not hb 
Yoioe. Chrut offers himself to hiin as the bread fiom 
heaven, but he tastes not how good the Lord is. God 
would manifest himsdf to him, but the eyes of his un- 
derstanding are so darkened, that he cannot discover 
, hinli He is, in fact, as the apostle Paul expresses it, 
'alienated jErom the life of God through the ign(»anoe 
which is in him.' He may» however, at times have 
some serious thoughts and affections ; he may 'occa- 
sionally feel some good desires, and make some faint 
efforts to turn to God ; but his heart being yet attach* 
ed to this world, his spiritual senses not being yet ex- 
ercised, he is not able to behold the Sim of Right- 
eousness, for he is not yet bom of God. Whatever 
peculiar circumstances may attend such a change s» 
is implied in being bom again, there is every reason 
to believe that none can have truly experienced it, 
and yet remain endrely ignorant tluit such a change 
has been effected. The sinner, in fact, is no sooner 
bom of God, thfm he feels the presence el God, 
and becomes capable of discerning spiritual objects. 
GUxl no longer calls to him in vain; he hears, he 
knows the voice of God, he draws near to God, he 
tastes the good word of God, and the joys of the 
world to come. In short, his spiritual senses aoe 
all in action ; the veil is taken off from his eyes ; the 
things of the Spirit of God are no longer fixdiah- 
ness to him; he reorives them, he comprehends 
them; he feels the peace which passeth all under- 
standing; the love of Grod is shed abroad in his 
heart ; and living in love, and knowing that God is 
love, he knows also that he is bom of God, and that 
he dwelleth in God, and €rod in him. Having sug- 
gested these few hints respecting the doctrine of rege- 
neration, I shall now proceed to say a word or two, 
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which may, by the Uessiiig of God, be of use to you 
towaidBTepeUing those fiery darts with which Satan fre- 
quently attacks bdievers, bringing them under doubts 
and fears respecting thdr interest in Christ, and the 
reality of their regeneration. The great deoeivei^ 
(who, like a roaring lion, goeth about seeking whom 
he may devour,) may possibly take advantage of the 
weakness of your body, and thereby bring you under 
many distressmg fears. But, my dear friend, the God 
of truth has declared, that he cannot hurt you ; ^ {at 
in that Christ himself hath suffered, being tempted, he 
is able to succour them that are tempted.^ Keep this 
text constantly in your view; I know of none more 
strengthening or comforting ; it has often been blessed 
to me in like circumstances. Our dear Redeemer, in 
his suffmngs, seemed to be cast off by his Father, 
when, in bitter agony, he cried out, < My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken me ?** And yet, even then, 
he obtained a glorious victory over the powers of 
'darkness. The Israel of Grod, his spiritual children, 
through him, likewise, are more than conquerors, aU 
thou^ they may sometimes be tempted to think that 
God has cast them off, and suffer most severely by 
particular conflicts. God, however, is in these circum- 
stances often most near to them, and thus exercises 
the strength of thdr love towards him, and tries their 
fakh and patience. A lively faith in the divine pro- 
mises will convince us, not only that the Grod of Peace 
shall bruise Satan under our feet shortly, but that it is 
also the Father^s good pleasure to ^ve us the king^ 
dom. When, therefore, my dear friend, you feel the 
force of temptation, and you are assaulted with doubts, 
fears, and terrors, (than which nothing can be more 
burdensome to a real Cliiistian,) do not fail to exercise 
faith on the Son of Grod ; consider his triumphs on the 
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eross; sad remember, that all he did, and all he 8ii£- 
fered, were for ffou. Lay hold on him as your only 
and all-suffideat Saviour, then shall he be to you, as 
Isaiah expresses it, chap, xxxii. t. S. ^ As an hiding- 
place from the wind, and a covert from the tempest ; 
as rivers of water in a dry place ; as the shadow of a 
great rock in a weary land."* When Christians are dis- 
tressed with convictions of sin, as David was, or fa^ 
tigued with the troubles of this world, as Ehjah, they 
find that in Christ, in his undertaking, his promises, 
and his consolations, which revives them, and keeps 
them from fainting ; they who are weary and heavy 
laden, do indeed find rest in Christ All the predous 
privil^es of the new covenant are purchased by his 
blood, and communicated by his Spirit. How sweet 
9X^ the promises to a believing soul ! How delightful 
the knowledge of pardon, the assurance of Grod's love, 
the joys of the Holy Ghost, the hopes of eternal life, 
aod the present earnests and foretastes of it, to those 
who have their spiritual senses exercised. If Ae plea^ 
sures of sin are hateful to us, divine consolations will 
be sweet to our taste, sweeter than honey and the 
honey-comb. Now if Satan attempt to destroy your 
comfort, by suggesting that you must do so and jo, 
and be thU and be tJuU^ repel his temptation, by oaUing 
to your remembrance, that Christ has paid the whole - 
debt, even to the uttermost farthing ; and that in him 
you/have a fulness of pardon, peace, wisdom, strength, 
righteousness, and salvation, all treasured up for you. 
O blessed free grace of God ! O blessed be his name, 
for Jesus Christ ! What a gift ! and for whom ? for 
sirmers I for me and for you, my dear dear friend, to 
whom I am now writing. What says the everlastii:^ 
God? Believe on the Lord tfesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved. Can God he ? Can we have a bet- 
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tor foundation to build upon than his promise and 
oath? O then, may we ever cast all our burden 
upon the Lord, seeing we are thus encouraged, and 
invited to do so, and lean on the beloved of our 
souls, and upon the promises of God in him. This 
will bear us up under all troubles, and fortify us against 
all temptations, for the Lord Jesus is our strength ani 
OUT Redeemer, You complain of weakness, see then 
in whom you have strength, strength sufficient for you 
in every time of need; for, saith the Scripture, < As 
thy day is, so shall thy strength be. God is faithful, 
who will not suffer you to be tempted above that ye are 
able; but will with the temptation also make a way to 
escape, that ye may be able to bear it^ My dear 
friend, lay up these gracious words of promise in your 
heart as your richest treasure, and confide in them as 
your surest support, oonndng nothing so certain as 
what Gtid has said. While his diildren can live upon 
this fixed dependance on the Saviour^s grace, all tUngs 
shall wwk together for their good; The abiding sense 
of our own wcndcness will keep us dq>endant upon Jesus, 
and anxious to receive out of his fulness, so that die 
more we feel of our utter helplessness, the stronger 
we shall grow, because we shall live more upon him ; 
whidi illustrates that seeming paradox of the apostle^ 

< When I am weak, then I am strong ;^ when I am 
most sensible of my own weakness, then am I strong 
in the Lord ; hisBtrength is then perfected in me. Ac 
oofding to the express testimony of the Scriptures, it is 
faith that brings peace and resignation to the soul ; 

< Being justified by fiuth, we have peace with Grod 
through our Lord Jesus Christ^ And again, * Thou 
shalt keep him in perfect peace whose mind is stayed 
on thee, because he tfiisteth in thee.^ The conscience 
being first awakened to see its own defilement, and 
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afiterwards pacified by an application of the blood of 
sprinkling, attains a sweet composure ; and resting on 
the faithfdness of the Redeemer, and the all-suffidency 
of his undertaking, is confident that all things shall 
work together for good to those who love God, and are 
the called according to his purpose. This oomddera^ 
tion makes it the desire of the Christian'^s heart, that 
the will of God may be done in him, and by him ; and 
therrfore, under the most distresrang circumstances and 
sharpest sufierings of body or mind, he can say, * not 
my will, but thine be done.** Moreover, the soul thus 
brought out of its natural darkness into the marvellous 
light of the Grospel, sees, an amiableness and an excel- 
lency in Christ Jesus, of which before it knew nothing. 
Once the man could look upon the blessed Redeemer 
as having no f(»rm nor comeliness that he should de- 
sire him ; but now he sees him to be altogether lovely, 
the chief among ten thousands, full of grace and truth. 
Having now obtained the precious £Eiith cf Gkid^a 
elect, Jesus is become precious to his soul ; for saith the 
Apostle Peter, < Unto you which beUeve, he is pre- 
dous/ Time was when this poor perishing world, and 
its riches, honours, or pleasures, engrossed his affec- 
ti(»is ; but the bent of his heart bemg now changed, he 
sedcs only the unsearchable riches of Christ, the ho- 
nour which Cometh from God, and those pleasures 
which are at his right hand for eVermore. Time was 
when his own will was his rule, and the commandments, 
ordinances, and people of God, were irksome to him 
and unwelcome; but now, being bom from above, 
and passed bom death to life, it is the desire of his 
heart to be guided by the word and Spirit of God ; he 
counts his commandments no longer grievous, but a 
light and easy yoke ; he says of the ordinances, < It is 
good for me to be here ;^ and bis delight is in the saints. 
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who in his estimate are the excellent ones of the earth. 
These things, my dear friend, I am convinced you now 
know by happy experience; and most certain it is^ that 
if you do know them in truth, flesh and blood hath 
not rejrealed them unto you, ^ For the natural man re- 
cdveth not the things of the Spirit of God, ndlther can 
he know them, because they are spiritually discerned C 
and human nature can rise no higher than its source ; 
but the ancnnting which you have received of God 
abideth in you, and shall teach you all tlungs. Al- 
though, however, it has pleased the Lord to reveal 
himself in you, you must be earnest in prayer for fresh 
supplies of knowledge, futh, jgrace, and strength ; and 
you have all possible encouragement to be so, since (as 
I observed before) in Christ all fulness dwells, and out 
of that fulness we receive grace for grace. Leun then 
to guard against self-dependance, and to live more 
upon Christ Resign yourself to him in all his offices,' 
as a Prophet to teach you, a Priest to make atonement 
and intercession for you, and a King to rule over you 
Mid in you. View him also in his pastoral office, in 
the character of a shepherd, < the good Shepherd who 
gave his life for the sheep.^ Consider his watchful- 
ness and care of his little chosen flock, that < little 
flock to whom it is the Father^s good pleasure to give 
the kingdom,'* and of whom he himself says, that 
< none shall pluck them out of His hand.^ O my dear 
fellow-traveller in the road to Zion, how are we bound 
to magnify and adore the good Shepherd, when We 
remember how that, when we like sheep had gone 
astray, he sought us and brought us back by the cords 
of love, and when we were wandering farther and far- 
ther from his fold, made us < hear his voice and fol- 
low him.^ O this indeed is love which passeth know- 
ledge ! M«y it fill our hearts with gratitude, and our 
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'li^ with praise ! Maj it coiistrain us to live more to 
him who died for us^ and to grow more and mmfe in 
oonformitj to his blessed image! that so we mirf adorn 
the doctrine of Ood our Saviour in all things, and by 
well«dou]g put to silence the igporance of foolish men^ 
who would falsely accuse out good conversation in 
' Christ But I tixe you, and engross too much of your 
time by the length of my letters. You will, I Imow, 
however, pardon the freedom with whidi I write, fiir 
with shame and sorrow I confess, that I am a miserable 
profident in the school of Christ, and have great need 
myself to be taught I love indeed to think, talk^ and 
write of the blessed Jesus ; my rinful soul seems re- 
freshed when I meditate on the gldries wUdi compose 
his name. But O, how dark, how ignorant am I ! 
how little, how exceedingly little do I know of him f 
O thou light of the world, enlighten my soul, teaoh 
me to know move of thy infinite and unsearchable 
riches, that I may love thee with increaring ardour, 
and serve thee with growing zeal, till thou hringest me 
to glory ! Since I wrote the above, I have been very 
ill, but I thank God that I am now better. In the 
midst of my pain, I felt a sweet composure, and ex* 
perienced a hope that God was my recondled Father 
in Christ When I looked at myself, the sight frighU 
ened me, for I saw nothing but a black catalogue of 
actual sins arising from the impure fountain of my cor- 
rupt nature ; but in looking at Jesus, how was the view 
changed 1 I was enabled to see every an blotted out 
by his precious blood, and that the law, as a covenant 
in its utmost rigour, could have no demands against 
me. In general, I find it the hardest thing in the 
world to believe this; a certain l^;id self-righteous 
s{Hrit cleaves to me, and I am looking for that in my- 
self which I can never find but in my Uessed Surety. 
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It is tbiB that obfitruots the actings of faith, and pn* 
vents us from submitting to the righteoosnesB wbidi b 
of God. I thought much of you, my bdbved friend^ 
and even almost wished that I oould bear your sioki- 
ness for you ; but this was not a proper subminioo to 
the will of Him < who orders all things wdl^^ and fttis 
visits you for the good of your immortal soul. I de- 
dicate part at every day to pray to God for your re- 
covery, and for your increase in grace, sixength, faath^ 
and holiness^ so that you nmy come out of the furnace 
of affliction, refined as gold purified in the fire, and be 
made more and more meet for an inheritance amongst 
the saints in li^t May the Lord vouchsafe an an- 
swer to my petitions ! Sometimes the consideration 
of my great unworthiness would draw me back from 
the throne of grace ; but I am encouraged by the re- 
flection, that it is God'*s command that we should make 
our requests known to him, and that I shall be heard, 
not because I am worthy, but in virtue of the merits 
of my Redeemer. O what a privilege is it, that the 
God of heaven allows poor sinful worms to pour out 
thehr complaints before him ! What an ease to an op- 
pressed heart to breathe its wishes, and confess its fears, 
and tell its griefs to a loving Father, whose ears are 
open to the humblest prayer ! O that the time spent 
in this heavenly exercise may be more and more de- 
lightful to me, and not to me only, but to all who love 
th& Lord Jesus in anoerity ! I fear our prospect of 
meeting again is very distant ; perhaps it may not be 
permitted us in this hfe ; but we may, I trust, hope for 
afrr happier meeting, where sickness, pain, disappoint- 
ments, and sin^ (the woeful cause of them and of every 
other evil), shall be no more !-— Blessed existence ! May 
God vouchsafe to bring us, together with the whole 
Israel of God, to the haven of everlasting peace and 
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rest, even to the eternal state of holiness and bKss, 
through the merits and intercession of our dear B&- 
deemer ! Help me with your prayers, my dear friend, 
to the end that I may be enaUed to experience in my 
own soul, what I most sincerely recomipend to you, 
and most earnestly pray for you.^ 

Lady Glenorchy passed this winter in London and 
Bath, where every means had been employed to induce 
hereto return to the dissipated world. Her judgment 
and her conscience, however, were decidedly against it ; 
and nether severity nor art, both of which were put 
in practice, could divert her ftcm. h& purpose. In 
this steadfastness Miss Hill rejoiced, and thus express* 
ed the pleasure which she felt 

<' Jamafy 17, 1766. 
<< I was last night made happy by the recript of 
your kind letter, which I perused with uncoDunon in- 
terest and feeling. Greatly did I rejoice to find that 
there is any amendment in your bodily health, and 
above all, that, you have once more through grace 
conquered the snares which Satan had industriously 
laid to seduce you agfun into the world — a worlds 
friendship with which, the Scriptures declare, is enmity 
with God. It is truly amazing that so many people, 
professing to believe the Bible, should count it an act 
of prudence and good sense to cultivate, in the manner 
they do, the esteem and friendship of this vain and 
foolish world. Such persons certainly forget that 
there is no precept in Scripture laid down with mare 
express authority than this, ^ Be not conformed to 
this world, but be ye transformed by the renewii^ of 
your mind ;' nor than this, ^ Love not the world, 
neither the things tb^t are in the world. If any man 
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love the world, the love of the Father is not in him.^ 
How does it happen then that so many love the world, 
and yet remain perfectly at ease with respect to the 
state of th^ souls ? I can attribute this to nothing but 
to the fatal blindness and desperate deceitfulness of the 
heart, and to the temptations of Satan, the father of 
lies. This arch deceiver is ever^ersuading us to 
think, and to live, and to act in direct opposition to 
the sacred oracles of truth, in some point or other ; 
well aware that as long as we are the willing servants 
of any known sin, so long are we bis ; as the Apostle 
emphaticaily represses it, ^ Enow ye not that to whom 
ye yield yourselves servants to obey, his servants ye are 
to whmn ye obey ?^ It is because the god of this world 
hath bhnded their eyes, that worldly people are so con* 
tented and satisfied with themselves ; and hence it is 
that the rielig^on of the heart is so much despised 
amongst us, and that aigaging in the round of cere* 
monies and formal services passes for the whole of re- 
ligion. The Grospel, however, is the power of Grod 
unto salvation ; and when its influence is truly felt, it 
purifies the heart, sets it upon God, and is as inoon^ 
sistent with the love of this vain world, as light is with 
darkness. This accounts at once for all the opposition 
winch has been raised against it. The Lord says, < Son, 
^ve me thine heart ;^ and when the heart, deeply affect- 
ed with the love of the Redeemer, yields itself up toGod, 
Satan has no more {dace there : this he well knows, and 
therefore stirs up the enmity of the world to use its 
utmost efibrts to shake the pillars of the kingdom of 
God within the soul. This is evidently the cause why 
inward vital religion is so much rejected and despised, 
and why that dull, stupid, inefiicacious Up4ab(mr, in 
which worldly peoj^e are so fond of trusting, passes 
current amongst, us. O that God may open the eyes 
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of . all who are thus deluded^ and show them that 
thing but the love of Gfod in the heart canavail before 
him, and that every thing else is fSalae and ooimteafeit I 
O may God then, my very dear friend, by his Spirit 
shed abroad his love in our hearts, and cause us to live 
more and more under its holy and heavenly influence ! 
Happy they who, like Maiy, have chosen that good 
part, which shall not be taken away from them ! They 
have abundant cause to rejdce before Grod on account 
of wliat he hath done for their souls, in as much as he 
has enabled them to know the things which bebng 
unto their everlasting peace, and to prefer the service 
of Jesus to all that the world can present. Doubtless 
the world condemns their choice, and has been telling 
them that they are sadly lost to their friends and ac* 
quaintances, and, with an affected sort of pity, would 
fain agmn entangle them in its snares. But they are 
happy, let the world form what ojnnion of them it 
may, for the Spirit of God and of glory resteth on 
them; and whatever they may meet with from the 
contempt of an unbelieving world, they shall rejoice 
and be exceeding glad, for great is thrir reward in 
heaven. < Remember,^ saith our blessed Lord, * the 
word that I said unto you, the servant is not greater 
than bis Lord ; if they have persecuted me, they will 
also persecute you ; if they have kept my saying, they 
will keep yours also. Thede things have I spoken 
unto you, that ye should not be offended.' These 
words of our Lord are sufBdent consolation to every 
believer. Under their influence let us, my dear friend, 
learn daily that glorious lesson, to < count all things 
but loss for the excellency of the knowledge of Christ 
Jesus our Lord ;' and think it our highest honour, 
that as we can do so little for Christ, we shoij^d be 
called in some way or other to suffir for him, till he 
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gives us our discharge, and takes us to shjyre in the 
trioviphs of that victotiouB faith which ov^xometfa the 
"WQtld, May this be our happy lot ! I rejmce you had 
resolution md fortitude to resist all places of public 
amusement at Bath, and that you were enabled to see 
the vast danger you were in of being again entangled by 
the world, whose delights you now happily find to be so 
truly empty, and so greatly diqxroportionate to the mo^ 
ral capacities of the soul, that they are no more capable 
of yidding any solid contentment to an immortal mind, 
than the 'glow-worm glistening in the hedge is capable 
of giving light to the universe. Let us remember, that 
whatever we make our chief delight, to the neglect of 
Christ and his salvation, as it is vanity in the fruition, 
00 it shall surely be very bitterness in the end. But if 
the blessed Jesus say to us, * Be of good cheer, your 
sins are forgiven you^ — ^if he add that jarecioua pronnae, 
< I will never leave you nor forsake you^-^if he in the 
hour of death recdve our departing souls into his ten- 
der and compassionate bosom — ^if in the day of judg- 
ment he bid us enter into the joy of our Lcnrd-f-if this 
be our portion, we cannot but be truly happy. Let 
me warn you not to give way to unbelieving doubts 
and fears, which are highly dishonourable to Ood, and 
most destructive to your own peace and comfort God^s 
Spirit has been striving much of late with you, and 
will, I am persuaded, not suffer you to rest short of a 
true ofmversion* Do inui Atm, he will certainly per- 
fect the work he has begun. I do from the very bot- 
tom of my heart bless the Lord, who is dealing so 
kindly with you. Every one of your spiritual com- 
plaints is, in my mind, matter of rejoicing on your be- 
half, and your case is the common one of all God's 
children. What if your duties are imperfect, your 
graces at times weak, and your comforts fail ; is not 
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Christ still the same? Is he not able and willmg 
to pardon the imperfections of your duties, and to 
strengthen your graces, and to cause your consolations 
to abound ? He is showing you that you must hve 
wholly upon him. This is one of the most important 
lessons he has to teach you ; and whatever brings it to 
your experience is a great and valuable blessing. YPliat 
can make Christ so precious as seeing our continual 
need of him? What can endear him so much to our 
hearts as a full persuamon that we cannot do any one 
thing without him ? My dear friend, you seem not to 
have perfectly learned this lesson. Let not your faith 
be discouraged by a sense of finesh wants, but live 
closer and nearer to the Lord Jesus. Look upon him 
as kJvXL Saviour, and rest satisfied that he can save to 
the uttermost Here you may build upon a foundar- 
tion which cannot possibly fail you. Strive to make 
use of this blessed Immanuel upon all occasions ; by 
ffidth and prayer carry your wants, your sins, your in- 
firmities to him, that he may deliver you from than 
all. May the Lord teach and enable you to do th» 
by his. word and Spirit \ Thejustified person shall live 
by faith ; and, says the Apostle, die life which I now 
live in the flesh, I live by the faith of the Son of Grod. 
May you, my dearest friend, know this truth in your 
mind, love it in your heart, and enjoy it in your expe- 
rience every moment of your life, and then all the pre- 
sent evils of which you comfdain shall work together 
for your good.*" 
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CHAPTER IV. 

Lady Glenovchy contiimes to suffer much from various causefl — Miss Hill, 
in two letters, endeavoun to comfort her-^Death of Lord and Lady 
Sutfaeriand— Jtfias Hill writes Lady Olenorcfay on the occaiion ■■ 
Lady Gleoorchy, from bad health, leaves home — Miss HiD, in one 
letter, laments her indisposition — And in another, discovers much 
fidelity and affection to Lady Ol^orchy — Details her own experience 
—Lady Glenordiy is exposed to reproadi Miss BSSl gtvei her ad- 
vice and opinion on the fufaject 

LoKD Brbadalbane, although he did not enter into 
the ideas of Lady Glenorchy in matters of religion, 
highly respected her integrity and talents ; and enter- 
tained for her the greatest esteem and affection to his 
latest hour, which extended to no great distance fixHn 
her own. Lady Grlenorchy, however, suffered much 
from other causes, and wrote to her fnend Miss Hill 
on the subject, who immediately directed her, in the 
two following letters, to the best of all consdationfiH— 
those which are drawn from religion. 

"Jantkwy, 1766. 
** You say you have troubles of various kinds. Of 
whatever nature they may be, I most sincerely sympa- 
thize with you ; but you may be persuaded that you 
have not one which you could do well without Even 
in the midst of the greatest tribulations, while they 
are besetting us, and falling heavy upon us on every 
side, true Christians can triumph, having peace with 
God, and rejcHcing in hope of his glory. They who 
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are acquainted with that greatest of all blessings, the 
sense of enjoying the favour of the ahnighty and all- 
sufficient Jehovah, and who behold endless glory 
awaiting them, and, as it were, just before them, can- 
not £eu1 to experience thereby incomparable consola- 
tion and support )t is God, our Gkxi in Clnrist Jesus, 
who can only be our stay in trouble. A covenant 
God f transporting thought I a God gradously con- 
descending to be a God to us in time and for eternity, 
through Jesus the Mediator. Have we then taken 
hold of the covenant? Have we come to God by 
Jesus Christ ? Do we cleave to him as our portion, 
our greatly and only desired portion ? And do we 
know of a truth that he is a recondled Qod to ns, 
and that he will be our God for ever and ever ? Thus 
minded, we shall rejoice even in txibulatioDS ; neither 
shall it be in the power of affliction, or of on, at of 
Satan, of oppression or persecution, or even of death 
itself, to take this our joy from us. O how ai^ular 
and peculiar are the UeEsings which belong to veal 
Christians, who are related to God as dear childrra f 
and how should this engage us to give all diligence to 
make our calling and election sure ! A Christian is a 
most honourable character—- one who has fellowship 
with the Father and with his Son Jesus Christ May 
we then make it evident to our own souls that we are 
partakers of that fellowship, by living a life of faith on 
the Son of God, and adorning the doctrine of Grod 
our Saviour in all thbgs ! Without this, all is no- 
thing. In every trouble we must strive to exercise the 
graces of humility, faith, and hope; and when these 
are in full operation, pati^ce will be the infalfible 
result Humility shall effectually stop the mouth of 
complaint ; faith shall ^ve the well-grounded persua- 
sidn that the affliction is good ; and hope shall bri^ 
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in the enliveiiiiig prospect of growth in grace and 
approaching glory. How then can we do otherwise 
than rejoice in tribulationa, knowing that ^ tribulation 
werketh patience ; and podenoe, experience ; and ex« 
peiienoe, hope? Affliotimis are sent to prove ua, 
whether grace be in us or not. Now, if they woric ai 
us the sorrow of the world,'and make us fly to worldly 
succours, what do they but unquestionably prove the 
depravity of our hearts P Sut if they have a contrary 
effect, and work patience, they produce in us an expe« 
rimental acquaintance with various circumstances re.- 
lative to Grod and to ourselves, to this world and to 
the next, which are of the most interesting and oom^ 
fortable importance. When afflictions faring us to a 
more resigned and mortified spirit, to a more sure 
trust in God, and a more entire casting of our care 
upon him; and when tiie Lord supports us under 
them, and blesses our souls by them, then they bring 
along with them a comfcnlable experimental proof of 
his love. ^ If you endure chastening, God dealeth 
with you as with sons/ It is afflictions which dis- 
tinguish the chaff from the wheat ; and by our de* 
portment under them, we shall be able to discover 
whether or not. we are rincere and upright in heart 
If we cleave to Grod and duty patiently in a cloudy 
and dark day, this shall clear up our evidences, and 
help us to an experience of our integrity in which we 
may rejoice. If at such a season we do not confer 
with fl^ and blood, and do not yield any thing to 
ease, interest, or worldly esteem, but maintain a good 
ocHiscience, patiently suffering ance the will of Gt>d is 
so, hereby we evince that we regard Grod^s will more 
than our own. Thus it is, my dear friend, that suffov 
ings may be considered as special seasons and means 
of giving to the children of God experience of thw 
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integrity towards him. I lejmce to think that my last 
letter affcxrded you any ocaifidation ; but I beg you on 
no account whatever to look on the unworthy writer 
in a higher light than she deserves. If God make use 
of me to be in the least degree instrumental towards 
strengthening you in the blessed paths of righteousness 
an4 peace, I shall indeed be happy ; but to him pye 
all the glory. My heart is much with you, and I can- 
not be employed more to my sadsfaction than in this 
intercourse, which I must beg may never again be in- 
terrupted. Perhaps the Lord may in his good time 
permit us to meet again here bdow ; if not, the trma. 
porting hour is drawing nigh, when we hope to meet 
above, and leave all our sins and sorrows behind us. 
In the mean time, may faith supply the defects of 
sense, and feed upon the privil^es of 8|nritual com- 
munion! Do we not meet at the same throne of 
grtfce ? Do we not drink of the same water of life ? 
Are we not fed with the same heavenly bread, and 
supported by the same divine promises P Are we not 
animated by the same glorious hopes, and pressing 
towards the same heavenly mark P Does not he who 
comforts you, vouchsafe to ccnnfort me also ? When 
we pray in retirement, do we pray aUmef O no, my 
dear Mend, how would it ruse our spirits to conader 
the countless multitudes that are joining with us every 
hour ! All our eyes and hearts are fixed upcm the 
same Jesus, and he, like the sun in the firmament, 
shines forth at one and the same moment, filling every 
eye with his light, and warming every heart with his 
love. Nor is this all; nay, this is the smallest part of 
the view of the communion of saints. We join not only 
with the church below, but with the church above, that 
glorious assonbly, which is enlarging every mom&ai^hj 
the accession of new voices out of every kindred, and 
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tongue, aad nation, and ccmstantly singing, ^ Worthy 
is the Lamb that was slain," and ascriUng all the 
praise to ^him who loved us, and washed us from our 
sins in his own blood/ It is true, as one observes, 
that the saints in light do not feel our imperfec* 
tions, and consequently cannot mourn over them ; for 
in heaven that which is in part is done away, and 
that which is perfect is fully oome. They do notnouf, 
but they did once. There was a time wh«i they were 
as we are. They in thdir day passed through this 
vast howling wilderness ; they were beset with our ene« 
nues; they were tempted, wounded, and sore thrust at 
that they might fall; but the Lord was their stay. 
Many of them have been hard put to it, and, in an 
hour of unbelief, have almost despaired of seeing the 
gpodness of the Lord in the land of the living ; biit 
now their conflicts are over. After all their struggles, 
they are made more than conquerors, by the blood of 
the Lamb and the word of his testimony. And we, 
who experience the same trials, expect the same deE- 
verance ; for the arm that protected them is stretched 
out sitill ; the fountain whereof they drank is full and 
flowing for us also ; the word on which they hoped is 
in our hands; the rock on wluch they were built is 
the Bock of Ages, a foundation sure in every age ; 
thereicxre we need not fear. Every one who has gone 
to heaven before us, is a witness to the power, faith- 
fulness, and love of our Saviour. And O, with what 
a doad of these witnesses should we see ourselves 
encompassed, could we but penetrate beyond the veil 
of flesh, and open our eyes upon the glorious realities 
of the unseen world ! May God bless you, my very 
dear and honoured friend, and pour out upon you the 
dioicest of his merdes ! Strive to have Christ always 
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in your henrt, heaven in your eye, and the world under 
year feet, and then you can never be iinhaf^y.^

'< Many things in your h»t letter I will answer now 
more particularly. The more I consider the matter, 
the more I see proofs of the Lord's gracious deahngs 
towards you. He seems to be, by the enlightening 
influences of his Holy Spirit, both working in you a 
more perfect knowledge of himself, and of your own 
state imd character. These two things are indispens- 
ably necessary towards our pn^ress in the Chtistiaii^ 
race. For until we see something of the infinitely 
condescending love of God to siimers, in sending his 
own Son to suffer £or them, and the mqesty and 
glory of the Redeemer himself, we shall nev» be aUe 
to discover the exceeding sinfulness of sin, whidi re- 
quired a ransom of such inestimable value. And, on 
the other hand, until we see ourselves lost and undone, 
both by original and actual sin, and incqiable of 
ndttng ourselves to newness of life, we shall never in 
earnest apply to Christ for help, nor value aright 
that great salvation which is in him. . You ccmplain 
o£ Uindness, hardness of heart, and unbelief. O what 
delightful evidences are those complaints, that your 
heavenly Father is now convincing you of your lost 
and undone state by nature and practice, and that he is 
teaching you to set a true value on the undertaking of his 
dear Son, who invites all to come to him that labour 
with doubts and fears, and are weary and heavy ladeo 
with the burden of sin ! You say that you cannoi believe. 
I rgoice that you feel your inability ; for undoubtedly 
a conviction of this is the first step towards obtaining 
true faith. You now experimentally know that ikith 
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is, as the Scripture declares, the gift and the work of 
God; from whom it must be sought in humble earnest 
prayer, and by whose Spirit it must be wrought in the 
heart. How different now are your sentiments from 
what they once were, or from those of the unawakened 
world armmd you ! Were you to ask one who has the 
Jbrm of godliness without the power, if he has^/m^A 9 the 
question would appear strange to him ; he would per- 
haps be offended, and tell you confidently that he always 
believed. Were you to ask him, if he was ever weary 
and heavy laden with the burden of an ? his answer 
would probably be, that he thanks Qod he never did 
any thing so bad as to give uneasiness to his consdence : 
so blind is he, both with regard to the state of his own 
aoal and the spirituality of Qod^s law. Whence is it, 
think you, that such a change has been wrought in 
you ? The reason is evident. It is because Christ has 
diosen you to himself, and by his grace made you to 
differ from the world around you. O did you but 
know what terrors and sore conflicts! what blas- 
jAemous tliougfats! what hardness of heart, many, 
who have tdid me their experiences, have been exer- 
cised with before they were set free by Christ, and 
under which I myself have at times groaned, you 
would not suppose your own case peculiar, but would 
see the kind hand of God in all his dealings with you. 
You have a gracious promise, that neither the world, 
ncnr death, nor hell, shall be able to pluck you out of 
the hand of Christ, your Saviour. Say, then, in the 
words of holy David, *Why art thou cast down, 
O my soul ? And why art thou disquieted within me ? 
Hope in God ; for I shall yet praise him who is the 
health of my countenance, and my God. Wait on 
the Lord : be of good courage, and he shaH strengthen 
thine heart.^ The faith of the strongest bdievers may 
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be sometimes grievously attacked, and shaken, and 
ready to fiiil. Such seasons become doubly trying, 
when our evidences are at the same time clouded, 
divine consolations suspended, and communion with 
God interrupted. But however distressing these may 
be, they are a good sign of the existence of spiritual 
life, and of the exercise of spiritual senses. Whatever 
may be the nature of God's dealings with us, of tUs 
one thing we may rest assured, that he is good, the 
same yesterday, to-day, and for ever; and will be 
found always true to his covenant with his people. 
When, then, our faith is at the weakest, let us be 
careful not to let go our hold of the Saviour. The 
guilt of sin seems not the only thing that distresses 
you ; you complain also of the deceitfulness of your 
heart, of frequent revoltings and wanderings from 
God. Do you not think that these comfdaints are 
the language of all who are brought out of the cap- 
tivity of Satan into the glorious liberty of the children 
of God ? Believe it, they are ; and read, for your com- 
fort, what severe ccmflicts-even the apostle Paul him- 
self had, as he tells us in Rom. vii. from verse 7. to the 
end ; and I am sure, that whoever has any knowledge 
of the plague of his own heart, must earnestly cry oat 
with him, < O wretched man that I am 1 who shall 
deliver me from the body of this death ?' But are these 
stru^les with sin a proof that a person has no saving 
grace .'^ Quite the contrary. They are a convincing 
evidence that he is bom of Grod, and that the new 
nature is striving for victory over the old, which is 
sure to fight hiurd to attain the ascendency, and to 
give the soul much uneasiness before it will own itsdf 
conquered. The most advanced disdple in the school 
of Christ, will have cause to mourn over that corrupt 
nature which so continually fights against grace, and 
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whieh eren bnogs him into captivity to the law jof 
»iL Be not disoouraged, I therefore beseech you. 
You are fighting the good fight of faith, whidi ha3 
been done by every believer from the creation of the 
world to this present moment ; and you have the same 
JTi^mtf—- the same Captain of Salvation present with 
you, and the same precious promises, that in the end 
you shall be more than conqueror, through him who 
hath loved you, and redeeihed you by his blood. 
Think, O think of Jesus on Mount Calvary ! There 
did he satisfy, compfetekf sadsfy, divine justice^! 7%ere 
the heavy blow which should otherwise have fallen 
upon us, fell upon his innocent head ! The blood of 
the New Covenant is shed — ^it has made propitiation 
for our sins : that precious blood, far from crjring for 
vengeance, like the blood of Abel, merits and demands, 
and obtains for us everlasting life. The reason why 
we do not hear our worldly acquiuntances complaining 
of their corruptions, is plain,— -they are led captive by 
Satan at his will. They are ignorant of their disease, 
consequently careless of their renciedy*; they are under 
the dominion of an ; and though slaves to corruptions, 
yet they hug their chains. Is this the case with you ? 
O no, blessed be Grod ! from what you wrote me, I 
am sure it is not. You see yourself by nature a child 
of wrath, and that in you dwelleth no good thing ; 
and you find in you a principle of grace making war 
against the natural principle of corruption which is in 
you and in every child of Adam ; and tiiis is an indis- 
putable proof that you are quickened by the Sjarit of 
God. You have no reason to doubt, therefore^ that 
Grod is carrying on an effectual work of grace, in your 
soul, and giving you an experimental knowledge of 
divine things, with which otherwise you could not be 
acquainted. I cannot conclude withput again entreat- 
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ing you, my dear friend, to oast younelf entirdy tm 
the Laid JeBiis. Trust him forthesalTaUon you iieed» 
and while you do this, you will never fidl. It pleased 
the Father that all fulness should dwell in him, theie- 
fore go to him for all spiritual blessings.*** 

Lady Glenorcby left Bath in the spring ; and afiber 
making some stay in £diiibui|^, aooording to her 
usual custom, wen^ early in the summer to Taymouth. 
At this time^ in addition to her domestic trials, she was 
visited with a V/ery severe affliction, by the loss of her 
only sister, and which was much ^ihanced by the 
melancholy circumstances that attended it Lord and 
Lady Sutherland had two children ; Lady Catherine, 
bom the S4th of May 1764, and Lady Elixabetb, 
who succeeded her father in the honours of Sutherlandf 
and who, by marriage, is now* the Marchioness of 
Stafford, bom May the 24th, 1766. Lady Catherine 
died on the' 8d of January 1766. This event so affected 
her parents, that they left their seat, Dunrobin, in 
Sutherland, at which place it happened, and aoiight 
relief in the amusements of Bath, where they arrived 
much about the time that Lady Glenordiy l^t it. They 
sought reUef ; but they found it not. One afflicti<Ni 
rapidly succeeded another. Soon after their arrival. 
Lord Sutherland was seized with a putrid fever, with 
which he struggled for fifty-four days, and then ex- 
pired. The first twenty-one days and nights of this 
period, Lady Sutherland never left his bed-sUe, and 
then at last, overcome with fatigue, anxiety, and grief, 
she sunk, an unavaihng victim to an amiable, but ex- 
cessive attainment, seventeen days before the death of 
her Lord. Strange and unaccountable as the cir- 
cuinstance may appear, yet it is a fact, of which thoe

can be no doubt, that her mother, Lady Alva^ knew 
nothiiig of the death of her daughter for nearly three 
weeks after the event had taken place. The way in 
which she at last became acquainted widi it was in it- 
self particularly angular and affiscting. Wlnlst filie 
was hastening to her assistance, she happened to ali^t 
one day from her carriage at the door of an inn, on 
the road to Bath, where she saw two hearses standing. 
Upon inquiring whose remains they contained, she was 
told they were those of Lord and Lady Sutherland, on 
dicir way to the Royal Chapel of Holyrood-House, in 
Scotland, for interment. 

The cup of affliction, thus put into l}ie hands of 
Lady Glenorcliy, by her domestic trials, and by this 
paiitfttl bereavement, was full to the brim and running 
over : this led her to pour out her sorrows, as usual, 
into the bosom of hel* friend Miss Hill, from whom, 
m return, die received the fdlowing cheering conunu- 
nications :•— 

<< O my dear friend, what a mixture of pain and 
pleasuie has your letter, which I have just now re- 
oeived, occasioned me ! The effect which your illness 
has had upon me, shows me that I am too mudi at^ 
tached to you. I feel my heart sinking within me, at 
the bare apprehension of lonng you. May the Lord 
pardon me, and spare you to glorify him on the emrdi ! 
I rejoice in the happy frame of soul in which you 
appear to be, patiently waiting the Lord^s time for 
the removal of your troubles. Fear not, he will do it ; 
and as you well observe, turn your present mourning 
into joy. But O I am almost at a loss bow to advise 
yott oonceming the particulars you mention. I have 
laid the cause bdfoie God in prayer, beseeching bun to 
direct you for the best, and to show« Ins will concern- 
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ing you. Surely the. weapons of a Christian should 
be always sjnritual, and a Christianas adorning shciukl 
be the oniameat of a meek and quiet spirit, under the 
greatest provocations. Do not then, my finend, so 
fiur dishonour the profession you make of a follower of 
the lowly Jesus, and even act so contrary and wholly 
(t^podte to your own disposition and inclinattoD, as to 
put on any appearance of ill-humour. This would 
be going out dT the way of duty, and might {ffovoke 
God rather to continue the afBiction, than remove it. 
JPe3ides, such a conduct and example might injure 
spiritual interest where you wish to promote it, and 
make what you say on religious sulgects of no weight, ' 
as that religion will most naturally and justly be 
thought vain, which does not influoice the temper 
^d conversation. Bather continue to pour out your 
distiress before the thrpne of God, nothing doubting 
but that the trial diall be removed when the Lord sees 
it requisite for the good of your soul. Your letter filk 
my heart with thankfulness to the ever-blessed God, 
who has thus wonderfully su^qxyrted you, and shown 
himself a present help in the time of your greatest ex- 
tremity. Be not alarmed that you have Mt those 
pains which aie the ooooKquences of natural aflSection ; 
a want of them would have argued great inseosibili^. 
It would be, indeed, diqrfeasiog to God, to mourn as 
those who have no h<^ ; but he is far from forbidding 
us to weep over our departed friends. Did not our 
Savipur do the same i^

^< I trust, my dearest friend, this letter will find you 

perfectly easy and composed under your late trial; and 

that having laid all your burden on the Lord, he has 

(^pntinued to support yoii under it, As this, however, 
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was the dad subject of my last letter, I shall proceed 
to inform you of some particular circumstances relative 
to myself, in which you so kindly take an interestl 
Knoir, then, that since it has pleased the Lord, out of 
the abundant riches of his grace, for which I desire ever 
to magnify and adore him, to show me the vast im^ 
portanoe of salvation, and the abi^lute inconsistency of 
worldly pleasure with a life hid with Christ in God, 
I have been obhged to submit to some Ught crosses 
and trials from those who do not think of the nature 
and authority of the infallible Word of God as I do, 
and who would persuade me that I am deceived both 
in doctrine and practice, and that all this strictness is 
unnecessary. Daily experience 'and observation show 
me, that whosoever will be disciples of the crudfied 
^ Jesus, must be thought particular, and many difficulties 
must meet them in their journey tlnrough life. Upon 
the whole, I have far more cause to be thankful than to 
comjdain ; and I desire to bless the Lord for many 
privileges I enjoy, which others in my situation cannot 
possess. We know that suffering and war with this 
world form a part of our portion here. It is doubtless 
a great blessing to taste of the bitter cup of affliction 
in aiiiiatever way it may please our gracious God to 
send it; and I am convinced there is nothing outwit 
more calculated to make us give up the world and its 
friendship, than to experience something of its enmity 
and malice. For my own part, I never have enjoyed 
such sweet and near communion with Grod in Christ, 
as after those seasons when I have been particularly 
called upon to bear my testimony boldly in the cause 
of my crucified Redeemer, which I have sometimes 
been under the necessity of doing, when a large party 
has been against me. But as truth is a powerful wea- 
pon, even though wielded by a weak band, I trust I diall 
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never be ashamed of him who has Ued and died for 
me. I see how dangerous it is to enjoy much of the 
favour of the world, whose smiles and blandishments 
might make us ready to take up our rest on earth, 
and abate our thoughu and desires after heaven. 
Opposition is certainly useful^ and serves as an excite- 
ment to Christians in their journey towards Zioii. 
Without it, many Christian precepts could not be put 
in practice. If we have not all manner of evil spoken 
i^piinst us, how can we bear contempt, and seek only 
the honour which oometh from above ? If we have 
not persecutors, how can our suffering virtues be kept 
in exerdse, and how can we love, pray for, and do 
good to those who deqpitefuUy use us ? How can we 
overcome evil with good? In sh(Nrt, how can we 
know whether we love God better than life itself? It 
has been, I believe, an observation in every age of the 
Christian Church, and confirmed by experience, that 
when the Church was at the highest pitch of outward 
peace and prospmty, it was at the lowest in point 
of spiritual lustre; and that when it ajqpeared in the 
greatest distress by cruel persecutions, and unoom^ 
monly severe sufierings, it was most abounding in sio- 
oerity, seal, vigour, and grace. When the soul is 
most afflicted by outward trials, it is often most happy 
in the rich supplies of spiritual consolation and holy 
joy; and God speaks most peace to it when things 
seem to be most against it I long to hear from you 
again, and to know how you bore this last misfortune, 
which I am encouraged to hope would have no violent 
effect upon you, as you were prepared for it, and had 
your mind stayed upon that Almighty God, whose hand 
has before been so wonderAilly stretched out for your 
su{^rt O what a .blessing it is to have this God 
for our God, our steady unchangeable fiiend ! Since 
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he has done lo mudi for us in times past, shall we aot 
trust him for all that is to oome, and leave every thing 
that concerns us in his hands, who bears us so much 
upon his heart, and who cannot mistake our true in* 
terest? In him is everlasting strength; therefore we 
may trust him, and wait upon him. O, my friend, 
shall we not confide in him, who is the Lord of all 
power, the Father of all mercies, and the God of love? 
Here, then, let us rest our minds ; hare repose all our 
trust and confidence ; here our heavy burdaied hearts 
may find rest, ease, and peace; safety and boldness; 
comfcnrt and joy. Thus leaning on our beloved and 
our best friend, we shall praise him who is the health 
of our countenances and our God. On what besides can 
we depend for relief in times of trouble and adver- 
sity ? All earthly tlungs must £ul: th^ cannot sail** 
fy the desires of an immortal heaven-bom souL O 
may the Almighty Lord and giver of fife and eomfort, 
take us off from all confidence in any thing we are 
apt to trust to, ekfaer in ourselves or any creature^ 
and enable us to look wholly to him who is the Lord 
our Righteousness and our Redeemer. You have 
certainly cause to rejoice in your afflictions, since Ui^ 
have been the means of weaning your a£Peetions from 
the world, and fixing your heart on the unchangeable 
things of eternity. Press forward, I beseech you press 
forward ; ilie prize before us is of a most animating 
nature. Remember what Jesus suffered to obtain it, 
his dying agonies, his tender love. O how sweet is 
the name of Jesus ! My dear friend, do you not see. 
him to be your righteousness, your strength, your 
hope, your refuge, your confidence, your all? I 
know you do. Why then should any thing distress 
you ? Strive after more full assurance that all shall 
work together for your good ; and may we both em- 
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(doy the portion of time allotted us on earth, in the 
love and reverence of our great High Priest; and 
whilst vre are raising up our most enlarged capacities 
to comprehend something of his ineffable greatness^ 
let our lon^ng hearts bum to be with him, that we 
may behold this all-sufficient Saviour as he now sits 
enthomed in light, angels, principalities, and powen, 
being made subject to him. O happy, happy time, 
when we shall, through grace, be admitted to fall be- 
fore the throne, and join those heavenly hosts that day 
and night adore him without ceasing, and sing eternal 
hallelujahs to his praise T 

Lady 61enorchy*s health suffering much undar the 
pressure of her great and complicated distress, change 
of air and scene was recommended to her, and in cod^ 
sequence of this, she left home. This circumstance had 
occasioned, on her part, the suspension of her corres- 
pondence with her friend for some wedcs, which Miss 
Hill Uius laments. 

August 90, 1766. 
<< My heart is much weighed down on your account. 
It is a longtime since I have had any letter from you, 
which gives me a thousand selfish fears concerning 
you ; and my dbtress is greatly heightened by being 
told, a day or two since, that you were very ill. O 
my dearest friend, it is possible, if not probable, that 
we shall not be long together ! Your race^ according 
to human appearance, will be run first If so, may the 
Lord give me grace to follow after you, and make me 
bow submissivdiy under his hand, when he takes from 
me one dear to me as my own soul. But O may God 
restore you for a comfort to your friends, bring you 
safe h<xne to their lon^g arms, and make you the 
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happy instrument of {Mromoting his honour and glcnry 
amicbt a crooked and perverse generation ! I know 
you are in the hands of Jesus, and Jesus is good, wise, 
aknighty. He will therefore dispose of you for the 
best. O then calmly look to him, and when the feeble- 
ness of your spirit? prevents you crying out, <My 
Lord and my God,' let your devoted, resigned, patient 
heart still whisper, < Thy will be done !' O my much 
beloved ftiend, if Grod intends taking you to heaven, 
shall I wish it otherwise? Shall I, a foolish worm, 
turn again when he may see it meet to tread upon me ? 
What ! Shall I lament your hapjnness ? O may the 
Lord increase my faith, bend down my stubborn per- 
verse heart, and whatever may be his will concerning 
me in respect to one so dear to me, may he enable me 
to kiss the rod that smites, and to give glory to the 
hand that guides it ! May Grod the Father, Son, and 
Holy Ghost,^ uphold and comfort you ! I hope I shall 
not cease to pray for you ; and I beg you to remember 
a sinful worm before the throne of grace, for such is 
your truly affectionate,^ &c. 

[Jged S6.] Great as was Miss Hill^s affection for 
Lady Glenorchy, her fidelity was equally so, as will 
appear by the following long but excellent letter. 

« September 6, 1766. 
*^ After many painful hours on your account, my 
dearest friend, I am at last relieved by your kind 
letter, which rejoices me more than I can express. I 
am truly happy to find that my fears are groundless, 
and that you are better ; for mdeed I gave way to the 
most alarming apprehensions, and as you might ob- 
serve fbom my last letter, I was ready to conclude, that 
your race was very nearly run. But ^orj be to God, 
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my hopes are again revived, though I dare not too 
much indulge them, that jour days on earth may yet 
be prolonged to live to him, who has thus preserved 
you a monument of his mercy and goodness, and to be 
a comfort and blessing to your friends. But, my very 
dear friend, you must allow me to be free with you : 
Indeed my duty to my God, as well as to your soul, 
will not admit of my being otherwise, or of dealings 
deodtfully in matters of the highest consequence, par- 
ticularly after the kind injunctions you have laid upon 
me to write without reserve. I am grieved that you 
had recourse to company in the time of your heavy 
distress, thinking therein to find that relief which can 
only proceed from God himself. Is it not m fact a 
distrust of God^s power, of his wiUingness to help ? Is 
it not dishonourable to him to seek other means of 
consolation than what he himself has appointed and 
promised to bestow f Undoubtedly it is^ and every such 
unstable prop must fSdl, although tat a shcNrt time it 
may seem to lend support. This is leaning on broken 
reeds instead of the Rock of Ages. Posably for this 
cause the Lord has withdrawn the light of his coun- 
tenance from you for a season, in order to show you 
the vanity of creature comforts, and that there is help 
only in Him who is mighty, almighty, and the never 
failing staff of support. But be not discouraged ; this, 
I trust, has been a useful lesson to you ; let it teach 
you for the future to be continually looking to Jesus; 
his grace is suiBScient for you, and no doubt the Sun of 
Righteousness will again arise on your benighted soul 
irith healing under his wings. Live every moment 
upon the Author of your salvation for present grace, 
believing in him for victory over un, as well as fer 
pardon of it. I know from dear-bought experience, 
that it will conquer me the very moment I cease to 
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live oa the aid of Jfeius ; it has conquered me again 
and again for want of constant dependence upon him ; 
but it never did, nor can, while I feel weak and help- 
less in myself, and am depending on the Lord, that I 
may be strong in the power of his might. This abid- 
ing sense of my own helplessness, makes me desirous 
to cleave close to my Almighty Saviour. I would 
hold him fast and dare never let him go. *" It^V 
says Mr Romaine, <^ we got a dear view of Jehovah 
Jesus, the subduer of sin, it will be the most blessed 
aght we ever had in our Uves. Leaving the past, 
having nothing to do with the future, my business is 
now with Jesus ; whatever I meet with I go to his office, 
where salvation is freely dispensed by his almighty love, 
and I make use of that present need of his saving grace. 
Let us observe in some instances, the blessedness of this 
living every moment as it comes by the faith of the 
Son of Grod. Having brought all my salvation matter 
to a point, I being a sinner and he a Savioufr, I de- 
pend on him always to act as his name Jesus imports, 
and his office is to save me from my uns. He has 
saved me, by taking guilt out of my conscience, but 
not so as that it may not return ; therefore now^ as the 
minute goes <», I rely on his word, and call upon his 
faithfulness, and trust to his power to cleanse me from 
all sin ; and while I do this, I have no guilt, I am free 
fimm condemnation. The blood of Jesus answers all 
the diarges against me from law, and takes away all 
fear of justice, because it is on my side; as I am in 
Jesus, it is just in God to forgive me my sins. Thus 
you see how I keep guilt out of my conscience ; I live 
upon Jesus, and depend on his blood and righteousness 
from mcwaent to moment. If you say, ' 1 do so, but am 
sometfanes discouraged because of the sins which I still 
find in me^ observe^ I have to do with Jesus and none

dse in the subduing of sin. I could not save mjraeLl^ 
nor could all the powers on earth, <x all the angds in 
heaven, save me from one sin— that is the peculiar office 
of Christ ; it is his crown and his glory. The free par- 
doner is the almighty conqueror of sin. In this mat- 
ter my concern lies altogether with him, and I find all 
things are possible to him that believeth. While I 
beheve I nev«r fall : as I trust moment after moment, 
every moment I conquer. Suppose you have a bosom 
sin ; it besets you, it conquers you, you fast and pray, 
and strive against it, you reason with it, and urge 
arguments of philosophy and morality, you try to 
frighten it away with legal terrors ; but in vain> it 
mocks all your efforts, raging more violently, tyran- 
nizing more wantonly : what will you do ? Why 6e- 
Ueve it away, that is gospel like. Set the Loird Christ 
upon it. He has said, ' Sin shall not have dominion 
over you.^ Tell him you can do nothing in this work ; 
but having his word for it that he will do all, you dare 
to trust him, and to leave him to fight with your be- 
setting sin. Best the matter here, and see what will 
be the consequence ; as sure as Jesus is the Saviour 
you will come off conqueror. I am witness for him ; 
whilst I was a poor legal creature, ignorant of sove- 
reign grace, I tried every way I could think of, and 
only nursed my sin ; but when I saw the free pardon 
of it through faith in the blood of Jesus, then I was 
enabled to trust him with the subduing of it, and by- 
faith I had and have the victory. Thanks, all thanks 
be unto him who gives it ! But when ^n is once sub- 
dued, what then ? It will the next moment be striving 
for power and dominion, therefore every moment we 
must look to and . live upon Jesus."" I shall make no 
^HPolcgy for this long quotation. It is from a letter to 
afriend ; and as I found it of some use to myself, I am 
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in hopcfi^ h may be of the same use to you. And do 
you not,. my dear friend, see this blessedness of living 
every moment upon the Lord ? O he is a glorious 
complete Saviour ! I would not only have you see it, 
bat experience it in your own soul. I cah wish you 
no greater hapjnness on this side eternity ; for dius 
enjoying a free pardon, and gaining daily conquests 
through faith in the Son of God, we may look forward 
with comfort and joy to that blessed day when death 
shall put an end to all our' sorrows. The more clear 
the pardon, the more complete the conquest ; the more 
does the believer anticipate the happiness of being 
saved irom nn, and therefore he waits for it, nothing 
wavering. It is the believer^s happiness in all his duties 
to live by faith in Jesus ; he does not p^orm them 
that he may be thereby saved, but being iJready saved, 
he meets his precious Saviour in the way of duty, and 
holds fellowship with him in the ways of his command- 
ments ; and this makes them not grievous, but a light 
and easy yoke. The power of Christ makes the hard- 
est duty easy, and the love of Christ makes the bitterest 
affliction sweet The believer lives like himself when 
the sense of imperfect services works aright, when it 
makes him carry them and lay them all upon the 
golden altar which sanctifieth the gift ; and when he 
depends every moment and in every duty upon the 
righteousness and intercession of God his Saviour. O 
blessed life this ! My dear friend, I would to Grod I 
knew more of it than I do ! May we both press after 
it with earnestness ! 

** M. is greatly obliged to you for your kind inqui- 
ries after her. We have good reason to be thankful, 
not only for her recovery, but likewise for her illness, 
which it has pleased the Lord abundandy to bless to 
her soul ; and I think I can safely say, she now with

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diligence pursues the road of Canaan^s happy land, 
and will, I trust, be an ornament to the gospel of 
Christ 

<< H. and R. are two shining lights in the Redeemer's 
cause. The latter is intended for the sacred and ho> 
nourable office of a minister of the gospel, which I pray 
Grod he may adorn both by his preaching and living. 

" We have lately met with a heavy blow in this 
parish by the' death of our worthy minister, and we 
are now left as helpless sheep without a shepherd, al- 
though, blessed be God, Christ the good Shepherd is 
still over his little flock. All outward means of grace 
seem entirely shut out from amongst us, and I fear we 
shall be obliged to ^ve up those comfortable weekly- 
societies, which through the mercy of God we found 
useful towards strengthening the weak in faith, and 
awakening the secure and ignorant ; but these meet- 
ings, you may imagine, did not fidl to be called metho- 
distical, and have been attended with great opposition. 
However, if they be the means of bringing any oae to 
the knowledge of Christ, we have no reason to regard 
the malice of his enemies, who will always reproach 
those who take Ckxl for their chief good, and seek lus 
love and favour above all things. Through mercy I 
continue well, but much harassed with perpetual com- 
pany and visiting. These things ought to make one 
very watchful, otherwise they are sure to destroy all 
holy intimacy and communion with the blessed Jesus ; 
but my circumstances are such that these kind of com- 
pliances cannot be avoided ; and indeed it is necessary 
to keep up a civility with worldly people, which crflen 
tends to remove prejudices ; though we should cauti- 
ously avoid all sinful diversions, and be careful that we 
are not hurt by their example, or abuse our Christian 
liberty in any matter. What satisfaction can those 
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things, which the perverted will of man has made 
choice of, afford to a soul deeply sensible of its undone 
state by nature, and which is seeking salvation, and 
can rest contented with nothing short of the full enjoy- 
ment of Jesus Christ ? Can the love and esteem of the 
world, can countenancing its follies and vanities, bring 
real and solid happiness to an immortal soul ? It is 
impossible. How do the daily complaints of the most 
prosperous, the discontent of diose who enjoy pleasure 
with unbounded sway, the frowning spirit within, 
whilst every thing smiles without, plainly prove that 
the mistaken multitude seeks happiness where it is not 
to be found ? Or even suppose these things should 
constitute happiness all the days of our life, yet when 
our sun declines and sets in death, what qualifications 
should we have about us for the kingdom of heaven ? 
Alas ! a proud, earthly, carnal mind is not meet for 
the company, the praises, the services of the eternal 
Qod. People often lull themselves into a false conceit 
of mercy, and of being admitted to heaven, notwith- 
standing their vain, worldly, and sinful hfe ; but sure* 
ly if heaven be the enjoyment of Grod, and the business 
of it his service, they "whose hearts are £eu: from him, 
who live without him on earth, who have no relish for 
spiritual food and nourishment, would find the sight 
of God to be appalling, and his service the most griev- 
ous slavery ! May the blessing of Grod be with you I 
Adieu.'* 

Lady Glenorchy, although in circumstances pecu- 
liarly unfavourable, was evidently advancing in reli- 
gious knowledge, and growing in Christian experience. 
Miss Hill was anxious to promote the former, and 
to strengthen the latter ; and for this purpose she not 
only conveyed doctrinal instructions to her friend, but 
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opened to her the abundant stores of her own expe- 
rience, and urged her with much earnestness to make 
the best improvement of each. An example of this 
will appear in her following addresses.

^^ It is a comfort to me, my dear friend, when I can 
retire from company, and write to you, which I am 
not always at liberty to do, although, from the fre- 
quency and length of my letters, you might reasonably 
conclude that my time is a good deal my own. I 
wish it was more so ; but I am so circumstanced as to 
have few hours in a day uninterrupted, and those ought 
to be improved to the wisest purposes : but, alas f I 
find them strangely misapplied, and that even my best 
duties have need of the blood of the Lamb to cleanse 
them from sin. How many spend their precious time 
as if hours were insignificant things, and such as should 
never be accounted for ! O, my friend, what have we to 
do upon earth but prepare ourselves for heaven! How 
indefatigable should we be in the pursuit of eternal life 
in this our only time of preparation ! May the Lord 
pardon my past criminal sloth and negligence, and 
enable me to be more earnest in redeeming the time I 
have lost, and to improve every present enjoyment to 
my soul's eternal advantage ! O that I could less re- 
gard the things that are seen, and keep my eyes conti- 
nually fixed on the great eternal things unseen ! But 
I fall wretchedly short of what I ought to be, and see 
continual need to be washed again and again in the 
blood of my crucified Jesus, which, glory be to freei 
unmerited grace ! cleanses from all sin. Here is my 
hope : this blessed hope I would embrace and for ever 
hold fast, as an anchor of the soul, sure and steadfast^ 
which neither men nor devils can overthrow. O that 
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I could be driven more and. more out of my miserable 
sinful self, and be found in Jesus, not having my own 
righteousness, but that which is through fmth of him, 
finr he it is who is the end of the law for righteousness 
to every one that beUeveth. May we, my beloved 
friend, receive him for our righteousness, and so be- 
lieve in him that we may be justified by faith, and 
have peace with God through him. . There can be no 
healing Sot our disordered souls but in his blood ; no 
peace for our conscience but in his reconciling us to 
God ; no satisfaction to our minds but in that most 
perfect atonemait, which satisfies every demand of the 
law, and the strictest justice of offended Heaven. O 
none but Christ ! Without him, what can the whole 
vast universe avail us ? Compared with him, it is a 
mere nothing, less than nothing and vanity. If he is 
ours, what can we stand in need of that he will not be 
to us ? My dear friend, may we never distrust the 
power or love of this exalted Saviour. May we not 
be fiuthless, but believing that Christ is our Lord and 
our God, who loved us and washed us from our sins 
in his own most predous blood ; and may it ever be the 
delight of our hearts to be at the feet of Jesus, to cast 
all our burdens upon him, and to lean upon the beloved 
of our souls, and upon the promises of Grod in Christ ! 

* For U8 he lived, 
Toil'd for our ease, 
And for our safety bled.* 

Oh what amazing love ! which passeth knowledge ! 
that he who knew no sin should be made sin for us, 
by whose stripes we a rebel race are healed. Even 
above our miseries are the mercies of our God. While 
by nature we wander like helpless sheep in the barren 
wilderness of this world, our tender compasrionate 
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Shepherd is anxious to bring us back into hisfoldi into 
the fruitful pastures of his church. Whilst in this wil* 
demess we can find no aUding city, within the pale of 
his church we may all find rest unto our weaiy souls. 
Though in ourselves we are utterly destitute rf spirit* 
ual support, yet the flesh of Jesus is meat indeed^ and 
his blood is drink indeed ; and when his good Spirit 
applies the merits of them to our hearts, then have we 
true spiritual life abiding in us. Though our souls 
fainted within us while we wandered in the wilderness, 
yet Jesus, the Grod of all consolation, will refresh the 
fainting soul with his reviving grace, and will plentfr- 
ously supply it with every thing that is good through 
the ages of eternity. 

<<The arm of our all-conquering Jesus is ever stxetehi> 
ed over his flock, that little flock to whom it is the 
. Father's good pleasure to give the kingdom. Are we 
babes ? he feeds us with the sincere milk of the Word, 
that we may grow thereby. Are we weak ? in him 
have "v^e strength, the holy Spirit helping our infir- 
mities. Are we growing up into the measure of the 
stature of the fulness of Christ ? it is through the 
communiclKed power of the Holy Ghost that we are 
strengthened with might in the inner man, rooted in 
faith, and grounded in love. Thus are Christians sup- 
ported, carried on, and encouraged, by his operations, 
who worketh in us mightily, whose office it is to sanc- 
tify all the elect people of God, that they may be meet 
for inheriting amongst the saints in light. 

^^ Tou tell me you would not give up the knowledge 
you have of Jesus Christ the Redeemer for the whde 
world. O how did that single sentence rejoice me f 
You have found him precious, precious bejrond all 
things, and will therefore, I am persuaded, hold him 
fast and never let him go. Those who experience any 
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thing of the true knowledge of Jesus^ and of the sweet- 
ness of communion with him, cannot but be earnest to 
increase that knowledge, and enjoy more of that com. 
munion. Now, in order to attain this, nothing is more 
useful than frequent prayer, and meditation on the re- 
vealed will of God, looking with an eye of faith to the 
Divine Author, and cautiously avoiding all such things 
SA are apt to destroy in us a holy and devout frame of 
mind. For my own part, I find continual need of the 
greatest watchfulness, being unavoidably engaged in 
company, so that it is necessary I should keep a con- 
tinual guard over myself^ lest my spiritual interest 
should be hurt by any undue compliances ; and, alas ! 
I have but too much cause of humiliation, that my 
example tends more to the hardening than to the edi- 
fication of my feUow-sinners. Your ntuation, my 
dear friend^ is peculiarly dangerous, without public 
ddinances, and many other means of grace, and in the 
midst of worldly snares and temptations, and of all 
that can allure and draw the heart from the pursuit 
of its only good. You have great need therefore to 
watch and pray, keeping fast hold of him who is your 
strength, and whose grace and power 'are engaged to 
keep you in the narrow path which leads to glory. 
Hold on your way, then, my dear fellow-pilgrim, and 
wax stronger and stronger in the grace which is in 
Jesus. Let no trials, no temptations, discourage you 
in that race you have happly begun. You know who 
it is that has promised that he will never leave you 
nor forsake you, even he that can fulfil in you the 
work of faith with power. Look therefore to him, 
that out of his fulness you may receive ; apply to him 
with full assurance of faith, that you may obtain all 
needful supplies. Maintain constant communion with 
him, by keeping close to him in his appmnted ways, 
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jHraying always with all prayor and supplicatioiii in the 
Spirit, and watching thereunto with all peraeveraBee ; 
walking every moment in the sense of his nearness and 
presence, and thereby suppresnng every riang conup- 
tion, quickened to every good word and work, aad 
reaching forward to apprehend him in all his amaring 
fiihiess; and you may rest assured, that Jesus will 
redeem the beUeving soul from all its troubles. They 
that come to Zion shall have their mouths filled wiA 
songs of joy and gladness, and sorrow and nghing 
shall flee away. Jesus Christ said upon the cross, It is 
finished. Now, my friend, I want you to apply tUa 
finished salvation ; I want you to look on it as wrought 
out for yovi. TUl you do this, I know you will be oou- 
tinually perplexed with doubts and fears. Satan will 
strive to torment you with a thousand l^gal thoughts ; 
that you are not good enough, that you must do ibia, 
or that, or the other thing. But tell him Christ has 
done aUy and that it is dinners that are invited to pasw 
take of the benefits of his death and passion, and that^ 
as a sinner, you are resolved to lay bold on him. 
Thus you will be sure to conquer ; only idievej all 
things are possible to him that betieveth.'*— O ! in what 
a safe and secure state are the hunbs of Christ^s foid^ 
the sheep ci his pasture. For tbem Jesus hath as- 
cended up on high, he hath led captivity captive, has 
conquer^ and bound all their foes, and now reigiis 
triumphant, having received all power, both in heaven 
and on earth. They can never perish ; — * because I 
live,^ says Christ, < ye shall live also,^ Do seek after 
a more full assurance of your interest in this exalted 
Saviour. I am certain you will not rest satisfied till 
3rou can in full ccmfidence of faith call him your Lotd 
and your God, — and what now hinders you fiNim ie> 
peiviiag him as yours? O what privileges! wh«t 
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Gomfofts afifle from the coiitemplation of a riaen as- 
cended Loid ! There is none eo unwxNrthy but may 
oome with boldness and confidence to him. O, what 
manner of We doth Grod bestow on his children, and 
all freely to the praise and glory of his grace ! Surely 
the conmderation of these things is enough to enliven 
and warm our cold hearts, and to make them glow 
with gratitude and love. These make sin so exceed- 
ing sinful, that an evil thought becomes loathsome 
and burdensome. These make the soul flee from 
evil, even the very appearance of it, as from the face 
of a serpent These inspire life, spirit, and zeal, and 
constrain the children of God to walk worthy of him. 
O may we be monumaits of the truth of these things 
in time and to all eternity T.

<^ O, my dear friend, there certainly can be no true 
peace, no solid happiness, till Christ is experimentally 
known in the heart, Ull we can see and feel that in 
him we have righteousness and strength ; and this I 
earnestly pray may be the happy lot of us both. I 
must own, I am sometimes apt to be waghed down 
with legal fears ; but I know they are dishonourable 
to the free grace of God, and therefore, as a sinner, 
the very chief of sinners, I am bold to lay hold on 
Jesus, as a poor sinking mariner would lay hold on a 
cord or plank within his reach, knowing that there is 
no other name under heaven by which I can be saved 
but Jesus Christ. He can tread down fvery enemy 
iinder his foot,— «-he is faithful and true. O may we 
ever trust in him in all difficulties, in all afflictions, in 
all distresses, hanging continually on him for grace 
and strength to withstand the crafty devices of that 
ixiaring lion, who goes about seeking whom he may 
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devour, and Btriving to perplex and destrc^ the dis- 
ciples of Christ, laying snares innumerable and temp- 
tations in their way. He would indeed soon accom- 
plish their ruin were they left to combat with the arm 
of flesh, or left to themselves ; but to Jesus they look, 
and to him they ascribe all their strength, who has 
undertaken for their security, and watches over them 
every moment We are assured by the infallible word 
of Gkxl, that sin shall not have dominion over the soul 
that is staid on Jesus, but he will preserve it through 
his almighty power unto salvation. As the mountains 
9Te round about Jerusalem, even so standeth the Lord 
round about his people from henceforth, even for evar. 
<^ We have, since I wrote thus far in my letter, had a 
proof of the enmity of the natural heart to God and 
godliness, and of the unjust prejudices of worldly 
people against the true; disciples o£ the blessed Jesus. 
My brother wrote a very handsome letter to the new 
minister of this paiish, requesting that he would lend 
his pulpit the Sunday following to Mr S , an inti- 
mate friend of his, and a gentleman of a most unex* 
ceptjonable conduct and character, and firmly attadi- 
ed to the articles, homilies, and liturgy of die diurch 
of England. This preamble, my brother was in hopes 
would have prevailed on the minister ; but to such a 
height did his prgudices against truth run, that he 
absolutely refused, concluding, because Mr S. was re- 
commended by my brother, he must be an enthusiast, 
or in other words, a methodist, and therefore would 
not suffer the ears of his congregati(Hi to be infected 
with his erroneous and delusive doctrine, though, 
blessed be God, many belonging to it are turned from 
darkness to light by means of that doctrine he is 
pleased to term erroneous and ^eiuedve. But w^ 
wonder the truth is thus derided, — the natural man 
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<»nnot difloern it,*--»it 18 fooUflhiiess UBto bim, ndther 
can he know it, because it is spiritually disoerned. As 
the pulpit at the parish church was refused to this 
mioister, my father, with the greatest kindness and 
candour, told my brother, his friend should be weU 
come to iireach in the cbapel,--«n offer my brother 
accepted with thankfulness ; and accordingly he gave 
us one of the most faithful and judicious discourses I 
ever hea^d. It was taken from Isaiah xlii. 16. ^ And 
I will bring the blind by a way that they knew not : I 
will lead them in paths that they have not known : I 
will make darkness light befcwe them, and crooked 
things straight. These things will I do unto them, 
and not forsake them.'*— -A glorious subject, and full 
of consolation to those whose darkness was made light. 
<< I am in daily hopes of hearing from you, as you 
kindly promised to write me from the first place you 
rested in. Beware of new temptations from new 
scenes ; and in all your journeys look at the great end 
of Bl\->'^iemikf. Look to Jesus for continual supplies 
of grace and strength ; he has "promised and he will 
fulfil. Let no fresh doubts discourage you, no oppo- 
sition drive you from that eternally blessed hope whidi 
is set before you ; for opposition you will have from 
those who cannot see that friendship with the world is 
enmity with God. But outward opposition is not all ; 
our own vile hearts within produce a continual conflict. 
We must fight or yield ; — ^with ourselves against our- 
selves, is the sharpest battle. All within us is at 
enmity ^th Jesus. This you have experienced ; and 
was it not a sight of the depravity of your own heart 
that first brought you to him ? This, my dear friend, 
must, as long as you remain on this side heaven, keep 
you dose to him. So long as we are in this taber- 
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Dade we do groan, being burdened. If ever we fed 
not this burden, we must be dead to Grod. 

<< May Jesus ever bless and protect you, my dear 
friend ; and may the light of his countenanoe shine on 
your predous soul, and ^ve you all joy and peace in 
believing! Bemember to pray for your ^unworthy 
fiiend.'' 

The winter of 1766 and 1767 Lady Glencxdiy 
passed in the country, where she was not cmly de- 
prived of the aid of religious friends and institutions, 
but exposed to the reasonings and objections of those 
who disregarded them. From the rank which she 
and her family held, she was obliged, not only to 
receive, for days and weeks together, die visits of the 
neighbouring nobility and gentry, but to repay them. 
From this circumstance die was exposed to mudi 
trifling conversati(m, which she found irksome, and 
which on the Lord'^s day she now believed to be an. 
ful. She also began to experience the odium and 
reproach which usually follow oonsdentious, decided, 
consistent jxety. Each of these particulars she com., 
municated to Miss Hill, and requested h«r opinion 
and advice on them, which she obtained as follows : 

'* January 18, ll&J. 
^' My dear Friend, — I rejoice that you have been en- 
aUed to resist the temptations so artfully and so in.- 
dustriously spread to draw you out of the path of duty, 
in the particular circumstance of visiting on the LordV 
day ; for though doubtless, asyou jusdy remark, every 
day is the Lord's, and some portion of every day 
ought to be employed in religious exercises, yet th»t 
day being in an especial manner set apart by God for 
solemn attendance upon him, we ought on that day to 
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rest fironi the collision bunness and necessary employ- 
ments of life, and not use tbtU as common nrhich he 
has set apart as sacred. May Almighty God give us 
grace so to hallow his Sabbaths here, that hereafter 
we may be admitted to the joyful celebratum of the 
eternal sabbatism in his kingdom of heaven. I am 
not surprised that you are accused of hjrpocrisy and 
superstition. Nay, I should be surprised if you were 
not;-^his is the commori lot of all Christ^s people, 
and a scriptural proof that they are chosen out of the 
world. Surely we may submit to bear a little reproach 
from the world for his sake, who for us was demised 
and rejected, and who for us humbled hims^to death, 
even the death, of the cross. In things indifferent. 
Christians do well to avoid singularity ; but let us on 
no account follow the multitude to* do any evil. Here 
the children of the Most High should by all means be 
nngular ; should distinguish themselves by a becoming 
zeal for their Grod ; should set an example, and shine 
as lights in the midst of a perverse and crooked gener. 
ation. 

<< I fS?ar that when you return to London or Edin- 
burgh, you will be encompassed with many trials, 
from such of your acquaintances, and perhaps even 
from your friends and relations, with whom you for- 
merly mixed in the hurry and bustle of the world, 
who will wonder at the change produced in your sen- 
timents. Opposition, however, we must expect to 
meet with, if we would be good soldiers of Jesus 
Christ. Now, my dear friend, rince this is almost uni- 
versally the case, let us strive, if we must suffer, to 
suffer for well-dinng, and not give any just cause or 
handle to the enemies of the Lord to blaspheme ; but 
watch over ourselves with a godly jealousy, that our 
outward behaviour may be consistent with our pro- 
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fesBioii. As to introducing religipUB conversation 
into company, it is certainly very proper, — ^you must, 
in the most prudent manner possible, use the means, 
and leave the event in the hands of God ; by such con- 
duct the hearts of the most obdurate have been moved. 
Continue to be much in prayer to God, in whose 
hands are the hearts of all men. My humble peti- 
tions are constantly offared up in your behalf; I be- 
seech him to undertake your cause, and to suppcnt 
you under all opposition ; and O may he reconcile all 
those who are near and dear to you, to the peculiar 
doctrines of religion, and bring them to the know- 
ledge of the true Grod, and Jesus Christ, whom he hath 
sent. When you, my dear friend, Uve in entire sub- 
jection to the gospel, giving no just occasion for 
blame or persecution, be not discouraged. You say 
you but too often give way to company to drive away 
thought, and relax the wearied mind. I will show 
you a more excellent way; rather, my dear friend, 
have recourse to your God, your Saviour, your truest 
and best friend, who is always near to them that call 
upon him. I would not have you shut yourself up as 
a recluse ; but I am sure you will find Jesus to be a 
present help in time of trouble, whereas worldly com- 
pany will only serve to distress instead of relieving 
your soul ; and this, my dear friend, you have more 
than once experienced. Trust Jesus, then, again and 
again. O pray ! pray mightily that you may live 
more by futh on him ; then will your life on earth be 
full of joy and peace— such joy and peace which 
passeth all understanding, and which it is not possible 
for the hearts of the ungodly to conceive.^ 
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CHAPTER V. 

I^dy Olenorchy in a bad state of health— Miss Hill writes her on this 
oecasloii-^he goes to Bath^-Miss Hill, afraid that her spiritual in- 
terest would matter in that city, again writes her on that subjecU-Sie 
returns to Tayniouth, and in a letter Miss Hill expresses her satisfac- 
tion, that she is now in a place more congenial to devotional exercises 
*^At Taymouth, Lady Glenorchy receives visits from some clergy, 
men, by whom she is benidted — ^Miss HiU writes to Lady Olenorchy, 
and adveits to this dieumstance with pleasure — When Lady Oleo- 
arcfay was on a visit at the Earl of Hardwick's, where the change 
wrought upon her mind must have exposed her to trials, she receives 
a letter from Miss HiU, alluding to these drcumstances, and giving at 
the same time an acooant of the death of Mrs Venn— Miss Hill writes 
to Lady Olenorchy, in which she mentions some interesting facts with 
respect to some of the younger branches of her father's family— Miss 
Hill suffers much from woridly acquaintances, and in a letter informs 
Lady Glenorchy of this — Lady Glenorchy attends meetings for reli. 
gioos purposes in Edinburgh — Letter fit>m Lady Olenorchy to Mrs 
BaHle Walkev— Lady Olenorchy indisposed— Letter from MIsa HiU 
on that oocasion^-Miss Hill writes to Lady Olenorchy, giving an ac- 
count of her own Christian experience — Lady Olenorchy in her reli- 
gious feelings discovers a peculiar degree of sensibility — Jlliss Hill 
writes her on this subject — ^Lady Olenorchy more comfortable in her 
mind — Omgntulated by Miss Hill, who gives a fiurtfaer account of her 
own eiqiermoe. 

About this time Lady Glenorchy, who seems to 
have been in a very bad state of health, received the 
following letter from Miss Hill, in answer to one she 
had lately wrote to her. 

" February 7, 1767. 
<^ O, my dear fnend, what words can express the 
grief that I now feel on your account ! The letter I 
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have just received from yoU but too plainly tells me, 
that I must not long expect to enjoy your fnendship 
here on earth. How shall I ^ve you up ? My dearest 
friend, would to God I could be with you ! Were I 
my own mistress, I would not be long without attexMi- 
ing you in your distress. You should not be alone if 
I could be with you, nor suffer one pain if I could re- 
lieve you, or bear them for you. But what am I say- 
ing ? It is good for you t^at you have been afflicted ; 
such, trials spring not from the dust, but are the ap- 
pointments of an all-wise Gkxi, who intends them £at 
your benefit. It is God, my dear friend, your un- 
changeable covenant God, who loves you with an ever- 
lasting love, who thus viats you. Happy, not wretch- 
ed, is the person whom Grod correcteth ; these chas- 
tenings shall yield the peaceable fruits pf righteoua- 
ness to them that are exercised thereby. Through 
much tribulation we must enter into the kingdom of 
heaven.— I must now lay down my pen, for I am not 
able to proceed. I would say much that occurs, and 
which, with the blessing of Gtod, might be of use to- 
wards consoling you in your present situation ; but 
my heart is too full to permit me to write, though I am 
something easier, and am brought to bow more imd^* 
the mighty hand of God than when I first read your 
letter. My mother seeing my great distress, has been 
asking me the cause. I told her you was very iU, and 
that I had reason to believe I should never see you 
more : at this she seemed concerned, and expressed a 
regard for you, which indeed she has often done, but 
says she is surprised how I can make myself so miser- 
able, and have so great an attachment to a person of 
whom I have seen so Uttle ; to which I only replied 
with tears, and could scarcely say, that though I had 
seen much les% of you than I wished to do, yet I knew 
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enough of you to make me love you most affectionate- 
ly, and you had ^yen me reason to believe you had 
few fnends more dear to you than myself. How 
little does the world know of that heartfelt union 
which real Christians experience towards each other ! 
. I think my regard for you is established on sd solid a 
foundation that it cannot be overthrown. Your bdng 
an h^ of Grod, and joint-heir with Christ — ^having 
undergone many very aggravated distresses — ^bearing 
these with Christian resignation and fortitude — ^having 
with unlimited confidence reposed them in my breast, — 
these are circumstances which greatly endear you to 
me; but these I cannot communicate to others, so 
they must wonder on. Few people know what real 
friendship is ; sometimes I wish to know less of it, for 
truly it has many pangs, yet it has at the same time 
very many sweets and advantaged. 

<' My friends here do not seem to approve of the 
Spa waters for me : thank God, I am by no means ill, 
though I am not well,— if I could see you, I think it 
would do me more good than all the waters aiid 
doctors in the world. But I have one Physician that 
can never ftul me— so have you, my dear friend. Let 
us, then, both apply to him, and he will heal us as 
shall be most meet for us. O let us fly to him in every 
adversity, pour out our complaints before him, and 
show him our trouble. When holy David was dis- 
tressed, he thought upon God, the throne of grace 
was the place of his refuge : so may it be ours ! there 
we shall find the Father of merdes and God of all 
consolation, ready to answer our prayers and to ad« 
minister relief. He is able to give songs in the night 
of distress— -to make the bones that sorrow and anguish 
have broken, to rejoice. If he speak peace, who shall 
cause disquietude, or what shall destroy our tranquil-

lity ? — So ioon as I hear {rom you» I shall write agun. 
May Jesus preserve you every where, and fill you | 
with that peace which passeth all uoderstandiiig.-* 
What a letter is this ! I scaicely know what I have 
been writing ; an aching heart, a weeping eye, and a 
trembling hand, make bad work upon paper. O my 
^ dear friend, blessed be Grod for Jesus Christ; he can , 
wipe all tears from our eyes — to him I most earnestly 
recommend you.^ 

Lady Glenofdiy having left Taymouth, after spend* 
ing some time with her mother, went to Bath unac* 
companied by Lord Glenorchy. While there. Miss 
Hill wrote, and expressed her anxiety, lest her s[»ritual 
interest should suffer in a place so dangerous to the 
religion of young persons of rank and fortune. 

« Juney 1767. 
^< I had the very great pleasure yesterday of reodving 
your letter ; but in the midst of the joy I feel on the 
recovery of your health, and the hope o£ seeing you 
soon, I grieve exceedingly at the distressed circum- 
stances in which you appear to be, both spiritually 
and temp(»ally. Would to God you could live more 
by fiuth on his Eternal Son ! O pray, pray without 
ceasing, that he would give you that spirit of adoptui 
by which you may be enabled to cry, Abba, Fath^ , 
and so reveal himself to you as to enable you to see 
and feel that your sins are blotted out by the recon- 
ciling blood of the Lamb, and that you are really en* 
grafted into Christ, the tiving Vine. I fear that you 
are infected with a very legal spirit — ^nay, your letter i 
assures me that you are so; and instead of living I 
whcdly on the finished salvation which is in Jesus, 
you are looking f<Mr some reconunendatory qualiiieB in 
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yoiinelf— telliiie, isnot this thecaae? It k thuiirfaidi 
bars your aooess to Ood, and renders you so dead, 
dry, and lifeless in duties, and, together with the 
temptations of Satan, makes you ready to doubt of 
the love and mercy of Grod to your soul. It is owing 
to this also that you are in the dark concerning your 
interest in Jesus, and all the benefits of his active and 
passive obedience wluch are offered to you. I know 
wdU how to juty your situation. It is indeed a trying 
one, but far from desperate, and abundantly moire to 
be deored than that lukewarm security by which 
milhons of souls are destroyed. He who has promised 
not to break the bruised reed, nor quench the smok- 
ing flax, will in his own good time help, relieve, heal, 
and comfort the soul that wuts on him. May the 
Lord Jesus look upon you in mercy 1 may he not ky 
more upon you than he will enable you to bear ! O 
may he lift up the light of his countenance upon you, 
give you strong faith in his merits and promises, a 
comfortable affiance in him in all your troubles, and 
the witness of his Spirit with your spirit, that you ase 
a child of God ; and though yon now walk in dark- 
ness, yet may you trust in the name of the Load* 
May be who has in wisdom showed you great and sore 
troubles, in mercy lode down upon you and revive you 
again« that you may rejoice in him, and have know- 
ledge of his salvadon. 

<< I hope your stay at Bath will be short-— I cannot 
conclude without beseeching' you once more to cast all 
your care upon the Lord. May you enjoy abundantly 
the blessed fruits of faith and union with Christ heie, 
till you go to be ever with him.^ 

In the month of July fbllowiiig. Lady Glenordiy 
seems to have returned to Taymouth, which, although 
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she could there enjoy but few means of grace. Miss 
Hill considered as upon the whole a more favourable 
place for her in a religious point of view, because it 
Exposed her to less temptation. To this effect she 
writes. 

« /i%, 1767. 
^ I trust you will find the advantage of b^ng an- 
other year at Taymouth, and that the^ Lord will more 
abundantly bless you with the immediate supplies ctf 
his grace and Spirit, as you are out of the way of 
means ; for though they are the ordinary method in 
which he has appointed that he should be found, yet 
he does not confine himself to them. I see Satan has 
thrust sore at you, by endeavouring to draw off your 
trust and confidence in tlie Saviour of sinners. These 
are subtile arts and wiles by which he ever strives to 
distress the children of Grod, and he never fails to take 
advantage when we cease to rely every moment on the 
arm of Jesus, or suffer the world to catch us in itB de- 
structive snares. Our business is, in fact, eveiy in- 
stant with Jesus. I would recommend to you to be 
much in prayer, and attend to the leadings of divine 
Providence, who, I trust, will make your path of 
duty clear, not perhaps all at once, but by degrees, so 
that after you have been exercised with uncertainties 
for a season, you shall find that he is overruling all to 
faring about what he has already appointed for you. 
Conunit yourself therefore to him, act so far as he 
affords you an opening, consult him step by step — 
f([dlow closely the leadings of his providence. In the 
Lord's dealings with his people, there are usually a 
praying time and a waiting time. He often even 
brings a seeming death upon our hopes and prospects 
just before he is going to realize them, and thereby v^e 
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more clearly see, and more thankfully acknowledge, his 
diviiie ipterpoBidon.'" 

[Jged %.] The beautiful and. sublime scenery of 
the wide extended domains of Taymouth, and of the 
surrounding country, has, for time immemorial, at- 
tracted the attention of strangers. Several of the clergy 
both of England and Scotland were then, as now, fi^ 
qnently to be found among those numerous parties, 
who, in the summer season, visited this delightful re- 
gion. Those clergymen whose taleiits and character 
were known to, and approved of by Lady Glenorchy, 
she invited to the castle, and employed in giving family 
-worship, and in preaching on the Lord^s Day, after ca- 
nonical hours, to hfer household, and to as many of the 
neighbours as were disposed to attend. She had great 
pleasure in these occasional exercises of religion ; and s 
to one of these, from which she had derived peculiar 
satisfaction. Miss Hill, refers in the following letter.— 

" September, 1767. 
^< I am very thankful that the Lord has so abun- 
dantly blessed Mr M.^s ministry and conversation to 
you. May the impression dwell long on your heart, but 
remember, my friend, to look through all means to 
Jesus, without whose gracious presence every thing 
will be vain and unprofitable. I often think that your 
being in your present situation, has proved to you one 
of the greatest blessings that could have been conferred 
on you ; smce, perhaps, had you swam smoothly down* 
the stream of prosperity, and drank more deeply into 
the. cup of worldly felicity, you had not known Jesus, 
nor felt the power of his love upon your soul. When 
we are most easy and happy in things that are seen, 
the consequence too often is, an hearty acquiescence in 
present situations, and a total neglect of the things that 
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are not seen ; and the stupifying podcm of woridlj 
ease lulls the soul into a profound ^sleep, and into a 
fatal forgetf ulness of that God and Saviour, whom to 
know is better than life, and »t whose right hand are 
pleasuies for erermore. It ii said of Ardibishap 
Usher, who enjoyed much uninterrupted pnosperity, 
that he was on that aooount under aad apprehmunons 
least God had forsaken him, and given him over to a 
zeprobate mind. He feared, because his heavenly 
Father spared the rod, that he hated the chiU.^ 

Lord Breadalhane^s first wife was Lady Amabdla ' 
Grey, daughter and co-heiress of Henry Duke of I 
Kent The issue of this marriage was Henry, who 
died a few weeks after his mother at CopeDhagen, I 
where Lord Breadalbane was then in the capacity of 
ambassador from the British Court, and Jemima, who I 
upon the death of her brother suoceeded him under the 
title of Baroness Lucas of Crudwell, and MaiduonesB 
of Grey, and who, a few weeks prior to her father^s 
death, had married the Earl of Hardwicke. With 
these relations. Lady Glenorchy always Uved on the 
very best terms. Her first visit, however, after her ' 
avowed change of mind, must aertainly hove been very 
trying, and in some respects even unpleasant Miss 
Hill, antidpating these circumstances, wrote her the 
following letter, in the dose of which she gives a very 
interesting aooount of the death of Mrs Venn, wife ct \ 
the late celebrated Bev. Mr Venn of HuddersfieU, | 
and author of the Complete Duty of Man. * 

« October 10, 1767. 
^* I fear the meeting with your friends at • 



will be a severe trial to you. I pray earnestly that our 
merciful Lord may pre you strength proportaonally 
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to it, as well as for ewery thing he has prepared tarjoa 
in your journey to the promised land. Here we hare 
no abiding place, the rest is polluted, we are pilgrims 
and only sogoumers, as aU our fathers were ;«-Jet us 
dien widi vigour and actiTity pursue the narrow path, 
and make that speed which souls ought to do, who 
seek a eity whose builder and maker is God We are 
called to forsake all for Jesus— 4et us then ikten to the 
small still voice directing us in our way, and let us 
steadily and resolutely walk in it, in spite of the oppo- 
ffltion we must expect to meet with from an unbeliev- 
ing world, our own corrupt hearts, and the temptations 
of the wicked one. Heaven, even an everlasting crown 
c^ gk>iy, an inheritance amcmg the saints in light, is 
the end. 

^ I send you an account of the death of Mrs Venn, 
which my brother received in an excellent letter from 
h^ afflicted husband, whose behaviour under his trial 
has been greatly blessed to his people, and been the 
means of convincing gainsayers of the reality of rdi- 
fpaa in his soul. Mr V . writes as follows :— ^ My dear 
wife was in a bad state of health for several months 
before her departure ; but in the beginning of July her 
disorder lay greatly on her spirits, a thing perfectly 
unknown to her till that time ; — ^this also was aggra- 
vated by the assaults of her spiritual enemy, for he was 
suffered to pour in upon her soul the most Uasphe- 
mouB suggestions, leading h^ to call in question the 
truths of Scripture, and even the very existence of 
God. To so great a height were these temptations 
permitted to rise, and the agony of her mind produced 
by them was so violent, that on the night of the first 
Sabbath of July, though there was a most tempestuous 
irind which rocked the house, she told me it did not 
even engage her attention, so much more horrible was 
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tfae storm within. Indeed such were its effects upon 
her mind, that when she came down in the mcnning 
to breakfast, her very countenance expressed the vast 
disturbance of her soul. More or less of the same 
fiery trial she endured for some weeks ; but in due time 
Grod heard her prayer, he set at hberty her tempted 
harassed soul — ^he put an end to the violent conflict, 
and gave her a blessing of grace which never left her, 
till it was swallowed up (there is no room to question) 
in the joy of the Lord. On the S7th of August the 
fever which was to carry her home made its appear- 
ance, and, at the very same time, my dear wife told 
Miss H. she had a manifestalaoii from God her Sa- 
viour, more glorious than ever she bad before ex- 
perienced. In giving me an account of it, she said it 
was as clear and distinct an evidence in her soul of 
God^s love to her, as if she had heard the Lord say, 

< Thou art mine, and I am thine ; I have saved you.* 
During the first seven days no danger was apprehend- 
ed firom the fever, but on the 5th of September some 
alarming symptoms began; — the day following she 
said, ^ I am ready, I am willing to depart, I have so 
clear a view of my Saviour.' The next day she added, 

< Jesus is so sufficient, I would have nothing to mix 
with him, nor do I want one single good work more.' 
On Tuesday, when the fever raged, she laid her hand 
upon the head of her most dear friend. Miss H. and 
said, < O that I could take you up with me to ever- 
lasting rest !' Upon observing the grief I was in, she 
told me I was so overcome and so unwilling to part 
with her, that she believed she should not be spared 
to me. Upon Mr R. asking her, whether she could 
not still bless God ? O, said she, with a smile, < now is 
the time for him to bless me ;' meaning, the disease pre^ 
yented all activity of mipd, and rendered her entirely 
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^passive to reome the comforts of his love. Two days 
befwe her departure she desired Mr R. would not 
pray for her recovery, but for some mitigation of her 
piun, and an easy passi^ to her Lord. The last re- 
quest was answered fully, for though her pain increased 
till she said, < I think it is greater than I can bear f 
yet the very last words she uttered were, ^ O the joy, 
the delight !"* I was in much pain, (after I knew we 
must part,) for what she itiight sufiPer in the agonies of 
death ; but in the midst of judgment upon me, a sinful 
man, my Gk»d remembered mercy, and spared me this 
additional weight to my burden, for she seemed insen- 
sible from six in the morning till a quarter past two, 
when only drawing her breath twice, somewhat longer 
than usual, she gave up the ghost, and left me suffering 
under the most grievous affliction, yet comforted with 
the most cheering, lively, and well grounded hope of 
her being in glory everlasting.'* ^ 

An extract from a letter of Miss Hill\ at this time^ 
IS worthy of insertion, not only as it contains some use- 
ful hints to Lady Glenorchy, but likewise as it exhiUts 
an interesUng view of the sentiments and conduct of 
some of the younger branches of the family of Hawk* 
stone, 

« October 80, 1767. 
<< We have just had a parting prayer with my dear 
brother, , Bowland, who leaves us to-morrow. He 
proposes to see good Lady Huntington in his way to 
Cambridge, which, I trust, will be blessed to him, and 
that he wiU ever stand faithful in the cause of his cru- 
cified Master, whether he be admitted, as a minister of 
the Gospel, to preach in his name, or not; but, alas i 
my dear friend, to such a deplorable apostacy is the 
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world come, that youDg men who are steadfastly at- 
tached to the church, and live exemplary lives, can 
hardly get thdr testimcmials signed for orders. 

<^ I have just had a smart debate with N , oon- 
oeming sects and parties ; — the cause of it was a most 
excellent letter, which my sister wrote to her, with con- 
gratulations on her birth-day, wherein she takes oaca^ 
fflon to mention something of the necessity of a divine 
change of heart, and enlarges a little on the things of 
Grod, but in so proper a manner, that you would think 
it impossible that the least offence could be taken. 
The Lord enabled me to open my mouth with great 
boldness, (I trust with meekness also, for I am ever 
afraid of showing any thing of an improper spirit,) and 
to give a reason for the hope that was in me. The 
Bible was brought in order to convince me of my er- 
rors, but not a text was produced which did not serve 

to overthrow the argument which N intended to 

support. I proved myself to be of the established 
church, and she a dissenter from it Oh ! may the 
Lord God bring good out of this ; — but alas ! so many 
have been the arguments, so great are the fMrejudices, 
that I have little hope left. My poor brother was at- 
tacked yesterday by some worldlings, and told he never 
could be easy, although he never was so happy in his 
life, till he got into their way again. Well, my dear 
friend, these things must be-— May the Lord God make 
them as so many excitements to quicken us in our 
journey towards Zion. The cross of Christ is the 
Christianas glory, and blessed are all they that are 
tlri>ught worthy to bear it. I only fear that I dishon- 
our my Master by being too much conformed to this 
worid. Let us, my dear friend, joyfully embrace the 
all-perfect righteousness of the Lord Jehovah, so shall 
our justification be complete, and our services, al- 
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though mere nothings in themBelves, be accepted in the 
Beloved. May the Lord God Almighty continualiy 
Hess and preserve you ; may he supply all your need 
acocNrdbg to his riches in glory by Christ Jesus T 

Although Lady Glenorchy suffered much from her 
wcvldly acquaintances in consequence of her attach- 
ment to serious reli^on, yet she was not singular in 
these sufferings. Her friend Miss Hill was also great- 
ly exposed to them, and felt deeply under them, as 
appears from the following letter, which she at this 
time wrote to Lady Glenorchy. 

'^December 16, ner 
^^ I have left two gambling parties, of whom I am 
pretty heartily tired, to write to you, «n employment 
always agreeable to me. I have just been told that I 
am good for nothing, as I will neither play nor mingle 
in fashionable amusements. That I am good for no- 
thing I know to my sorrow, and each day, each hour, 
•hows the more of my own vileness, and sinks me 
lower than the dust to see my great unprofitableness; 
and when I consider how little my God and Saviour 
has been thought of or spoke of by me, I may with 
justice hide myself, and with shame and ccmfiision cry, 
^ God be merdful to me a most ungrateful rebellious 
onner !^ Yet still Jesus follows the rebel with tender 
merries and loving-kindness ; and it is only because 
his compassions £ul not that I am not consumed^ and 
not lifting up my eyes in torments. Blessed be Grod, 
he saves his people for his own name'^s sake, and that 
is the moving cause from first to last His righteous- 
ness is highly and will be everlastingly exalted there- 
^7 9 y^ hi* mercy, judgment, and righteousness, the 
Itttributes which he has always delighted to honour. 
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and has made himself known by, will be glorified 
throughout the countless ages of eternity in the salva- 
tion of sinners, vile unworthy unners in themselves^ 
that it might be all of grace, and (rod thereby have 
all the glory. O what a salvation is this ! how fuU 
of help and comfort ! for it is founded on the everlast- 
ing love and glory of our never-changing Ciod. O 
how completely miserable must they be under outward 
crosses and trials, who have not a Grod to fly to in time 
of trouble, and a certain hope that he will be their 
guide and counsellor in every time of need ! Blessed 
be liis holy name who has manifested himself to you, 
my dear friend, and given you experimentally to know, 
that each stroke with which you have been chastised was 
sent by a loving father's hand. No words can express 
what I feel of love and gradtude to him who has made 
you a partaker of the divine nature, and who with his 
abundant love drew you with his loving-kindness out 
of the horrible pit of your sinful corrupt nature, and 
made you an heir of glory, washed you in his own 
predous blood, stripped you of your own worthless 
garments, and put on you his own best robe, his spot- 
less righteousness, calling you his own, and umting 
you to himself by the most indissoluble bonds ! O 
what mercies are these ! Join with me in praising God 
for the boundless ocean of his love ! What shall we 
render to the Lord for all his benefits ? All we can do, 
the sacrifice of our whole selves, is too little ; yet Jesus 
will accept the mite, the free-will ofiering, however 
poor and mean. O let us from this moment b^;in 
to live to Jesus, our Friend, our Shepherd, Advocate, 
Surety, Saviour, Father, and our God ; let us with all 
our might, with all our strength, begin to live to Jesus, 
that we may die to Jesus, and be for ever with him ! 
Upon what a firm basis are the hopes of every believer 
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built ! Not a sudden thought, not a hasty decree, but 
the everlastiiig love of the great Almighty Jehovah, who 
so loved the world as to give his only begotten Son to 
die, that we might not perish, but have everlasting life. 
Behold what manner of love is this, for even now we 
are the children of Grod ; and it doth not yet appear 
what we shall be, but this we know, that when Jesus 
shall appear we shall be like him, for we shall see him 
as he is, and be for ever in his presence, where is ful- 
ness of joy, and at whose right hand are pleasures ever- 
more. And that all who by divine grace have been 
brought to flee for refuge to the hope set before them 
might have strong consolation, Grod has secured it by 
an everlasting covenant, ordered in all things and sure, 
eonfirmed with promises, with oaths, and sealed it 
with his own precious blood; and he that has not 
spared his own Son, but freely delivered him up to 
death for us, how shall he not with him freely give us 
all things. — O what cause have we ever to be giving 
thanks to this our Almighty deliverer! The Lord 
reigneth, let the earth rejoice, yea, let the multitude <^ 
the isles be glad thereof. He keeps and holds' fast the 
infernal crew in chains of iron, restrains th^ cruel 
rage, sees their subtile plots against his feeble sheep, 
and baffles them all; he will make a hedge about 
them, and about th^ houses, and about all that they 
have, on every ^de. O what a Father, Saviour, and 
Friend is here ! How can we ever distrust his faithful, 
ness, or harbour one unbelieving thought ? Surely we 
may trust him where we cannot trace him, and adven- 
ture upon his bond although we have nothing in view f 
Can we fear he will ever leave or forsake his people 
when he has declared he never will ? Can we suspect 
he will suffer them to fall a miserable helpless prey to 
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tbeir enemies ? No, so long as he sito in heaven they 
must be safe and happy.^ 

Lady Glenorcby diligently made use of all the means 
which she thought were calculated to promote her spirit, 
ual improvement. Among others, she attended meet* 
ings for rdigious purposes, composed chiefly of ladies of 
rank and fortune ; such as the Marchioness of Lothian, 
the Countesses of Leven and Northesk, Lady Banff, 
Lady Maxwell, Lady Boss Baillie, and many oUiers. At 
these meetings the Rev. Mr Walker, at this time senior 
minister of the High Church of Edinbuigh, and coU 
league to the celebrated Dr Blair, usually presided 
and conducted their devotions, and at the same time 
^ther expounded the Scriptures or delivered a sermon. 
At first it would appear they were held in the houses 
of one or other of these ladies. But in the course of 
time they were held in Mr Walker'^s own house, and 
were continued weekly by him to the close 6f his life. 
Of these meetings, which Lady Glenorchy uni£onnly 
attended when in town, and irom which she received 
much pleasure and profit, she first makes mention in 
the following letter to a lady eminent for piety, a re. 
lation of Mr Walker^s, who, in order to distinguish 
her from others of that name, was generally called 
Mrs Bailie Walker. 

<< My dear Madam, — I had not time yesterday to 
answer your letter as it deserved, and I am sorry that 
I cannot just now say all I wish upon the subject of 
it I am not fond of controversy on any doctrine, 
and am every way imfit for it myself, being an igno- 
rant creature, and having a confused manner of exr 
pressmg myself. I will endeavour to see you very 
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soon, and will send before in order that I may find 
yoa alone ; and hope at meeting to convince you, that 
whatever our difiPerent sentiments may be on some 
points, yet our aim and desire is the same. And for 
my own part, I do not feel this alter my affection for 
those I believe to be the children of Grod, and whom I 
hope ere long to meet in a place where all discord and 
variance shall be for ever banished, and we shall then 
know what now we can only guess at. Lord Glenor- 
cfay and I have both been ill for a week past, which 
prevented my calling for you, and also for the other 
ladies of our meeting, which I beg you will tell them, 
as I have unfortunately an engagement on business 
this afternoon that will prevent my seeing you. If I 
had known of the meeting a day sooner I would have 
put off my engagement, but it is now too late. I hope 
~ next week to have the pleasure of seeing you all ; and 
if Wednesday will do for Mr Walker, I beg you will 
ask him and all the rest of our friends for that day : if 
that be not convenient, any other day you please, only 
let me know which, that I may not be engaged. Be 
assured, my dear madam, that I take your writing or 
speaking your sentiments freely to me as a real fHroof 
of friendship, and hope you will tdl me without re- 
serve whatever you see or hear of me that you think 
inconsistent with my profession as a Chnstian, or 
hurtful to the interest of our common Lord. This 
will ^ve me an opportunity of explaining my motives 
for any thing that may have given offence ; and if they 
are not found suffident, I hope through grace to be 
enabled to amend. I beg my compliments to your 
good husband, and am, with real regard, my dear 
madam, your sincere and faithful humble servant, 

« W. Glemobchy.'' 
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In the beginning of this year Lady Glenorchy seems 
to have been again considerably indisposed ; so much 
so, indeed, as to renew her friend Miss Hill^s alarms 
about her, which she strongly and kindly expresses in 
the following letter.-— 

^^ January I, 1768. 
<< Ever since I heard of your bang iU, I have coo- 
tinually committed you to the Lord in prayer, beseech- 
ing him to give me a submissive heart to whatever 
is his will concerning you, and that as he has lent 
you to me, I may cheerfully rengn to him his ovm 
whenever he shall see fit. But even now I find the 
struggle hard : it is easy to say, Thy will be done ! 
but when the trial comes, to submit to it, to re^ 
jmce in it, as the hand of God, is utterly opposite to 
nature, and can be effected only by the mighty opera- 
tion of his grace upon the soul. May the Lord work 
this grace effectually upon mine, then shall I count 
all things but dross for the excellency of the know- 
ledge of Christ Jesus our Lord. 1 am ashamed of my 
fears and anxious thoughts, I would give them all to 
the Lord, and in all wait his power, that he may have 
the sure pre-eminence in my guilty soul. Let us be 
careful our whole heart is his, then we may say truly. 
It is the Lord, let him do what seemeth him good. 
My dear friend, you have frequently beheld dei^ as 
ready at the door to take you ; you have seen him, 
blessed be God, disarmed of his sting, and only as a 
friendly messenger to conduct you to your Father^s 
. house, after a weary painful pilgrimage. This will of 
course make your thoughts fixed more on^ eternity, 
where we must both shortly be, although our journey 
be somewhat lengthened. Reflecting seriously on this 
is not without its benefit, and will make us abundant 
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in the work of the Lord, and it will make us content- 
edly suffer. 

<< This being the first of a new year, I resolve, with 
God^s grace and assbtance, to begin to lead a new life. 
On looking back, what a mere nothing does the last 
appear,— departed as a tale that is told ; and I, alas, 
have as much to learn as ever of spiritual-^mindedness, 
and every holy virtue. O, how little have I done for 
Jesus! When I review the time that is past, and 
what a vain worldly life I have led, I am utterly 
ashamed and confounded ; but this leads me to mag- 
nify and adore that almighty grace which receives the 
mnner freely ; not for works of righteousness which we 
have done, but according to his mearcy he saves us. 
May you, my dear friend, go on conquering and to 
conquer ; soon will all temptations and trials of every 
kind be no more. But the more they assault us, the 
more let us cleave to Jesus, and by a continual appli- 
cation of his blood to our souls, we shall be enabled to 
pass the time of our sojourning here below in peace 
and joy, deriving our whole spritual life, hope, and con- 
solation, from that inexhaustible fountain of all good. 
May every rich blessing of God be poured down on 
you, my dear friend ; and do not cease to pray for the 
most unworthy of all who profess the gospel of Jesus. 
To him be glory, now and for ever. Amen.^ 

Miss Hill, from what we have seen, had evidenU 
ly learned the gospel lesson to live by feuth, and, in 
hor letters, uniformly pressed the importance of this 
life on Lady Glenorchy. But, from the close of the 
following letter, it appears, that as the exercise of this 
grace, through human weakness and infirmity, may be 
disturbed, and for a season fail, even in those who have 

G 
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long been habituated to it, so it happened in her own 
experience. 

'< January 81, 1768. 
<< The more I see of the great mystery of godliness, 
the more I stand amazed, and am forced to cry out, 

the depth of the riches both of the wisdom and 
knowledge of Grod^ in contriving to bring the highest 
glory to all his attributes, and at the same time, to 
Ining fallen sinful creatures into a state of favour, 
grace, and peace here, and glory hereafter. How 
worthy is such a salvation of our God ! How full of 
consolation to his people ! Let us, then, my dear 
friend, put off the old man, with his corrupt deed& 
Let us put on the Lord Jesus Christ, and draw near 
at all times with boldness to the throne of grace, that 
we may obtain mercy, and find grace to help in time 
of need. Let us plead our heavenly Father''8 promises 
in faith, nothing wavering ; and let us live up to the 
high unspeakable privil^^es of the Lord^a redeemed. 

1 live, (says Paul), yet not I, but Christ liveth in me. 
Let us say the same ; and let the life which we live'in 
the flesh be by faith in the Son of Grod. Let us talk 
and think of Jesus, and thus let us go through this wil- 
derness, leaning on the arm of our beloved ; and soon, 
in spite of all the enemies of our salvation, we shall get 
into the wished-for haven, safely attain the promised 
land, and be put into everlasting possesion of the 
kingdom prepared for us from the foundation'of the 
world. O, then, let us not lose a moment, but haste 
to seek that better country. We have here no alnding 
place. Our treasure is in heaven ; let our affectiiHis 
be there also. 

<^ I find thinking of, and looking much into self, only 
hardens, deadens, and discourages ; and speaking much 
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of self feeds pride ; for I can feel a spark of pride 
whilst talking of my own vileness, and be proud of 
being thought humble. O what an easily besetting sin 
is this, and under what specious pretences is it often 
masked ! But thinking of Jesus animates ; speaking of 
Jesus makes oiu: hearts bum within us; looking to Jesus 
assimilates, transforms into his glorious image; and 
whilst believers make Jesus their aU in all, they grow 
daily in humility, holiness, self-denial, heavenly-mind- 
edness, and every Christian grace. O, my dear friend, 
thus may we pass victoriously through the wilderness 
of this world, till we fall asleep in Jesus, awake up after 
his likeness, and so be ever, ever with the Lord, to 
behold that glory which he had with his Father before 
the world began. O may the God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ vouchsafe us frequent Pisgah views 
of the promised land, to animate our steps, and raise 
our faith; and may Jesus strengthen us so, that we may 
not tire nor faint on our way, but endure to the end, 
and be saved ! Why should we doubt mther his will- 
ingness or power to help us ? his promise cannot fail, 
for the mouth of the Lord hath spoken it ; and it is 
all owing to an evil heart of unbelief if we sufFer our- 
selves to walk mournfully. 

<< I awoke kst night with a load of guilt and uneasi- 
ness on my soul ; and, ruminating on my state, I was 
ten^ted to believe all my past experience was a delu- 
sion, atid timt I had never in reality oome to God by 
Christ I knew it was in vain to argue with Satan or 
self, and therefore strove to oast mysdf wholly on the 
Lord, relying on his finished salvation, on the stability 
of God^^s covenant, the unchai^eableness of his mind, 
the sore and lasting truth of his promises in Christ, 
several of which came with some degree of power into 
my mind» and I went to deep again with much corn- 
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posure, although I rose this morning agitated, but 
reaped benefit from part of the Sd chapter of Maladii. 
O, my dear friend, pray for me, that I may ever have 
grace, in every hour of temptation and need, to lay 
hold on Jesus, in whom is righteousness that can jus- 
tify the most ungodly. In him is fulness, how empty 
soever we are, — a fulness of merit always presented to 
God by Christ for our obtaining of that which at any 
time we want, whether it be wisdom, grace, righteous- 
ness, sanctificaUon, or redemption.^ 

Lady Glenorchy's temper was constitutionally both 
gay and firm, and when occasion required, it exhibited 
a boldness which no sense of danger could intimidate. 
In her religious feelings, however, arising, it may be, 
from a peculiar degree of sensibility, there was an in- 
cesscmt self-jealousy, which, though it did not produce 
what is termed a slavish fear or dread, had a direct 
tendency to produce what may be caUed a spirit of 
bondage, and which, like a cloud intercepting the rays 
of the sun, cast a sombre hue over the whole of her 
Christian exercises and experiences in private. This 
may be accounted for in various ways. She uniformly 
possessed very clear views of the spirituality of the di- 
vine law, and of the nature of that obedience which it 
required, in thought, word, and deed. As her inte- 
grity and fidelity in forming a judgment of herself were 
never seduced by self-love, she discovered in herself 
thode imperfections which others, destitute of equal 
degrees of knowledge and grace, are often apt to over- 
look ; and was always ready to acknowledge, that, as 
the Scriptures say, ** In many things she oflPoided, 
and in every thing came short of the glory of God."" 
Hence, when she retired to her closet, and placed her- 
self in the immediate presence of her Maker and her 
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Judge, she fdt in an uncommon degreee that her guilt 
was inconceivable. * She thus became mortified and 
humbled to the very dust, and expressed her mortifi- 
cation and humiliation in the strongest terms. But 
although she had a firm faith in the Redeemer, in the 
virtue of his sacrifice, the fulness of his atonement, 
and the efficacy of his blood and cross to reconcile her 
to Grod, and from this experienced a well founded 
hope of a glorious immortality, yet, unlike ha: friend 
Miss Hill, she never was able to attain the happy art 
of habitually applying by faith to the blood of sprink- 
ling<» to remove every stain of guilt, as soon as contract- 
ed, firom her conscience. Owing to this peculiar state 
of mind, her peace was often disturbed, and her spirit- 
ual comfort, Uke a winter^s day, not absolutely dark, 
but gloomy, with a faint gleam of sun-light occasion- 
ally bursting through the cloud. This habitual spirit 
of jeabuisy with respect to her experience, accounts for 
many of tbe bittsr things which she writes against her- 
self in her diary, as will be afterwards observed. 

Miss Hill was aware of these circumstances, and 
gave in writing the salutary advice which was requi- 
site. 

"JIforcA 1,1768. 
**.I have just received your letter. Still on the 
^ complaining string, my dear friend ! Will you still 
lend an ear to the suggestions of the enemy, who was 
a liar from the beginning, and not trust your soul on 
the faithfulness of God and his Christ ? O, away with 
all these complaints, these doubts, these fears, which 
keep your soul in bondage, and which will not permit 
you to possess joy and peace in believing. Were you 
really a hypocrite, depend upon it you would not be so 
uneasy under the apprehension of being one, nor would 
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you examine your heart with that exact scnUiiiy yoa 
do. Take comfort, then— Eve upon Jeaut, truat to his 
almighty power and wilimgneaa to eave» then ahovtly 
shall Satan be trami^ed under your feet as the aceuaer 
of the brethren. O labour aftor the full aanmnce of 
fidth, that you may not be ao continually poring upon 
yourself) instead oS laying hold on the finiahed salvifr- 
tion which is in Jesus. May his grace ever be with 
you ! remember he has said it is sufficient for you.*" 

'< if oreft 11, 176& 
<< As I had not leisure the last time I wrote tospeak 
particulariy of those doubts and fears which still harass 
yoiir soul, I will now endeavour (with GodTs Usssiiig 
and assistance) to suggest something which may tend 
to your relief. I know you will forgive me for readii^ 
part of your letter to a Christian firiend of mine in 
this neighbourhood, who is a person fully taught im 
Christ^s school ; and as her experience and yours ngjcot 
greatly together, I thought it would be a comfort to 
you both, to read her that part of your letter wherein 
you mention the slate of your soul. She says, die 
has often been exactly in the same condition; a&d 
added, < I am sure I can say I well know what that 
situation is, not only from my own experience, but 
from that of many others. I have thought myself the 
vilest hypocrite under the sun, and fancied I had never 
come savingly to Christ ; and when I have endeavour* 
ed to apply the promises of Grod to my soul, Satan has 
tempted me to believe they did not belong to me, and 
made use of the very same method to distress me as he 
has done her : for in reading Owen on the Mortifica- 
tion of Sin in Believers, I was tempted to think myself 
the person described, and that I did wKmg to speak 
peace to my soul when there was none with God. 1 
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was oiaUtd, howevor, to wait patiently the Lovdls 
time for delivenoioe; and looking to Jews, aow see 
him to be an all^ufficient Saviour, able to save to tfae 
uttermost all that eome unto Grod by him.* This also 
18 in general pretty much my own state ; and though I 
cannot say I have any full assurance of my interest in 
Christ, yet I feel a comfortable hope that I shall cer- 
tainly attain to it in the Lord'^s own time, and for 
which I desire to wait What you say of yourself, my 
dear friend, gives me the sincerest pleasure, as I have 
no doubt of the reality of Gqd'^s work upon your soul, 
from your being so fearful of healing slightly the 
wound which sin has made. You want a brighter 
diaoovery of the evidence to go upon, and are jealous 
and fearful of laying hold pn the promise till you can 
see your way dear, and Grod justified in his dealings 
in thus freely pardoning. You have been truly con- 
vinced of sin ; you are sensible of your need of Jesus ; 
therefore let no doubts, no fears, distress your predous 
soul, which Grod has loved with an everlasting love. 
Bdidkl the fr^ee grace of Grod, behold the purchase of • 
it that it might be freely given to you, and the promise 
of it, and the tender of that promise to you ! In Jesus 
is perfect righteousness laid up for your use. It is no 
presumption therefore ; on the contrary, it is your in- 
diqiensable duty, to lay hold of it, to plead it as a guilty 
condemned sinner, and in him to embrace the free par- 
don, the full acceptance which grace has provided for 
you. Grod has made him to be sin for us who knew 
no sin, that we might be made the righteousness of 
God in him. This Grod, too, is able to do exceeding- 
ly abundantly above all that you can ask or think. 
What can be more immediately calculated to give 
comfort to the most desponding soul than these words 
of the apostle ? What now would you request of Grod? 
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You will aay, < to be saved frmians past, present, and 
to come; for more grace, more fisith in Christ, and 
miHre desires after and love to him, that you may g^ 
rify him throu^ life, and at the hour of death.^ And 
think you, that the ear of him which is ever open to 
the suppUcation of hb people, will be shut against you ? 
O no ; it is impossible I He hath graven you <m the 
palms of his hands, he loves you with a love whidi 
passeth knowledge. It would be endless to enumerate 
all the soul-revivmg passages of Scriptiure wha»n 
God's love is represented. In each page of the sacred 
record there are traces of it ; and we can only wonder, 
and adore, and cast ourselves upon the unfath(»nahle 
depths of this love in every hour of distress and temp- 
tation. We are encompassed with enemios ftooi 
withia and from without, and great need have we to 
walk with the weapons of our warfare continually in 
our band. We are tossed on the tempestuous tnUows 
of spiritual danger, and great need have we to east 
anchor on the hope which is set before us, gnninded 
on the love of God in Christ, as our sure defence and 
infallible help ;— -this is our privilege, this is our duty. 
The enemy is sure to direct his most violent attacks on 
those whom he thinks are most in Grod's &vour. So 
much indeed is this the case, that it is very common 
for the children of God to be calling in question the 
evidences of their adoption, to fear that all their past 
experience is but a deluaon, to have doubts about the 
truth of Scripture, even to ima^ne they have com- 
mitted the am against the Holy Ghost, and feel such 
h<Mrrible and blasphemous suggestions as to make them 
cry out by reason of the disquielness that is in them ; 
and yet all these painful things are overruled to tb^r 
advancement and joy in faith ; for by these fiery darts 
they become acqiiainted with Satau^s devices, and 
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havii^ been tempted themselves^ are moie aUe to 
adminisler consolation to those that ^ai^ tempted. 
These assaults likewise drive them to examine more 
carefully that word which is able to make them wise 
unto salvatioD) that so their faith may stand in the 
power of God) and not in the wisdom of man, that 
they may be more earnest in prayer, watching there- 
unto with all perseverance. These temptations always 
tend to abase and himible the soul, to show its natural 
vileness and helplessness, and thereby to bring it off 
more &om leaning on self-righteousness, and to rely 
on Jesus, the rock of ages. In which case wemay say 
with the apostle James, ^ Blessed is the man that en. 
dureth temptation, for when he is tried he shall receive 
the crowB of life.^ 

<< As to my health, I b^ you will not be uneasy 
about it I am better ; and O that every slight pain I 
feel may remind me that this is not my home, but 
*that there remaineth a rest for the peqple of God in a 
better world, the iidiabitants of which shall never say, 
I am sick. I r^oice to hear that you can boldly speak 
- for Jesus in company. Go on conquering and to coiv< 
quer," ♦ 

A few weeks after Lady Glenordiy had recdved the 
above communications, she seems to have been in a 
more than usually comfortable state of mind; and 
having writtoi Miss Hill to that effect, received from 
her the following excellent letter, congratulating her 
on the drcumstance, and offering her very sensible and 
«ound advice aa to her f utinre conduct 

<< Good Friday, 1768. 
<* I was thinking much of you, when your letter was 
brought me this morning ; and, ruminating on the great 
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things God had done for your soul, I could not hut 
consider your state as happy, although in the midat of 
many outward distresses ; and your letter has gveatly 
increased my joy and thankfulness on your account, as 
it assures me of your coming more and mote out of the 
captivity of nature, into the glorious liberty of the 
children of God; and that you are now eni^ed, not 
only to trust him, (which in itself is a blessed state,) but 
also to rgoice in him, as the Grod of your salvation, 
for your present as well as future salvation. 

<< Heaviness may endure for a night, but gladness 
Cometh in the morning; and when it comes aftar a long 
uneasy night, it is doubly welcome, and deserves a 
double tribute of praise and thankfulness. O be not 
wanting in that sweet duty of praise, from a sense of 
the divine goodness, love, and patience towards you ; 
remember that you are brou^t from darkness to li^t, 
to show forth the praises of him who calleth you, and 
that your feet are set at liberty to run with patienosr 
the race of prayer and' praise, self-denial and obedience^ 
whidi the Lord hath set before you. In acdear that you 
may go on comfortably and steadily for the time to 
come, I shall insert a few directions which were given 
to a Christian friend of mine, who long walked in 
darkness, but who afterwards lived much under the 
light of Grod^s countenance, till it pleased him to give 
her the full vinon and fruition of himself in gkny. 
* live above earthly and creature comforts. Bewaie 
of flatness and lukewarmness ; this, if not carried im- 
mediately to the Lord, ends in darkness and deadness. 
Value divine comforts above all things, and priie 
Christ above all comforts, that if these should fail, you 
may still glory in the Gt)d of your salvation. Let that 
which torments others be your happiness, that is, self- 
denial, and renouncing your own will. Be ready to 
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yieU vith joy to every convictkm of the Sfint of God. 
Be finthful to the pvesent grace^ uid aspire after a 
cantinual growth. Live the present moment to God, 
and av(nd perplexing yourself about your past and 
future experience, by giving up yourself to Christ as 
you are at the moment, and being willing to receive him 
now as he is, leaving all the rest to him, and you will out 
a thousand temptations by the root.'* Continue dili- 
gently to search the Bcriptures-*-these contain an in- 
exhaustible fund c£ comfort when opaied to us by the 
Spirit of God. Otherwise, clear and jdain as the 
sacred truths appear in themselves, they will be a dead 
letter, to us, and we shall never truly know the mystery 
of godliness. Every day'^s observation is suftoient to 
prove, that all the most elaborate researches of human 
wisdom into Grod^s word, are insufficient to lead us i». 
to the truth, unless the spirit of wisdom and revelatten 
in the knowledge of Christ is given us. How oflen is 
that divine wisdom revealed to babes, whilst the wise 
and pcbdeBt are igno^ntof it ! May we ever corneas 
pocHT blind sinners to a throne of grace for light and 
understanding ; then, although strait is the gate, we 
shall assuredly find it, and though the way be narrow, 
we shall not turn aside to the right hand or to the left. 
Let self-righteous ceremonial formalists stay themselves 
upcNi a round of unmeaning duties, and rest in a 
righteousness of their own imaginations ; but we will 
make mention of thy rigfateoumess, O Lord, even thine 
only ;— -contented to be saved by rich free grace, we 
gladly embrace the offered gift, and glorify that won- 
drous love, that raises us from children of wrath to 
be the heirs of heaven.^ 

That the reader may have some view of the state of 
religion in Miss Hill^s own mind, and the nature of 
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her own Christian experience, it maj not be unexoept- 
able to add the following extract &om one of her let- 
ters to Lady Glenorchy. 

« Eagter Sundagf, 176& 
<^ I have this day been commemorating the love ot 
Jesus at his table with a hard and stony heart, whidi 
neither the remembrance of his cruel sufferings, nor 
his victory over death and the grave, could melt O, 
when shall this torrent of sin and corruption, so offen- 
^ve to the God of all purity, be done away ? When 
shall I arise with Christ in the spiritual resurrection, 
and be so vitally united to my living head, as to be 
one with him by a growing conformity to his likeness ? 
Come down, thou eternal Jesus, into my heart, and sit 
as a refiner^s fire and as fullers^ soap,-^bum up all the 
corruptions of my nature, — ^waah away the guilt and 
stain of rin, and set my feet upon the rock of everiast- 
ing ages ! Surely this is a season which diould, above 
all others, fill the believing soul with joy, the heart with 
praise, and the tongue with thanksgiving, since the re- 
surrection of Jesus from the dead is the alone founda- 
tion on which our everlasting hopes are built. We 
are thereby assured, that Grod is well pleased with his 
Sony's undertaking, and satisfied with his one obladon. 
The majesty of heaven cannot now but be recondled 
to those who plead the offering of his Son, for in him 
mercy and truth are met together, righteousness and 
peace have kissed each other. Whatever before was 
interruptive of our peace is now removed, and we have 
the most satisfying grounds of never-ending ccmsda- 
tion in a crucified risen Saviour, who has triumphed 
over death, broke its iron bars asunder, and cast away 
all its cords. O for grace to rise from the death of 
sin to a life of righteousness, that we, having part in 
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the past resurrectioii, may not only escape the second 
death, but see the eternal joy of bb salvation ! Alas ! 
my dear fiiend, I am utterly confounded when I re- 
view my unprofitable life and conversation, and see 
any thing of that hidden mystery of iniquity in my own 
heart ; — ^but blessed be that inexhaustible fountain of 
divine grace, which wants no legal performances or 
qualifications of mine to make me a fit object of mercy. 

what wondrous love was that which plucked us as 
brands from the fire, awakened us to see our danger, 
and showed us that the Lord had laid help on one that 
was mighty, and not oidy mighty, but willing to save ! 

1 have more hopes with r^ard to the spiritual state of 
my friend, Mrs , than I had. Her situation 
some time ago makes it appear evident to me, that the 
Lord has thoughts of mercy towards her soul, although 
at present I do not see those marks of conviction in 
her I wish to see. In an illness she had some time ago, 
in winch she suffered the most excruciating agonies of 
pain, without the smallest appearance of her recovery, 
and during this time of great exti^mity, her husband 
grudged her common necessaries,— amidst these, and 
many more distresses which I will not now repeat, the 
concerns of her soul were uppermost in her thoughts. 
Death would, indeed, have been a welcome messenger 
to have delivered her from her torture ; but, alas ! she 
feared his sting, and shrunk back at the thoughts of 
his advancing, and assured me, that her outward trials 
were not to be compared to the desponding thoughts 
that were within her. An offended Gkxl, a broken 
law, stared her in the face ; the uplifted arm of justice 
she saw ready to fall upon her, and sink her into the 
bottomless pit, and made her earnestly cry for redemp- 
tion through the blood of Jesus. * O,^ said she, 
* could I but get the least glimmering hope of my sal- 
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vatioD, how glad I should be to die ! but all is dark- 
ness, horror, and despair within me/ Then would Ae 
pray with the utmost ardency, that Christ would re- 
veal himsdf to her soul, give her some td^en of his 
lore, and not suffer her to continue under sudi dread* 
fill apprehensiotts of Grod's wrath. This she did for a 
king while without receiving any answer of peace ; but 
at last the Lord lent an ear to the voice of her groaning, 
and although she was so ill and weak before, as not 
to be able to move in her bed without help, she now 
raised herself suddenly up, in an ecstasy not to be ex* 
pressed, clasped her arms, and with great vehemence 
said, < O, he is come, he is come; Jesus is come indeed ! 
let me embrace him, let me hold him fast and never let 
him go. What raptures do I feel f how is my soul 
filled with ecstasy ! I have the fullest assurance of my 
salvation, and denre to depart and be with CSurist.^ 
These extraordinary comforts by degrees abated, (per- 
haps God seeing they were more than her weak frame 
could bear), and wexe succeeded by a sweet and de- 
lightful calm, in whijch she lay waiting with a hope full 
of immortality for her dissolution, which according to 
all human appearance was very near ; but it plecued 
Ood to raise her up for fresh trials, which, I will still 
hapSy are only to try her as gold is tried in the fur- 
nace, and that she may be purified. She frequaitly 
speaks of the above experience, and says it has left a 
strong and alnding impression. I am sorry for your 
situation, having none to whom you can open your 
heart concerning the things of Grod; but he is ever 
near to hear you, and you may unbosom yourself to 
him with a certainty of redress in every hour of need. 
The post waits, so have only time to entreat you to be 
faithful,-^be bold to follow the leading of the Lord. 
Be steadfast in faith, and all will be well.''

CHAPTER VI. 

Practice of keeping a Diary coiiimeiidecL-.Lady Olenordiy follows 
that laudable custom — Extracts from her Diary, from May 11, to 
July 19, 1769.— Letter from Lady Olenorchy to Lady Maxwell— 
Uniformly takes notice of her Birth-day ; and on the first recor- 
xenoe of it in her Diary, gives a particnlar aooount of lier Gonter- 
sbn— Lord Glenorchy se^s Sugnal— .This drcumstanoe carries Lady 
Olenorchy to England-^Diary thereby intemipted^t-Lord Glenorchy 
purchases Bamton— Extracts from Iiady Olenorchy's Diary from

The practice of keeping a Diary, or daily account of 
Christian experience, and interestii^ oocurrencesy has, 
it is well known, been in all ages common with religi- 
ous characters. This practice, when conducted with 
prudence and discretion, is certainly attended with 
many advantages, both to the individual writer, and to 
Christians in general. The individual writer is en- 
abled to ^view the nature of God'^s dealings towards 
him, the dangers to which he has. been exposed, the 
sins which have been more easily besetting him ; and 
from thence learns how to avoid the one, and over- 
come the other : his different graces are brought more 
conspicuously into exercise, and the influence of true 
godliness is more habitually felt; and Christians in 
general are, by perusing them, often instructed. 
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Strengthened, and comforted^ in their pilgrimage 
through this world. 

At what time Lady Glenorchy began to keep a 
Diary is not certain ; but from circumstances, it would 
appear to have been about this period, perhaps some- 
what earlier. She frequently corrected and trans- 
cribed her papers, especially such as she wished to 
preserve, and virrote them on a fine quarto page, with 
a large margin, ruled off at the top and bottom, and 
on each side, by a red line. Two-thirds of her Diary 
are nearly written in this manner, apparently taken 
from a scroll, and entitled < Extracts from the Diary 

of '. .' The remainder is contained in a 

book of coarse paper, interlined and blotted, and evi- 
dently not intended to be seen in that shape by any eye 
but her own, and which she seems not to have found 
leisure to transcribe. It is probable, that the Diary 
which she kept during the first part of her religious life 
had been destroyed by herself. Prom the view which 
Miss Hill^s letters give of her experience, it is likely 
she judged it not requisite to preserve it ; and to 
this conjecture we are led from this singular fact, that 
the Diary which exists commences but a very short pe- 
riod' before that part of Miss Hill^s correspondence with 
her ceased, which, as we have before said. Lady Glen- 
orchy thought fit to preserve. Neither is it unhkely 
that the existence of her diary was the reason why she 
did not think it necessary to transcribe any more of her 
friend'^s letters: this circumstance accounts for the 
very abrupt manner in which it begins. Lady Glen- 
orchy had by this time acquired courage not merely to 
defend her own reli^ous, opinions, but even to ani- 
madvert on those of others which she thought to be 
erroneous. 
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The steward, or factor as he is called in Scotland, 
of the Breadalbene estates, usually lived at Taymoath 
during the time that the family resided there. He was 
the proprietor of a neighbouring ancient family estate, 
and a gentleman of great talents and learning. With 
this gentleman Lady Glenorchy ventured to argue; 
and, as is not unfrequently the case in disputation, 
unfortunately lost her temper. She had too mudi 
good sense and reli^ous feeling, however, not to be 
aw^ure of the great impropriety of this, and too much 
int^rity and candour not to confess it. Hence, on 
the 11th day of May 1768, her Diary thus begins. —

DIARY OF LADY GLENORCHY. 

May 11, 1768. — This morning I awoke with a great 
desire to praise Grod for his mercies; but my lips were 
sealed, I could not utter what I felt.«-At breakfast, I 
renewed the argument upon faith with Auchalladear, 
and was led away by the impetuosity of my temper to 
say what I did not at first intend, and some things 
that savoured too much of Aittinomianism. In the 
course of the argument, I felt much carnal pride and 
self-applause in my heart, and I did not apply, as I 
ought to have done, to the Holy Spirit for his assist- 
ance. This I take to be the reason why I was left to 
fall into error. After this, I walked out to the place 

H 
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which I have chosen for my morning devotions. My 
mind was much disturbed in reading the word : I was 
in great darkness^ but it pleased the Lord to enable 
me to utter my w^ts to him, and to pray fervoitly^ 
with many tears, for myself and ^11 my friends. After 
this, in walking home, I sung part of the 71st psahn, 
and felt much joy and comfort in the latter part of it, 
ftom the 20th verse : — 

Thoa, Loid, vfao great advemties 

And lore to me didst show, 
Shall quicken, and bring me again, 

fVom depths of earth below, &c. &c. 

After dinner, 1 met with a sore trial of patience, and 
here (from not looking to Jesus for help) I felt most 
sadly. I lost temper, and said many bitter things. I 
recalled to. mind all my former grievances, repined 
at the will of God, and thought my case uncommonly 
hard. In short, the Lord left me to my own' proud 
heart ; and I sinned greatly. This has cost me many 
tears. Lord forgive me this offence, and wash it away 
in thy precious blood. 

I this day resolve (with the asinstance of the Spirit) 
to watch over the first risings of pasaon^ and to pray 
daily for the grace of a meek and quiet spirit, and 
above all for humiUty, in which I am greatly defident 
This has been a day of many »rors aiid infirmities. 
Lord, if thou shouldst mark iniquity, who could stand 
bef<Nre thee ? but with thee there is mercy, and plen- 
teous redemption. O clothe me with the righteous- 
ness which Cometh by faith ftom Jesus ; for all my 
righteousnesses, are as filthy rags : even my best duties 
are stained with sin. My trust is in thee, O Lord ; lei 
me never be confounded. 
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May 16.— This day I came home from a visit at 
Dunkeld, where I have spent three days very unprofit- 
aUy, and wasted the precious time given me to work 
out nty salvation. I there fell into a sin that most 
easily besets me, which is seeking the praise of my 
fellow-creatureS) more than the approbation of God. 
Although I had opportunities of worship evening and 
morning, yet my thoughts wandered, and I could not 
apply my mind to any thing that was good. The 
world'and sin got possesmon of me, and corrupt na- 
ture led me captive. I often groaned under the op- 
pression, and lifted up my cry to my Redeemer for 
help, but could not obtain relief; my sinful heart 
separated me from God. O remember not against me 
these three mispent days, most merciful Father ; but 
Uot out my numberless transgressions, by the precious 
blood <^ the Lamb; raise me up and set me in a 
straight path, stablish, strengthen, and settle me in 
the faith, and uphold me with thy free Spirit 
/ I resolve, by the grace of God, to stay as much at 
home as possible for the future, and, when abroad, to 
' set a watch over the door of my lips, that I offend 
not with my tongue; likewise, to mortify this desire of 
admiration and k>ve of the world. O Lord, grant me 
thy asnstance ; lead me by thy Sprit, create a dean 
heart within me, and deliver me fit>m the temptations 
of the devil, the world, and the flesh. 

May 17. — ^I awoke this morning in a holy fi«me, de- 
urous of living to God ; but, alas ! it was as the mom- 
ing dew, it soon passed away. I read the word care- 
lessly, and found no benefit from it. I lent an ear to 
flattery ; and on hearing that a person had expressed 
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a good opinion of me, I sought to increase it, talked 
too much, and uttered words of vanity. Upon the 
whole, I have spent this day most unprofitably.-*^ 
when shall I begin to live to thee, my blessed Lord, 
who so freely gave thy precious blood for me ! I am 
ashamed and confounded when I think on my sins. I 
am a vile creature, unworthy of the least mercy. 
Blessed be God, who hath opened unto us a fountain 
for sin and for uncleanness. O wash me, good Lord, 
and I shall be whiter than snow ! 

I have met with a trial of patience to-day ; but I 
need the rod^— I know that the Lord sendeth every 
aiBiction for my good. Thy will, not mine, be done, 
OLord! 

J%me 10.— Many have been the sins and vamties of 
neaF a month past, and little good done. Blessed be 
God who hath sent Jesus Christ to be a propitiation 
for sin ; in him only can I hope for mercy : << In me 
dwelleth no good thing,"^ Rom. vii. 18. I have broken 
Code's righteous law in every particular, and caonot 
have the least hope of salvation by works ; for my best 
duties are defiled by sin. The sins of one day are 
enough to ruin me for ever. O gracious God, look 
upon me in thy beloved Son, and save me for his 
sake; for he has borne my transgressions, and was 
wounded and bruised for mine iniquities : he has fol- 
filled the law for all those who believe on him, and all 
believers are justified from all things. Lord increase 
my faith ! 

I have been in great darkness for some weeks past, 
and have had little comfort in prayer. This, I bdieve, 
is greatly owing to negligence in that duty, and allow, 
ing a slothful spirit to prevail, and to prevent my fre- 
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quen^g a throne of grace. I resolve, by the grace of 
6od> to be more frequent and importunatie in prajer, 
and to retire often for that purpofle. 

Lady Glenorchy did not make daily entries in her 
Diary. Days and weeks, and even months, ' some- 
times elapsed between these, which she herself takes 
notice of, and accounts for, ascribing it to company, 
business, journeys, and iUness. 

Jufne 17.— I haye gained but little ground in my 
spiritual race, and have more than once been in dan- 
'ger of having my resolutions overthrown by the world- 
ly counsels and arguments of a near relation. Thanks 
be to the Lord, who enabled me to bear my testimony 
boldly for him, and set my face against those who 
opposed the way of salvation. 

O merciful Lord ! who hath out of thy great good- 
ness opened my eyes, and brought me from darkness 
to see tins great and marvellous li^t, even thy be* 
loved Son as the jSaviour of sinners, open in hke 
manner the eyes of this person, and bring every 
thought of her heart into subjection to Christ, that 
she being found in him, may, tibirough the merits and 
atonement of his blood, obtain everlasting life ! 

For some days past, the Lord hath blessed me with 
the company of a friend, who seems desirous of work- 
ing out her salvation. A godly companion is a great 
blessing. Lord make me duly thankful for it : enable 
me through grace to be faithful to her soul, and help 
her all I can in her Christian course ! Lord, work 
with us and for us — we can do nothing of ourselves ! 

The person mentioned in the above extract, but 
pot named, was Lady Maxwell, the friend of Mr 
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Wesley, who ceased 4iot through life to aid her by 
ber prayers, her oounsel, and her cooperations. They 
diAered widely cm some religious topics, and in thdr 
oinnions of certain relij^ous characters ; yejt they were 
inseparable firiends, bound together by the indissoluble 
' ties of Chnstian affection and esteem. 

The incessant crowds of company to which Lady 
Glenorchy was unavoidably exposed, both in town 
and country, were very harassing to her fedings. She 
was compdled to hear remarks and sarcasms hostile to 
religion. These, as might be expected, made at times 
an unpleasant, though happily but a feeble impression 
on her mind, and which the devotional exercises of 
the closet, by the blessing of God, speedily removed. 
Of the unpleasant effects of company and conversation, 
she thus speaks in her Diary, and m the following 
letter to Lady Maxwell. 

Jnhf 19. — I have had many struggles for a month 
past with coldness of heart, spritual pride, and woclcU 
ly thoughts. I have been sorely vexed with aiguments 
of otliers against the doctrine of Jesus, and have aome^ 
times been made to call in question the soundness of 
my religious opinions ; but thanks be to Grod, he hath 
delivered me. Yesterday, for a moment, I saw my 
salvation complete in Jesus, and the Father reconciled 
to me through him. This day my mind enjoys pofect 
peace. Grant me a heart, O Lord, to praise thee for 
the n^arvellous things thou hast dcme to my soul.— p-AII 
blessing, and honour, and power be unto thee, O 
Lord Grod, and unto the Lamb, for ever. Amen. 

The following is part of a letter fropi Lady Glen- 
orchy to Lady Maxwell. 
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<< My dear Madam, — After finisfaing tliree long 
leUersy it will be a relief to my spirits to begin one to 
you. I have often found an hoards conversation with 
you act as a cordial; perhaps writing may also help to 
dispel the cloud of cares and fears that hang over me 
this day. I am sure a letter from you would, — and who 
knows but the post may bring me one this evening? 
Since I came here, I have endeavoured to bestir myself 
a Uttle in my family, and put the house in order for the 
crowd of company I expect, and this has left me less 
time than usual to look inwards ; yet, blessed be Grod, 
I fed rather more composed than when in Edinburgh. 
I hepa to have more stability of mind, and more con- 
fidence in €rod, that he will perfect the work he has 
begun in my soul. I can discern at times the workings 
of faith striving with unbehef ; and I have no doubt 
that the Lord will get himself the victory. He is now 
showing me by degrees the numberless evils and cor- 
ruptions of my heart, spedally that worst of evils, un- 
belief. He shows me the necessity of conquering this, 
and gives me the desire to fight agidnst it daily. I 
therefore am persuaded I shall come off more than 
conqueror. 

<* The company I expected on Saturday are not yet 
oome, so I got most part of yesterday to myself.— We 
had sermon in the dining-room last night. Lord 

B was present, and nearly forty servants and 

others. Mr M * gave us a good discourse and a 

seasonable application. He spoke the truth boldly, 
and I would gladly hope it did not all tail to the 
ground.^ 

Lady Glenorchy, like many other excellent persons, 
observed her birth-day with serious and devotional 
recollections. Her reflections on the first of these 
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days, taken notice of in her Diary, will be read with 
peculiar interest, as in these she gives a full aiwHint 
of her religious sentiments from her earliest days, and 
also of that happy change in her views and conduct 
which produced in her an entirely new diaract^, the 
eminent worth of which continued to unfold itsdf more 
and more to the end of her life. On the Sd of Sep- 
tember this year, she writes as follows. 

[Jged 27.] September 2.—*! desire this day to 
humble myself before God, and to bless him as my 
Creator, who called me into being from the dust of the 
earth ; who hath been my preserver in the midst of 
many dangers ; and who hath, ever since my birth, load- 
ed me with tender mercies and loving-kindnesses. But 
above all, I would bless his holy name, that he hath 
not left me in the state of alienati<m from him in which 
I was by nature, but that he hath of his free grace and 
mercy brought me out of darkness, and shown me the 
glorious light of his gospel, and caused me to hope for 
salvation through Jesus Christ. Many a time was he 
pleased to convince me of sin in my early years ;— -but 
these convictions were as the morning dew that soon 
passeth away. A life of dissipation and folly soon 
choked the good seed. Carnal company and diversions 
filled up the place in my soul that was due alone to 
God. The first twenty years of my life were spent 
after the fashion of this world. Led away by vanity 
and youthful folly, I forgot my Creator and Redeemer ; 
and if at any time I was brought by sickness or le* 
Urement to serious reflection, my ideas of Grod wer^ 
confused and full of terror : I saw my course of life was 
wrong, but had not power to alter it, or to reast the 
torrent of fashionable dissipation that drew me along 
ivith it. Sometimes I resolved to begin a godly life,— ^ . 
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to give all I had in charitj) — and to live only to Gk)d ; 
but I was then ignorant of God'^s ngfateousness, and was 
about to esti^blish a sort of righteousness of my own, 
by which I hoped to be saved. Grod was therefore 
gracious in letting me feel how vain all my resolutions 
were, by allowing me to relapse again and again into a 
life of folly and vanity. My ignorance of the gospd 
was then so great, that I did not like to hear ministers 
preach much about Jesus Christ : I saw neither form 
nor comeUness in hiro, and thought it would have been 
more to the purpose, had they told us what we should 
Jk> to inherit eternal life. My idea of Christ wa8,*-that 
after I had done a great deal, he was to make up the 
rest : This was my religion i How marvellous is thy 
grace, O Lord, to pardon such a worthless creature, 
who thus depreciated thy great sufferings and merito* 
Tious death, and endeavoured to rob thee of the glory 
which belongs to thee alone. 

But this was not the only way in which I tried to 
rob Grod of his glory. I claimed great merit in the 
patioice with which he enabled me to bear the severe 
trials and afflictions he was graciously pleased to send 
upon me, to bend my stubborn heart to his yoke. I 
thought I had not deserved such a lot ; — and thus I 
secretly rebelled against the good will of the Lord. 
About this time I got acquainted with the Hawkstone 
family-— some of them had the reputation of being 
Methodists. I liked thm company and conversation, 
and wished to be ieis religious as they were, being con- 
vinced that they were right; but I still loved the world 
in my heart, and could not think of secluding mys^f 
from its pleasures altogether. I would gladly h4ve 
•found out some way of reconciling God and the world, 
so as to save my soul, and keep some of my favourite 
junufi^ments. I used n^any arguments to prove that 
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balb, and oth^ public places, were useful, and neces- 
sary in sodety — that they were innocent and lawful-— 
and that the affairs of life could not go on well with- 
out them. The Lord, however, followed me with con- 
victions. My own thoughts became very uneasy to me, 
the burden of my misfortunes intolerable. My health 
and spirits at last sunk under them, and for some time 
before I left off going to public amusements, (where I 
appeared outwardly gay and cheerful, my heart was 
inwardly torn with anguish and inexpressible grief. 
The enemy now suggested to me, that I had no re- 
source left, but to give myself up entirely to the gaieties 
of life, and seek consolation in whatever way it pre- 
sented itself, without paying any regard to those 
maxims of wisdom which hitherto had kept me within 
some bounds. To the best of my remembrance, it 
was the very same night in which this thought was 
suggested, that I was seized widi a fever, which threat- 
ened to cut short my days; during the course of 
which, the first question of the Assembly'^s Catechism 
was brought to my mind,«-What is the chief end of 
man ? as if some one had asked it. When I consi- 
dered the answer to it. To glorify God, and enjoy 
him for ever, — I was struck with shame and confusion. 
I found I had never sought to glorify God in my life, 
nor had any idea of what was meant by enjoying him 
for ever. Death and judgment were set befcHre me,— 
my past sins came to my remembrance. I saw no way 
to escape the punishment due unto them, nor had I 
the least glimmering hope of obtaining the pardon of 
them through the righteousness of another. In this 
dismal state I continued some days, viewing death as 
the king of terrors, without a friend to whom I could 
communicate my distress, and altc^ther ignorant of 
Jesus the friend of sinners. At this time the hord put 
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it into the heart of Mise Hill to write to me* I receiv- 
ed her letter with inexpressible joy, as I thought she 
might posably say something that would lessen my 
fears of death. I immediately wrote to her of my sad 
situation, and b^ged her advice. Her answer set me 
upon searching the Scriptures, with much prayer and 
aupplication that the Lord would show me the true 
way of salvation, and not suffer me to be led into 
error. One day, in particular, I took the Bible in my 
hand, and fell upon my knees before God, beseeching 
him with much importunity Xo reveal his will to me by 
his word. My mouth was filled with arguments, and 
I was enabled to plead with him, that as he had made 
me, and given me the desire I then felt to know him, 
he would surely teach me the way in which I should 
walk, and lead me into all truth,— •that he knew I 
only wished to know his will in order to do it, — ^that 
I was afraid of b^ng led into error ; but as he was 
truth itself, his teaching must be infallible. I there- 
fore committed my soul to him to be taught the true 
way of salvation. After this prayer was finished, I 
opened the Bible then in my hands, and read part of 
the third chapter of the Epistle to the Romans, where 
our state by nature, and the way of redemption through 
a profntiatory sacrifice, are set clearly forth. The eyes 
of my understanding were opened, and I saw wisdom 
and beauty in tlie way of salvation by a crucified Re- 
deemer. I saw that God could be just, and justify the 
ungodly. The Lord Jesus now appeared to me as the 
city of rrfuge, and I was glad to flee to him as my 
only hope. This was in summer 1765. Since that 
time I have had many ups and downs in my Christian 
course, but have never lost sight of Jesus as the Saviour 
of the world, though I have often had doubts of my own 
interest in him. I can safely say, that I would not give 
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up the little knowledge I have of him for any thing on 
earth. And although I have abeady suffered reproach 
for observing his precepts, and shortly expect to be 
scoffed at by all my former acquaintances, and to have 
my name cast out as evil, yet I rejoice in that he 
thinketh me worthy to bear his cross. And I now be- 
seech thee, O Lord, to accept of my soul, body, repu- 
tation, property, and influence, and every thing that is 
called mine, and do with them whatever seemeth good 
in thy aght. I desire neither ease, health, nor proe- 
perity, any farther than may be useful to promote thy 
glory. Let thy blessed will be done in me, and by 
me, from this day forth. O let me b^n this day to 
live wholly to thee. Let thy grace be sufficient for 
me, and enable me to overcome the world. And to 
thee be ascribed the honour and glory, now and for 
ever more. Amen and amen. 

About this time Lord Glenorchy sold^ his maternal 
patrimony of Sugnal. This event natundly called the 
family to England, and the final abandonment of such 
an ancient mansion must have occupied a considerable 
portion of Lady Glenorchy^s time, and given her much 
employment. This will account for the neglect of her 
Diary, from the date of our last extract, for almost a 
whole year. 

When Lord Glenorchy sold Sugnal, for which he 
received between forty and fifty thousand pounds, his 
lady, it should seem, felt a very great anxiety that ^pme 
suitable place of residence in lieu of it should b^ pur« 
chased near Edinburgh, probably with a view of en* 
joying occasionally a retreat in the country when tired 
with the bustle of a large dty, and that she might also 
more effectually carry on some plans that she had 
formed for advancing the interests of religion. The 
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estate of Barnton, about four miles distance from 
Edinburgh, at that time the property of the Duke of 
Queensbeny, was then in the market, and she per- 
suaded her lord, although not without some difficulty, 
to purchase it Of this, together with the dearable 
state of her household, with much thankfulness she 
takes notice. 

August 8. — Great cause have I to bless Grod for 
showing mercy to my family. Sixteen of them were 
communicants last LorJs day ; and, unknown to me, 
they have set up worship among themselves. O that 
I may never cease to pray for them, and for myself, 
seeing how graciously the Lord has granted the desires 
of my heart concerning these poor people, who a year 
ago were wallowing in sin, and now are every one 
seeking the Lord. O for a tongue to praise him who 
worketh wonders, and by his great power brings life 
out of death. Bless the Lord, O my soul, and forget 
not all his benefits ! 

August 9. — ^This morning I received accounts of the 
purchase of Bamton, in which I was much interested. 
I had prayed the Lord to accomplish it if for our 
good^ and I rested on this, and looked to him for suc- 
cess; though, from weakness of fiEuth, I took one step 
in it myself, which gave me much uneasiness after- 
wards. But blessed be the Lord, I have not been 
punished as I deserved. What a dead creature must 
I be* to feel so little gratitude for the innumerable 
mercies that follow me every day of my life. O Lord, 
thou canst change this heart, and I beUeve that thou 
wilt, for I long for a renewed spirit ; and this longing 
doubtless is from thee. Thou saUsfiest the desire of 
every creature that seeketh thee. Thou wilt not quench 
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the smoking flax. O kindle it up into a flame of kyve 
and gratitude, for all thy goodness to me the poorest 
of thy creatures. 

On the return of her birth-day she thus writes :— 

[Jged 98.] Septernb&r % 1769- — I desire to begin 
this day with praise unto thee, O most holy and gia- 
Gtous Lord Grod, for my creation, and preserration 
unto this hour, notwithstanding my numberless sins 
and provocations ; and I desire to renew the dedica* 
tion of myself to thee, which is my bounden duty, and 
glorious privilege. 

I beseech thee, O Lord Jesus, to pardon my past 
sins, and to seal this pardon on my heart Thou 
knowest that I desire to give myself up wholly to thee, 
in soul, body, and spirit Take me. Lord, and make 
me what I ought to be. Let thy will be accomfdished 
in me, in whatever way seemeth good unto thee. 

This year I have been taught many things :— That 
I know nothing as I ought, but am yet ignorant of 
God, myself, and the things of eternity. That saving 
knowledge is not to be learned but from the revelation 
of the Spirit, who alone can teach us all things, and 
open to us the mysteries of the kingdom of God. I, 
conclude that the Lord has begun a good work on 
my soul, because the first operation of the Sprit is to 
show us our darkness and ignorance, to point out to 
us the great prize set before us, and to give us a long- 
ing desire alter it. This is my present case, and I 
hope the Lord will grant those desires he has put into 
my heart I have learnt that points of controversy 
are to be avoided as much as poseible, and that the 
best way of bringing men to the acknowledgment of 
the truth, is to alarm their consciences by the view of 
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their actual ans, and the fear of death and judgment 
When this is done, then point out to them the Saviour 
of fflnners. 

In adyerting to the circumstance of Lady Olenorchy 
keeping a Diary, we formerly noticed the very great 
benefit accruing to the individual Christian by such a 
habit, particularly as, by recalling the manner of the 
liord^s dealing with his soul, he is often improved and 
strengthened, and made to observe the loving kindness 
of the Lord, whilst he traces the operations of his 
hand. This advantage Lady Glenorchy herself ex. 
perienced ; and in the following extract, which is the 
<Mily remaining entry in her Diary for this year, she • 
thus mentions the advantage she derived from the 
practice: — 

October 11, 1769.-^Thi8 day, upon parusing some 
past experiences, I find that the Lord has been pleased 
to show me by his Spirit more of the hope of my calling 
than I saw at this time last year. I undoBtood to-day 
a€Hne things that appeared dark and disagreeable to me 
then. From this I infer that I have more light, 
though I feel my darkness more sennbly, and long 
more to be delivered from it. I desire to bless God 
for having enabled me this day to contribute both to 
the spiritual and temporal relief of a poor person. 
This I consider as an answer to a prayer put into my 
heart this morning, that I mig^t be made useful. I 
have observed, that prayer when fervent is generally 
speedily answa^. The Lord by his Spirit first gives 
the prayer for the blessings he means to bestow, and 
then grants them. This he does, that all may be of 
grace. Blessed be his name for ever and ever ! 
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O send thy li^ fmh and thy truth ; 

Let Aem be grildte to <iie, 
And bring me to thine holir hiQ, 

Even Where thy dweUings be, &c &c. 

I then went to see a fnend in distress : I was enabled 
to deal faidifully with her. I went again to churdi, 
and heard an excellent sennon from Mr Plenderieath, 
to which my mind assented, but my heart was not 
Infected ; and anace I came home, I have be^n wh<dly 
dead to spiritual things. The word I have heard to- 
day seenls as watdr spilt upon the ground ; no traces of 
it remain. O let it not rise up against me to my con* 
demnation ! O when wih thou come. Lord, and take 
foQ possession of my soul, and subdue thy enemies ! 
My soul longeth for thee : O come quickly ! 

This evening I have had a trial of patience. The 
Lord was pleased to give the spirit of meekness, and 
^us to soften the he<irt of him who reproached me. 
^Love and inerey follow me oontinoaily, yet sfill I am 
an insensible slothful creature. O Lord, forsake me 
not, -but continue to draw me, and compel me to come 
to l!h^ ; deliver me from indwelling sin, and a cardbsft 
spirit. Let me love thee, and serve thee with a child- 
Uke spirit 

Mondoj^j Jemuary 99, 1770. — This morning I was 
very lifeless in prayer and reading. Wandering 
thoughts dre a torment to me. This day I allotted 
lot NtmriBiig the visits of my ordinary acquaintoiices. 
After iprayc^ to Ood, that he wdtild enable me to be 
faithfuly to k^p me from oonfbrming to their vain 
^ohversation, I set out. But, alas ! how little h«ve I 
observed this. At the first place I went to, I was 
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eimbled to q>eak freely against the prevailing dissipa- 
tioDs : «t the seodnd) I could only get in <me moral xe- 
fleotioQ. In my next two visita, I had no c^portunity 
of flaying any one thing profitable. Upon the whcde, 
I find much visiting hurtful to the spiritual life, and I 
wish to give k up. Lord, thou knoweat how my heart 
longs to be separated from vanity, and to live wholly 
to thee : O grant that I may live every moment of 
my hfe to thy glory ! 

Wedneaiay^ Jaamary 81, 1770.— I,iasl: mght I was 
pmUed to wresde with the Lord in prayer for about 
half an hour, wkh aaaoy cries and tears, and to plead 
vith faim for a blessing. Yet I am atiH in darkness ; 
my prayers this monnng have been fcnqnai and dead ; 
and I find no comfort in the scriptures I read. Lord, 
what AiaSi Ldo to be saved ? O have pity upon me, 
and cause thy face to shiine upon my b^ughted soul ! 
turn away thine anger ; Uot out my transgressions ; 
and wash me in the fountain opened for sin« Sanctify 
me by thy Spint, and lead me in the right way to 
thy everlasting kmgdom. I have spent this aft^noon 
in talking with Bifiss B i > ^ , on reli^ous subjects, en- 
deavouring to lead her to devote herself whoHy to 
God ; bat whilst I spoke to her, I myself was cold 
and dea4* In the evening I spent two pleasant hours 
with Ijady Maxwell, and was strengthened in the ways 
of hatiness. 

The deep hold which reli^on had upon Lady Glen- 
orohy's mind, made her isealous to promote it, and to 
devise plans for that purpose. In union with her 
firiend Lady Maxwell, and probably at her suggestion, 
she formed the design of opening a place of worship, 
in wfaioh ministers of the gospel of every denominaticm 
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who held its essential truths might preach :— a scheme 
which, however fair it appeared in theory, was soon 
found to be impracticable. With this object in view, 
she hired St Mary'*s Chapel, in Niddry Vwynd, origi- 
nally a Roman Catholic chapel, but then and now the 
Hall of some of the Corpdrations or Companies of the 
Tradesmen in Edinburgh. 

Prior to opening this place of worship, she infcmned 
Mr Walker of her intentions, who expressed his de- 
cided disapprobation of the measure, and dissuaded her 
from attempting its execution, declaring, at the same 
time, his determination to give her no aid. She founds 
however, an adviser more accommodating to her views 
in Dr Webster, one of the ministers of tlie Tolbooth 
Church, a clergyman of great abilities^ and the projector 
and first administrator of the fund for the provision of an 
annuity to the widows of ministers of the Church of Scot- 
land. The polished manners, and fascinating conversa* 
tion of this clergyman, njiade his society much courted 
by all sorts of persons, but especially by those of rank 
and fortune. Dr Webster was an avowed Calvinist of 
the higher class, but very liberal in his sentiments and 
conduct to those who differed in opinion from him* He 
was, from the time Lady Maxwell became decidedly se- 
rious, her intimate friend and adviser, as well as pastor, 
and usally attended her on the evening of every Lord's 
day to Mr Wesley^s chapel, then in the Calton, which 
was built some time before. The religious meetings to 
be held in St Mary's Chapel, appear to have been re- 
gulated by a plan laid down by Lady Glenorchy and 
Lady Maxwell, with the assistance of Dr Webster; 
and divine service was intended to be performed by 
Presbyterians, Episcopalians, and one day in the week 
by Mr Wesley's preachers. The chapel was not to 
be occu|Hed in canomcal hours ; but there was worship 
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in it (m the Lord^s day at seven in the morning, in the 
interval between the morning and afternoon services in 
the churches, which was then much longer than now, 
and in the evenings, and in some of the evenings of 
the week days. To this institution and its concerns, 
some short references are made in the Diary. 

Friday^ February 2.-<-This morning I lay long in 
bed, having a headach. Devotions were slurred over 
in a slothful manner. I had two hours^ conversation 
this forenoon with a minister about the chapel. He 
disapproved much of attempting to recondle sects and 
parties^ by bringing them to preadi alternately in one 
plaoe: he said it would give great offence, and used 
many arguments to dissuade me from my plan ; and 
oonduded by saying he could not preach in it, if the 
Episcopal forms were ever allowed there. Upon 
which X told him, that since both estabhshments re- 
fused me assistance, he must not be surprised if I asked 
the Methodists next 

Monday, Fdyruary 5. — ^For two days past I have had 
no time for writing ; my trials have been great. The 
Lord knows .what I have suffered. This morning I 
met with Dr Webster at Lady Maxweffs, to consult 
about the chapel. It is determined that I am to seek 
an English Episcopal minister to supply it ; and to 
give one day in the week to the Methodists. Lord, 
provide thou one after thine own heart ! I paid a visit 
to^n^t to Lady G ; and although I wished ia 
say something to edification, could get no opportunity, 
and so passed an hour unprofitably. O Lord, thou 
kikowest the desire c^ my heart is to glorify thee at ail 
times ; open thou the door to me, and give me a 
tongue to magnify thy name \ 
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In many IKarieB^ the reader ifi preiented with «U 
Ibftt iB fair and ooimlicii^le in the writer^s epnt and 
conduct, and with nothing more^ Lady Glenahdiy^t 
Diafj, on the oontrarj, bears evident proof of itB having 
been a full as well as faitfafiil record of whi^ flhe thos^t» 
and felt, and did, whether it was pleasant or painfol, or 
whether it tended to place her temper and conduct in 
a favourable or unfavourable point of view. "nK «)uo* 
tatbns which will next appear, illu8trat« the trtttk of 
this remark. 

Tue9day^ February 6.'*-«-This has been an unconl^ 
fortable <h.j. Whoi on my knees this mondflgt a 
crowd of vain thoughts broke in upon me : ashamed 
to continue in that posture, I got up and waUiad 
about the room in great ifistress, and before 1 eooU 
return to prayer^ was aent for, and the whole day has 
passed in Woildly busiliess, till five-^when I went to 
oui^ meeting, at Mrs Walker's, I have had seveeat 
severe trials to-day, and not my usual oonsolation of 
pouring out my complaint to God. O that he would 
take conipassion oii me, and deliver me fram my sins 
and this present evil world ! I would willingly depavt 
and be with Christ. 

Thursday^ Febrtmry 8.—* This being the fast^ky in 
the parish church, Canongate, I got up early, and be* 
Bought the Lord to sanctify it to my soul. I endea* 
voured to recbllect the sins of my life, and spread 
them b^re the Lord, that he* might blot them out by 
the blood of the covenant, and renew me by his Spirit 
I did not fed them as I ought, neither did I aUior 
myself although I knew I was very sinful in the sight 
of God. O when wilt thpu give me the vietcnry over 
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PjQfiielf'it—l Ye%| to ehui^» was vety de«id undec the 
pmi^hiiig of Mgr B. in the forenoon ; . and ng^witl^ 
standing my desire and prayer to be more benefited in 
the afternoon, by Mr Plenderleath^s discourse, was 
QtUl dead, and feU a hea.yineflia <9l xaj 9fiaa^ wd 
fears of not being wprthy to pcme tciithe L«asd's>tal>te. 
I have iipw been pouni^ out ipy complaint' to. the 
XiOrd, and crying tq bnoA to help me* aiid dehFet' my 
aoid ; but have no answer to my pwiy^s. Ypt atlU 
will I wait upon Udn. To whom ean I go but unto 
thee, blessed SaTiour; thou only canst deliver and 
S^Te me peace. I haw choaen thee for my pojction, I 
have eounted the oast, I desire to be whdly dune; 
ftofcUow thee whitheraoever thou mayest be plei^^ to 
laad me. Only do.tliou grant me an intevest in thy 
Yedesaptioo, and sanctify me by thy truth, that I may 
glorify thee in soul and body in this world ; and when 
thou hast ttio more use for me here, rec^Ye me into 
thine everlasting habitations, to dwell in thy presence 
ft>v ever. Amen ! 

Friiof^ Febr^aary Q.^^This morning I was much 
eomfiDrted by a visit from Mr Flenderleath ; he stay* 
ed two hours, and exhorted and prayed in the family. 
He seems full of love to God and man. My heart 
wanned towards him. I felt much sweetness of spirit, 
hoth while he was here and after he was gone; it 
seemed aa if the Lord was presfflit with ua-r4uad sure- 
ly he was, im» we were met in his name. How dif- 
ffli«Rt the afiacQopn ! — ^my usual trials ; my affeotiQOs 
ooldy my thoughts confused — unable to pray or m^^ 
late. I have written to a friend who is a bigot, to 
eshflit' her to love and charity. I have also qpbken d^ 
few words of exhortation to a servant ; but after ally I 
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must 6et this down as an unprofitaUe day, and pny 
Ihat it may not be remembered against me in judgr 
ment. 

February lO.-^Afker prayer and reading this mom- 
iBg, I was thinking on my trials, when the Lord was 
pleased to show me that they proceed from the malice 
of his enemies, who rage violently when likely to lose 
their prey. This accounts for my trouble increasing 
irhen I get neaerop to the Lord. This plainly appears 
from the nature of my trials, as they tend to make 
me weary of religion, and to comply with the wwld 
for present ease. But art not thou, O blessed JcAiovalt, 
stronger than the enemy ? Thou art able to piesarve 
me. Unto thee I flee for protection and strength in 
the hour of . temptation. Unto thee do I commit my 
soul.— >-This afternoon I was enaUbd to continue some 
time in prayor. I endeavoured to lay hold on die 
Lord as my righteousness and my intenessor. I so- 
lemnly gave myself to him, and besought lum that I 
might not rest short of any of the privileges of hia 
people ; but that he would purify my soul, and bring 
it to as great a degree of conformity to his image and 
will as was possible in this life, whatever I m^;fat 
sufier. I desired him alone as my portion, and took 
faim to witness that I was urilling to forsake all things 
iar his sake. I went in the< evening to the meeting, 
and found some access to the Lcnrd in singing the firat 
hymn, and in prayer. In my way home^ I put up 
a prayer, which was answered. My trials this even- 
ing w«« more severe than cc»nmon ; I hate reason to 
bless God for the composure of sjnrit with which I 
have been enabled to bear them. Thy mercies, O 
Gpd, are infinite ! O that my heart was more grateful ! 
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Commimm Sabbath^ Edinburgh^ Fdnvary 11. — I 

hfld biokeii rest last night, witH the thoughts of the 

ensuing solemnity, and had some hope that this day 

would be the, time of deliyerance to my soul. In 

tfaenMHming I besought the Lcxd to confirm this hope, 

and went to church with some degree of comfort in 

that view.

be ^vourable no more ? Let such take comfort ; the 

Lord is nigh, though you perceive him not : he will 

yet come, though not now,*^ &c. At this moment 

I Mt that the Lord was nigh, and that he gave a per- 

suaaon that he would visit me in his own time. My 

heart replied, it is well ; let the Lord coine in his own 

time, I will still wait on him and put my trust in him. 

I had at different times some sweet intimation that he 

was near, and that my prayers were heard ; and could 

with confidence say, I have chosen the Lord as my 

portion, and demre no other. I saw the beauty of 

this choice, and could 9ay, Lord, thou who knowest 

all things, knowest that I deaare to love thee above all. 

Much cause have I to lament over wandering thoughts 

and hypocrisy, that mixes in all my duties. O that 

the Lord would deliver me from them !

This evening I went |o see a dear 
friend, when I uttered many idle words, and repeated 
a conversation to the prejudice of another, trying to 
raise myself at their expoise. May this be a wvamg 
to me, and teach me to set a watch before my nipiitb» 
and to keep the door of my lips, even when with a 
bosom fmnd. 

Tuesde^j February 1S.-^Ab unprofitable day. — 1 
had no time in the morning for reading and serious 
prayer. Company most of the day ; — tried to pray 
before dinner, but could not to any purpose. I have 
been very miserable all day under tihe slavery of the 
world ;-~widung to be relqaaed f^oD» vain companj. 
liord, pardon the nna of this day ! 

W^dneadayf February 14. — Worse, if possible, than 
yesterday. Dined out in a large company — ^paid vudtp 
in the evening— was much indisposed in body, and my 
whole soul sic^L. The bondage of the people of the 
world grows daily more insupportable. I must give 
them up ija order to be happy. Without God, this 
world is a miserable place ; I will, therefore, take hin 
for my portion. 

Sunday, Fibrtmy 18.— This morning my devotions 
were cold and languid. I went to church and heard 
sermon ; I came home much dissatisfi^ with it and 
with myself. In the afternoon I heard Mr Gibson of 
St Cuthbert% on our Saviour the light kA the world ; 
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but got little benefit I lamented my ease before the 
liord, but got no Gomfinrt. I have neither l^^t nor 
fiutb at present, and am afraid of faUii^ again into the 
wotld. My life is bitter ; I know not what will be» 
come of me^ if the Lord does not take compassion on 
noe, and deliver me from my present spiritual bondage* 

Sfjmdojf £vm»7ig*.-«-Upon taking a reriew of last 
wedL, I find I have lost ground, and am farther &om 
the mark than when I began. I see teveral causes of 
lhi8:-*-viz. want of watchfulness .after, the sacrament, 
which is a time in whidb the enemy is always most busy 
to draw away my soul from God. I therefore resolve, 
tlat>ugh God'^s graoe^ if ever I have another oppor<- 
tunity, to double my dihgenoe in prayer, afier partak- 
ing of that blessed ordinance. I have been more en- 
gaged in company than usual. This is a snare to the 
fisel, wiudb I pray GodI may be enabled for the future 
to av(»d as much as possible. I have been very mueh 
aflficted to day widi a suggestion from the enemy of 
aottis, that it was in vain I sought the Lord, seeing I 
got no answer to my prayers; that it mattered not what 
I did, fbr the Lord would not come the socmer. Htessed 
betsrod, I saw it was a temptation and did not yield to 
k. No, I will wait on thee, O blessed Jesus, in a way 
of duty, knowing that it is in the use of the means that 
thou art most frequently found ; and as thou hast given 
me this light, if I follow it not, I thereby cut myself off 
fitxm all hope of finding thee. The Lord hath said, Seek 
and ye shidl find,— -ask and it shall be given. What 
a gradous command is this ! No limitation ; we are 
commanded to come, and ask whatever we will. Lord, 
I beseech thee, g^ve me a new heart to love thee, to 
prmse thee, to glorify thee.

m:ged to join his Society, which she declines— -She occasionally bean 
Ins preachfics— ^Extraets from Pxaiy frnrn May 12, to June 3^ 1770u*. 
Lord Glenoicby gets possession of Bamton^^A great many workmea 
employed in embellishing it — Lady Glenorchy erects a chapel there 
— Much good done by this means— Extracts from the Diary from 
June i, to 18, 1770. 

It is abundantly obvious, that the r^^ar worship of 
Gtxl in the family, is in every case of the greatest im- 
portance to the interests of reli^on, and more espe- 
cially so when there happens to be a very numerous 
household. Of this truth Lady Glenorchy was deq)ly 
sennble. Circumstanced as she was, however, the in- 
troduction of this excellent practice into her fiEimily 
was a work of no small difficulty. Nevertheless, to a 
person of her integrity, piety, and dedmon of charac- 
ter, all things, if seen to be duty, are possible. Hence, 
at this time she actually accompliahed the desire of her 
lieart, and rused an altar to God in her house, the 
pure flame of which was never afterwards during her 
whole life extinguished, and around which, evary 
morning and every evening, fervent prayer and grate- 
ful praise ascended to the God of the fiuniHes of the 
whole earth. This event she records in her Diary 
with much humility and thankfulness. She also occa- 
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nonaily had a sermon delivered in her drawing-room 
at the Abbey of Holyioodhouse. Yet she laments 
with great feeling the little progress she made in the 
divine life, in the midst of this and many other means 
of grace which she enjoyed. 

Monday y February 19, 1770. — This day I have felt 
moxe life in my soul dian for a week post Lord 
Olenorohy tcdd me this momiag that he would allow 
me to take a chaplain into die family as soon as Lord 
Breadalbane was gone. I went to Lady Maxwell, and 
s^t ibr Mr Middleton, and invited him to cmie «nd 
-officiate as chaplain diuisg the absence cf Lord Bread- 
albane. At that time I feh myself in the spirit of deu 
votion ; but on coming home I found a friend there 
who has often been a snare to me. Being very agree- 
able, with her I entered into idle conversation; and 
altfaongh my conacieDce freqjiently checked me, yet I 
"went -on till after tea. Thus did I kokowingly trifle 
BmB:j time against conviction, which brought darknees 
<m my mnnd. O when shall I live wholly to Grod f 

Tuesdmy^ F^bryunry 90.-— I prayed this morning for 
kcAp to be faitfaf ul dmmgh the ensuing day. In some 
measure this lias been granted. I paid two visits this 
nKmiing, where I was enabled to speak boldfy fioor the 
truth. Brfore dinnec, I «poke seriously to a persoa 
of whom I have hidierto been much afttaUL Had 
company to dinner, anA did not fed ashamed of own* 
ing my singuknty. I went in die evening to die 
meeting, aoDtd heavd a good sermon on these words, 
** Lord, ihelp me." It was very suitaUe to my case-— 
in 'every thing I need his help. Widiout it I must 
quiddy penah. 
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Fridajf9 February 4k8.-^We«t to Lady Leven, wfaene 
a propoflal was made for printiiig some small tracts^ to 
show the evil aril indulgiiig a party spirit, aho to^re- 
print Processor Fras^^s Nioodemus. Afternoon I 
w«Mt «o iftaet Mr Thomson hi Lady Maxwell^ I 
was fimoh fllensed wiib his ooiiveifsatioii--*lie obseK^ed, 
thai thelkfther tWe advanced in divine knowlklge, the 
moife 'We see our ignoranae, because every stjep we get 
on shows OS that there are greater decrees yet to 4e 
attained: After he was gone, Lady Maxwell asked 
me to pray with her, which I refused, and have been 
much distressed ever since t did so, as I perceive now 
I am more desirous of ^q>earing well before my £el- 
low-creature than before Grod. Pride and false shame 
abash me. I have asked Ae liord to give me courage 
4o pray with others. 

Saturday y Februartf S4. — I began this day by pray- 
ing ihat the Lord would enable me to walk up to the 
light he had given me. I saw my danger if I pemst- 
ed in n^lecting to comply mxh what he demanded, 
particularly in praying with my friends, and instruct- 
ing my servants. I am determined in his strengdi to 
ooniply, let it cost roe what it will, and to humble my- 
self, and appear weak and mean in the sight of others, 
rather than forfrit the love of God, grieve his Spirit, 
and stifle the convictions of conscience. Accordingl}:, 
after pmyer for assistance, I called one of my meet' 
servants, whom I judged most. igni»rant. 1 spoke 
some time to him on religious subjects. I then went 
out to see a Christian friend. I prayed first to be 
enabled to pray with her, whidi after some eonversa^ 
don I did, and found liberty of expvesMon beyond 
expectation. I found, that in keeping the comnumd, 
and following the teachings of the Lord, there is a 
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preaent reward. Afta: this I had two opportunities 
^ven me of speaking freely, without fear or shamey for 
the cause of religion. After tea I went to tlie chapel, 
and heard an excellent sermon on following Christ and 
denying self ; that is, beai^ denied to on, the Ji^onours 
and friendship of the world, and all confidence in the 
flesh. I cannot but observe, that Satan bcjpns again 
to-day to assault me as formerly, by stirring up some 
to tease and vex me ; but I dare not repine at tliis, 
for when the Lord prevails over my slothful tamper, 
and enables me to be somewhat active for him, the 
enemy rages with most violence against me. I hope 
this night I have learnt to tak^ up my cross, deny my- 
self, and follow him. May he enable me to possess 
my soul in patience, to bear all things, and forsake all 
things, for his sake. O blessed Jesus, who would not 
willingly give up all things for thy love ? What must 
their joy be who are blessed continually with the %ht 
of thy countenance, when I, even the poorest of thy 
creatures, sitting in darkness, feel unspeakable comfort 
in obeying thy commands ? 

Sunday y Febrvury 26. — Went to church, and heard 
a good lecture and sermon. Came home, and spoke 
with a maid-^rvant Endeavoured to stir her up to 
more diligence to make her calling and election sure. 
Afternoon, heard Mr Plenderleath on the Shunamite, 
— ^ delightful sermon. I came home, and had wore 
trials of patience during the whole evening. Lord, 
withdraw not thy help from me one moment ! Sup- 
port me under these afBictions, till thou hast answered 
all thy loving purposes by them. I commit my soul 
to thee ; thou knowest what it stands in need of to 
purify and subdue my evil temper. Let all thy will 
be fulfilled in me. Save me to the uttermost, and 
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glorify thyself in me. Amen.— -I hate qx>ken Ivith 
two of the servants to-night, and find that one of them 
wishes to follow the Lord, 

Thursday y March ].— ^Mr Middleton came hcnne 
and began family worship. I had some spintual con- 
versation with him. Found great comfort in consi*- 
dering his coming as an answer to prayer. 

Friday J March %. — ^After prayer in my family I 
went out to see my mother. Ventured to speak to her 
on religion. Caxiie home to meet Dr Webster and 
Mr Thomson. Was interrupted in a useful oonversa* 
tion by lady G ■ , who came to ask me to a ball ; 
*^was enabled boldly to state tny reasons against it. 
After tea, preaching in the great room by Mr Thom* 
son—the servants were much pleased. This day I 
have enjoyed many privileges ; but hast thou profited, 
O my soul ? Alas, how cold and dead. I yet am, not- 
withstanding all these means of grace ! Lord, quicken 
me, and impart saving faith and knowledge to my 
dark ignorant mind ! 

Stmdayy March 4.-^Last night I prayed for health 
to attend on public ordinances this day, and was heard. 
Mr ■ preached in the morning upon these words : 
« Having a fonn of godliness,^ &c. a good sermon. 
In the afternoon we had an excellent sermon from Mr 
Plenderleath on the sufferings of Christ. My soul was 
not so much quickened by it as it ought ; yet I could 
not help shedding tears to see with what indifference it 
was received by tliose who call themselves followers of 
that divine Redeemer, who suffered so much for theni. 

Wednesday^ March 7, 1770.— This day St Mary's 
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Chapel was opened for preaching the Gospjdi. Minifiters 
of every denomination are to be admitted, who have a 
sincere love to the Lord Jesus Christ and the souls of 
men, and who preach the doctrine of justification by 
faith alone. Mr Middletcm* preached this day from 
Ephenans ii. 8. " for by grace are ye saved through 
fidth ; and that not of yourselves, it is the gift of God," 
I have been much distressed to-day with a weak body 
and an unbelieving heart. I laboured under anxiety 
that good might be done, and at the same time was sa 
much distressed by the fear of man, that I got no good 
by the sermon myself. In the evening I wrote an ad- 
dition to a little book ugainst vain amusements. 

Tkfwrsdoff^ March 8. — I received a visit this morning 

from Mr , and had a long conference with him 

about Mr W and public places. He seems deep- 

ly prejudiced against Mr W ; thinks he is stealing 
in Amiinian doctrines into the country, and sapping 
the foundation of our faith under the pretext of greater 
sanctity and strictness than others. As to public 

* St Maiy'a Chapd was opened, on the plan formerly mentioned, bj 
the Re?. Mr Middleton, author of ^« The Lives of Eminently Pious 
Women," and one of the six students who, a year or two before, had been 
expelled from Oxford for attending private religious meetings, and who, 
having received orders in the Churdi of England, officiated at this time 
in a small Episcopal Chapel at Dalkeith.' The diffetent o^nions of the 
persons employed in officiating in this chapel, never could in the natuxe 
of things coalesce ; and although the congregations were large, and good 
was done to individuals, the design being in Scotland altogether novel, 
met with much disapprobation from the religious public ; and their re- 
nMffkB, as it often hi^pens on such occasions, either from levity, thou^it- 
lessness, or potejudice, were neither kind nor just. These expressloDS of 
dissatisfaction, together with her other trials, temporal and spiritual, deep- 
ly depressed Lady Olenorcby ; but, following the example cf the Psalmist 
David, she waited on Ood, and prayed that integrity and uprightness 
might preserve her ; and she was preserved. 
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places, he seems to have little light upon the evil ten- 
dency of them, — ^makes distinctions,— condemns some 
as bad, — thinks others lawful if not carried to excess. 
I ventured to oppose him, and to maintain the evil 
nature of them all ; and he seemed to listen to what I 
said on the subject, and although we did bot agree in 
every thing, yet we parted good friends. This evening 
I read some of Mr W ■ " s ^ermons on Matth. v. I 
think he carries the doctrine of perfection too far, and 
I wish he had laid the foundation, even Jesus Christ, 
before he began to build. He showed me, however, 
that I cannot make myself a Christian, and sent me to 
my knees to beseech the Lord to teach me, and to pre- 
serve me from being deceived. 

Sd^rday^ Match 10.-^1 received an account of an- 
other penon^s having been benefited by Wednesday's 
sermon, which filled me with gratitude to the Lord, for 
having made me instrumental in this way of bringing 
souls to him. It stirred me up to seek those blessings 
that others had recaved, and I spent some time in 
prayer with a degree of comfort and hope. 

Tueadayy March 18.— I am still in trouble of mind 
and in outward af&icdons. The Lord knows what is 
neoeasary to purge away my dross. Be it unto me 
even as thou wilt ! This evening I was refreshed by a 
sermon at the meeting ; I feel m<»re comfort there than 
any where else^ and am more stirred up to forsake all 
and follow Christ 

Thursdaiyj March 15.— The Lord has been pleased 
to make this a refredung day in his courts. Mr — — * 
pleached this morning on the necesmty of the teach^ 
ing of the Holy Ghost. The word came with powe* 
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to my soul. I was convinced of having too much ne- 
glected to seek the influence of the Spirit, and of havbg 
trusted too much to my own strength. I also saw, that 
the Lofd has begun a good work in my soul, and was 
made to bdlieve, that he will perfect that which oob- 
cems me. I returned home with joy and peace in my 
mind. In the afternoon I went to church, and found 
great joy in ranging Fsahn cxxx. 

<' LoKd, fhm the depths to thee I cried. 

My voice, Loid, do thou hear ; 
Unto my supplicadons* voice 

Give SD attentive ear," &c &c 

My soul rejoiced in the Lord, and I felt the power 
of his presence. I passed part of the afternoon at 

L M— 's with Mr In— s, in talking of the 

things of Grod, and went in the evening to the chapel, 
where the Lord confirmed my joy, by seeing he had 
accepted that service by the crowds that attaoded, and 
the power that accompanied the word preached. At 
night I found great freedom in prayer. On the whde, 
I can say that one day spent in the courts of the Lord 
is better than a thousand elsewhere. 

April 8.^-1 resolve this day to set out anew, in the 
strength and in the name of the Lord, in the path of 
duty — ^to miss no opportunity of waiting upon him ; 
and for this end, I intend to get up at six every mom- 
ing, and sooner if health permits. To spend two hours 
in reading and prayer before family ^worship*— aho to 
preserve a serious frame of mind through the day — to 
set a watch before the door of my lips, that I may 
offend not in speaking upcm vain subjects ; and not to 
be ashamed of the truth before any one whatsoever, 
but to speak to all about their eternal concerns. To 
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pOBseM n^y aoul in padence, meekness, and silenoe, 
under the tnals I may meet with. To spend some 
time before dinner in prayer, also before or 'after 
suppety and in meditation and writmg down the work 
of, God on my soul through the preceding day. O 
liotd, grant me thy grace to enable me to observe 
these things fidlhfiilly. Without thee I can do no- 
thing! 

AprU 9.— -I got up at half an hour after five, had 
some liberty in prayer for near an hour, and a little 
light on the Scriptures. I resolved to spend the day 
according to the plan laid down yesterday, but was 
prevented by unexpected occurrences. This evening 
felt the corruption of my nature very strong, in being 
inclined to angler und^ a trial of patience. I am yet 
ftr fn^n having a meek and quiet spirit, and have a 
fear&il and unbelieving heart. Lord, deliver me from 
the bondage of dn, for thine own name^s sake ! 

Jpril 18.-^Many tongues are let loose against me. 
The godly, in particular, have spoken bitter, and 
imagined false things ci me. At first I was greatly 
hurt at this, lest I should have given any cause for it, 
and that I was not suffering the reproach of Christ, 
but hringing reproach on his name. But now I see 
this storm as coming from the enemy, whose king- 
dom is shaken, and therefore will leave no stone un- 
turned to put a stop to our proceedings. I have 
examined my own heart, and the conduct of those 
preachers I have countenanced, and can say before 
God, that I believe we are sincere in wishii^ to ad. 
vanoe his kingdom, and to win souls to Christ; and 
to endeavour as far as possible to promote that purity 
and simplidty which the gospel teaches, but which the 
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world will always appose and ridicule, being contivy 
to its maximB and cufttoms. Our deare is to faring 
poor aionera to Christ, to receive the forgiveness of 
their sins and eternal life, in order that they nay 
glorify Grod here, and enjoy him for ever. O Lord, 
thou only knowest the heart of man ! Searah me and 
try me ; see if there is any concealed pride, se]f4ove^ 
or any view derogatory to thy glory, in what I have 
done : Remove it, O Lord, for thine own name sake, 
and let me be humbled for it before thee, and before 
the world if thou seest meet. Lead me in the nanow 
way that leadeth to everlasting life ; keqi my feet fimn 
falling, and let me not became a snare and stumbUiv 
hlosk to any of thy children. Grant me patience to 
bear with meekness the strife of tongues, and enable 
me to return good for evil. Let me not only pray £pt 
my enemies, but love them and do them every kind 
office in my power, for thy name sak&^^Lord, thy 
love is all I want ! 

Thursday y April 19.-^The fiisuday at Leith.-^The 
whole day has been spent in religious exercises and 
conversation ; yet what does this avail if the heart is 
still unrenewed? if the soul is in a state of unbelief, 
and under the wrath and condemnation of Qod ? AU 
I can say for myself is,, that I desire to be ^iioUy 
thine, O Lord-^to believe in thee, and to love the9 
above all* Perfect in me the work thou hast b^^n 1 

Friiday^ April 90.— I met with Mr Wesley, and 
had much conversation with him. He appears to be 
a faithful eealous minister of Jesus, and to have a 
single eye to the glory of God, I believe him to b« 
sound in all essential doctrines* 
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jSTtffidsy, April 58S.—- ^Thk day I have onoe more 
presumed to nt down at the Lard's taUe^ full of hcqies 
and fean. I saw my great unworthiness, but endea- 
▼oared to look to him who alone is worthy. I took 
,the bread and wine as pledges of my union with Christ, 
and devoted myself, soul, body, and spirit, to be for 
ever his. Lord, temember, I beseech thee, thy graci- 
ous promises to those who seek thee, and come to 
thee. Keep thou my scnil, and preserve me amidst 
the numberless snares and dangers that surround me. 
Let not mine enemies triumph over me, for in thee 
alofne do I put my trust ! 

' Mandag^ April 80. — Since Wednesday I have 
been in great distress of soul at times, from being con- 
vinced of the sin of unbelief. I am grieved to think of 
living dir^ after day in rebelUon against Grod. I see 
that without faith it is imposdble to please him. Lcml, 
help mine unbelief ! I have seen more of my own evil 
heart than usual, and more of the purity required in a 
Christian. I see that the generality, nay, almost all 
professcvs of the gospel, fall greatly sHcMt of their 
privil^es. I can mourn over the sin of the world, 
and wish to tell every creature of their danger, but 
have not yet the power. I see in some measure the 
beauty of holiness, and wish to be conformed to the 
image of Christ Upon reviewing the last month, I 
tlunk I have rather increased in self-knowledge; for 
whidi I desire to bless God, and pray that he may 
carry me on, and perfect what he has begun in me. 

May 4.-— Last night I was somewhat refreshed by 
hearing a sermon on the rdgn of grace; but these re- 
vivals are shortJived. One cause of my instahiKty in 
holy things, is the vanity of objects with which my 
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imaginfttWm is crowded. This may be atlribated part- 
ly to the diasipated life I fonimiy led, and partly to 
the hurry I am obliged to be in contimially, from th^ 
peculiar situation in which I am placed. It^is addom 
I can. obtain half an bourns quiet in a day, and am 
nebesaarily joUiged to hear and think .on a variely of 
worldly things, so that my mind is tossed to and fio 
with caref(, fears, and troubles, outward and inward; 
and no sooner am I composed to think of my eternal 
concerns, than a very different subject is immediatdiy 
intruded upontme, I can see no remedy for this, but 
must patiently wait the Lord^s time for deliverance* 
He knows my distresses, and he only can deliver me 
fnwo them, or su{q[)ort me under them. He knows that 
my beanos supreme desire is to live wholly to his gkwy 
upon earth. I do not perceive that I wish for any thing 
but his love, and to approve myself tohimin.welL* 
doing. He has enabled me to ^ve up my name, and 
the afqprobation of the world, for his sake, and I can- 
not see that ^ny creature divides my heart with him* 
Lord, I appeal ujito thee, if I would not willii^ly part 
with all for thy love I If there is any unseen impn^ier 
^ttachmem to the creature in my heart tha;t keeps it 
firom thee, do thou root it out ; and take thou my 
whole heart, such as it is. Muke it what it ought to 
be, ai|d keep it faithfyit 

Jfoy 6.— Yesterday was a day of retuement I found 
comfort in reading and prayer, and was enabled to 
write out portiops pf th^ Scriptiines with some degree of 
light. It was like the day-dawn upon my souL In 
the evening the sermon was refreshing, and came like 
rain to the parched ground. I found myself on the 
threshold of heaven, but did not get in. This morii- 
ipS I gpt up before fiv^, prayed with sopae liberty tor 
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mux an hour. At seven I went out and heard the end 
of Mr Thomson^B discourse; it was pleasant to my 
soul. I see all things ready; the Lord is willing 
and able, but there is yet an inability in me ; what 
that is I cannot discover; I think I am willing ; Lord, 
do thou search and try me ! The sermons in church 
to-day have come home with unusual power to my 
soul. I feel a clearer conviction of etemity, and 6l the 
nothingness of time. I wish to live wholly to God. I 
have not done so hitherto^ and am impatient under my 
fidlings and shortcomings, 

Monday, May 7. — I got up early, iqMnt two hours 
in reading and prayer befinre family worship; — ^find 
early rifling a great help to me ; it lays a foundation for 
the practice of the whole day. We err greatly in 
psaying seldom ; for the oftener we pray, the nearer 
we get to firod, the strongs we grow, and the more 
we shall love to pray. 

During Lady Glenorchy's former temporary resi- 
dences in London, various dergjmen of eminence 
weee introduced to her, and among odbers Mr White- 
fidd, of whose zeal, abilities, and general character she 
highly approved. Mr Wesley she had not seen, never, 
as the Author believes, having had any acquaintance 
with any of his friends there, and not b^g in Scot- 
land wlttn he previously visited it. That oountenanoe, 
however, which Lady Gknordiy gave at thb time to 
the Wesleyan preachers, naturally brought about her 
acquaintance with Mr Wesley Mmself, who was now 
in Edinburgh. He and his friends had previously 
wished her to join their Society, which she declined ; 
for although she esteemed them, and wished them well 
f& good men, and as labourers with others in the great 
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vineyard of the Lord> she nevar could adapt thor pe> 
coliw opinkHift. Mr Wedey had at this time repeated 
interviews with her^ and twice or thrice in oompanj 
with Dr Webster, who always heard Mr Wesley wfaeD 
here, as well as occasionally his preachers. Frobah^ 
at the desire of Lady Gknorchy, Dr Webster hada 
conference with Mr Wesley, in her presenoey on some 
of those points of doctrme in which they principally 
differed. The effect of this discussion was, that she was 
confinned in her orthodox ofnnicms. She still, how- 
ever, continued occasionally to attend his chspel, and 
to employ his assistants. About the time that the 
above circumstance occurred, it appears that Lady 
Glenorchy continued to sulfer much in the course of 
her spiritual warfare ; and although she experienced a 
great deal of the hardships of it, yet she not only per. 
severed, but had the hapjnness to gain some conader- 
able gieound. Hence she thus writes in her Diary :— * 

May IS. — For some days past I have had a sense of 
my unprofitaUeneas ; when I would do good, evil is 
present with me. I still labour imder com^tioa of 
heart; and althou^ I have as much spiritual light as 
diows me the emptiness of the worid, and the necessity 
of faith, yet I still wuit the witness of the Spirit to 
testify in me that I am Chriat^s. 

This monung the Bev. Dr Webster and Mr Wes* 
ley met at my house, and had a long oonTersation to- 
gather. They agreed on all doctrines on which they 
qfxdce, except those of God^s decrees, predestination, 
and the saints^ perseverance, idiidi Mr Wesley does 
not hold. After Mr Wesley was gone, Dr Webster 
told me in a fair and candid maimer wher^n he disap- 
proved of Mr Wesley^s sentiments. I must (according 
to the light I now have, and always have had, ever 
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\ tlie Loid was pleaMd to awaken me) apee witk 
Dr Webstar. Nevertheless I hope Mr Wesley is a 
child of God. He has been aa instrum^t in his 
hands of savii^ souls ; as such I honour him^ and will 
countenance his preachers. I have heard him preach 
thrice ; and should have been better pleased had he 
paeaehed more of Christ, and less of himself. I did 
not fiofi bis words come with power to my own souJ. 
I deore to liiess God for having enabled me in some 
measure this day ^ be faithful to the convictions of his 
Spirit O that I may daily reo«ve more strength and 
eoucage, to be acooimted a fool for Christ's sake ! 

Sundojfy Ma^ 18.— I have wpeai this day in the 
courts of the Lord. Consider, O my aoul^ vdiat tiMU 
hast heard, and how many will rise up as witnesaes 
against thee if thou hast profited notluog thei«by* 
Sdvation has this day been freely offered thee. Thou 
hast seen and confessed the beauty of holiness, and of 
A life devoted to him who gave it, and thou hast been 
convinced there is no hapjuness elsewhere Come 
then to Jesus, give thysdf up without reserve to him^ 
Lord Jesus, I come to thee to reoeive this gveal aska* 
tioni I think I am wiUng to recrive thea on thy own 
terms. If my heart deceives me in this^ thou kno west, 
and thou canst make it willing. Come thou, and set 
up thy throne in my heart, subdue every enemy that is 
there, and make me wholly thine. Grant me the gifts 
of repentance and faith, thy Spirit to g«iide and asnc* 
tify me, and tibe eflBcacy of thy blood to atone for all 
my past rins. Save me to the uttermost, and let me 
not rest short of thy complete salvation. Come quick* 
ly. Lord Jesus ! Amen. So be it 1 

^aturday^ May 19. — I got up early, spent some 
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hours in prajer ami reading. L. E. came to faveak- 
faal. I was enabled to speak freely to her, to oonftaB 
the truth, and, after a severe struggle, asked her to 
join with me in prayer. Afterwards I went to church 
in the afternoon and evening. The Ijotd showed me 
several evils in my heart, particularly resting in duties, 
and not having a sii^e eye to God. I would ^adly 
have spent this night in prayer, but my body it weak, 
and requires rest 

Sundojfy May 90.-— 1 rose early, had great treedon in 
prayer, and was enaUed to wrei^ with cries and tears 
that the Lord would meet me this day at his table> and 
set my soul at liberty. I felt little power in the ser- 
mon ; but found much liberty in prayer whengoing to 
the table, and [Hraised the Loord for the great Uesangs 
he had spread before me. I felt a consciousness of 
his presence^ and a sweet intimation that my prayers 
were heard. I took the bread and wine as pledges of 
his love, and as an earnest of what he would do for 
me. This hope was afterwards confirmed to me in , 
private prayer. I was sensible of the Lord^s kwing- 
kindness and designs of jnorcy towards me. Though 
I could not say he gave me the full assurance of fiuth, 
yet I believe he will work faith in me with power. I 
have found him drawing me on to seek after him. O 
bless the Lord, my soul, and foiget not this day^s mer« 
des ! His hand has also appeared in outward Provi. 
denoes— keeping off outward troubles that might have 
disturbed my mind. Hy prayers have been answered 
even in lesser matters. O how gracious, is the Lard 
to those who seek him ! Surely he will be found of all 
who seek him in sincerity ; therefore will I wait on the 
Iiord, and follow on, that I may know him. 
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Mmdoffj Moff 21 — I got up at five, and had great 
liberty in prayer. I perceive the Lord is showing me 
move and mpre of my own vile heart, and strengthen- 
ing my trudt and confidence' in htm. I find the beset- 
ting sin of my heart is the love of praise and esteem* 
I am full of pride, self-eoncdt, and a slothful spirit ; 
still ariiamed of the gospel of Christ ; apt to judge 
raahly of others, and overvalue myself. I feel averse to 
many known duties, viz. reproving sin ; admonishing 
others ; praying with my friends; instructing my ser« 
vants. I am addicted to vain wandering thoughts in 
prayer. I see a great deal of corruption in my heart, 
and feel utterly unaUe to remove any part of it. I have 
theicfcve spread it before the Lord, and put my case 
into his hands. I am persuaded he is able and willing 
to cleanse and purify me. I look to him for faith to 
conquer the fear of man, and to bring peace and 
health to my soul. He is exalted a Prince and Savi- 
our, to give faith and repentance to a guilty world. I 
have asked them, and he will not deny them; there* 
fore will I look for tm answer of pe4ee, and wait the ac- 
complishment of hb promise. I have also seen the 
danger I now am in^ of being assaulted by those 
temptations I have formerly fdt at coming from the 
Lord'^s table. Nothing but cleaving to, and oonti- 
nually looking to the Lord, can keep me from them. 
I have sought power to do this; and hitherto he hath 
helped me. 

Saturday 9 May 86.--^I determined this day to set out 
anew, and to struggle to get loose from this vain world. 
But, instead of this, my whole morning was taken up 
with visitors, and I had no power to qpeak faathfullijr 
to them. They were professors, but d«ul ones, and I 
could find nothing to say them. At ni^t I went 
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to the ohapei) and heafd Mr T He spoke to 

my heart ; I was convinced of my unfaithfulnesB, and 
was ashamed before the Lord. At my return home 
I met with a great trial, whidi sent me to prayer ; 
and there I found again somewhat of that confidence 
and hope that was like to perish through my n^lk 
gence. I find trials are needful : when all things go 
smoothly, I nnk into insensibility. O, how good 
is the Lrard thus to chastise my folly, and bring me 
back to himself, the centre of all happiness. 

Sunday, May ST^^^I got up eariy, and went out at 
seven to the chapel, and was somewhat revived by the 
sermon. At ten went to church, where I heard two 
excellent sermons from Mr S t h, accompanied with 
more life and power than any I have yet heard in the 
church. I was led to pray much for a Messing on 
, them, both while there and since I came home. 
Surdy l^ Lord was present, and I trust the word 
was the savour of life to those who heard it I was 
filled with joy at* the precious truths he so clearly 
explained, and with horror and grief when I thought of 
those who might reject the free-pffer made them o£ life 
and salvation in Jesus Christ My desires for a bless- 
ing to the people were fervent I do not remember 
liaving ever been so de^ly engaged in hearing in this 
diurch. I look back with shame and grief on the loss 
I suffered last week, which may be attributed to mix- 
ing with a company where Grod was not in all their 
thoughts. What a dreadful enemy is the worid to re* 
ligion 1 Its maxims and customs are altogether oppo^ 
site to true Christianity. I see no safety but in coming 
out from among them, and being separate ; yet my situ* 
- ation does not aQow of this— it would bring reproach 
on the Christian name. Surely the Lord knows my 
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ease, and can dmet me ; he can save me in the world, 
or ddiver me from it : he has taken my heart in some 
measure out of it Its pleasures^ honours, and riches, 
lure become a burden to me; they are th€> greatest 
load I have : and I can truly say, I would gladly part 
with them all for the knowledge ot Christ Jesus, and 
my interest in his salvation. 

Sundof/j June 3.— Last week I passed through a 
▼axiety of trials, temptations, fears, hopes, and busi- 
nesses. I had not time to write the state of my soul, 
yet I can see that the Lord is carrying on his work ; 
^ through waves, clouds, and storms, he gently clears 
the way.^ He is every day showing me more of my 
own vile heart A self-ri^teous spirit is ever present 
irith me, prompting me to rest in duties performed, 
and expect rewards. As long as this is my state, how 
can 1 expect to be justified by the Uood of Jesus P It 
is those who see themselves wholly undone without 
him, that are fit objects of his compassion. I see also 
that it is my own evil temper that renders my present 
situation disagreeable ; for it is not in the power of 
man to give real uneasiness to a soul that seeks its 
happiness only in God. I see I am unfaithful to the 
grace and light given me ; how then can I expect to 
reoave more ? I am called to a high calling, the Lord 
would have me stand forth as a witness for him ; yet, 
instead of obeying, I shun the cross, and am asham* 
ed to speak for him. This morning I got a view of 
the sin of neglecting any opportunity of speaking seri* 
ously to those I meet, and was convinced of the great 
importance, not only of making my own peace with 
God, but pressing others to do so. All things appear- 
ed as dross and dung, when compared to the love of 
God shed abroad in the heart. I felt then able and 
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willing to speak to eveary body ; but this frame is now 
gone. 

The purehaae of the estate of BantUm, as we have 
seen, was to Lady Glenorchy an object of considerable 
interest, as she conceived she obtained it in answer to 
prayer. Lord Glenorchy had by this time got posses- 
sion of it, and a great number of workmen were em- 
ployed in its improvemait, and in preparing it for the 
reception of the family. Had Lady Glenorchy fore- 
seen, what in truth soon happened, that this spot was 
destined to be the place where the most expeditious 
and best aid, temporal and spiritual, was to be pro- 
cured for her lord in his last moments^ aoid in which 
she was to find an asylum for her widowed state, she 
could hardly have felt or acted otherwise than she 
did upon her first gomg there. In company with her 
friend Lady Maxwell, she solemnly implored the 
divine blessing upon it, and the works carrying on 
there, and she dedicated them to the service of God. 
Following up this principle, she employed persons 
£rom time to time to preach to the workmen. A 
chapel accordingly was afterwards built, attached to 
the house, in which, while she was lendent there, 
divine service was performed generally every Lord^s 
day, after the service in the parish church was closed, 
and sometimes of a week-day evening ; and even dur« 
ing her absence this duty was occasionally performed. 
This practice was continued till she sold the property, 
a little before her death. 

The providence of God seems to liave ranarkably 
blessed this effort of Lady Glenorchy to promote the 
interest of religion ; for many p^wns were known to 
have dated their first serious impressions fnmi attoid- 
ing divine worship in the family and the chapel. 
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The flervioe of the chapel was usually conducted by 
her domestic chapliuns, among whom are numbered 
m^i who were afterwards destined to attain Ao small 
degree of eminence in the church, as Mr De Courcy, 
late Vicar of St Alkmond^ Shrewsbury, the late Dr 
Balfour of Glasgow, the late Mr Jdm Russel of Star- 
hng, Pr John Campbell, at present one of the minis- 
ters of the Tolbooth Church, Edinburgh, and the late 
Mr David Black of Lady Yester^s Church, Edinburgh, 
and others. 

Anudst all these attentions to spiritual matters, and 
this deep concern for the glory of Grod and the good 
of odiers. Lady Glenorchy seems to have been much ^ 
cast down and greatly harassed by the power of temp- 
tation. Accordingly she says — 

Monday^ June 4.-— I was much oppressed in spirit 
this morning, with a view of my own dead soul, and 
the state of my family, who seem to decline of late. 
I got up, and prayed for them, and spoke to two ser* 
▼ants closely, and with some degree of life. In the 
evening I went to Bamton with Lady M , Mr 

T— , and Mr H ; had a word of exhortation 

in the great room' to the workmen, and then one of 
the ministers prayed and solemnly dedicated that house 
and all that belonged to it to the Lord. O bless the 
Lord, my soul, for this and all his benefits ! I heard 
to-day that Mr Wesley has found a religious school- 
master for me ; — ^this is also the Lord^s d<nng, and the 
answer of prayer. O what am I that thou shouldst 
thus care for me ? 

Friday^ June 8. — I was all this morning in my 
room, reading Allane^s Alarm, and praying over it. — 
I remember a friend of mine forbade me, three years 
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ago, to read such books, saying they were l^al, and set 
me ai-poruig over myself, instead of looking to Cbnst. 
I unfortunately took this advice, aad thus have healed 
my wounds slightly ; and said peace to myself, befetre 
I was thoroughly convinced of sin. The wall which 
baa been daubed with untempered mortar, is now 
coming down. My breaches appear, and I find I un 
a poor, vile, abominable sinner at this day, continu- 
ally offending God ;-^at times I am so miserable, that 
I am ready to give all up. I went to-day to Bamton, 
and had preaching again in the great room, to about 
seventy of the workmen and labourers : the text was 
Matthew xxiv. 44. " Therefore, be ye also ready ; for 
in such an hour as ye think not, the Son of Man 
Cometh." — I felt very happy in procuring them this 
instruction, and was perhaps too much Ufted up ; and 
the Lord permitted me to be assaulted by a gxievous 
temptation in my way home, which filled me with 
grief and horror at*the depth of sin which I perceived 
in my heart, and the litde power I have over it. If 
the Lord did not restrain me, I should surely bring 
great reproach on his name by outward sins also. I 
caimot think that any one, who has heard and be- 
lieved the gospel, is so vile as I am. But, O blessed 
Jesus, didst thou not cast seven devils out of Mary 
Magdalene ? — speak the word, and I also shall be de- 
livered. 

Friday, June 15. — ^I find it always a loss to my 
soul when I neglect to write, as I have done for a 
week past. I grow careless ; and forget at what a dis- 
tance I yet am from God. I have heard many er- 
cellent sermons this last week, and have been ip vari- 
ous frames. Yesterday I had a sweet persuaiuon that 
I belonged to God, and should live to pridse him.—- 
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This moming a young woman called upon me, by 
her father^s desire, that I might speak ta her about 
her soul. She was an utter stranger to me, and I 
fdt ashamed and averse to speak to her. SensiUe 
how unfit I was to speak to her as I ought, I begged 
of Grod to help me, and to put words in my mouth ; 
and I may truly say he opened my lips. Bless the 
Xiord, O my soul, for this. Make thine 'own word, 
wUch thou gavest me to speak, effectual, O Lord, to 
the conversion and salvation of this poor soul I 

Monday, June 18. — ^I got once more to Bamton, 
whefe Mr H ■ - preached to the labourers, from 
Isaiah Iv. 6, 7. ^^ Seek ye the Lord while he may be 
found : call ye upon him while he is n^ar. Let the 
wicked foi^uike his way, and the unrighteous man 
hb dioaghts ; and let him return unto the Lord, and 
he will have mercy upon him, and to our God, for he 
will abundantly pardon.^ — Some of lliem were affM^ 
ed. I have seen much of the goodness of God thid 
day in interposing in my behalf wh«i I returned 
home; and idthough I had, by my exceeding great 
unworthiness, deserved to sutfbr, yet I was saved from 
the trials I feared, and at the same time my heart 
was humbled by pain of body, which I havt ever 
found a needfid medidne to my soul. 
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CHAPTER nil. 

Lady Olenordiy at Taymoutli — ^Is an eminent exsmpU &t ^filSgeliee iir 
twsiiMM, united with fervour of 8pirit— Gtows in the divine life— 
Makes her will, and appoints Lady MazweU execatriz-JBxtracti firam 
IMaiy from July 10, to September SO, ITTO-Jietters from Lady 
Glenorchy to Lady MaxweU-^Lady.Glenorchy retoms to Edinbnzg^ 

There enjoys the means of grsoe in great abundance— Aecount of 

her religious ezpeiieBce^Eztzacts from Diaiy, from October 99^ ta 
December 81, 177a 

Lady Glbvorchy in the end of June went ta Tay- 
mouth, and remained there till the beginning of Octo- 
ber follbwing, manning the domestic aflBurs of that 
great and magnificent establishment. This was an em- 
plojment which might be thought, considering her age, 
(for she was not yet twenty-nine,) the delicacy of her 
ocmstitution, and the bad state of her health, would 
have fully occujned the whole of her time and talents, 
and left her little leisure for any thing else ; yet, in 
reading her Diary at this period, one might be led to 
suppose, that early and late, and all the day long, she 
was only employed in works of piety and benevolence. 
She certainly was a most eminent example of diligence 
in business, united with fervour of spirit in serving the 
Lord. Still she was not satisfied with herself, or what 
she did She thought she never could do enough ; 
and what she did do, she considered as stained with 
most mortifying imperfection. She was always striv- 
ing to do somewhat more, and praying fervently that 
she might do it better. Considering her circumstances, 
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her jmithy her rank, her weakh, her power, her trials, 
and the society in which, although reluctantly, she 
was obliged to mingle^ and the very strong aUurements 
to which she was exposed, her activity, her humility, 
her spirituality, and her fidelity, were truly surprising, 
and pointed her out as a wonderful and achnirable 
monument of the grace of Gk)d. The truth of this 
nemark will strikingly appear in the following extracts 
from the Diary, and letters which she wrote during 
this period to her friend Lady Maxwell. The intdli- 
gent reader will observe, too, in these extracts, how 
very much Lady Glenorchy'^s practice of writing a 
Diary tended to jniomdte and strengthen the divine 
life in h^ soul, particularly from the account she gives 
of her experience on the return of her Urth-^y this 
year. Notwithstanding that self-abasement still con- 
tinued, and in fact ever did continue to be a strong 
feature in her character, she evidently acknowledges 
hersdf to have made decided advances in her spiritual 
life. Her graces seem to have been improved, and 
her resolution of doing good greatly confirmed. This 
will appear to much advantage, if we attend to what 
passed in her mind, when, fix>kn the circumstanoe of 
her making her will, and appointing Lady Maxwell 
her executrix, she conceived herself to be on the very 
borders of eternity. 

Jubfj 10.— X have been prevented, by the hurry of 
removing my family to this place, from continuing my 
IMary. I feel I am losing ground fast, and resolve 
through grace to set out afresh in the Christian course. 
Gracious Lord, grant me thy strength ; undertake for 
me; turn thou me, and I shall be turned ; draw me, 
and I will run after thee.

Sunday^ Judy fijt— This week past I have lived att 
inactive life, yet the Lord has given me some few op- 
portunities of speaking for him, and of rdieving the 
bodily wants of the poor. He has also delivered me 
from temptatioQ. I observe, that by prayer we may 
obtain all things consistent with the will of God* I 
have found it to be so this wedc, 

July S4-i«^La8t night the Lord was pleased to give 
me a sight of my great distance from him, and my 
doth and negligoice in seeking him in a way of duty. 
He hath shown himself to me to-day as a prayer hear* 
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ing God. I asked power to speak to a person of dis- 
tinction about his soul, and was enabled to do so, and 
to give him a book. I was enabled to bear my testi- 
mony to the truth, to him, and to several others during 
the course of the day. This evening six of my servants 
have met together to pray for the rest 

Stmdonfy Jvly 9Q, — ^Yesterday I was ill in body, but 
much refreshed and comforted by the coming of the 
Rev. Mr J. -.^— He preached this day. I was led to 
be much in prayer for a blessing to the people. In the 
evening he preached again in the dining-room; the 
power and presence of the Lord seemed to be with us, 
and my dead heart felt in some measure the force of 
what he said. I was condemned, and roused, and 
strengthened to speak boldly for God to my company 
daring the rest of the evening. I find the more I 
speak of God, the eaaer it is, and the more opportuni- 
ties I get of doing so. O that I could praise the Lord 
(or all he has done for me ! But instead of this, I grow 
impatient under the remainder of sin, and am in dan- 
ger of thinking hard thoughts of God. I would be set 
free all at once. Self still reigns in me, else I should 
submit to his time and way, and be found patiently 
waiting for him in the use of the means he has ap- 
pointed. O Lord, when, llow, and what thou wilt ! 

TTtursdat/^ August 2. — This being a fast-day, I got 
up earlier than usual, and spent two hours in humbling 
myself before the Lord, and imploring that faith with- 
out which it is impossible to please him. I likewise 
asked strength to perform a difficult duty, which he 
has enabled me to do this afternoon. I have found 
great benefit from being much in prayer this day, and 
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biive a comfortable hope that the Lord wiU ncAve 
*ine, and enable me to live to his glory.

the Lord to my soul, and have rejoiced in it all this day. 

Sunday^ August S5. — During the last week I have 
frequently enjoyed at intervals delightful impressions 
of the love of God, but have been distracted by a 
crowd of company. I long to get alone to enjoy pri- 
vate converse with Jesus. My soul hungers and thirsts 
for him, yet every moment I am hurried away into 
dissipatioQ of mind. Yesterday I awoke in a serious 
frame, found liberty in prayer, and had some sense of 
the love of Grod in my soul, and was happy through 
the day ; but in the evening fell into a snare. My 
mind got into a carnal frame; when I retu'ed to my 
room I could not pray; went to bed in great dis- 
tress, and awaked in trouble. My thoughts wander ; 
I feel guilt on my conscience. I try to look to Christ, 
I [Nray for pardon, yet I cannot obtain the peace I en-, 
joyed yesterday morning.. I have grieved the Holy 
Spirit. O may this be a warning to me to walk more 
tenderly in future ; and whenever the influences of the 
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Spiik axe not sensibly prevalent in my soul, then to be 
most watdif ul» lest I ML into temptatiim ! 

[Jged 99.] S^. S.^— The anniyersary of the day on 
which I came into this world. Upon reviewing last 
yearns experience, I find the desire of my heart to be 
the same as on this day twelvemonth. Thou knowest, 
Ix>rdy that my soul is now hungering and thirsting 
after thee, and longing to be conformed to thy will. 
It is with shame and confusion of face, that I look 
back on my past life, in which I can see little else but 
sin and folly. Even my best duties have been tainted 
with sin. I would adore the grace and long suffering 
mercy which has spared me until this day, notwith- 
standing my numberless sins and iniquities. O Grod, 
enable me this day, by thy strengthening grace, to be- 
gin a life of entire devotedness to thee ; and come, O 
blessed Jesus, into my heart, and reign there king for 
ever ; subdue thine enemies, and establish thy kingdom 
of righteousness, peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost. 

I find the light I now have to be of the same na- 
ture it was last year ; but, blessed be God, it is now 
clearer and stronger, and my soul is more established 
in the doctrines of the gospel, and my heart more dead 
to the world, than at that time.

as I believe he heard the voice of my supplications. I 
felt the good effects of having cast myself and all my 
cares on him throughout the day, being sensibly 
strengthened in writing, speaking, and prayer.

I am 
unable to think or read with attention. Blessed Lord ! 
remember me in this low estate, and let thy strength 
be now manifested in my weakness ; and as the outward 
man perisheth, let the inward man be renewed daily, 
that I may be growing up to the perfect statute of 
Clirist, and made meet for the enjoyment of thee and 
the fellowship of the saints in heaven ! 

Since writing the above, the Lord has enabled me to 
draw nigh to him in prayer, and given me more than 
usual enlargement in pouring out my desires before him. 
I note this, to show how visibly every good gift cometh 
from God. When I am wedk, then am 1 strong through 
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him, that the glory may be his. Whoi we are very 
dead, then ought we the more to strive to pray, for this 
is the time of greatest need, and it is then the Lord is 
most ready to hear. 

Monday^ September \Q. — Having (through grace) 
got a sight this morning of my late unprofitable walk, 
I prayed to be made useful to others this day, and ob- 
tained faith that my^ prayers would be answered I 
set out from my bed-chamber in the name of the Lord, 
trusting that in his strength I should be enabled to 
speak to as many as came in my way. My prayer was 
heard. I have spoken with seven persons this dlEiy 
about their souls,-— one of whom was a young gentle- 
man, who received what I said with much kindness, 
and thanked me for it I felt joy at having been faith- 
ful to his soul, though, I have much reason to blush at 
the imperfect manner in which I at all times speak of 
the Lord. But he knows my weakness, and will, when 
he sees good, give me the power of utterance. He first 
gives the wiUing mind, afterwards the power. O what 
comfort is there in looking back upon a day spent for 
God, and dedicated to his service through the blood of 
Jesus, which deanseth from all our imperfections and 
infirmities ! 

Tuesday^ September 11. — I desire this day to set to 
my seal, that God is a prayer-hearing God^ and that 
it is our unfi^thfulness and unwiUingness that cause 
our great unprofitableness. I prayed this morning for 
three things which I found myself wholly unfit for, 
yet saw them to be duty ; and the Lord cleared my 
way, put strength in me, and brought me off more 
than conqueror; I had many struggles and tempta- 
tions, but the Lord got himself the victory. O that 
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this may enooumge me to put my trust in him, and 
to go on conquering and to conquer ! 

Friday^ September 14. — I got up earlier than usual 
this morning to spend some time in prayer, but before 
I got on my clothes met with a trial of patience 
which overcame me. I fell into pride, self-conceit, and 
ai^er. I several times asked help of God, yet con- 
tinued sinning against him. Surely the Lord, by per- 
mitting this, intends -to show me my own heart; per- 
haps I have been full of spiritual pride, and he takes 
this way of laying me in the dust, and cauring me to 
abhor myself. Yes, Lord, I do abhor myself for ato- 
ning against thee. O let me become still more vile in 
my own eyes, that I may be more earnest to obtaia 
the biood of sprinkling, to cover my ans from thy 
sight, and to wash me from all iniquity. O let this 
moming'*s fall be a warning to me, to watch and pray 
continually, lest I enter into temptation. Give me 
that diarity that beareth all things ; and suffer me not 
to murmur at the trials thou hast in mercy sent me; 
but let me ever remember that I have deserved h^, 
and that it is of thy tender mercies I am not consumed. 
Since writing the above, I went out into the fields to 
humble myself before God, (after having confessed my 
fault to two friends, in order to be revenged of my 
proud heart). I went into a summer-house, and there 
poured out my heart with many tears before the Losd, 
and at length obtained peace, but could not be recon- 
ciled to myself. In my way home I embraced several 
opportunities that offered of warning others of the 
evil of sin. I endeavoured to explain to them the na- 
ture of it, the original depravity of their hearts, and 
the way of salvation by Jesus Christ. O what love is 
thifl in God, to employ such a poor sinful wretch as 
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I am in speaking for him! I received a letter this 
morning, telling me of a tradesman's daughter having 
been awakened by a conversation I had with her be. 
fcNre I left town. Glory be to thee, thou Almighty 
Lord, who out of weakness ordaineth strength! 

Satwrday^ September 15. — I spent some hours this 
morning in reading and prayer. I begged of God to 
employ me in his work through the day; but could not 
reelect any person in this family or place that I had 
not spoken to. I was afraid I should be idle ; but the 
Lord provided work for me when I least expected it. 
Two or three persons came to me from a distance about 
business, to whom I gave books, and spoke about their 
souls. One woman wept, and seemed much obliged 
to me. My travelUng bookseller coming this way, 
brought me a supply of books. I went out in the car- 
riage, and called at several houses, where I dispersed 
many of them. I had also some opportunities of re- 
lieving the temporal wants of a few of these poor per- 
sond. What joy does it give one's heart to relieve 
the indigent members of Christ ! Surely all that the 
world calls pleasure is not to be compared to it How 
blind, how stupid is man, — always seeking happiness, 
yet neglecting the only way in which it can be ob- 
tained. Did he once know the pleasures of religion^ 
he would soon quit the poor, empty, insipid vanities of 
tlus world. 

Suaiday^ September 1 6. — ^Upon reviewing my life last 
week, I cannot but give glory to God, and bless faia 
name, for carrying on his work in my soul, and call*, 
ing me to experience his power in working in me both 
to will and to do of his good pleasure, and, lestapritual 
pride should take possession of me, has permitted m» 
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to fall into temptation, that I might see my own vile- 
ness, and his mercy and loving-kindness in raising me 
up to more diligence, making me more watchful, and 
showing me that my only safety is in continual depend- 
ance on him. O my soul, bless God thy Lord, — for- 
get not his benefits. Surely I am the most ungrateful 
of all his creatures. What am I, O Lord, that thou 
shouldst thus regard me ! O let me ever keep in re- 
membrance thy mercies and my unworthiness ; let my 
song be, Grace, grace, free grace to the chief of sinnors. 
Thou art found of them that sought thee not, and art 
merciful to the evil and unthankful, that thou mayest 
have all the glory, the honour, and pnuse, for ever 
and ever. Amen. So be it. 

Sunday^ September SS. — I rose early this morning to 
seek the Lord, and after struggling some time with 
temptations, I at last got some measure of the spirit of 
prayer and fidth to say, <^ Lord, I believe ; help thou 
mine unbelief.^ I have besought the Lord to show 
me whether or not I am in a regenerate state. Surely 
I am not an enemy to God, since it is the prevailing 
desire of my soul to know him, and to bear his image. 
Sin is the burden of my life. I groan to be delivered 
from it. I find no pleasure iq any thing that does not 
tend to the glory of Gt)d. I look upon every moment 
as lost that is not spent in reading, hearing, or speak- 
ing of the things of God. My views in this world ai^ 
now confined to a life of conformity to his will, and 
obedience to his laws. I perceive sin in many things 
now, which formerly appeared innocent to me; and 
duties which then lEippeared unattainable, I am now 
enabled to perform. These things convince me that 
the Lord b carrying on a work of grace on my soul, 
and that he hath thoughts of mercy towards me. 
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Suffer me not, I beseech thee, O Lord, to be deceived 
in this; but if I am thine indeed, shine upon thy 
work, and witness it to my heart by thy Spirit. Or if 
I am still an alien, in a natural state, O let me not 
continue so, but convert my inmost soul. Bring me 
out from the bondage of sin and Satan, redeem my 
soul, and show unto me the way of salvation. Reveal 
Christ in my soul, and glorify thyself in saving a miser- 
able sinner ! 

Mofnday^ September 9A, — I rose early, and besought 
the Lord to enable me to live this day as if it were the 
last day of my life, and to make me useful to others. 
I found much desire after Christ, and some liberty in 
prayer ; and surely my prayers have been heard and 
answered, for I have had an opportunity of speaking 
to nine or ten people with some degree of earnestness, 
and a clear conviction of the truth of what I said. 
May the Lord bless it to their souls ! Without this, it 
will be as water spilt upon the ground. 

Tuesday J September ^.— This morning the Lord 
enabled me to pour out my heart before him, and to 
wrestle in prayer, with many tears, for nearly two 
hours, not only for myself, but for all men, — ^for the 
church, my friends, and every one of my family by 
name. I found liberty to plead with strong cries and 
tears for my mother, and I trust in the Lord that she 
will come to acknowledge the truth as it is in Jesus. 

Friday y September 28. — I have this day had a long 
(and a too warm) debate with Mr Middleton, about 
the doctrilie of assurance. He says he dare not preach 
it ; and that those who say they know thdir sins to be 
fbrg^ven, are deluded. I affirmed, that the know-

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ledge of the pardon of sin naturally flowed from faith ; 
for a man that hath fsdth, knows that he has it ; and 
that those who have it, are pardoned and justified in 
the name of the Lord Jesus ; their transgreadons are 
blotted out, and they have joy and peace in be- 
lieving, &c. Blessed God, remove darkness from our 
minds ; reveal unto us what thou wouldst have us to be- 
lieve ; teach us what is needful for our salvation ; and 
suffer us not to wander inta error ; but lead us into all 
truth, for thipe own name'^s sake. Thou art truth. 

Saturday y September 29« — More and more confirmed 
in the doctrine of the knowledge of remission of ains 
in this life. I find Calvin, John Knox, Rous, all 
mention faith as a sure trust and knowledge of forgive- 
ness through the blood of Jesus. Calvin makes this 
knowledge of pardon of the essence of faith^ and the 
motive to love and obedience. 

Sunday y September 30. — I waked this morning with a 
conviction of my great ignorance of God, and distance 
from him. I see my distress proceeds from the weak- 
ness of my faith. At times I have peace, and never 
lose hope of receiving faith. But I cannot be establish- 
ed till the Lord give me the witness of the Spirit I 
have gained last week some self-knowledge, and see a 
tendency to passion and impatience that I did not 
know of before. liOrd, give me a humble heart. 

Loidy Glenorchy to Lady MaaweU, 

'^ My dear Madam,-^! have been much distressed^ 
since I wrote to you, with company to whom I had 
not the power to be so faithful as I wished, and sawto 
be my duty. I feel exceedingly condemned for not 
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^leftking more ly>]dly to them, and my ovn soul baa 
suffered loss by hearing all their carnal converaati<Ni 
foir four days. My friend, Miss Hill, came yest^^lay, 
whkih is a comfort to me. How good b the Lord to 
s^d me a helper, when I stand so much in need of 
one ! She is grown in self-knowledge since I saw her, 
and sees it as her privilege to be wholly devoted to 
God. I trust we shall be faithful to each other, and 
to those around us. But, my dear madam, you must 
i^ally continue your friendly admonitions aiid coun- 
sels, and tell me all you have seen amiss in me since 
thct Lord was pleased to ^ve me the otofort of your 
acquaintance. This is an act of friendship I demand 
of you, as an evidence of the faith you profess ; it is a 
precept of the gospel which ought to be observed, 
however disagreeable it may be to flesh and blood.

you mention, and feel myself falling into a lifeless inac- 
tive spirit : my thoughts are dissipated ; my religion 
lies floating in the head, and my heart is not impressed 
with that deep seriousness and holy desire after com- 
munion with God that I have formerly felt ; in short, 
I am declining fast, under the power of temptation, 
and in the utmost danger of getting altogether into a 
carnal spirit. I therefore beg you will write me what- 
ever is most alarming ; try to rouse me up to a sense 
of my danger. Your words are generally blessed to 
me. O that the Lord would now put it into your heart 
to say something that would reach mine, and pierce 
me to the quick ! for I am as one asleep on the top of 
a mast — ^in imminent danger of falling into eternity. I 
have been confined with a fever of cold since Monday ; 
the fever still continues, but so slight, that I have got 
up to write ; yet who knows but this may be a mes- 
senger to call me hence ! Miss Hill, in some respects, 
is a help to me, yet in others I feel worse since she 
came, as I am inclined to spend too much time with 
her, and less in my closet. O, my dear madam, what 
a cordial an hour^s conversation with you would be 
to my dying soul ! I am now going to settle all my 
worldly affairs, and shall leave you my sole executrix. 
You know my intentions, and I doubt not will fulfil 
them. I feel my mind quite easy in leaving all I have 
to you : I hope I shall live to execute it. My body is 
at present so weak, that I must give over wridng for 
this day, and will only now add my repeated requiest, 
that you would be free with me, and write me, as often 
as you can, every thing that will tend to stir me up to 
more fidelity towards Gk)d and man. Surely none ever 
misimproved so many mercies as I have done.; none 
will deserve so much punishment; and yet, when I

Lady Glenorchy to Ladjf McutweU. 

<< My dear Madam, — Your letter last night was a very 
great comfort to me in many respects, both as it told 
me you were better, and in the country, which I much 
wished you to be, and aTso, as you gave me a direction 
for you. I have been very much distressed with the 
apprehen^on of losing you; and have seen by this 
how much my heart is still attached to creature-com- 
forts. A number of people here have added greatly 
to my trouble, as I could not tell them the cause of 
my grief, none of them being acquainted with you, 
nor enough acquainted with the nature of Christian 
friendship, to understand all I felt at being left behind 
you in this perverse world. After several days of hard . 
struggling and wrestling for submission to the divine 
will, I did at'last obtain some measure of resignation, 
and was enabled to bless God for the comfort I had 
enjoyed in your company, of which I surely was utter- 
ly unworthy. I left it to God to continue or withdraw 
this blessing as seemed best to him. I would gladly 
hope the Lord has yet much to do with you here; 
and rejoice at your present situation, as you will have 
many opportunities of speaking for him in the coun- 
try, which you could not have in town. I have rea- 
son to be thankful for those given me every day 
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among the poor, who come for medicines for the faiody^ 
imd, whai the weather permits, I go out to the fidds, 
or into their houses, and attempt to speak for God : bat, 
alas ! what reason have I to blush at the weakness and 
ignorance with which I speak of divine truths. Miss 
H. is willing to help me, but the country people do 
not understand her. I find the attempts I make to 
awaken otliers the best means of keeping my own 
soul alive: were it not for this, I believe I should 
grow dead to every thing. The company that is with 
me have no relish for these things ; when I speak to 
them they seem to approve; but no impresnon is 
made. Mr Gillies, from Glasgow, was here yesterday, 
and I was much refreshed with his conversation, As also 
with seeing Mr M^Nab, on his return from StratH- 
fillan, where he preached several times, and was wdl 
received. I hope the Lord is beginning to work 
among us. I went to-day to a neighbouring church, 
where the sacrament is to be given to-morrow, and 
had a great deal of conversation with some country 
people in the church-yard, who spoke experimentaiiy 
of the things of God. 

" It is surely your duty to use every means for your 
recovery. I makfe no doubt of the love of God to 
you in this severe illness; it is sent to purge away 
the remaining corruption of your nature, and bring 
you into nearer union with himself. And what a 
blessing it is in this view ! O what can we de«ire but 
this union ! My heart is often like to break with 
longings to know God in Christ, and to be swallowed 
up in him. I have no doubt of niy attaining this : he 
has given me the desire ; he is' faithful, and he will 
surely satisfy my soul with his complete salvation. I 
could write many sheets to you were I to indulge my 
inclination, but I fear tiring you ; so will only add,

Indeed so far from this, I think you are not fi'ee 
enough ; and I shquld take it very kind were you to 
tell me my faults without ceremony, and show me 
where I fall short of that entire devotedness to God, 
to which I long to attain. Alas ! I am far from it as 
yet. But at times I can see it as a privilege, and de- 
are it with my whole heart. I have of late seen much 
of the meaning of the Lord's dealings wtih me, and 
must acknowledge that all his dispensations are mercy 
and love. I have met with an old book, which I think 
has been blessed to me. It agrees so entirely with my 
own view of things, that I am more and more confirm- 
ed in the desire of seeking the knowledge of God in 
my own soul as the only real good. It has also shown 
me^hat I am indeed seeking the Lord, and therefore 
I know I must find him if I follow on to know him. 
I rejoice to think I shall once more meet you in the 
flesh. Miss Hill and I set out next Monday. This 
we 'owe to the loving-kindness of the Lord, who has 
made the way clear, and got me permission to go with 
her to Edinburgh. We are to be at Lord Leven's by 
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the way, so it will be Friday or Saturday, before we 
reach E^burgh. I wish much you should see M. 
H. as I think you may be of use to her, and I hope 
yoti will find her a sincere seeker of the Lord. I wish 
you would send a note to the Abbey, to let me know 
where you are when I arrive ; and when and where we 
can see you, as she will stay but a few days in Edin. 
burgh. I will not now take up more of your time, as 
I liope so soon to see you, only I beg you will take 
care of your health for the Lord'^s sake, that you may 
be more able for his service. O that we may be enabled 
thi§ winter to be all for him ! And may he manifest 
his power in our weakness, and cause us to bear much 
fruit to his glory ! With much affection, I am, my 
dear Madam, yours, W. G," 

« October 11, 1770:". 

In the end of October Lady Glenorchy was alone in 
Edinburgh, to which place, as we have seen from her 
letter to Lady Maxwell, dated October 11, of which 
we have given an extract, she, with the consent of Lord 
G. had accompanied her friend Miss Hill in her return 
to England, who had spent the summer and autumn 
with her at Taymouth. At Edinburgh she possessed 
the means of grace and religious society in great abun* 
dance ; and she both diligently used them, and improve 
ed by them, notwithstanding her almost constantly 
writing bitter things against herself; for at t^e end of 
the year, when she took a review of her past expe- 
riences, she admits she had made considerable progress 
in religion. There can be no doubt that at this time 
Lady Glenorchy knew the truth as it is in Jesus; that 
the only way to obtain pardon and acceptance from 
God is by the blood and righteousness of Christ ; that 
in this she sincerely believed and trusted ; and that she 
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showed the strength of her faith by the entire surren- 
der of herself and of all her talents to the service of 
God. But one thing, which we formerly adverted to, 
essential to habitual spiritual comfort, she lacked, 
which was the witnessing of the Spirit with her spirit 
that she was a child of God. This privilege indeed 
God bestows or withholds according to his soverrign 
pleasure ; and as she herself sometimes thought, he per- 
haps withheld it^m her to keep her humble and lowly 
in spirit. The soundness of her state before God at this 
period must, to every Christian acquainted with the 
truth and with the ways of Providence, be evident ; 
and as she persevered in the faith and holiness of the * 
gospel to the end, she gave full proof of her election 
of Grod ; but still, for want of this precious gift, she 
went mourning, more or less, all her days. Hence she 
thus writes : 

EcUnburghy Friday, October 26, 1770.— I have been 
obliged to discontinue my Diary, being on a journey, 
and much hurried. I feel my soul somewhat revived 
by hearing thb gospel preached. I see ray great dis- 
tance from God, yet still hope in him that he will per- 
fect the work he hath begun. 

Friday 9 Noroember 2.— Last night and this morning 
I have been much oppressed in s{»rit with a sense of 
my deadness and want of the experimental knowledge 
of Christ I was enabled to lay my case before Grod, 
and plead with him. I appealed to him if I desired 
any other portion in time or eternity than Christ I 
renewed the dedication of myself to him, and took him 
to witness that I gave up my soul to him, and would 
trust in him ; and if I perished, it should be at his 
feet. I desired to be made whatever he would have 
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me to be, and that every thing might be rooted out of 
my heart that opposed his will. 



Swndayy November 4. — ^This morning my soul i 
ed void of spiritual life, yet I got some comfort in tsi^ 
mily prayer and in church. After I came home I had 
occaaon to pray with a person in distress, and found 
great comfort, both in this, and afterwards in private. 
The love of Grod was shed abroad in my soul ; my 
mouth was filled with pruse. I could not utter what 
I felt The goodness of the Lord appeared infinite to 
me. In the afternoon I heard Mr Walker, and was 
refreshed by his discourse. I saw the sinfulness of 
unbelief, and strove to believe, and got power to do so, 
but in so faint a degree, that I dare not yet say I have 
aamirances of faith, although I cannot doubt of Grod^s 
love: every thing testifies it, all his ways are meicj 
and love to me, even to me. Lord, I beseech thee to 
confirm my faith, enable me to abide in thee. Seal 
my peace, and make me thine for ever. I renounce 
all other Lords. I desire to take thee as my only 
portion from this time forth and for evermore ! W. 6. 

Tuesday J N&oember 6. — Yesterday morning I got 
great liberty in prayer, and was led to ask for victory, 
in particular, over wandering thoughts, which have 
been a great hinderance to me in duty; and in 
some measure this was granted. But afterwards, 
worldly business occurred, a slothful spirit crept in 
upon me, I neglected private prayer thfough the day, 
and when night came, my soul was as dead as ever. 
In the forenoon I was enabled to pour out my soul to 
Grod, my Saviour, with some degree of confidence of 
Iieing heard. I solemnly devoted my soul and body 
to the Lord Jesus without reserve. I told him all my 
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desire, and I believe he heard, and will give it me. I 
asked to live to his glory upon earth, and to die bear- 
ing my testimony to the truth of his gospel, recom- 
mending him to others, and praising his name with 
my latest breath, 

Thur^sdayy Naoember 8. — This being the fast^y 
before the sacrament, I got up early, and cbnfessed 
my sins unto Ood, beseeching him to blot them out 
for Chrisf s sake. After this I went to church, hoping 
to get my pardon sealed there. The sermons were 
excellent, and my judgment approved of thetb ; but 
the word did not affect my heart. I was left to wrestte 
with sin and corruption. After sermon, I went to 
see Lady M She asked me to pray with her— I 

consented, and felt very much ashamed of appearing 
so weak and contemptible as I must have done in her 
eyes, forgetting that God only is to be feared and had 
in reverence by those that draw nigh unto him. WheA 
I came home^ I got liberty to pour out my soul in 
secret to God, and saw that all my trouble through 
the past day had been the answer of prayer ; for I 
had asked of him in the morning to humble me in my 
own eyes, to show me the corruption of my heart, and 
to enable me to mourn fcnr it And it has indeed been 
a day of humiliation to me ; I never appeared more 
vile in my own eyes, or was more desirous of convert- 
ing grace. 

Saturday^ November 10.— I prayed much this morn- 
ing, for a blessing at church. Mr Sjriers^s text was 
Issdah xxxiii. 17. " Thine eyes shaU see the King in 
his beauty : they shall behold the land that is very far 
off." — I believed the word, and rejoiced in the hope 
that mine eyes should see the King in his beauty ; and 
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I was much comforted and confirmed in the expec- 
tation of recaving a blessing to-morrow. Mr S. bade 
us expect great things : I did so ; and have spent the 
evening and part of the night in prayer for a blessing 
on the ordinance to-morrow* 

Sunday^ November 11. — ^I waked early this morning, 
and spent some time in prayer. Went out to church ; 
but was no sooner there than my soul was seized with 
stupor, and my body so uneasy that I could not at- 
tend to the sermon. I fi^lt unfit to go to the table of 
the Lord; and though my conscience could give a 

good answer to all the marks Mr P gave of those 

who were invited to partake of the ordinance, yet un- 
belief strove to keep me away. I waited long to hear 
if any minista: would speak to my case, and ^ve me 
encouragement to come. At length Mr Spiers called 
upon the weary and heavy laden to come to Christ, 
who waited to be gracious. On hearing which, I got 
up, thinking I was called ; but could not get forward 
to that table on account of the crowd. Meanwhile, a 
minister I did not know stood up to exhort, and de^ 
scribed my case so exactly, that every word seemed 
qx>ken to me. My heart was then overwhelmed, — I 
could hardly contain myself. I went forward to the 
table in faith ; and when he said, <' I now deliver you 
the seal of the covenant,^^ my heart replied, Lwd, I 
receive it, and do believe I am now in thy covenant. 
Now, Lord, remember thy covenant, and suffer me 
never more to depart from thee. 

Saturday^ November 24. — I found much liberty in 
prayer this morning ; my hopes are revived. I have 
been enabled to speak faithfully, and to confess Christ 
to a man of learning who came this day to see me. In 
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the evening I heard a good sermon^ on the ahnost 
Christian. My conscience bore me witness to many 
marks given of the real Christian, and I came home 
rejoicing in hope of the favour of Grod. 

Stmdayy November 95. — I found much comfort this 
morning in reading and praying over the 81st and 
32d Psalms ; — ^found liberty of access to Grod in prayer. 
I heard Mr Walker this morning, and Mr Erskine in 
the afternoon, bear their testimony against the horrid 
imd blasphemous farce that was acted last night in this 
place. O that the impression these solemn discourses 
have made on my heart this day, may never be effaced ! 
May I stand forth boldly, as a witness for a despised 
and crucified Saviour, in the face of men and devils I 
I have repeatedly and solemnly taken the Lord to be 
my God — O that I may no longer be ashamed to con- 
fess him before men, but bear my testimony in all 
things to his truth and faithfulness, whatever may be 
the consequence. Come, Lord, seal me thine for ever ! 

ScUwrday, December 1. — I found comfort this morn- 
ing in hearing the experiences of a Christian, who 
came to see me. I find my case is not singular ; others 
feel the same load of sin that I do. I attempted to- 
day to visit a poor person who was sick, but was de- 
nied admittance ; this was a disappointment to me, as 
it has been much upon my mind lately, to visit the 
sick as a Christian duty. What cause have I to blush 
when I think how little I have done to-day for God ! 
I cannot doubt of his love, yet I do not feel its con-, 
straining power, else I should redeem more time for 
his service. 

Sunday^ December 9.— Last week I have been much 
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engaged in company with the people of God. I find 
their convoraaUon very pleasing to me, but varv dan- 
gerous; for instead of being humbled by seeing how 
far short I come of the least of the saints, I am led into 
self-seeking ; and while I should be learning wisdom 
from them^ I am trying to give them a good opinion 
of me. Alas i did they see my heart, as Grod sees it, 
they would rather fly than seek my oompanj. 

Monday, December 10. — I went thb morning to visit 
some people of fashion, and was enabled to speak 
to them of the things of God. This I believe to 
be the answer of prayer. Afterwards, I visited my 
school, and found the poor children singing a hymn. 
My heart was filled with joy and gratitude to the Lord 
for having made me the instrument of bringing these 
poor souls to sing his praise. After dinner, I went 
to visit a near rdation, and soon fell into a worldly 
spirit, and said not a serious word ;— came home with 
guilt upon my conscience. I find I want that deep 
seriousness which can alone preserve me from the con- 
tagion of worldly company. 

Tuesdet^y December 11. — This morning I rec^ved a 
visit from two young ladies, to whom I was enabled to 
speak freely against the fashionable follies, and pressed 
upon them to escamine their own hearts, to see if they 
experienced the influence of the gospel, or had any 
saving knowledge of the truths of God. After they 
were gone, I felt deeply ashamed before Grod for the 
poor manner in which I had spoken of him, and fear- 
ed having talked of things I did not experience myself. 
I got a clear view of the evil of sin, and never felt it 
so deeply, nor such a burden before. I wrestled long 
with Grod in prayer, and got power irom him to keep 
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my heart and tongue through the dagr« My fears of 
hypocrisy were also removed, aud I believed that this 
was indeed the Spirit of God oonvincing me of sin, 
and carrying on his work upon my soul, giving me « 
sight of my backslidings and shortcomings. li^y soul 
longed to employ this whole evening in prayer, and I 
got it partly accomplished. I find the sjnrit is will- 
ing, but the flesh weak. 

Wednesday f December 12. — I spent most part of this 
morning, till twelve o^clock, in prayer, and found my 
soul lon^ng and thirsting after the experimental know- 
ledge of Christ. Afterwards I had some edifying dis- 
course with Dr Erskine, which was interrupted by 
visitors. I was enabled to continue to speak before 
them of the things of God, and we were all refreshed^ 
and I hope profited. When they were gone, I found 
it needful to ask the Lord to pardon the, self-seeking 
and spiritual pride, which I discovered in my own 
heart. I was then led out to praise the Lord f6r his 
goodness, and to pray that he would impart grace to 
all men, that every thing that he had made might praise 
him for ever. 

Dr Erskine says, that a general acquaintance, even 
. with good people, is a loss to a Christian, — ^it iskes up 
much of that time which ought to be employed in 
communion with God, and bestows it on the creature. 
This is certainly true ; I therefore resolve, through 
grace, to give up all needless and useless visits, and 
redeem more time for private devotion. In this way 
my faith will be strengthened, and then I shall not be 
so easily hurt when I go out among others. I find I 
have not yet attained an appropriating faith in Christ 
aa my Saviour ;— I see my need of him— my heart is 
like to break at times for longing for him-— I think I 
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am willing to part with all, even life itself, for his love : 
But by and by my soul grows dead, — a crowd of use- 
less impertinent thoughts break in upon me like a 
flood without my consent, and hurry me away I know 
not whither. This often happens when I am at 
prayer; and when I discover the treachery of my 
enemies, who have thus unawares got possession of me, 
I cry aloud to the Lord for help, and he dehvers me. 
O for a steadfast faith, to cleave continually to the 
Lord. Then should I be more than conqueror ! Lord, 
grant me this faith. 

Fridoff, December l^.*-! spent this morning in 
reading and prayer, and found Uberty to cast my soul 
on Jesus, and trust upon his word both for present 
and future mercy. , I have cause to priuse the Lord 
this day for ordering all things well that ooncemeth 

me. Lord G- arrived from the country. I re- 

c^ved many comfortable letters from absent friends. 

how comes it that so many show kindness to such a 
poor worm as I.^ What cause have I to bless him 
w^o tumeth their hearts towards me ! 

Sunday^ December 16. — I went this morning to Leith 
,to hear Mr A. Hunter, and found much comfort in 
hearing him preach from these words, — << To those 
that believe he is precious.**" His prayers and ser- 
mon came with power to my soul. I felt a secret wit- 
ness within me, that the marks he gave of true believers 
applied in some measure to me. Since I came home, 

1 have met with a severe trial, which sent me to a 
throne of grace with strong cries and tears. The Lord 
enabled me to plead with him for perfect submission to 
his will, and he gave me power to rejoice in some mes^ 
sure in this trial, as the way he hath appointed to mortify

my corruptions, and to subdue his enemies in my soul. 
I cast my care upon him, and he hath sustained me, 
and caused me to look foprard with joy to the glorious 
appearance and second coming of Christ, — ^to that 
happy period when all sin and sorrow shall for ever 
cease, aod I shall behold him, and be transformed in- 
to his image, and rejoice in his presence for ever more. 

blessed trials ! happy afflictions ! since they bring 
me nearer to Grod, and pve me clearer views of him 
for whom my soul longeth. 

Sunday f December ^.•— I have been confined all last 
w^ with a cold, and also attending Lord G. who has 
been ill. I have had little leisure for reading, medita- 
tion, or prayer; no Christian companions, nor any 
person to whom I could speak of the tlnngs of God, 
and my own soul in a dead and uncomfortable frame. 
At times I have got liberty to pour out my complaint 
to the liord, and found some comfort in weeping in 
flecsret tor my own sins and the sins of others. I have 
also had refreshing letters from friends at a distance ; 
yet, upon the whole, it is not with me now as in finr- 
mer times of sickness. I am confused, and my thoughts 
are dissipated. I long for access to God; I groan 
after him, but cannot get near him. O merciful Jesus ! 
thou who knowest my inmost soul, and canst read the 
secret desires of my heart, have pity upon me ! Grant 
but the crumbs which fall from thy children's table,—- 
remove whatever hinders my intercourse with thee. 

1 desire only thy love,— take whatever else thou wilt 
from me, — ^take health, friends, fortune, reputation, or 
even life itself,— only let me be assured of an interest 
in thee, and of the eternal enjoyment of thee, in the 
world to come ! 
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Mondoff^ December 81. — ^Aaother year is gaae^ and 
whei^e art thou, my soul ? What shall I render unta 
thee^ O Lord, for tby long-suflbriog kindness and fat- 
. bearance with me ?. Hadst thou cut me off in my ens 
I could not but lurve justified thee : But thou hast pro- 
longed my day of grace ;---still there is hope-Hrtill thy 
Spirit strives with me^ and cairiot on thy work, thy 
marvellous work, in my soul. Thou art refining me 
in the furnace of affliction, that I may come forth like 
gold. I see thy hand in all my trials. They are ne- 
cessary to my soul, — I could not do without them, 
liord) I would submit in all things to tliy will.

This year I have gained a deeper s^ise of the evil 
of stn, and seen more of the depth of conniption in my 
own heart I have seen mture of the vamty of the 
worlds and am become (through grace) more dead to 
it I. hav« got more courage to epeak tat Godj and 
leaa fear of the r^roach of men. I have iqpent .man 
time in prayer, and have been enabled to pnijr mA 
others. The Loiad has blessed some attempts I have 
made for the ooovefsioD of souls, and I hunger mid 
thirst more after Christ ; yet the light has not shone 
so powerftiUy upon my own soul as I have eKpenenoed 
it formerly. The Lord hides his £u» firom me, and I 
am tcoiihbd ; I mourn after him ;-^ has be^oi asoiw 
Fowful year to me m this rei^wct But Uessed be fait 
name fi>r the meraes and privileges bestowed upon me» 
and that he still keeps me wMiiig upon him, and tnisfr- 
ing in hm wtord.

Thk reader will no doubt haTe obserred, by the ex- 
tmcts alreedy made from Lady Glenardby^ Diiuryt 
that Bbe considered it a duty incumbent on her to 
recommend and enforee^ not only fay her example, but 
also in her conTeraation, the practice of relig^ upon 
every one, great and smaU, to whom she had aocew ; 
and if die happwied to neglect any opportunity of this 
kind which occurred, she viewed and lamented it aa a 
an of omission, which heavily burdened her conscience : 
and hence she studiously sought oecanons to perform 
these services. These services, however, were not con^ 
fined to persons in her own family, or of her own rank 
and station in society. She Was in the {mictice of 
gcnng among the lower orders, especially in the coan* 
try, and in the course of her joumies, and speaking 
to them respecting the state of thar souls. This, as 
raigbt be expected, did not always succeed. Indeed, 
it not unfrequently expoeed her to very unworthy 
treatment, unsuitable to her nmk. These ciroum-

stances, and other peculiarities connected with ber 
Christian zeal^ were observed by some of her friends 
not without a considerable degree of uneasiness and 
regret, and produced some attempts to open her ejes 
to the impropriety of it. Accordingly, a very interest- 
ing and sensible letter on this subject, though directed 
to a lady in general terms, yet evidently intended for her 
use, was written by that very apostolical man, the Bev. 
Mr Gillespie, justly considered as one of the moat able 
casuists of his day, and who had himself been deprived 
of his living of Camock, for his zeal and fideli^f in 
the cause of trutli.- This letter was communicated to 
her ; and a copy of it, taken by herself, is still in exist- 
ence. Another letter, of which she frequ^itJy spoke, 
even to the close of her life, with great approbation, 
and the original of which was found amongst her 
papers, was written and sent to her by hor judicious 
faithful friend and pastor, Mr Walker. It is, as might 
be expected, marked with all the good sense and de- 
gance, as well as piety, for which he was so eminently 
distinguished. As these letters are both excellent id 
themselves, and have a relation to the situation itf 
Lady Glenorchy at this time, they shall be inseitkU 
and are as follow. 

Letter of Mr Gillespie. 

« Dear Madam, — The doubtful point on which 
your conscience wants satisfaction, is a weighty cage. 
Resolution of it is to be humbly sought of from the 
Lord by prayer, and searched for in the blessed BiUe, 
-~« rule both perfect and infallible. That our hearts 
are deceitful above all things, and desperately wicked, 
appears by the divine declaration^ Hence it is both 
difficult to discern duty in certain circumstances, and 
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to praetise it arigkt The warm'«ffectiai]8 of young 
Christians are apt to carry them too far in some 
things, although with the best design. It is no less the 
will of the Great Grod and Saviour, that we be wise 
as serpents, as well as harmless as doves.' Want of 
proper caution may hurt the religion of Jesus as much 
ais insincerity and craft. ChrisOs disdples are sent 
forth as sheep in the nudst of wolves. This calls for 
the greatest care and circumspection. Dependance 
on the Lord is to be exerdsed, that one may not hurt 
his interest, and prejudice those against the ways of 
their Grod who are otherwise minded. Christ appoints 
* that pearls be not laid before swine.^ The pearls 
of the things of Grod are not to be laid before persons 
in conversation, who are known to have the spirit 
of soorners of these great and gldrious things, and to 
be disposed to make a bad use of what is ever so well 
intended, however well it may be expressed. The 
pearls of reproof and rebuke are not to be cast be- 
fore swine, those who are daring in sin, mid obstinate 
in evil ways, lest they trample them under their feet, 
ccmtemn them, turn again and rend the reprovers, 
and hurt them in character, or at least wound their 
spirits, in place of profiting by the reproof. To ad- 
minister a suitable rebuke to reach the end desired, 
requires much s|nritual wisdom, prudence, and Chris* 
tian temper. Without these, it is like to do more hurt 
than good. There are evil times of general corrup- 
tion and danger, when, though person^ iif public ofBce 
must speak, private believers who are prudent, as exer- 
cises of spiritual prudence, ought to keep silence, be- 
cause, it is an evil time, and persons are become incor- 
rigible. Amos V. IS. * Therefore the prudent shall 
keep nlenoe in that time ; for it is an evil time.'' Holy 
silence in some instances does more service to religion 
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than amy dung uid, haw suitable^ how 
soeirer it may appear to be. Lattentations iiL 118^ JO. 
<He Bitteth alone and kcepeth mkMx^ bedauae he 
hath bonie it upon hiatL He puttedi his idoiiCh hi 
the du«t» if so be thera wxj be hopeu' Gbnatianty as 
true widkmi. Job ncviii. 9B. < And to wan he aaid» 
The ftar of the LonU that is wiadoa^ aftd Oodepst 
from evil is undentanding.^ The rdigkNt of Jesya 
bodi reqfoites us to adain prudenoe and to famotise it. 
It teaches that there is a tine to k«ep silence^ «ad a 
ttme to flpeak, JBicdLesiastes iii. 7. It directs when to 
speidc in confessing Christ before men^ and when oas 
should keep silence in obedience to hun. Ba ah n eas atid 
hnprodence are not only naitnral weaknessaa, hut asoial 
evils.

and it is my real opinion th^U; you are invuhieiaUe on 
lliat nde ; one thai oan despise its smiles, must cer- 
tainly be superior to its ficowns. But your heai^ has 
abeady iM 3!«iu, that it is aot equally farcified against 
anfferings fiom another quarter. When the purest 
intentioBB, when the most generous and disinterested 
acbeknes of usefulness, (£ar m this light aU ytnir aima 
and operations have invariidily appeared to nie), when 
these do not meet wMi the approbation and suj^port 4f 
thoae who acknowledge die same Lord, and are en- 
gaged in the same cause, especially when ywx ap^ 
prehend that such begin to look upon you with a jeal- 
ous eye, and are becotae cooler in their love, and more 
reserved in their confidence, — then, your Ladyship will 
confess that your heart receives a wound which pains 
it veny sensibly. This is a trial which perhaps you 
did not rackon upon, and might have wished to escisipe ; 
and yet I have no doubt, that even this is one of the 
many weU chosen ingredients, which youir wise and 
tender-hearted Physician hath selected, and ordained 
to work together for your good. 

*^ It hath pleased God to fonn you by tiis Provi- 
dence and grace, for important services in his spiritual 
kingdom. But he hath not left you to choose either ' 
your station or your work : In both these particulars 
your resignatiim to his will must be entire and unre- 
served. When I had the honour and happiness to be 
first acquainted with your Ladyship, you seemed to 
- move in a sphere, in which I thought you could not 
fail to be eminently and extensively useluL I then 
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beheld, what I had long wished to see, <»ie who migiit 
have been seated as queen in Vanity Fair, and even 
courted to ascend the throne, nobly preferring the pil- 
grim's staff to the sceptre, and resolutely setting out 
on the wilderness-road to the celestial city. In tl|is 
amiable light I still view you with pleasure, though I 
cannot help suspecting, that an over-anxiety to shun 
the dangerous pits on the left hand of the narrow way, 
hath rendered you less attentive than was necessary .to 
some openings on the right hand, which oogfat like- 
wise to have been avcnded. My plain meaning is, that 
Lady Glenorchy, through an excess of self-denia], hath 
for many months past been employing that activity in 
the open fields, whidi, before this time, might have 
enlightened, warmed, and adorned some of the prind- 
pal apartments in the house. 

<* I am far from thinking that your labours of {nety 
and love have been fruitless; but I seriously bdieve 
that their fruit would have been more abundant with- 
in your proper fiph^e. 

<< The most ornamental parts of your charaicter as a 
Christian, aild those which are the most demonstrative 
of the power of godliness, can make no impresuon at all 
upon the lower ranks of people. Your condescension 
may gratify them, your liberality will certainly jaofit 
them, and your advices, thus accompanied, may pene* 
trate deep into their hearts. But how can such persons 
estimate your renunciation of those alluring pleasures, 
with which they are altogether unacquainted ? You 
work at present with less than half the strength with 
which Grod hath armed you. The only weapons you 
can emj^oy, are your station and fortune, and these, 
at the age of threescore years and ten, will serve you 
just as well as in the bloom and vigour of youth. 
There are other weapons in your possesaixi, altogether 
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peculiar to your season of life — ^weapons of a finer po- 
lish and keener age, which, if properly applied, will 
do more execution in a very short time, among persons 
of rank and education, than all the ponderous artillery 
of title and opulence will be able to perform, for many 
long years, among those inferior claraes to which your 
attention is at present almost wholly confined. In 
ahort, my Lady, were I an ememy to the cause for 
which you contend, I .should certainly wish to encoun- 
ter you at the very spot you ha?e diosen, and would 
give you no more opposition than might suffice to 
amuse and detam you where you are,* and prevent your 
removing to more advanti^eous ground. You not 
only want auxiliaries who cordially love you, and 
would reckon themselves happy in contributing their 
aid, (though they are unwilling to accompany you in 
the levelling scheme), but you even want room in that 
narrow field, for bringing into action some of the best 
of those forces that are properly your own. I know 
with what regret you look back upon the time you 
spent in Egypt At present, it appears to you an aw* 
f ul blank — a mere vacancy in life, or something worse ; 
and I readily admit, that had you been suffered to live 
and die there, both your time and your soul would have 
been lost irrecoverably. But now that you have got 
to the Canaan side of the Bed Sea, I would have you 
to know, that the time you reckon lost may not only 
be redeemed, but even serve to enrich the many years 
of real and useful living, which I trust are in reserve 
for you. 

« Why did the Lord give you favour in the sight of 
the Egyptians, so that they lent unto you such things 
as you required ? (Exod. xii. 36.) Was it that you 
should throw them .ande into some dark comer, and 
hide them as if they were stolen goods you are ashamed 
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of? No, nifldttD^ pwe me leftve to tdl you« Acy are 
lawful spoil — you are becooae the rig^tfol posaeMor 4if 
then ; and the great Pjx^etor who hath put them 
into your handst expects and req4:ure8 that they abould 
be oonsecrated to his service. And however your 
Ladyship may despise them, I dare venture to assure 
you, that you have not one usdiess trinket in your cus- 
tody. Not ihe onyx stones only, and the bwwetaB, 
and jewels of gold, but the si^iver and the brass, say, 
the smallest puroel of goats^ hair, or fragment of ^ttim 
wood, that you picked up in the house of baDdi^;e,«ay 
all be employed in rearing up theCiA)eniacle,orinsaBie 
work that pertains to the sanctuary of God. 

<< Yon know the histiHry of Moses. In the account 
given by himself, whidi is short and vnodeat, he psaseth 
over every thing that befel him from his adoption by 
Pharaoh'^s daiq^iter, till it came into his heart to viat 
liis brethren, when he was full forty years old. But 
Stephen, in his defence before the Jewish councU, took 
notice of some particulars in that first period of his 
hfe, which Luke the inspired historian hath thought 
worthy to be left upon record, viz. << That he was ex- 
ceeding fair; that he was learned in all the wisdom of 
the Egyptians ; and mighty in words and in deeds." 
Now, can your Ladyship really suppose, that all these 
natural and acquired advantages, his form— *his liter- 
ature — his elocution — his magnanimity and prowess, 
were mere superfluous embellishments, which contri- 
buted nothing to qualify him for the high office he 
afterwards bore in the church of God ? You must be 
sensible, that upon this supposition the marvellous train 
of. providences, which introduced him into the court 
and fBunily of Pharaoh, would have neither voice nor 
meaning. For it b evident, that Moses would have 
been as safe, or rather more safe, because less formi- 
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dfiU^ under the homdy appearance of a ishimay awk- 
ward eommoB Jew, than the figure and aplendour of 
an acDomplidied prinoc^ And I cannot help thinking, 
that if his oourtly educatkin and breeding had not 
been intended by God as means of preparatk)n for 
future aervkeSy he would have been as pcofitaUy em* 
pkif«d in making brickt with his kindred slirves, as in 
acquiring lA the wiadi^n and learning of die £gyp* 
tians. 

<^ It hath long been my opinion, and I am every day 
more oon&med in it» thai as the timber and stones 
which wei«employed in building the temple at Jerusa- 
len, were prepared (at least itt part) by Tynan artificers 
in the mountains that produced them ; so, many of the 
materials of the qpiiitnal temple, though squared^ per- 
haps» and hewed by unhaUowed hands wUie they re- 
main in tbnr natuial inaaiwate ataie, do neverthekss, 
even then, frequently receive that shape and fashion, 
wherel^ they are adapted to the several places they are 
destined to occupy in the house of Qwk, when, by the 
Spirit of life -entmng into them, they beoome lively 
stones throc^h thmr union with that living alone 
choeen of God, and precious, which is at once the 
fanndation and the head of the comer, (1 Pet n. 4. 
and& 

<< I can aasure Ijady G. that her prcgeclion is too 
prominent for a low situation. The carving bestowed 
upon her is a pdain indication that she is not to he 
had at random, like a rubUe stone in the buikling, 
merely to fill up a vacant space; but that a station is 
p we paa e d for her at a great distance from the bottom, 
to which her dimensions are exactly pvoportioned, 
where God's workmaaMdup will bedisplayed irath mere 
afetmctfve giace, and where she will moreoirer'escqie 
pmny of those coarse and fretting rubs, to which, 
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though undeservedbfy yet, forgive me to say, she is at 
present, in some measure, unnecesMfify exposed. 

'< I have not the smallest doubt that the all-wise^ 
the all-gracious, and all-powerful Architect, who hath 
been pleased to form her for himself, to show forth 
his praise, will in due time place her where she ought 
to be. That the time may be at hand, is the earnest 
wish and {Hrayer of your Ladyship^s faithful servant, 

" BoBERT Walker." 

Both in her temporal and spiritual affurs. Lady 
Glenorchy commenced this year in ctrcumatanoes 
which alternately depressed and comforted her. Thete 
was one event whidi in a peculiar manner perplexed 
and a^tated her for a season, but which nevertheless 
at last terminated agreeably to her wishes. It is worthy 
of notice, that notwithstanding Lord Glenorehy^s tem- 
per was peculiar and unpleasant, such was her influ- 
ence over him, that there was no object of importance 
which she wished to gain, that she did not accomplish, 
and that too with his entire approbation. St Mary's 
Chapel had now been open ten months. The ministers 
of the Establishment refused to preach in it on account 
of the admission of Mr Wesley^s preachers, who by 
no means pleased the taste of the people. A young 
clergyman of the Irish church, the Rev. Richard 
De Courcy, of the very ancient and noble family of 
Kingsale, a gentleman of very good talents, acquire- 
ments, and manners, and a very able preacher, was 
recommended by Miss Hill to Lady Glenorchy as a 
person well adapted to supply the place. of dcHnestic 
chaplain, and to preach in St Mary^s Chapel. With 
Lord Glenorchy^s consent, proposals were made to 
him to undertake these duties, which he accepted, 
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and exprcMed his aoceptunoe in the following well 
written terms : — 



Tlie Rev, Richard De Courcy to Lady Glenorchy. 

<< Madam, — ^I acknowledge, with many thanks, the 
h<Hiour of your Ladyship^s letter transmitted to me by 
Miss Hill. Before its arrival, my mind was held in 
anxious suspense, concerning the path in which the 
Lord would have me to walk. For, upon the death 
of that eminent minister of Christ, and my honour- 
ed and dear friend, Mr Whitfield, proposals were 
made to me by his trustees to settle among his peo^ 
pie in London. But as I had previously accepted 
your Ladyship^s invitation to Scotland, and nothing 
remained to confirm my engagement but Lord Glen- 
orchy^s acquiescence in the matter, and as that circum- 
stance has turned out favourably, I have put by the 
proposals of Mr Whitfield's trustees, clearly discern- 
ing that Providence concurred to point me, as with a 
sun-beam, to the north : and now, sensible of my ex- 
treme weakness, and entire dependance on infinite 
wisdom and strength, my heart ardently crieth to the 
Lord, * If thy presence go not with me, , carry me not 
up hence.** May your Ladyship find freedom of ac- 
cess to the throne of grace in my behalf, and often 
recommend me in your petitions to our common Savi- 
o\xt ! and may the great Prophet of Israel point out to 
your Ladyship, and his most unworthy servant, such 
means as will prove most effectual to the spreading 
among all, the sweet savour of Jesus's precious name ! 

^< Nothing could yield me greater satisfaction than 
to find, that your Ladyship's sentiments and mine 
8o perfectly harmonize respecting the n<Hi-essentials 
of Christianity. For, indeed, it is laimentable to see 
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how the Church of Chriflt is rent by the pttrty/dcbatw 
of bigotted professors, who, while coat^diMg for the 
shadow of religion, let go the substance ; and it is equal 
matter of concern, to behold the Laodicean indifferaiicy 
of some, who would be thought to contend for the fidth 
onee delivered to the saints, and ^o nererthdesa suffer 
it, unconcerned, to be trampted under foot of erevy 
qpeeies of opposers to the truth as it is in Jesus. What, 
therefore, I humbly aj^rehend to be moat difBcok, 
especially for a mimster of the gospel, is, to preserve a 
haj^ medium between an orerheated seal for the 
truth itself, and a remiss connivance at error. There 
are certain points which are of no more oonsequfflice 
to the fundamentals of Christianity, than the fringes 
.amiexed to the .Israelites^ garments undor the law. 
These are- not worth a moment's contention. But there 
are other particulars which affect the garments them- 
' selves, or rather that which they prefigured ; I mean die 
robe of Chrisf s righteousness. Here, I huraUy sup- 
pose, a minister is to exert all the gifts the Lord hath 
conferred on him, to the overthrow of every thing that 
stands in competition with the finished satvatkoi of 
Emanuel. And yet, even upon this subject, as upon 
every other, I would desire to speak with all meekness 
of wisdom, long-suffering, and forbearance, wdl re- 
membering what a long' time it was, before my own 
ideas were adjusted on this momentous point; and 
while the Lord enables me to make faith in the Re- 
deemer's righteousness the ground-work of all evan^ 
gelical obedience, I hope I shall also inculcate those 
fruits of righteousness and true holiness, which are in- 
sepmrably connected with that blessed operative priti- 
ciple, whereby the heart is more and more transformed 
into the lovely image of Jesus, and rendered a meet 
partaker of the inheritance €i the saints in light.' But 
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being stUl deeply sensible of my ignoraace, and hem 
much I stand in need of being tauglit hy all tbe Lo^s 
people, I i^U gladly receive instructions from your 
Ladydbip. 

<< On Monday the Slst instant, I shall (by Divine 
pcarmisflicm) leave Sbn^hire ; but am afraid I sbalt not 
be aiMe to set out ffom London, for the north, sooner 
tbmi the middle or close of Janu«y. However, your 
Ladyship shall know the day when I set out, and may 
be assured I will delay as short a time as possible. 

^ In the mean time, prajring the Lord abundantly 
to prosper thb and every fiiture effort of your Lady- 
ship, to espouse the insulted but glorious cause of the 
despised Nazarene, I have the honour to be, wHh dS 
respect. Madam, your Ladyship'^s most humble and 
most obedient servant, Bicuaed De Couecy.'" 

When this arrai^ment became known, some ill- 
diaposed person endeavoured to prejudice Lc«d Gkn- 
. orchy^s mind agaiast Mr De Coorcy, an4 to persuade 
him not to admit him into hia house. This attempt, 
however, as is not unfirequently the case, produced an 
effect diametrically opponte to that which was intend- 
ed. Of this a very interesting account will be seen in 
the followii^ extracts from Lady Glenorchy^s Diary, 
and in a note or two to Lady Maxwell. 

WBdnndagj Jammofry 9. — ^This day I mentioned my 
ease to Mr T— *, who said, that he had no doubt of my 
having been awakened by the Spirit of God, and hav- 
ing received faith ; but that I still had not the abiding 
wkness of the Spirit, which alcme could give Bfie con- 
stant peace, and establish my soul. That tiiis I ought 
constantly to seek, and expect according to the promise. 

Upon examinmg coolly the work of God upon my 
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soul, I cannot but acknowledge that my heart is in 
some measure changed ; my desires and aflPections are 
placed on spiritual things ; almost every action of my 
life now proceeds from a de^e to please Grod, and 
with a view to eternity ; whereas, a few years ago, 
my views terminated in earthly grandeur, worldly ap- 
plause, and pleasing myself. This change can be 
wrought only by faith of the operation of the Spirit of 
Gk>d. I wiU therefore acknowledge with gratitude thy 
mercy, O Lord, in brining me forth from the capti- 
vity of sin, and renewing my nature by the Holy 
Ghost This is the work of thy power ; and thine be 
the glory for ever. Perfect the good work thou hast 
begun, and suffer me not again to doubt of thy love 
to my soul. 

Sunday^ Jcmuary 13. — Upon a review of last week, 
I find that I have given way to a slothful inactive 
spirit, and have not been diligent in the Lord^s work ; 
yet, blessed be his name, I have come to some know- 
ledge of my state, and now see somewhat of the mean- 
ing of last yearns painful experience. The Lord is 
trying the faith he has given me< I have had outward 
trials and inward temptations; the use of means, 
without feeling comfort from them; cruel mockings 
from near and dear friends, — at time9 kindness shown 
me to allure me from the right path. Hitherto (through 
grace and strength imparted) I have stood unmoved. 
In my last illness I was tried with a careless and dead 
spirit, which seemed to me the greatest of all afflictions; 
but blessed be God, I believe all these things are work* 
ing together for my good, and I will trust in the Lord 
that he will bring me out of the furnace purified from 
the dross of sin, and more alive to serve him. O my 
God, carry on thy work in my soul, in whatever way 
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is most fat thy glory and my complete salvation. 
Stiengthen my faith, subdue my corruptions, quicken 
my soul more and more by thy Spirit, and grant me 
the comfortable assurance of thy love ; and may that 
love constrain me to live every moment of my life to 
thy glory,— not seeking my own will, but to do the 
will of thee, my heavenly Father. Amen ! 

Wedneadof/y January 16. — How shall I tell of the 
mercy of God my deliverer ! O that my soul may 
never forget his goodness ! When I was in trouble I 
cried unto him, and he answered me, — ^he delivered 
me speedily. This evening, after a severe trial, on 
account of the person I expect from England in two 

days as chaplain, and being told by Lord 6 that 

he should not be permitted to enter the house, I went 
to prayer, and cried to the Lord for help. Before I 

got from my knees. Lord 6 came to my door 

and asked admittance; — ^with fear and trembling I 
opened it. He came in and threw a letter upon the 
table, and bade me read it. It was an anonymous letter, 
informing him of some circumstances relating to Mr 
De Courcy, which tended to exasperate him more, and 
seemed written with a view to make dispeace in the 
family. My heart sunk within me when I read it I 
stood in silent suspense, expecting the storm to burst 
with redoubled violence, when, to my unspeakable sur- 
prise, he said, <' I now see that I have been the tool of 

Satan, when I opposed the coming of Mr De C ; 

this letter shows it me, — here the cloven foot appears ; 
but the writer of it shall be disappointed, for I shall 
not only receive him into my house, but do every thing 
in my power to encourage him in his work, and wilt 
countenance him myself.^ O how wonderful is the 
way of the Lord to bring about the demre of his peo-

pie, by those tilings that seem moftt opposite and mi. 
likely to effect it ! How dearly does his hand appear 
in thus inteqxMing in the time of my extiemity I O 
that my heart may ever retain the lentimenta of love 
and gratitude, which so singular a provideooe in iny 
favour ought to inspire ! ' 

Thursdm/f Januofy 17. — I went this morning to visit 
a poor dying woman, — ^got power to speak to her, and 
to encourage her to trust in the Lord. She was in 
great pain, and had lost clear views of Christ. She 
ccNnplained of not being able to pray, or to attend to 
prayer, and sisud, <^ O, it is a great thing to be a Chris, 
tian.*^ I was much affected with her digress, and could 
with pleasure have attended her all day. I saw it was 
a privilege and duty to visit the »ck. 

Sahtrdoff, January 19. — ^Lord B very ill. I 

sent and begged the prayers of the faithful for him; 
got liberty in prayer for him mysdf. Received a let- 
ter from Mr G^ — ^ in the name of the migority of 
the Tottenham-Court Congregation, begging me, for 
the sake of the general interest of religion, to reheve 
Mr De Courcy from his engagement to oome to Soot- 
land. Lord direct me to do what is most for thy glory. , 
Thou knowest this is what I wish to promote. O send 
forth thy light and truth to guide me ! 

Sunday, Jamyxvry 20. — Not well in body, and much 
oppressed in mind. I heard a good sermcm to-day 
on the doctrine of election, to which I heartily assent- 
ed — ^the arguments were unanswerable: I cannot bat 
regret that any oppose this Scripture doctrine. I 
heard another good sermon in the afternoon, to which 
my mind assented ; but, alas f my heart was dead. In 
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the cveuBg, after much vrestling with a cold, luke- 
mum heart, I at kngth got aooess in prajer, and was 
pouring out my loul before God with aome liberty, 
when I waamtemipled. But bleand be God fior the 
few ■nnotes I enjojed in prayer. Lcxd, I am not 
worthy of the ieait of thy mercies ! 

T%irsdafff Jaivuary 24. — I got up early this morn- 
ing, and f^t comfort in drawing near to God. I 
£MUid time to write a letter to a poor anner, and to 
wp^tk. to two women about their souls. I went in the 
efemng to Mr Walker^ who spoke from Romans viii« 
SO. ^ Moreover whom he did predestinate, them he 
alao caUed ; and whom he called, them he also justi^ 
fied; and whom he justified, them he alao glorified.^ 
I got a sight of my great darkness and ignorance, and 
was humbled uncUr it. The Lord graciously inter- 
posed in my behidf upon my coming home, and saved 
me frem a trial Gfery be to his name \ 

Friday^ Janm/Ofry S5.— -I got up this momiag in a 
very dead frame. After breakfiist I went out, in 
ho^ of meeting with some poor person to whom I 
might because. After walking aome time I met with 
a poor man, who was carrying his two litde nek chil- 
dren to if^ve them the air. I asked him some que&- 
tiooa^ and found he was an eaqperienced Chiistian ; 
upon which I walked some time widi him, mid found 
hia conversation very profitable. He seemed perfecdy 
happy and oontented, notwithstanding hisgreat poverty, 
havmg Chnst ibr his portion; and it was with diflU 
oulty I oould persuade him to take the small sum I 
then had in my pock^ 

Thia evenii^ I was refreshed by receivii^ letters 
from Lady H— — and Miss Hill; and must here 
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remark, that the Lord in his providenoe gave me an 
answer to prayer this afternoon. And I do not re- 
member that I ever applied to him in any diiBciilty, 
and trusted in him for help, that he did not hear, 
and bring the matter about in the best way for me. 
Glory be to his name for this ! Wherefore do I ever 
doubt ? 

Saiurdm/y Janucvry 26. — This evening a dreadfiil fire 
broke out in town — ^it is an awful sight Lord, help 
us to make the suitable improvement of it ! If this is 
so terrible, how should I haste to escape from thoee 
flames which shall endure throughout eternity ! Three 
people perished in the ruins ! O Lord, make us thank- 
ful for thy preserving mercy ! 

Sunday^ Jcmnary 27.-— -I got freedom to pr^ to the 
Lord ibr faith, and for his presence in the sanctuary. 
I heard a good sermon, and in some measure felt it 
I went and saw the fire. I afterwards went to Lady 
Maxwells, where we joined in prayer ; and I unbur- 
dened my mind to her, and was refreshed. O what a 
comfort is a faithful friend in distress— -how often have 
I seen the goodness of the Lord in strengthening 
and supporting me by her means ! When I came 
home I got power to speak freely upon the most im- 
portant truths of the gospel at table, and felt nothing 
of the false shame that used to assault me on such 
occasions. This evening I am very dull, and have 
been cold and dry in prayer; but I am not well 
in body, which may be the cause. I will therefore lay 
me down in peace, and quietly trust in the Lord Jesus, 
who is my wisdom, righteousness, sanctification, and 
redemption. He knows my heart, that I would do

hiB^wili ; that my desiie is to know him, to love him, 
and to serve him with my whole soul. 

Mondoffy Jawu/ary S8.<>-«Thi8 evening I felt some- 
what like a slight stroke of the palsy in my tongue and 
side. Blessed be God, the fear of death, and what is 
worse, a useless life, is in a great measure taken 
away, and I can submit to the will of God without 
murmuring. When I got to my room, I fell down 
before him, acknowledging myself to be his creature 
in every sense, and besought him to do mth my soul 
and body whatever was most for his glory. Bless- 
ed Grod, I thank thee for preserving me hitherto from 
the evils my sins have deserved ! If thou shalt see good 
to prolong my life and the use of my fiEUSulties, let 
them be employed more fiu&bfully in thy service than 
they ever yet, have been. Let my whole soul, body, 
and spirit, be devoted to thee in time and eternity. 

Tuesday y January S9* — The Lord has been pleased 
to add another day to my life, and has enabled me to 
arise betimes this morning, to dedicate myself afresh 
to his service ; after which I went out to visit the sick, 
and have spent the day in endeavours to be useful to 
the souls of others. I have found the good effects of 
the warning I got last night ; it has left a serious im- 
pression upon my mind of the certidnty of an approach- 
ing eternity. I ^see more of the im jbrtance 6f secur- 
ing an interest in Christ, and of living every moment 
to his glory. Lord, enable me to walk before thee 
with an upright heart all the days of my life ! 

Wednesday J January 30. — This morning I was wak- 
ed by a loud clap of thunder, which caused me to arise 
and fall upon my knees before God, to be in readi- 
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mas in oaoe lie diould caU me aw&y. I had little < 
fort in prayer, being sorely teoqptod with 
thoughts; but afltar breakfast I got a dear oght of 
the beanty of hahnesa in heart and hfr, and hangered 
and thirsted after perfect eonfiWmity to Ood. I be- 
sought him to make me whoUy his in soul, body, and 
spirit. I went oat to see Lady MaxwvQ, and had 
much comfort in talking with her, and in payer with 
her, and felt a union of heart with her that I espe- 
nenoe with few* I have had some oppoctumties of 
speaking for Ghxl to^y ; but have cause to Uurii fior 
my silence this evening in a company of gay pecqile. 
Lord, give me power to be faithful to thae at all timea ! 

Tkw9dayj Jamuury 8L— This morning I wrote 
down some heads of examination for every \ 
but, alas ! upon reviewing them at night, what ( 
have I to be ashamed ! I cannot with a safe \ 
answer them. I have at best done nothing this day ; 
and as an idle unprofitaUe servant, must beg for 
mercy through the blood of Jesus. 1 have endeavour- 
ed/to speak to God; but my lips were sealed. O 
Lord, how unfit am I for thy kingdom ! O grant un- 
to me more faith, more life, more, love, and cover me 
with thy robe of righteousness, that I may stand com- 
plete in' thee m the sight of a pure and holy God . 

Lady Glenorchy to Lady Maxwell. 

"/VftrworyS, 1771. 
<^ My dear Madam, — I hope you are well. I would 
have called on you this day, had it not been so damp, 
as I am far £mn being well, and wish to keep from 
getting more cdd, for fear of not getting to the Ca- 
nongate Church on Sunday ; and this would be a great 
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disappmntmeDt to me, for my soul hungtrs and tliints 
far thu ordinanoe ; and the Lord's words come often 
to my mind, <^ With deare I hftTe deared to eat this 
passover with you, bdPove I suffer." I think it is 
possibly the last opportunity I may have O that the 
Lord would make it a sealing time to his own children ; 
and if it was his will to take me to hims^, I think I 
oould willingly at this time leave the world. No word 
yet of Mr De Courcy, nor any further intelligence of 
Veritas. Lord Glenorchy suspects he has also written 
to Mr De C ■ » to frighten him from coming to the 
£unily ; and this is not improbaUe. I hare many un- 
easy thoughts about this same Veritas; but I wUl en- 
deavour to wait on the L(Nrd,<<— very animating indeed 
are the promises to him that overoometh. Alas ! I am 
overcome of every thing— I sink under a load of un- 
easy thoughts. I am ignorant, blind, and helpless ; 
sick in mind and body. All that I know is, that I 
ought not to trouble you with my distresses — ^you 
have your own portion to bear. I will, if the Lord 
enaUe me, endeavour for the future to speak no 
more of myself, except to Gkxl. If you can, remem- 
ber me in your jNrayers. I am, in all situations and 
in all frames, my dear Madam, your obliged and affec- 
tionate, W. G." 

Thursday y February 7. — I rejoice in the view of the 
approaching ordinance, and went to church this day 
in hopes of a blessing ; but all I heard seemed to make 
against me. When the minister spoke of an over- 
zeal, I thought the word was pointed at' me. When 
he spoke to sleepers and carnal secure sinners, I felt 
as if I were the person meant I resolved to keep 
this day by fasting, but my body was so feeble that I 
oould not do it. My ideas are so broken and dissi- 
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pated, that I can neither pray» read, or meditate with 
attention. O Lord, thou knowest all my thoughts 
and my ways — ^nothing is hid from thee. Give me 
that faith, love, and strength which thou seest I stand 
in need of, and quicken my soul. Grant me the 
victory over all that opposeth my union with thee 
Thy love is all I desire; — ^take from me whatever 
standeth in the way, and make me what thou wouldst 
have me to be, tor thine own name^s sake. 

Friday f February 8. — This morning I heard an 
excellent sermon from Mr Walker, upon these words, 
" Wait upon God continually ;**' but my soul was 
dead, and it did not come with power to me. I had 
not the understanding heart. 

Sunday, February 1 0. — This morning I got up early 
to call upon the Lord, and to seek his Uessing this 
day at tlie sacrament. My spirits were composed, and 
my heart trusted in the Lord. I did not feel much 
joy while at the table, but was enabled to act faith on 
the righteousness of Christ, and commit my soul to 
him ; and at coming away I felt muph peace, joy, and 
delight in the Lord. I longed to praise him, and saw 
something of his unspeakable love in dying for sinners ; 
and though I had not the full assurance of faith, nor 
any particular testimony from the Lord, of his accep- 
tance of me, yet I had a firm persuasion of my caUing, 
and that he would perfect the work he had begun in 
me. I saw myself far from the mark, but at the same 
time that I had begun the race ; and I looked to Jesus 
to draw me on, and give me strength to finish my 
course with joy. I had much delight in singing his 
prases. Upon the whole, this has been the most com- 
fortable communion I have had since the twentieth 
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t of May last Blessed be the Lord, for refreshing my 

weary soul in this wilderness ! O that I may never 
forget his merges, but may go on from strength to 
strength, till I appear before him in Zion ! I have 
been assaulted to^y by suggestions of different kinds, 
particularly by doubting whether the peace I enjoyed 
was not a false peace ; but I got rid of them by look- 
ing to the Lord, and b^ging of him to keep me from 
temptation. I cannot think my peace is false. Firgtj 
because I now have lower thoughts of myself than I 
had before : I see that I am not worthy the name of 
a Christian. Secondhfy I have a desire to pray, and 
resolve to spend more time in that delightful exercise 
than formerly. Thirdly^ I feel more desire to confess 
Christ before men. Fourthly, I am more watchful 
over my heart, and more upon my guard, knowing 
how easily I am led away. Fifthly, I see my strength 
lieth only in Christ, and that it is by cleaving to him, 
and looking to him continually, that I can only hope 
for safety. SiaMy, That my peace proceedeth from 
seeing more of the love c^ God,' in the sacrifice of his 
Son, than .usual, and my heart in consequence thereof 
being drawn out to more confidence in him. 

Tuesday, February 12.— <*! passed most of this day 
in great uneasiness from the fear of man. Mr De C. 
wa&expected, and I did not know how he would be 
received. I sought the Lord by groans that could 
rjot b^ uttered. Wonderfully has he helped me, and 
strengthened me in my soul. All things have turned 
out favourably. O, to have ever a single eye in all 
things to his glory ! 

Lcbdy Glenorchy to Lady MaxweU. 

" My dear Madam,— Mr De Courcy arrived here 
this evening, and I have had a great deal of private 
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ocmversation with him. He is quite theperscm Mr 
Wesley repiesented him, of a sweet dispomtion, and 
v]sbe$ only to preach Christ to poor sinners, whexever 
he finds an open door. I have not as yet got an 
answer from Mr H., but 1 hare, by a letter reo^ved 
from another qualter, some reascm to think it verj- 
possible that cruel letter came from a difiefent per- 
son, — I would gladly hope so. Beg of the Lord to 
direct us how to proceed with respect to St Mary^s 
ChapeL We are poor blind creatures, — ^much need 
we have of wisdom from above ; but the Lord is gra- 
cidus, he surely will not forsake those who put their 
trust in him. I will endeavour to call upon you, and 
bring Mr De C. with me, to-m<»Tow morning. — Yours

" Tuesday, 10 o'clock.'' 

Wednesdoj^, Febnuay 13. — Mr De Courcy began to- 
day to expound in the family — ^thd word seemed ac- 
companied with power. I have been all day in great 
darkness. Satan seems to have set all his forces in 
array against me. But in the name of the Lord, I 
trust, he will be put to flight

Fob some weeks Mr De Courcy officiated in otxijuiie. 
tion with Mr Wesley^s preachers with great acceptance. 
Being, however^ a decided Calvinist, the strain of his 
discourses must have been very different from theirs ; so 
much so^ indeed, does this appear to have been the case, 
that even Mr Wesley found himself Called upon to dis- 
approve of the open and pcnnted manner in which one of 
his preachers had impugned some Calvinistical points. 
This incongruity of doctrines was, as might have been 
expected, very unpleasant, and in fact injurious to 
Lady Glenorchy, and determined her to give up en* 
tirely all connexion with Mr WesIey^s preachers. The 
sagadty of Mr Wesley had foreseen this, and in two 
letters, not written perhaps in the very best temper, he 
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endeavoured to prepare the mind of Lady Maxwell 
for the event. 



The Rev, John Wesley to Lady Glenorchy, 

" Lofndon^ Jcurmary 24, 1771. 
^ 'ilLy^ dear Lady, — ^Although Mr M^Nab is quite 
clear as to justification by faith, and is in general a 
sound and good preacher, yet I fear he is not clear of 
blame in this. He is too warm and impatient of con- 
tradiction, otherwise he must be lost to all common 
sense, to preach against final perseverance in Soot- 
land. From the first hour that I entered the king- 
dom, it was a sacred rule with me, never to preach on 
any controverted point — at least not in a controversial 
way. Any one may see, that this is only to put a 
sword into our enemies' hands. It is the direct way to 
increase all their prejudices, and to make all our la- 
bours fruitless. You will shortly have a trial of an- 
other kind. Mr De Courcy purposes to set out for 
Edinburgh in a few days. He was from a child a 
member of one of our societies in the south of Ireland. 
There he received remission of sins, and was for some 
time groaning for full redemption. But when he came 
to Dublin, the Philistines were upon him, and soon 
prevailed over him. Quickly he was convinced, that 
< there is no perfection,' and that ^ all things depend 
on absolute unchangeable decrees.' At first he was 
exceeding warm upon these heads : now he is far more 
calm. His natural temper, I think, is good : he is open, 
friendly, and generous. He has also a good under- 
standing, and is not unacquainted with learning, 
though not deeply versed therein. He has no dis- 
agreeable person, a pleasing address, and is a lively, as 
well as a sensible preacher. Now, when you add to 
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this, that be is quite new, and very young, you may 
^ judge how he will be admired and caressed ! ^ Surely 
such a preacher as this never was in Edinburgh before ! 
Mr Whitejfield himself was not to compare with him ! 
What an angel of a man V Now, how will a raw in- 
experienced youth be able to encounter this ? If there 
be not the greatest of miracles to preserve him, will it 
not turn his brain ? And may he • not then do far 

more hurt than either Mr W or Mr T-— did ? 

Will he not soon prevent your firiend from ^ going on 
to perfection,^ or thinking of any such thing ? Nay, 
may he not shake you also ? He would ; but that the 
God whom you serve is able to deliver you. At pre- 
sent, indeed, he is in an exceeding loving spirit. But 
will that continue long? There will be danger on the 
one hand if it does ; there will be danger on the other 
if it does not. It does not appear that any great 
change has been wrought in our neighbours by Mr 
Wh— — ^s deathi He had fixed the prejudice so 
deep, that even he himself was not able to remove it ; 
yet our congregations have increased exceedingly, and 
the work of God increases on every side. I am glad 
you use more exercise. It is good both for body and 
souL As soon as Mr De Courcy is come, I shall be 
glad to hear how the prospect opens. You will then 
need a larger share of the wisdom from above ; and 
I trust you will write with all openness to, my dear 
Lady, your ever a£Pectionate servant,

TVie Rev, John Wesley to Lady MaaweU. 

'- February 9l&,m\. 
'^ My dear Lady, — I cannot but think the chief rea- 
son of the little good dpne by our preachers at Edin- 
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burgh, ifi the of^xmtkm which has been made by dhe 
ministers of Edinburgh, as well as by the false farethia 
^m England. These steded the hearts of the peopk 
against all the good impressions which might otherwise 
have been made, so that the same preachers by whom 
God has constantly wrought, not only in vaiions puts 
of England, but likewise in the northern parts of Soot- 
land, were in Edinburgh only not useless. They fA 
a damp upon their own spirits ; they had not their 
usual liberty of speech; and the word they spoke 
seemed to rebound upon them, and not to mnk into 
the hearts of the hearers. At my first coming I 
usually find something of this myself; but the seeond 
or third time of preaching, it is gone; and I feel, 
greater is He that is with us, than all the powers of 
earth and hell. 

<<If any one could show you, by plain Scripture and 
reason, a mote excellent way than that you hare re- 
ceived, you certainly would do well to receive it ; and, 
I trust, I should do the same. But I think it will not 
be easy for any cme to show us, either that Christ did 
not die for all, or that he is not willing as well as able 
to cleanse fixxn all sin, even in the pi^sent world. If 
your steady adherence to these great truths be termed 
bigotry, yet you have no need to be a^ham^^ Tou 
are reproadied for Christ^s sake, and the Spirit of 
glory and of Christ shall rest upon you. Parhqw 
our Lord may use you to sofben some of the hanh 

spirits, and to preserve Lady Gr , or Mr De Courcy 

from being hurt by them. I hope to hear from you, 
(on whom I can depend), a frequent account of what is 
done near you. After you have suffered a while^ may 
God stablish, strengthen, settle you. I am, my dear

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Lady^ Glenomhy) being fully xwaae how deefiy the 
step she was about to take would affect Lady Max- 
well, it was not till after many struggles and prayeiv, 
and then only by degrees, that she communicated to 
her Liadyship her intentions. 

Lady Maxwell, as might be expected, was deeply 
affected by the communication, and it required some 
little time to recover from the surprise and pain which 
it occasioned her. Lady Glenorchy, by the prudent 
and cautious manner in which she finally made the 
separation, wisely and kindly prepared the way for 
this recovery. And it does infinite credit to the cha- 
racters and memory of both, that what between or- 
dinary persons would most probably have made an 
everlasting breach of friendship, did not divide them 
for an hour, and that during the whole of Lady Glen* 
orchy^s life, there never, on any occasion, appeared even 
the shadow of a variance between them. The extracts 
trcfoi the Diary and the letters which are now to follow, 
among other interesting occurrences in her Christian 
experience^ give an account of this very trying event. 

Ffida^j February 15.— Thb day I have often pit>- 
strated myself at a throne of ^^ace, yet feel nothing 
but darkness and wretchedness in myself, and no clear 

views of God. This evening Mr De C began 

preaching at my chapel ; his prayers and sermon were 
good: towards the end my heart b^an to thaw a 
little. I endeavoured to humble myself before the 
Lord, and say. Thy will be done. 

Saiwrdagfj FebnuMTjf 16«— The Lasd has given me 
more hqpe to-day concerning Mr De C Hub 

evening Lord G ■ went with me to the chapel, and 
heard Mr T . 
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Sunday^ February 17. — This nMMning I went to 
church, and was much refreshed with the sermon. 

Afterwards heard Mr De C at my chapel, where 

many were deeply affected — some wept bitterly. My 
own heart was very full, particularly in the last prayer. 
The Lord was with us of a truth. In the evening had 
preaching in the great drawing-room to about forty 
people. 

Thursday^ February 21.^Mr De C— — preached 
again yesterday to a crowded auditory, some of whom 
seemed melted under the word. This day his exhor- 
tation in the family came with power to my soul. I 
was convinced of sin, particularly of hypocrisy. I see 
my need of Jesus. O what a sight have I got of my 
own heart this day ! 

Sunday^ February S4. — I heard Mr Walker in the 
morning, but felt no life in my soul, and saw all around 
me as if they were dry bones. I was in anguish of 
spirit during the morning service, from a sense of our 
great deadness,-— our distance from Grod,^-our ingra- 
titude to him, — and our want of spiritual life. In the 
evening I was refreshed by a lively discourse from Mr 

De C on these words, " One faith." Gracious 

God ! work in my inmost soul that one faith which I 
have heard described to-night, and unite me so effec- 
tually to thee, that neither the world, the flesh, nor the 
devil, may ever be able to separate me from thee. 

Monday^ February 25. — This morning I found access 
to Grod in prayer, and was enabled to come to the Lord 
Jesus, and to put myself into his hands, and commit 
all my ways to him. I have found more peace to-day 
than usual. I begged of the Lord to open some door 
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of more extenave usefulDess to Mr De C , and this 
afterooon I recdlTed an invitation for him to preach in 
the Castle. I have had another remarkable answer in 
prayer this day also in a temporal affair. O that my 
hard heart were melted into lore and gratitude for all 
the repeated marcies of the Lord ! This b thy work, 
O LcNrd. Give me, I beseech thee, a grateful heart, 
and open my mouth that I may show forth thy praise. 

Thursday i March 14— It hath pleased the Lord for 
a fortnight past to lay me aside, and to try me in soul 
and body in various ways. On the day in which I met 
with the accident that now confines me, I was much 
<^ressed in spirit, and wished that the Lord would 
take me out of the world. But he has shown me rince, 
that he can deliver me from some of my trials in a di£> 
ferent way. I can percdve his love in the present dis- 
pensation, — thereby bringing my will into submission 
to his, showing me the pride, impatience, self-will, and 
vanity of my heart, and brining oflP from dependance 
on the creature, and the outward means of grace, in 
order that I may receive every blesong when and how 
he sees meet to bestow it I have seen more than ever 
my own helplessness, and have been led to seek for the 
righteousness freely imputed to us through faith. My 
former views of tins doctrine of imputed righteousness 
have been restored, and my peace revives in proportion 
to my views of this blessed truth. O that the Lord 
would now establish and settle me in the true faith, 
and not suffer men or devils to shake my confidence in 
Jesus, as the Lord our righteousness ! 

About this time Lady Glenorchy wrote the follow, 
ing letter to Lady Maxwell :--«- 
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Ladji GUmyrchy to Lady Maxwell, 

« My dear Madam,-^It gave me great concern to 
bear of your Ulness. I really grow uneasy at year 
many colds and headachs, and fear you do not take 
that care of your health which it is the duty of all to 
do. I am persuaded also that your mind is uneasy, 
and that this affects your body ; and if it did not ap- 
pear like prying into other people's affairs, I would 
ask you what distresses you, knowing how often I have 
feh relief from unbosoming myself to you. But not 
being naturally inquisitive, and se^ng your great re- 
serve with me in what concerns yourself, I have never 
ventured to inquire into the nature of your trials, al- 
though I feel much for you, and would willingly help 
to bear your burdens. So very different is my temper 
in this req)eet to yours, that I cannot be easy dll I 
open my heart to you on a subject upon which we now 
misunderstand each other. You think I am prejudiced 
against the Methodists. Against some of them I own 
I am, although my sentiments do not deserve the name 
of prgudioe, being the result of matters offset; and I 
wish much to see you, to show you the cause of what 
I now say. You are as much concerned, my dear 
Madam, as I am in what relates to the glory of Ciod^ 
and the advancement of his kingdom upon earth ; yon 
will, I am certain, therefore, agree with me in senti- 
ment, if you are as free of prejudice as I am at this 
moment All I b^ of you is to examine coolly what 
I shall show you, and then tell me what you think I 
should do; and in order to this, I must beg, if yott 
are able, that you will come and see me some day at 
four o'dock, as that is the only time I can be sure of 
seeing you alone ; and 4f you will appoint the day, I 
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wHl fiirbid any body to disturb us. Send me word 
how soon; And believe me yours affecUoDately^ 

« W. 6." 

April CL'^^Severe and various have been my triab 
since the fourteenth of March; but one has been predo* 
minant I have struggled with it in vain, and groaned 
all the day in the lattemess of my souL I have been 
harassed by company, and got little leisure for prayer 
and meditation, but on Sundays. This day the 
Lord has been showing me my backsUdings. When 
confessing them before him this morning, Peter^s faU 
came to my mind. I prayed that the Lord would 
look upon me, that I might be made sensible of my 
sin, and mourn for it I continued wrestling with 
many cries and tears till he gave me access to him, and 
enabled me to make a full surrender of myself to him. 
I besought htm to take from me (if necessary) health, 
Ibrtune, friends, name, reputation, every comfort under 
the sun, even life itself, so that I might enjoy the con- 
solation of knowing that he loved me, and never would 
fonnke me. Afiber this I went to the chapel; but how 
was my heart overwhelmed when Mr De C todc 

for his text, <^ And the Lord turned and looked upon 
Peter.^ The whole sermon seemed to be a message 
fiom the Lord to my soul. O that the impression 
thereof may never be eflbced ! May I this day return 
to him who is willing to heal my backslidings, and tn 
love me, even me, freely. Blessed Jesus, turn thou me, 
oause thy gracious face to shine upon me, so dull I be 
saved! 

Stmdojfy April IS.— Blessed be the Lord for all his 
mercies ! Ife has heard my cry, and revived his work 
in my soul. My heart and affections have been drawn 
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out towards him throughout this last week, particiilaily 
for three days past For some days I was in great 
trouble of nund, and set apart some time for seeking 
the Lord. It was then he removed my distress, and 
gave me liber^ to pour out my soul in prayer. O 
that I miiy now go on striving against an, looking 
unto Jesus to bring me off more than conqueror ! I 
feel my weakness, and the need I have of supplies of 
grace moment by moment Lord, help thy poor weak 
creature I Unto thee I commit my soul ; preserve it 
firom the rage oi thine enemies, and clothe it with thy 
righteousness, then shall I never be ashamed. 

SuneUtt/f Magf 5.-^For some days past I have enjoy- 
ed much peace, and a sweet hope of attaining esti^ 
Uishment in the fiddi. I begin to see my interest in 
Christ from the light I receive in reading and hearing 
his word. I see there is no condemn|dion to than 
that axe in Christ Jesus; and from Scripture marks I 
can perceive that I have recoved him as my^Saviour. 
This morning I was much comforted in reading Shep- 
herd^s Sound Believer. He answers an objection that 
has long kept me from comfort I now see that it is 
not presumption to beUeve, but the bounden duty of 
eveiy one who hears the gospel. The TmA hath given 
us two commandments in the new dispoisation ; whidi 
are, to believe in the Lord Jesus Chriot for eternal life, 
and to love the brethren. These are equally bindiiig 
upon all yjfho hear them ; and none ever thought it 
presumption to obey the latter. Ashamed of my past 
unbelief, I now ventured to obey this sweet command; 
and my soul was filled with peace and joy in believing. 
I could not refrain from crying out for some time to- 
gether, Jesus is mine, and I am his ! I saw that no- 
thing but unbelief could prevent my hapfnness. My

At this time Lady Glenordiy wrote to Lady Max«- 
well the following letter:— > 

Lady Glenorchy to Lady MaanveU. 

^^ Wednesday Evening. 
^ My dear Madam, — ^Your letter gives me real plea- 
sure, as it affords me some hopes, that you will not 
wholly iHthdraw from me that friendship which /I 
hitherto have, and do still esteem a angular blessing. 
The taking any step which endangered my lodng it, 
was the greatest act of self-denial to me ; and I do not 
think any thing less than the dear conviction I have 
for some time had of the {»!opriety of it, could have 
supported me under the struggles I felt between the 
desire ci your approbation, and what I thought du^ 
to the cause in which I am engaged. I am sony if I 
have offended you by saying, < We boasted too much 
of a Catholic spirit.^ I know that I have found fieuilt 
with others for bang too narrow-minded, whom I now 
see acted fn»n more knowledge of the religious world 
than I had ; and I am not ashamed to acknowledge, 
that I have in many things acted too hastily, and 
judged rashly. I hope the Lord will preserve me 
from this for the future. By what I have done, I 
would not have it supposed that I do not think the 
Methodists the people of God — ^Far be this from me; 
I'only think they do not all preach pure doctrine, and 
therdbre I would not have all of them to preach in my 
chapel, else I shoidd frustrate my intention in opening 
it Though I desire to have it open to every sect and 
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denominatioD, yet there is but one doctrine I would 
have taught there,— ^and it is this and this alone which 
obliges me to do what I have done. If I have erred, 
I pray God forgive me, and I trust he will, as it is, I 
hope, more from ignoranoe of his will, than a rebel- 
lious spirit. I have; now to beg once more, my dear 
Madam, that you will continue me some share of your 
friendship and prayers. This last you are bound to 
do as a Christian, if you think me out of the way of 
truth. I feel that I am very ignorant, weak, and 
helpless ; and it is my derire that the will of God may 
be done in me and by me at all times. Hdp me then, 
by your prayers, to obtain itiore strength, and know<. 
ledge of the Lord Jesus ; and I also beg that you will 
write to me as often as you can, and «ay whatever you 
think may tend to stir me up to more diligence in the 
work of the Lord, or keep me from that 8{nritual slunu 
ber to which my heart is very prone. I shall not have 
time to call on you before I set out for Taymouth. I 
pray that the Lord may bless you with every spiritual 
blessing, and return a hundred-fold all the prayers 
and good offices you have bestowed on your most 
obliged and affectionate friend and servant, W. 6.'" 

Wedausday^ May 29.-!-The Lord has shown me 
many evils in my heart this evening ; and, blessed be 
his name, he has imbittered sin unto me, by causing 
my backslidings to reprove me. He has made the 
creature as thoma in my flesh, and shown me the folly 
of overvaluing it. O that I may learn wisdom, and no 
longer hew out unto myself broken cistems, but cleave 
unto the Lord only, who is my best friend, my only 
real comforter ! O that I may from this moment give 
up my whole heart to him, and seek no oth^ portioD I 
\ and distressed and oppressed on every ridie. All 
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seeias a^inst me, but I will still trust in the Lord. 
O tbat I knew his will, that I could hear his Toke saj. 
ing, This is the way, walk ye in it. Lord, thou ooly 
koowe^t my troubles; they are yarious and complicate 
ed, and greatly increased by a sinful heart. But what 
is this great mountain before thee ? Speak the word, 
and it shall become a plain. What is this tempestu- 
ous ocean, that «thteatai8 to swallow me up ? Say 
unto it. Be still, and there shallbe a calm. O blessed 
Jesus, speak thou unto my perjdexed afflicted soul, 
and say. Peace, be stilL O bring my will into perfect 
submission to thine. My perverse nature shrinks back 
from the cross, even though I know that thou hast 
commanded me to take it up. But if thou wilt give 
me patience and strength, then. Lord, I will bear it 
after thee with joy. O heal the diseases of my soul, 
pour balm into the wounds wUch sin hath made ; then 
shall I run with alacrity and }oy the way of thy com- 
mandments ! 

Tagnundk, June 28. — Before I left Edinburgh, I dis- 
nussed Mr* Wesley's preachers frcKtn my chapel, as, from 
seme writings of Mr Wesley which fell into my hands, 
and from the sentiments of some of his preachers of late 
officiating there, I found they held doctrines that ap- 
pear to be erroneous. Firsts They deny the doctrines 
of imputed righteousness, election, and the saints' per^ 
severance, which I think are clearly revealed in Scrip, 
ture. Seocmdly^ I found that none of our gospel minis- 
ters would preach in the chapel, if they continued to 
have the use of the pulpit ; so that, by receiving them, 
I should exclude those who were sound in the faith, 
and thereby frustrate the end I had in view in open- 
ii^ the chapel, which was, to have all who preached 
pure evangetical doctrine to preach there, of any sect 
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or denomuiatioD whatsoever. TMrdlffy I found by 
experience that my own soul had been hurt, and kept 
from establishment in the faith, by hearing some of the 
preachers, and I judged that others might be hurt fay 
them also. 

The consequence of this step has been, that all the 
Methodists have bttteriy cried out against Mr De C. 
whom they suppose to have been the .cause of my con- 
duct, and my fiiend — _— has almost given up con- 
nexion with me. The Lord, I trust, will show her their 
errors. Upon concddering what I have done, I feel 
satisfied with it, and the manner in which I did it; 
which was by shutting up the chapel upon my leaving 
town. I bless Grod for not permitting me to j<Hn their 
par^ when they urged it. 

Since my arrival here, my soul has been at times in 
very deep distress ; but last Thursday these words re- 
peatedly came to my mind, << Though he were a son, 
yet learnt he obedience by the things that he suffered.^ 
Upon con^dering the import of them, the snaie was 
broken. I saw that I might be a child of Grod not- 
withstanding my present temptation,*— my mind was set 
at liberty, and my heart encouraged to go on trusting in 
the Lord. I have since that time felt power given me 
over my corruptions, and have been enabled to spesk 
for the Lord, and to him, before others ; — be again 
draws out my affections towards him. O that I may 
never more depart from him. 

TuesdiK/f Jukf S.-— This morning the Lord permitted 
me to draw near upto him in prayer, and to wrestle 
for a blesong. He made me willing to g^ve up all for 
Christ. I besought him to take from me every thing, 
however pleasing, that kept me from being wholly his; 
andif'I was unwilling to part with it, to tear it forcibly 
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fiom my heart, whatever pain it mig^t cost mei if so 
I might obtain the assurance of his everlasting love to 
mysoul. This day I wrote out a description of saving 
knowledge from Brodcs, and prayed over it, which I 
found of use. The Lord has, in some measure, I 
trust, caused this divine light to shine into my soul, by 
which I see the ons of the heart, and the all-sufficiency 
of Jesus to heal and save sinners. I hunger and thirst 
for more of this divine knowledge. The desire of my 
heart is, O that I might know him, and the powor of 
his resurrection I — Ignorance and want of love to 
Christ are my greatest grief, and occasion many doubts 
and fears respecting my state, lest I should still be 
imregenerate, deceiving myself and others—Lord, 
thou knowest { 

Lady Glenorchy, as the reader would perceive from 
her IKary, went to Taymouth this year in June, and 
remilined there till near the end of September. No- 
thing very remarkable took place during this period 
in her external circumstances ; but it was the last time 
she was to preride there in her own right With 
respect to the state of her mind, although she still 
ccHnplained much of fears, and was dissatisfied with 
herself, yet she admits that she was mcMre established 
in the truth, and enjoyed more comfort, and some- 
Jtunes rose to a happy assurance of the soundness of 
her state before God, and her acceptance with him, 
which appears by her Diary from the 7th of July to 
the 16th of September. 

Sundagfj Jtdy 7.— *G]ory be to Grod for the mercies 
of last week. He has opened up unto me a living 
way to the throne of his grace, and frequently enabled 
me to pour out my heart before him. He has shown 
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me m/ past enors and faackalidiogs, and aka that h& 
has wounded and be will heal me. This litonufl^ I 
had much freedom of access to him, and gave myself 
wholly up unto him as a hving sacrifice, committing all 
my ways and making known all my wants to him ; lay- 
ing hold of Jesus as my Saviour, in his threefold oflGices; 
resolving in his strength to follow him at all events ; 
giving up all unreservedly for his name'*s sake. I 
took the angels, and all the host of heaven^ and all 
cveation, to witness that I belonged to Jesus, and ac- 
orpted of him as he is offered in the word, and de- 
sired no other portion in time and eternity ; and I 
now confirm with my pen what I then did most so- 
lemnly affirm with my tcmgue : And do thou, O most 
blessed and merciful Lord God, ratify it in heaven, 
and remember me thy poor, helpless, sinful creature, 
when thou ccmiest to judge the world ! Let me then 
have cause to bless this day in which thou didst make 
me willing by thy power to devote myself wholly to 
thee. I now desire hereby to protest against Satan 
and all his works, to renounce the devil, tlie world, 
and the flesh, not in my own strength, but trusting 
that by faith in thee I shall come off more than con- 
queror. I do humbly beseech thee to keep me from 
• their snares, and suff^ar not sin to gun dominion over 
me. Grant me the whole armour of God, that I may 
fight the good fight of £uth, and finish my ccmrs^ 
with joy. May I live to thine honour here, and be 
translated to thy glory hereafter, through the alone 
merits of Jesus \ This is all I ask. — If thou seest fit to 
take from me all earthly comforts, grant me but the 
assurance of thy love and the graces of thy Sprit, and 
I am content, as witness my hand, this 7th day of 
Julyl77L W. G. 
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Monday f July 8. — Yesterday vas a day much lo be 
remembered by my soul. During the whole course of 
it my heart was drawn out almost continually in 
paniyer. This day I have not felt so much comfort in 
my soul as yesterday ; but still I feel deeply omvinced 
of future and eternal things, and have a rdish for 
qfmitual duties. My soul is more dead to the ap- 
plaute of the i^orld, and I long for greater degrees of 
bcdiness and conformity to the image of Christ I am 
sensible that our peace and comfort will be in propor- 
tion as we walk closely with God, readii^ his word, 
aad watching unto prayer. 

Thursday y July 11. — The Lord has be^i pleased 
to bless the reading of Dr Owen^s treatise on Spirit- 
ual Mindedness, to my soul ; and shown me from it 
how far short I yet am from the temper and frame 
of mind to which every Christian ought to aspire. 
My soul has been stirred up to vehement longings 
for more of the image of Christy for greater deadness 
to the world, and I have been more watdiful ova: my 
thoughts, and more importunate at a throne <tf grace 
for faith and love, as the root of holiness of heart and 
life. Yet, alas! I am not earnest enough for these 
things; and I am still distressed by vain wanderii^ 
thoughts in prayer ; and when I would meditate, I 
aeem to lose the very power of thinking. 

Saiurdayy July 18.-— This morning I waked with 
Psalm cv. 4. on my mind : << Seek the Lord, and his 
strength; sedi his face ever more.'^ — It was sweet 
to my soul. I arose to seek the Lord by jn^yer^ and 
found great liberty and comfort in wrestling with him, 
with many cries and tears, for a blessing. I was made 
sensible of my own utter inability to think a good 
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thought, or do any thing towards my own aalvatioii ; 
I therefore cast my soul upon the Lord, and hiid hold 
on his covenant of grace, claiming his promiKS to 
helpless, weak, and impotent sinners. My mouth was 
filled with ailments from Scripture. I urged, that 
as he was manifested for the purpose of destroying 
the works of the devil, and to set the captives finee^ 
and as I was a bond slave to sin, and unaUe to re- 
lease myself, I therrfore would cast my soul upon his 
mercy, and daim.his promise not only to grant me 
future redemption, but a present freedom from the 
guilt and power ct on, particularly from the nn of uiw 
belief and the vanity of my heart Since that time, I 
have been assaulted by temptations conceniiiig the 
truth of the Scriptures ; but I saw {root whoioe they 
came, and looked to Jesus, and the tempter withdrew. 

Lord, pardon mine iniquities, and wash me in the 
blood of the Lamb ! 

Sunday, Juhf SL-^AU last week I have had liberty 
and comfort in private duties. Yesterday, while read- 
ing Guthrie's Trial ct a Saving Interest in Christ, I 
was led to see, that a real work of grace was begun in 
my soul, and could not but acknowledge the great love 
of God to me the chief of sinners. At the same time, 

1 percrived there must be some hidden cause for the 
slow progress I make in sanctificaticm ; and I think 
the Spirit of God has convinced me, that it is my coo. 
formity too much to the world in my conversation. 

Tuesday J Jtsfy 8S.«-About two in the morning I 
awoke, repeating the 6Sd psahn; I could not help 
singing it aloud. 

Locd, thM my God, 111 mdj seek ; 
My tool doth tfaint fyt tiiee^ 
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Hj floh loogi in a diy parched land, 
Wherdn no waters be, &c. &c 

I found much peace and sweetness upon my mind 
all the morning, and got access to God in prayer ; to- 
wards evening I fell into a dead frame. Lord, qiucken 
me by thy Spirit. 

Wednesdoffj Jabf S4.«— This morning, after spending 
two hours in reading and prayer, I took up £. Cde 
en Election ; and, on leadmg the marks of the elect, 
the Lord was pleased to witness to my heart his 
decting lore to me. I was overwhelmed with joy, 
and fell down upon my fiice before him, crying out 
with many tears, <* What shall I render unto thee, O 
my God? How shall I glorify thee? Why me, why 
me, O my God f** All day I have felt such peace, 
love, and sweetness in my soul, as cannot be described. 
Towards night this frame abated ; but I did not let go 
my confidence. I was tempted ; but the Lord kept 
me. I felt, however, the evil of not continuing more 
watdif ul unto prayer. 

Sunday, Jufy 28. — ^The Lord is still pleased to give 
me some measure of faith, and peace of conscience, 
through a sense of his everlasting love in Christ ; al- 
though at times I am sorely tempted to unbelief, and 
to many other rins. My corruptions are as strong as 
ever. I' groan daily, bdng burdened with an evil 
heart; and yet I also rejoice in the Lwd as my righte- 
ousness and strength, and in the hope set before me in 
the gospeL This day I have had some access to God 
in prayer. The sermon was sweet to my soul, and I 
was enabled to meditate upon it, and pray it over. 
O to be devoted, soul, body, and spirit, to that €rod 
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who has redeemed and bought me with his precious 
blood! 

Soiturdaj/y August 3. — Yesterday, the Lord gave me 
some comfort in prayer, and employed me through the 
day in his service, which I found very sweet Bat 
to-day I have agidn had a sore struggle with my heart 
In ail things I feel myself to be a miserable helpless 
sinner. In my flesh dwelleth no good thing ; my heart 
18 desperately wicked. I sin while praying, reading, 
hearing, speaking, and singing, in every action of my 
life, and if God should enter into judgment with me 
for my best performances, I should inevitably perish ; 
for I have sinned against light and abundant mercy : 
it is amazing that I have not been cut off long ere 
now. But this is the cause — Jesus came to seek and 
to save that which is lost. I am indeed lost and on. 
done in myself; but, O Lord, I would come to thee 
this night, as a poor, blind, ignorant, helpless, wretch- 
ed creature, and cast myself upon thy mercy, pleading 
thy promise, that those who come unto thee, thou wilt 
in nowise cast out I come to thee to receive out of 
thy fulness the supply of all my wants. Grant me a 
living operative faith in thy blood and rigfateousnesB, 
and all its fruits ; deliver me from an unbelieving hearty 
and save me from my cruel foes, the devil, the wcdki, 
and the fle^. Grant me, O God, a new heart, a ixxw 
trite sprit, a devout mind, a conscience sprinkled with 
the blood of Jesus. I entreat thee to lift up upon me 
the light of thy reconciled countenance, and when 
I approach thy table to*morrow, seal me to the day of 
redemption. Grant me some foretaste of that union 
and love to Jesus, which I hope to enjoy with him to 
all etermty. Amen ! and Amen ! 
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Sunday AuguH 4. — This morning I offered up my 
first thoughts to the Lord, and begged his presence in 
the duties of the day. When I was dressed, I pros- 
tmted myself before him, and renewed * my covenant 
with him, confessing my sins, and scJemnly declaring, 
IB the presence of heaven and earth, that I took Jesus 
to be my Lord and Saviour, my Prophet, Priest, and 
King. I accepted of him as he is offered in the gos^ 
pel, as my wisdom, righteousness, sanctification, and 
redemption. I renounced all other lords, and com- 
mitted my soul to him, for time and eternity. During 
all this transaction, my soul was remarkably dead, and 
continued so till I came to sat down at the Lord's table : 
at that time the ^^h Psalm was sung, and I felt my 
heart as it were open to rec^ve the King of Glory ; it 
seemed to go forth to meet him ; and I received the 
symbols of his blessed body as broken for me, and his 
precious blood as died for the remission of my sins. I 
was enabled to act faith sincerely, although weakly, on 
him as my righteousness ; and during the sermon after^ 
wards, my heart was melted and refreshed. I saw many 
snares and dangers on every side, and a great warfare 
before me ; but I felt strong in the Lord, and, in the 
power of his might, able to encounter all my foes. In 
the evening I was tempted to doubt of my state, on 
account <^ the deadness of my heart ; but the Lord 
once more comforted me, by showing me some evii- 
dences of my interest in Christ, under the discourse in 
the &mily, by which I was much comforted. 

[Aged 80.] — September % — ^This being the day in 
wHch the Lord was graciously pleased to bring me m* 
to the world, I de»re, with all the powers of my soul, 
to bless his holy name for my being, preservation, and 
all the numberless xiiercies bestowed upon me. How 
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wonderful haflhislon^-suffering pataence been towaids 
me ! Notwithstanding my repeated provocations and 
backalidings, ans against light, carelesB performance 
of duties, an ungrateful, dead, coldheart, heyetspares 
me. Alas ! Lord, wert thou to enter into judgment 
with me this day, I should imdoubtedly perish ! But 
blessed be thy name, thou hast no pleasure in the 
death of sinners, but in orda: to deliver them from 
going down to the pit, thou hast provided a ransom, 
even Jesus thy well beloved S(xi, who has finished sal- 
vation for miserable transgressors ; and this salvation 
thou hast called me to partake of, and now I do most 
solemnly accept ci thy grace freely offered in the gos- 
pel. I desire to receive Jesus as my Prophet, Priest, 
and King. I look for salvaticHi only through lus blood 
and righteousness. This is the foundation of my hope ; 
I desire no other; neither seek I any other portaon 
than thy love m Christ As thou hast created me for 
thy glory, magnify, I beseech thee, the riches of thy 
grace in saving me from the guilt, power, and domi- 
nion of an, that I may praise thy name with a pure 
heart and holy lips in the land of the living! Sanctify 
my soul by thy Spirit, and renew my wUl and affec- 
tions, that I may hate sin, and flee from every appear- 
ance of evil, and may love whatsoever thou lovest 
Thus beii^ conformed to thy image, in thought, woid, 
and deed, as far as this imperfect state will admit o^ I 
may hve to thy glory while I continue in this world; 
and in order that I may be carried cheerfully through 
the troubles and trials that every-where surround me, 
O grant me the full assurance of faith, ev&i the testi- 
mony of thy Spirit in my heart, witnessing my adop- 
tion, uid ^ving me an earnest of that inheritance of 
love, peace, and joy, which I look for in the world to 
come ; so shall I experience that prmnise, " In me ye 
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shall have peace.^ Thou hast caused me to hope that 
thou wilt perfect that which concerneth me. O fulfil 
now that good word unto thy servant ; complete thy 
work, O Lord ; work faith with power in my heart, 
that I may rejoice with joy unspeakable and full of 
glory ! O come, blessed Jesus, and abide in my heart ! 
cast out thine enemies, subdue all that rise up against 
thee, and reign thou in me, and over me, from this 
time forth, fat ever more. Amen ! So come, Lord 
Jesus, ccHne quickly. 

Upon a review of my experience this last year, I 
perceive that the Lord is gradually carrying on his 
work upon my soul. For eight months past I have had 
a sore fight of temptations and afflictions; oft in the 
depths, and my confidence almost shaken ; but blessed 
be Grod, I have not been left to despair, nor to doubt 
of the willingness and ability of Jesus to save me. 
At my lowest moments I could say, *^ Though he 
slay me, yet will I trust in him."" If I perish it shall 
be at his feet Since I came to this place I have fre- 
quently tasted of the loving-kindness of the Lord, and 
have been more established in the doctrines of the gos- 
pel. I have also been more humbled before him for 
many things in my life, the evil of which I did not see 
before, and particularly for spiritual pride. I have 
been grievously assaulted by one temptation in par- 
ticular, which often brings great darkness on my mind, 
because it is of such a nature as appears to me inconsis- 
tent with grace, and whenever it assaults me, I begin 
to doubt whether I am a child of Grod. I believe this 
has been a device of Satan to rob me of peace, and to 
mar my usefulness. I begin now to know more of the 
nature of bis devices : whenever I get any peace or 
comfort in ray soul, he either suggests that it is all a 
delunon, or strives to draw me into a careless walk 
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aud oonversiaion, which grieves the Spirit and brings 
guik on my conscieiice ; and then he comes in again, 
and tells me to trj now if I am a child of God. Thus 
he brings me into distress of soul, and then, by a false 
humility, I am kept from the only remedy, thinking 
mjrsdf unworthy and unfit to come to Grod. 

Sunday, SepUfnber J 5. — ^I have made small progress 
last week in my Christian course, owing to the power 
of temptation ; yet the Lord has shown me more erf my 
own vile heart, and by causing me to taste a little of 
the Uttemess of sni, has wrought more aversion to 
it, and made me more earnest to be delivered from 
it. Yesterday I found liberty to pray fervently for 
nearly two hours, and felt the good effects of this 
through the day. I am much to blame in not perse- 
vering in the use of means ; when I get access to the 
Lord, and peace in my heart, I am lifted up and grow 
careless. Thus ^pes my depraved heart abuse the 
mercy of God. If he enables me to speak for bim^ my 
wicked heart tells me, " Now you have done some- 
what for the Lord."" If I am dead and heartless in 
duty, it suggests that my prayers only aggravate my 
guilt, and I had better let them alone. O the depth erf 
sin in my heart! Lord, enable me to believe that 
there is virtue in Jesus' blood to cleanse from all sin. 
Work faith in my heart with power. Remember thy 
covenant with thy people, and be not a terror to me. 
O my God, reveal thyself as a sin pardoning, mer- 
ciful Father, through Jesus thy Son. Shed abroad 
thy love in my heart, by the Holy Ghost ffv&k unto 
me, and let that love constrain me to live wholly unto 
thee, from this time forth for evermore. Amen ! 

The repairs and inqprovements which had been fm* 
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fiome time going on at Barnton being completed, Lord 
and Lady Glenoichy left Taymouth earlier this year 
than usual, in order to take possession of it, and spend 
the remainder of the autumn there. They arrived at 
Barnton on Saturday the twenty-first of September, 
which Lady Glenorchy notices in her Difloy with 
mudi satisfaction and thankfulness; and expresses, 
with a degree of elation not common to her, a hope 
that it may be a place both of usefulness and comfort, 
because it had, with all its concerns, been by her dedi- 
cated to the Lord. " Erery one,** says our Lord, 
shall be salted with fire, and every sacrifice shall be 
salted with salt,^ that is, with this salt of fire. Lady 
Glenorchy did find this a place of both usefulness and 
comfort ; but she had no thought of what was the me- 
lancholy trying circumstance that was to accompany 
the sacrifice of her dedication of this place unto God, 
and form that salt of fire by which both the sacrifice 
and the sacrificer were to be purified and made more 
fit for the service of God. On the two first Lord^s 
days which they spent at Barnton, divine service was 
performed and discourses were delivered in the hall to 
a numerous audience, who seemed to have been deeply 
afiected. On the succeeding Sabbath, the i^xth of 
October, Lord Glenorchy was suddenly seized with a 
fit, which much alarmed her. The fit, however, wore 
off, and he recovered speedily. Lady Glenorchy con- 
tinued to pursue with zeal her plan of promoting the 
religious instruction both of her family and the neigh- 
bourhood. On the tenth of October there was again 
public worship at Barnton ; and she mentions die ser- 
mon delivered on that occasion with much pleasure. 
On the twentieth of that month she attended the 
Lord'^s supper at Leith ; and both on that occasion, 
and on the immediately succeeding Sabbath, she felt 
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very uncomfortable. On Wednesday^ November the 
sixth, the week in which the communion Was observed 
in Edinburgh, she remarked that Lord G— ^— was 
not well. On the Saturday she went to town with a 
view of procuring a nurse to wait upon him^ leaving at 
the same time a medical person to attend him till her 
return. She had intended to remain over the Sabbath 
in Edinburgh, that she might have an opportunity of 
receiving the Lord^s supper ; but on the morning of 
that day, learning that he was worse, she went in- 
stantly home, and called in additional aid of physi- 
cians. On the Monday his imminent danger became 
apparent. She on that account thought it her duty to 
send for several of her clerical friends, as Mr Walker 
of the High Church, Mr Plenderieath of the Tolbooth 
Church, and Mr Gibson of St Cuthberts, to unite 
with Mr De Courcy in prayer for his recovery and 
salvation ; but, alas ! the solemn and awful hour, be- 
yond which there is no respite, was come ; and on 
Tuesday evening, November the eleventh, whilst Mr 
l>e Courcy, with much fervour, was praying for him, 
he expired. He was aware of his utuation ; and his 
last days and hours showed, that the religious senti- 
ments with which Lady Glenorchy had endeavoured 
to impress his mind were not altogether lost 

Lady Glenorchy^s feelings on this trying occasion 
may be better conceived than expressed. In the prime 
of her life, and noon-day of her prosperity, to be de» 
prived of one who, with all his failings, stood in the 
near relation of her husband ; to whom she bad been 
united for a period of ten years ; who undoubtedly had 
a high esteem and ardent affection for her ; and with 
whose life was connected the continuance and increase 
of her wealth and honours— must to any woman have 
been a very great and afflicting bereavement. And 
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althoagh Lady G4eiiorchy, as became an exemplary 
Christian, sunmumed up all her reli^us principles to 
her support on this occasion, she felt deeply her loss ; 
and, as is usual in such cases, forgot the faihngs of her 
deceased Lord, while the instances of his kindness and 
affecti(Hi were recalled to memory with peculiar inte- 
rest There were seasons, indeed, when these recot 
lections came more forcibly into her mind than others ; 
but even on such occasions, when her heart was under 
the overwhelming influence of grief, she became gra^ 
dually calm and serene, by the mild and consoling in- 
fluences of true religion. In short, it is to her pure 
and elevated piety that we are to attribute that firm- 
ness and composure which she endeavoured to exhibit, 
in ciicumstances which, even taking every thing into 
account, would have overset the mind of a person in 
her situation, under so painful and unexpected a be- 
reavement, who was a stranger to the views, and prin- 
ciples, and feelings which Christianity alone can in- 
spire and maintain. This stroke was unquestionably 
the severest which Lady Glenorchy ever felt 

Self-denied as she was, and that too in no common 
degree, it is not natural to suppose, that, even with all 
her religious principles, she either could be, or ought 
to have been indifferent to the loss of the prospects of 
the high rank and great fortune which had been plac- 
ed before her for nearly half her life : a rank and for- 
tune which she had long purposed to devote, not to fos- 
ter pride and self-indulgence, but to promote the cause 
c^ truth and Christian charity in the fullest sense of 
the words. She recdved this severe shock, as might 
be expected, like a Christian woman, not insenrible to 
what she had lost, but resigned to the divine wiU, 
kisfflng the rod, and earnestly imploring diving grace 
to enable her to make the proper use of it A more 
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satisfactory account of these events will be seen by 
leading the extnicts from her IKary, from Septanber 
the 2l8t to Novanber the S4th, 1771. 

BamUmy September 81. — Blessed be Grod for bring- 
ing me safe to this place, where I have long wished to 
be, having dedicated this house and all in it (so £Eir as 
lies in my power) to the Lord. The gospel has been 
preached here to the poor, the word received gladly, 
and I trust the Lord intends great things to tfaia peo- 
ple. I feel much thankfulness in my heart to the 
Lord for all things. O to praise him ibr evemioffe ! 

Sunday, September 88. — We had a large ooqgicga- 
tion this evening in the hall. The word came with 
power to many. O how gracious is the IiOtd! I 
resolve to set apart a day for prayer for this people. 

Sunday y September 89. — This morning we had a v«iy 
large congregation in the hall. The people seemed 
melted under the word. My own soul refredied. 

Sunday y October 6. — This meaning Lord G was 
suddenly seized with a fit. I was quite stujnfied with 
fear, and could not pray. The Lord has in mercy 
spared him. O that diis warning may be sanctified ! 

Sunday, October 18.— All last week my soul vras in 
a dull frame, tliough, blessed be Gtxl, at times I have 
been enabled to cast my care upon the Lord, and listoi 
to his voice in the dark dispensations of his providence. 
This day the word has been refreshing to my soul; 
and I can say, as fisir as I know my heart, I have sin- 
cerely ^ven it up to the Lord, and deare him as my 
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only portion, and am willing that the Lord should do 
with me whatever is moet for his glorj. 

Monday, October 14. — This day it was impressed 
upon my mind to call my maid^^senrants together in 
abeence of the chaplain, and pray with them. I felt 
very unwilling and very unfit for it, and had a sore 
straggle for an hour before the Lord, before I could 
submit to it At length I obtained a little faith in him 
for help, and set about it. In the evening my heart 
was very heavy at the thoughts of meeting the servants 
again. But the Lord graciously relieved me by send- 
ing a minister in the way, who took this dflSce from 
me. 

I have heard to^ay of some of the poor children at 
my school being under serious impressions, also of some 
attempts made to awaken others having been blessed 
to them. O what shall I render to the Lord for all 
his benefits ! Surely my heart is harder than a rock, 
that it does not overflow with love and gratitude. O 
Jesus, soften this obdurate heart ; fill my soul so abun* 
dantly with thy love that I may be constrained to live 
ev»y mcHuent of my life to thee ! increase my faith ; 
draw me,, and I will run after thee. 

Wedntadayj November 6. — I went in to town to the 
chapel— found the word sweet to my soul — ^felt hum- 
bled under a sense of sin. Lord G. was not well this 
morning ; I was sc»Ty to leave him. 

Thursday J Ntwemberl. — ^Fast-day in Edinburgh. I 
went to church ; but my spirits were much depressed 
with a sense of sin, my distance from God, and Lord 
G.'s illness. 
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Sunday J N&oember ^.•— I desire this evemng, in the 
presence of the Lord, to recount some of his dealings 
towards me, in a way of judgment as well as mercy. 
May I learn wisdom from experience, and turn with 
my whole heart to that GoA. who hath smitten, and 
hath also supported me while his rod lay heavy upon 
me. On Saturday the ninth. Lord G.^s ilfaiess in^ 
creased ; I went to town to seek a nurse for him, and 
to ask the prayers of the church then assembled, 
intending to return after the sacrament next day, 
leaving Dr R with him. Hearing next day that 

he was worse, I returned home before the ordinance ; 
^ found him very ill, and sent for more as^stanCe. On 
Monday I sent for several ministers, who came and 
continued in prayer and exhortation all nest day. 
At eight oVlock (m Tuesday night, as Mr De Courcy 
was concluding a very importunate prayer in his be- 
half, he died. — ^He had frequently that day expressed 
a sense of the evil of sin, and his inability to bdieve 
on Jesus ; he said he had no hope but in the merits of 
Christ ; he wished to believe, and attempted to pray ;— 
seemed pleased with the prayers of others, desired 
them to continue to do so :*->toward6 evening he grew 
delirious. This was a very great distress to me ; I 
had always entertained a hope that my prayers for 
him would be heard, and ^ that he would << have made 
a good confession" at the last. When the final stroke 
was g^ven, I sunk under it, and fell motionless upon 
the floor. My heart rebelled against Grod, I inwardly 
said, << It is hard." At that instant the Lord sai^ 
unto my soul, <^ Be still, and know that I am Crod." 
These words were accompanied with such power, that 
from th^t instant an unspeakable calm took place in 
my mind. Every murmuring thought subsided. Ilaid 
my hand on my mouth, apd held my peace. Upoi^ 
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leading the room, these words were impressed on my 
heart, " Thy Maker is thy husband ; the Lord of 
Hosts is his name.^ The light which accompanied 
them gave new life to my soul. I saw the Lord as it 
were calling me to the high dignity of being espoused 
to himself by an everlasting covenant. . My soul exult- 
ed in the prospect of being united to this glorious 
Head, of being guided and led by his Spirit, and made 
a partaker of all the bles&ings he had purchased for 
his spouse, the church. The word of Grod was very 
refreshing to my soul all that night and next day. 
Many texts of Scripture came seasonably to my re- 
membrance—when tempted to murmur, <^ Who art 
thou that repiiest against Grod, or sayest, What dost 
thou ?^ — When I felt sorrow for my husband, ** The 
Lord liveth ; and blessed be my rock."" — If the snares 
and dangers of my new satuation presented themselves, 
and I felt afraid of falling into them, ** I will instruct 
thee and teach thee the way thou shouldst go ; I will 
guide thee with mine eye."" Thus did the Lord com- 
fort, support, and refresh my soid during the first days 
of my widowhood ; but the enemy was soon after permit- 
ted to assault me. A Christian friend was made the 
instrument of plunging me into deep distress, and for 
some days I felt an agony of mind not to be express- 
ed, till one morning I was relieved by reading Boston^s 
Crook in the Lot ; my comforts were restored, and I 
once more tasted the goodness of the Lord. O that 
my soul may ever keep in remembrance his marvel, 
lous loving kindness in this day of my calamity! 
Blessed, for ever blessed be the Lord, who hath lead- 
ed me with his benefits. What shall I render unto 
him ? I have nothing but what he hath already given 
unto me. I can only bring to him what in truth are 
}iis own, my soul, body, and spirit ; my fortune, health, 
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name, comforts, time, and life, to be disposed of as 
seemeth best in his sight.— O my God, let my life be 
spent upon earth to thy glory. Let every thought of 
my heart be brought into the obedience of Jesus. Pre- 
serve me by thy almighty power through faith unto 
eternal salvation;, and deliver me from every thii^ 
that stands in opposition to thy perfect and blessed 
will. Do with me in this world whatever may tend 
to thy glory, and the salvation of my soul ! Grant that 
I may honour thee in my death, and afterwards be 
admitted to the eternal enjoyment of thee in ^ory. 
My whole desire is before thee ; hear and answer me, 
for Jesus^ sake. Amen. W. G. 

The remains of Lord Glenorchy were conveyed to 
Finlarig, at the head of Loch Tay, the burying-place 
of his ancestors; and his widow, with a jointure of a 
thousand pounds a-year, , took up her residence with 
Lord Breadalbane at the Abbey of Holyrood-house. 
On opening Lord Glenorchy^s repositories, a dispoor 
tion, as it is called in. Scots law, was found, dated the 
16th of April in this year, which was just six months 
and twenty-four days before his death. By this deed 
he gave Lady Glenorchy his whole real or landed 
estate of the baronies of Bamton and Eing^s Cra- 
mond, and other lands, with the patronage of die 
parish of Cramond, and all things belonging to him, 
in full right to her and to tier heirs for ever. In a se- 
cond deed of the same date, he assigns to her by will, 
for the favour and affection, as he expresses it, that 
he bore to her, all his plate, furniture, linen, {nctures, 
prints, books, and every other thing over which he 
had a disposing power, making her his sole executrix 
and legatee ; and that of all which belonged to him in 
each of the houses of Taymouth, Bamton, and the 
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Abbey of Holyrood-hpuie, and which must have 
amounted to a consideiable sum, under the following 
and no other provision. 

Firsiy Reserving a power to renounce this deed any 
time during his life. Secondly^ Under the burden of 
his debts, funeral charges, and legacies, if he diould 
leave any, at any future period. Thirdly^ << With 
full power to the said Willielma, Viscountess Glen- 
orehy,^ to use the words of the testator, ^^ upon my de- 
cease, to convert the whole of my said estate, means, 
and effects, hereby conveyed, into money, and to em. 
ploy or bestow the whole, or such part thereof as die 
shall see cause, for encouraging the preachii^ of the 
gospel, and promoting the knowledge of the Protestant 
religion, erecting schbols, and civilizing the inhabitants 
in Breadalbane, Glenorchy, and Nether Lorn, and otiber 
parts of the Highlands of Scotland, in such a way and 
manner as she shall judge proper and expedient. And 
in case of her death before the whole funds to be des* 
tined by her shall be so employed in pious purposes, 
the remainder thereof shall be employed at the sight 
of, and by the direction of Charles Earl of Elgin and 
Kincardine, and David Earl of Leven, or the sur- 
vivor of them ; with power also to them, or the sur« 
vivor of them, to assume, nominate, and appoint one 
or more trustees in their place, who shall have the 
same power with themselves in laying out and bestow, 
ing the same aforesaid, failing my wife by decease be- 
fore the whole be so employed." Of the existence of 
these settlements Lady Glenorchy was completely ig- 
norant, until they were, after Lord Glenorchy ''s death, 
produced. These deeds must have been very gratify- 
ing to Lady Glenorchy, not merely as they put her in 
possession of a large independent fortune, but because 
they were the most decisive proofs to the world, that 
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notwithstanding his vexing Miaviour towards her, she 
was the object of his esteem and confidence, and that 
her conduct met with his approbation. Bamtoiiy as 
has been seen, had been very, recently puiebased, and 
a part of the price still remained unpiud ; but Lrfxd 
Breadalbane, having previously at his own charge 
completed the payment in a most handsome and gener- 
ous manner, put her in the full and free possessiou of 
it* She now, at the age of thirty, was her own mis- 
tress, without any restraint, and with an independent 
fortune of between two and three thousand pounds 
a-year. In these drcumstanoes, deprived of the pio- 
tecti<Mi which the very name of a husband brings along 

* Hie foider omnot fiul to be stntek with the tdSdctioa and ooniideooe 
which I/oid GlcDorchj di8|»byed towanls Lady Glenorchy indiuioattcc. 
With all his peculiarities, he was not wanting in real attachment to her i 
and a man with far less discernment than he possessed, oould not be in- 
sensible to her talents and her worth. Actuated by these fedmgs, he 
took the most natural and efieetnal manner of exhibiting them, by leav- 
ing her all the wealth and all the comforts which lay in his power. By 
his conduct upon this occasion, he not only discovered the strength of 
his affection for her, and the high veneration in which she was held by 
him, but abo induectly showed, that he was not insensible to the vsihie 
and importance of those schemes of usefulness, and of thoae pbns Ibr 
piomothig the interests of religion, whidi he well knew oonstandy lay 
so near W heart. And beyond a doubt, this evidence of his mnfi«^^f» 
and regard must have made a deep and lasting impression on Lady Glen, 
orchy's mind, while it at once showed her how high she stood m his esti- 
matkm, and put it in her power to accomplish those schemes of bcnev«^ 
lenee and piety, the accomplishment of which gave, in her mind, to ho- 
nour and affluence theur highest charms. 

Although she was entirely ignorant of the nature of Lord Glenordiy^s 
will previous to his death, yet it is hardly possible to imagine that Lonl 
Bftadalbane was not acquamted with it, nay, it is very probable thai it 
was done with his knowledge and i^piobation. From tfiis nrmnmrif*, 
connected with his generous and noble conduct in paying up the arrears 
of BamtoD, it may be fairly faiferred, that Lady Glenorchy also stood 
very high m his eitunation and regard. 
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with it, she was doubtless exposed to indreasii^ trials 
and difficulties, which, however, she bore with finnness 
and resolution. Although her mind was'mudi dis- 
tressed on these accounts, she seems at times to have 
experieDced peculiar peace and joy in believing, and 
wonderful siipports and encouragements from her God 
and Saviour. Immediately upon the back of one of 
these delightful experiences, she was visited with a 
severe attack of fever, which confined her for several 
weeks, and interrupted her Diary. But what were her 
feelings, and views, and conduct at this period, only a 
few months after her widowhood, will be best seen by 
the followings extracts. 

Edinburgh^ February 12.-— For some time past I 
have omitted writing the Lord^s dealings with my soul, 
which I find by repeated experience to be a loss to me. 
Many are the merdes I ought to have noticed. Many 
the sins andbackslidings I ought to have lamented and 
humbled myself for before the Lord* Three things in 
particular I would now call to mind. Firstj Deliver^ 
ance from a temptation which has harassed my soul 
from day to day for nearly a year past Secondly^ 
Having obtained power to pray with my family, which 
I thought I never should have been able to do for 
want of gifts and on account of timidity. ThtrdJyy 
For the seasonable interpositions of Providence by 
rickness, when I felt my heart gc»ng out after the 
thbgs of the world, thus bringing me back when in 
danger of going out of the narrow way ; and lately giv- 
ing me a near view of death, and showing it to nfe dis- 
armed of its sting — ^removing fear — stirring up others 
to pray for me, and hearing their prayers in my be- 
half. O, my soul, praise the Lord for his good- 
ness! But alas! how have I requited him. I am 
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ashamed and confounded when I think upon my 
ways ; my ains for number are as the sands of the sea^ 
shore. I have neglected private prayer and medita- 
tion ; I have not glorified God with my tongue, but 
spoken vanity ; my heart has gone out too much eiter 
worldly things. Vain thoughts have lodged within me. 
I have not fled out of the way of temptation, but ra- 
ther courted it. I have sat too often, and too long, 
with unprofitable company, and have not souglit re- 
tirement. I have gone on in this course, though I saw 
, the consequence must be a loss to my soul, I have suf- 
fered every body and every trifle to intrude upon me, 
and rob me of the fellowship of the Father and of 
the Son, &c. O merciful Father, turn thou me and I 
shall be turned ! Seek thy servant ; stretch forth thine 
hand and save me ! Pluck my feet out of the net 
which mine enemies have privily laid for me ! Lord 
Jesus, I look unto thee to save me ! O make haste to 
hdp me ! Strengthen the things that remain and are 
ready to die ! Hear me speedily, O my God, lest my 
enemies triumph over me I O let not thy blessed 
name be reproached for my sake ! 

Svmday^ February 16. — Last night I felt a longing 
desire for the presence of the Lord to my soul this 
day. At going to bed, I prayed for it with some de- 
gree of fervency. I besought the Lord to make my 
room a little sanctuary. Throughout the night my 
soul followed hard after him, for conformify to his 
will, and the image of Jesus. My sleep was sweet 
unto me. This morning I have been enabled to 
pour out my heart before him, with groanings that 
cannot be uttered. He has ^ven me a feeling seoae 
of my sins and backslidings, and also a view of his 
merdes to me ever since I was bom, and of the 
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wonderful dispensations of his providence in all the 
incidents and afflictions of my life past. I saw his 
absolute sovereignty, and my own nothingness, and de- 
«red to be lost and swallowed up in the ocean of his 
fulness. I have this day once more committed my soul 
and all my spiritual interests to Jesus, casting my care 
upon him, leaving all that the world calls mine to his 
sovereign disposal, to be employed in whatever way 
may tend to his glory. This I have done with some 
d^ree of faith, and without any known reserve ; and 
being senable of my very great ignorance and blind* 
ness, I have besought him to be my preset to teach 
me. I see in all things my need of such a Saviour, 
and desire to prove his utmost salvation. I have en- 
deavoured to plead his promises, and besought him to 
seal me with the Holy Spirit, which is the earnest of 
our inheritance. I now look for the answer of these 
prayers, and desire to wait upon the Lord in the use of 
the means for the accomplishment of his word, on 
which he hath caused me to hope. 

Lord, hear now the petitions of thy servant; my 
desire is not hid from thee. Thou knowest that I seek 
thy favour, through the merits and intercession of 
Jesus. I esteem it better than life ! 

Sunday J March 1. — O what a bitter week has the last 
been ! Guilt upon the conscience, deadness of heart, 
no access to Grod in prayer, although I have endeavour- 
ed to cry for pardon. Blessed be God for causing me 
to feel what a dreadful thing it is to sin against light. 
O that I may be stirred up to more watchfulness in 
future. May his mercies lead me to repentance. This 
moniing I awaked with his word upon my heart, and 
got some Uberty in praying to the Lord for the par- 
don of my sin, and for power to accompany the 
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preaching of the word this <lay to heal my soul. I 
went out to hear what the Lord would say unto rae. 
Mr Plenderleath's text was Isaiah 1. 4.— << The Lord 
God hath given me the tongue of tlie learned, that I 
should know how to speak a word^ in season to him 
ttiat is weary ; he wakeneth morning by morning ; he 
wakeneth mine ear to hear as the learned.^ And surdy 
the Lord gave him this day the tongue of the learned, 
to speak a word in season to my distressed souL He 
set forth the power of Christ to save to the uttennost, 
and his willingness to save from all sin, &c I was 
greatly comforted, and enabled this day to act futh 
upon Christ, as my all-sufficient Saviour. Glory be 
to God! 

Fridayy March 6. — O bless the Lord, my soul, for 
all his benefits ! I sought him, and he heard my cry, 
and has again permitted me to approadi the footstool 
of his throne, and filled my mouth with arguments. 
He has given me a sweet morning in reading and 
praying over the word, with the joyful hope of my 
prayers being heard. I have spread all my ans and 
sorrows before him, all my wants and fears ; and bave 
been enabled to cast my care upon him, and to beUeve 
that he is able and willing to help me, and to carry on 
his work in my soul, in spite of all the o|^)offltion it meets 
with from men, devils, and my own vile heart. I have 
besought his mercy to this land and to his diurch ; to 
all my friends, acquaintances, and family ; and have 
felt his mighty power draiving my soul out in love to 
Jesus, and to a full and free surrender of myself to him 
in time, and to all eternity. The prayer of my heart 
is, <<None but Christ.*" The world seems a dismal 
void without him— death, the king of terror»--^eter- 
nity, an endless state of torment. But with him, the 
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present cross is sweet — death will be a messenger of 
peace — and who can say what joys await the blessed 
soul united to Jesus in the world to oon^e ? O, Holy 
Jesus^ sancdfy my nature by thy Spirit, purify my 
thoughts Mid affections, that I may have some ^txe- 
taste of the bliss and holy joy, which is the portion of 
thy saints above ! 

Thursday^ March IS. — I had some comfort this 
morning, in reading the cures our blessed Lord per- 
formed on many who came to him in the days of his 
flesh. They bad different degrees of fidth, yet all weie 
made whola I felt my faith weak, but saw it suf- 
ficient to lay hold on Jesus as able and willing to save 
to the uttermost. Being fast-day, I went to churdi. 
Dr Webster preached on the brazen serpent : he de- 
scribed the different d^rees of faith from the same 
instances I had been considering in the morning, in a 
very lively manner, and confirmed my thoughts upon 
the subject It was an excellent sermon, and accom- 
panied with power to my soul. I have felt it good this 
day to enter the house of the Lord ; the psalms, prayers, 
and sennons, were sweet to me, like the refreshing dew 
to the parched ground. What must it be to enter the 
celestial courts, where we shall see Jesus £eu» to face, 
and to be ^transformed into his image ! where sin 
and sorrow are excluded, and the pleasures we enjoy 
are without interruption, and without end ! Here we 
see'in part, and know in part; there we shall know as 
we are known, and see him as he is. O hasten the 
time. Lord ; yea come. Lord Jesus ! Come quickly ! 

Sahurday^ March 14. — Finding my soul very dead 
this morning, and exaiiiining what might be the cause, 
it occurred to me that I had n^lected family worship 
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in the absoioe of the diaplaiii. I found mystlf mare 
unfit to perform it than ev&t : yet after crying to the 
Lord for help, I got courage to call in the maid^aar* 
▼ants, and was enabled to go through the duty nith 
aome tolerable degree of oompoauie. I have since got 
some access to the Lord in private prayer, and find 
somewliat of the former darkness removed. This is a 
lesson to me to obey the dictates of conscience. O that 
I may keqp it in remembrance ! This day the Lord 
has Uessed to my soul the reading of a little book, hy 
Doolittle, on the Sacrament light shone upon it, 
and gave me to see my sins in heart and life. In 
the afternoon I heard an exodlent sermcm on effect- 
ual calling. My heart witnessed to the call of God in 
my heart, and to my having been made willing to obey 
it in a day of his power. Glory be to God ! 

Stmday^ Mmrch 15.«^Bless the Lord, O my soul, 
and all that is within me be stirred up to praise and 
magnify his holy name ! I sought the Lord, and hie 
heard and answered my prayer. He has refireahed my 
dry parched fainting soul this day with the dew from 
heaven. What shall I render unto him for all his 
benefits? After a sore struggle this morning, with a 
weak and sick body and fearful mind, I called in my 
fSunily to prayer. The Lord enlarged my heart m the 
du^. I was led to plead the promiaea contained in 
the new cotenant, and to ask the fulfilment of them to 
our souls ; and that we might obtain £uth this day to 
lay hold on that covenant made mtk JeaoB befune the 
foundation of the worU. At church Dr Webster took 
for hb text, << And to Jesus, the mediator of the new 
covenant.^ He repeated all I had been praying £or, 
and showed that the Lord was willing to fulfil these 
promises to every believing soul. At the table Mr 
Plenderleath spoke to the same purpose, and exhorted 
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us to lay hold on the covenant. His words seemed 
addressed to me as an answer to my prayer. Upon 
the whole, it has heen a sweet day to my soul. I 
gloried in Jesus ; I could have spoken aloud to his 
praise ; his name was as ointment poured forth ; the 
enemy was kept off^ though he often attempted to 
molest me. I could not forbear giving thanks with an 
audible voice in my way home; my heart was exceed- 
ing joyful. O for that state when we shall enjoy the 
Lord without interruption, and without rod t Come 
quickly, Lord Jesus f 

Since wriling the foregoing page, th^ Lord has been 
pleased to send a severe fever upon me, which has 
ooufined me for seven weeks. It began upon the 
Monday after the sacrament, at which time I received 
uncommon consolation, and had a sort of impression 
that it was a streogthemng cordial before some great 
trial. I was afraid it might have beep temptation to 
some mn, and cried much to the Lord to keep me, 
and rather Ibt me suffer any pain than an agunst 
to much mercy as he had manifested towards me. 
For m>me days after, I thought mysdif dying, and my 
sioi was oold and uneffeoted. I had aeidiar fear nor 
joy lA the viaw* of death. I was budded flim{4y to ^som- 
not vynlf into the Lotd*^ hands, Co do with o^e what- 
ever he Mw best The chief uneasiness I felt was lest 
the foA diould not be sanctified ;-^«Hd I have oauee 
to app^end tins, for, notwithstanding the amaring 
Ngoo&ess of God to my soul and body, I continue a 
peer, weak, eokl, ungrateful oreature,— my n^nd ts 
enfeeUed, and I am unfit for every thing, but to learn 
patienee and submission to the Lord's will. 
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CHAPTER XI. 



La4y Oldunchy takes the nuuiageineot of her temporal alEuit into ha 
own hands— Conducts herself with prudence and firmness— Makes all 
her temporal concerns subservient to religion — Extracts from Diaiy,

Deep seriousness and religious feeling, were the haluts 
which continually occupied the mind of Lady Olen- 
orchy ; yet she was, as we before observed, possessed 
of strong natural abilities and talents for business, and 
showed by her own practice, that true piety and a be- 
coming attention to worldly matters, are far fram being 
inconsistent and incompatible things. Having now 
the command of her time, she took her secular afiairs 
into her own management, and permitted the interven- 
tion of men of bunness as little as possible. She was 
neither suspicious on the one hand, nor credulous on 
the other ; and although she did not possess perhaps 
what is commonly denominated sharpness in worldly 
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tranmctions, she had nevertheless penetratien and cau- 
tion. sufficient to prevent any gross impositions being 
practised upon her. She let her farms, and collected 
her rents. But she never appeared at any time in a 
court of law, either as plaintiff or defendant, and yet 
she was never known to have suffered any material loss 
in her pecuniary ccmoems. Her personal appearance 
at Bamton was, of course, at times indispensably requi* 
site. Accordingly, we find her there in the mcmth of 
June this year, and this place must now be considered, 
in a sens^ as her home. She, however, at the earnest 
deore of Lord Breadalfaane, and that, too, frequently 
at a great deal of personal inconvenience, always attend- 
ed him during the summer and autumn months at Tay- 
mouth, to the very end of his life, and for the most part 
spent the winter in Edinburgh ; from which circum- 
stances she could comparadvely pass little of her time at 
Bamton. She was at this period employed in finishing 
the external arrangements and embellishments of Bam- 
ton, that its a{^>earance might not with any justice be 
subjected to the censura of those in superior life who 
mi^t occasionally visit it. These circumstances, how- 
ever, she considered unworthy of b^ng noticed in her 
Diary, which she confined to nobler and more impor- 
tant pursuits. WhUst she attended to duties of a tem- 
poral nature in their own place, she was much more 
seriously and earnestly engaged in arranging the state 
of her heart, that it might appear blameless in the 
sight of Grod. The former she found no difficulty in 
accomplishing ; the latter, although she attended to it 
early and late, and with all her might, she could not 
reduce to the order she wished, and which was the 
almost constant subject of her thoughts, and her pray- 
ers, and her lamentations, and her tears before God, 
and the cause of which she searched for, as with lighted

I join mote vsadily than I usod to dain 
woriLdUy conyersation, and do not find it ao tieeaoDia m 
fbnnerly. In the jnomii^, instead of wakii^ with tlw 
Lord, abd finding his word upon my heart, I often 
find worldly Aoughts diere^ which take nioh Tioleiit 
poBseasion of me, that I tamiot drive them ou^ even 
when I go to prayer. I feel a general deogr of all tho 
graces of the Spiiit in my isouL l^e impartankaak of 
thepoor weazy me, instead dfre}oiciiigi as I ou^ttodo| 
in the privilege cf relieving the wants of the needy. I 
fed grieved at the timbers who i^ly to m^ and fear 
giving to them, lest I dK>uld not have enoii^ left fior 
the plans I have laid, not oonaidering, that if the Jjord 
oafls tor it in thnl way, and I give in cbedicBce to hk 
oommand, he will either supply me fbr the Otber pttr* 
poses I have in view, or not cell for the execution of 
them. I fed my conecience leas tender than it used to 
be, my heart hard, and not grieved at the n^;feot of 
duty. I am apt to abuse the doctrine of fiee gnoi^ 
aadfiby in my heart, <' If once in Christ, alwi^stn 
Christ; why then should I be afbidr Thus I sit 
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down oonlfiited in fidse peiiee. O Loid, vher^ire w 
it dnis with me? Thou aslj knoweit; leaidi me 
and try me. Is there an Achan in the camp? let 
lum be brought forth this day and slain before thee. 
Whatever pain it may give, yet spare it not, O my 
Qod 1 I am thy servant, let not mine enemies triumph 
over me. O rescue me firom the powers ci darkness ; 
make haste tio help me,<— make no long tarrying, O 
my God ! In the multitude of thy tender mercies, 
fin' Jesus' sake, blot out my trsnsgressions, and par- 
don my sins, lor they aee great ; and seat thy peidon 
to my soul, that a sense thei«of may produce godly 
. sorrow:, and repentance not to be repented of. O re* 
vxve asd quicken my soul by the renewing influences 
of thy Holy Spkit, fiir thine own name^'s sake. Hast 
thou not brought me out from among the heathen, 
said given me a name among thy peofde, and by thine 
own ahni^y power preserved me hitherto, not for my 
sake, but because so it seoned good in thy aght ? Db 
nut then, O Oo^ give me up into the hands of mine 
enemies, lest ddne own glotious name be blasphemed ; 
but rather manifest thy power and love, in tnniing me 
again from mine imquities ; and glorify thy grace in 
my aslvotioo, that all who see me may say, ^ Let the 
Lord be magnified, that taketh pleasure in the pcos- 
perity of bis servmits.^ Hear this prayer, I beseech 
di/Be, O my Father, tat Jesos' sake. Amen. 

Upon reeoBeetbo, I think the present oomfordess 
finme of mind may proceed from one of the following 
csnses:-*-The hurry of company and bunness I have 
been engaged in for half a year past, which, together 
with bad health, deprived me of many hours I used 
finoerly to spend in devotion, and also of pubhc op- 
portuntties of waiting upon Grod ; or, it may be, the 
chsDge in my outward ctrcumstances ; or my inward 
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• deadness and poverty may be the answer to my prayers. 
I have often solemnly begged of the Lord togiudeme 
in the ri^t way, though it might be most contrary 
to my inclination, and grievous to flesh and Uood. 
Now, perhaps the Lcnrd is in this way calling me tosee 
more of my own vileness, and the unprofitableoess of 
self-dependance aqd resting upon duties performed, or 
^fts in myself or others, and leading me to rely wholly 
on the finished salvation of Jesus ;-— he is perhaps call* 
ing me to follow him in the night, as well as by day, in 
order to try my fioth ; and by deirfing me the comforts 
of reli^on, and sensible enjoyment of him in ordinances, 
is proving whether I follow for the loaves and fidies, 
or {ac himself only. Whidiever of these be the cause, 
I would now, in dependance on divine grace awnsting 
me, resolve to redeem as much time as possible far 
private prayer — ^to go early to bed, that I may beaUe 
to rise early,*---to be holy and circumspect in my con- 
versation in company, as a probable mems of 'keeping 
away unprofitable vintors. To look continually to 
Jesus, and conoder him in the days of his flesh, pour- 
ing contempt on the pride of this life. As a means of 
curing high thoughts (it is by faith we overcome the 
world), to think of God manifest in the flesh, despised 
and rejected of men, exposed to hunger, to watching, 
and fasting, and had no place where to lay his head, 
and at last crucified betwixt two thieves. Shall this be 
'believed, and the world courted and adnmed ? ForUd 
it. Lord. Let the servant be contented if he be as the 
Master. Upon the whole, I would exhort my soul 
still to hope in God, for he is my God, and I diall yet 
praise him as the health of my countenance. 

This day I heard two rousing sermons from Mr 
Russel and Dr Erskine, and found myself convinced 
of sin and alarmed with my state, whilst hearing them ; 
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but flinoe cmmng home, I have lost nil sense of it ; 
my itdsd is oonfiised and wandering; I attempt to 
pray, but cannot form a thought or denre;— I leel 
shut up in darkness. O that the Lord in mercy 
would be pleased to quicken me by his SfMrit! I 
know not what to do. Lord Jesus, undertake for me, 
and help me in this time of need ! 

Bamfymf Sunday^ July 6. — ^This morning I was seiz- 
ed with great fears of falling back into the world. Mr 
Walker preached in the chapel, and during the ser- 
mon I was tempted to doubt of Grod^s love^ and to think 
I never had been effectually called by his grace ; but 
that I was now in the case of Saul wImh he said, <^ The 
Philistines are upon me, and God is departed from 
me.'" I wept much in the chapel, and when I came 
out of it, fdt exquisite distress. I spoke with Mr 
Walker about my case, and got some little relief from 
what he said; but more at night, by pleading that 
promise in Isaiah vi. 7. " And thine iniquity is taken 
awa^, and thy sm purged.^ 

In July, Lady Glenordiy went to Taymouth. Dur* 
ing the rranaindeF of Lord Breadalbane^s life, she took 
9B formerly tlie chiurge and pianagement of the family 
and its concerns, did' the honours of the place, and 
saw her own company ; but she was now no longer in 
the relation to it in whidi she once stood, she was 
barely the widow of the late h^, the suocesMon 
belonging to a very distant branch of the family. To 
many persons this would have been a very morti- 
fying and dispiriting reflection, a cause of lamenta- 
tion and r^ret, if not of murmurings and repining. 
But Lady Glenorchy, although in her usual recollec- 
tions on her birth-day she was necessarily led to r^ 
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vert to the deatli of Locd Qkmamhjj she never ^ 
gave the most distant eUooeo to the loss of her pro». 
peots. Although she wery beautifaUy and fcHrctUj 
takes notice of the kmdnfss of Frovidenoe m cnabliiig 
her to resist (he h np o r U imties of her fnends to psvi* 
long her slaj the last year at Taymonth, as feoiD the 
peculiar state of Lord Glenorchy^s health it wmld in 
all probability have been injured by it, she only ex- 
presses the superior enjoyment she felt from the retire- 
ment and seclusion of this place, firom what she poa* 
sessed at Bamton, as will appear by the foUowing ^r- 
tracts from har Diary. 

Tojfmmdk, Jufy S6, 1772.^1 arriTed at thb place 
on Thursday, and find quiet and retirement very sa. 
Intary for my soul : my mind is more composed, 
my heart more set on spiritual things than when I 
at Bamton ; I hare got nearer access to the Lord in 
prayer, and have found refreshing influences from on 
high watering my soul, which has been as die dij 
parched ground. This morning the Lord has per* 
mitted me to draw near and plead his promises, and 
also that he would make me to believe the dedara- 
tion <^ the apostle, S Thess. iii. 8. ^ But the Lord ia 
Mthfiil, who shril eslaUirii you, and keep you froni 
evir 



Augmt 8.«-*Tfais morning these words came with 
power to my mind, << I will guide thee with my 
counsel, and afterwards receive thee to glory.^ They 
were very sweet at the time; but I soon grew cold and 
dead, and could neither think nor pray. Mng de- 
tained by sicknesB from public woisb^ when the 
fanuly were gone out I went to prayer, be^png of 
God to give me die spirit of prayer ; and soon after I 
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tlua an haur» wilh more Itbertj and neamen of ac 
oesB Aan 1 afanoBl; eiier exporienodcL I gave up my 
iviiofle self to die L^rd a wUling aaccifioe ; I laid hold 
on J«8ua as my God and Sa?]oi»*-I held him and 
wonld not lot him go t my aoul was fnlaiyd for hb 
chuvch and peojde, and for every one c^ my fiiendB 
and relations. I wished to continue all day in prayer ; 
but my body gveir fai»t, and I was obliged to ^ve 
over. I now find my soul ref^nwhed, fisifth stmngthen- 
edy and the Lord Jesus move |veoious Iban erer.

a desire that the Lord may conquer every incJinatiiwi 
in my heart that is contrary to his blessed will. This 
desire must come from him, and evidences a work of 
grace bong begun in me; and he has promised to 
perfect his work where he bqpois it. He is fidthful 
who has promised, who also will do it. Amen ! so be 
it, Lord! 

Sundagf^ August 80.— Last week I have enjoyed more 
peace and composure of mind than usual, owing to the 
Lord having vouchsafed me more dear views of the 
nature of saving faith, and shining upon his work in 
my soul ; so that I percdved he had wrought iSadth 
there, and was carrying on his work of sanctification, 
and bringing my will into sulgection to his ; giving 
me resignation und^ the cross dispensations I have 
lately met with, and enabling me to exerdse faith for 
an issue to them, agreeable to his infinite wisdom and 
grace, and in the way that shall be most for his own 
g^ry, and my everlasting good, however contrary it 
may be to my present desire. I feel a continual war- 
fSure within me between grace and corruption, and the 
former generally overcoming the latter. Tins day I 
perceive things visible gain the ascendency over things 
eternal. O that I were more spiritual, more dead to 
the world, and alive to God ! 

[Jged 31.] September 2.— This being the day on 
which it pleased the Lord to call me forth fran my 
mother^s womb, I desire (according to my custom for 
years past) to record a few of his mercies and gracious 
dealings with me, during the course of the last year, 
and to examine my present spiritual state, and renew 
my acceptance of the gracious offer of life, and salva* 
tion, made to poor onners through a crucified Rcr 
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deemer. And I cannot but mentkn first, the LonTa 
great goodness in leading me away from this plac^ 
last year at the very time he did, and that contrary 
to the opinion and advice of all my friends. Had I 
been permitted to yield to them in this, I should have 
bad cause to lament it all the days of my life. Lord 
G , unknown to me, was in a declining state of 
health : I soon had warning of his approaching end ; 
many circumstances concurred to show me, that the 
Lord'^s time was come for taking him out of the world, 
and my mind was by degrees prepared for it. When 
the awful strd^e was given, the Lord gave me many 
manifestations of his love and peace in himself, such as 
I never did expmence before, nor since. Soon after I 
was put in possescdon of the fortune very unexpectedly 
bequeathed me, I had it put into my heart to build a 
chapel for the poor, and some providential opportuni- 
lies offered to lay out a part of it for the relief of some 
distressed members of Christ; but lest I should be 
lifted up with pride, or intoxicated with my own pros« 
perous situation, I was permitted to fall into a snare 
that was artfully laid for me. The more I tried to 
extricate myself, the more I was entangled in it. At 
length my soul was humbled to the very dust I 
cried unto the Lord ; he heard and delivered me ; but 
not until he had caused me to feel what agrievousand 
bitter thing it is to depart in any measure from a dose 
walk with him, and a holy obedience to all his pre- 
cqpta The grief and anguish I suffered from this 
trial threw me into a dangerous fever : I was at last 
restored from the brink of the grave, and brought to 
some measure of peace and serenity of mind concern- 
ing my late exercise. But I soon grew cardess and 
dead, and remained in a lifdess condition, till lately 
diat the Lord has in some measure revived his work 
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in my aoul. My hoA is now stnmger. I fed poimr 
10 trust bim, and mign mjmit up imto him wbidly 
without any known naerve. I deaTe, O my gradow 
God, with my whole aoul to Ueas thee for the mefdee 
thou hast bestowed on me, of the least of irtiich I am 
utterly unworthy 1 I acknowledge my sns deserved 
thine utmost wrath ; and it is because thou art God, 
and not man, that I am not oeosumed. What shall I 
render unto thee for all thy benefits ? Alas ! I have 
nothing to bring but sin and misery in return for love 
and merc^. Lord, I prostrate my soul hetote thee, 
acknowledging my unworthiness, disdumii^ all rig^t 
and title to any fkvour from thee. Yet, imboldened 
by the precious promises made in thy word to the 
chidf of sinners, I would now plead the fulfilment of 
them to me ; and, as such, lay daim to the glonoltt 
salvation freely oflRered in the gospel to flinDers*. I 
would stretch forth the hand of f aidi to lay hold on 
that life which is o&red to all who will come to Jesin. 
Lord, I bdieve, help mine unbelief, and seal me thine 
for ever ! Amen. 

September 18.— This day I have, endeavoured, in the 
midst of darkness and unbielief, to dose with Chrilt in 
all his offices, and to receive hmai into my heart; grring 
up myself wholly to him, and resting wholly upon him 
for salvation. Therefore I now, in hb presence, sidi* 
scribe myself to be the Lord's, as witness my hand.

When Lady Glenorchy aequincd wealth and oppor* 
tunity, her first thoughts, like tkose of Ihmd, were to 
jatepate ajdace for theLord,afaabitatiQQi6r tkemigfaly 
God of Jacob ; and with this view she formed the d^ 
ogn of erecting a chapel, winch die intended diouli 
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be in eommunioii wiih die EstaUidbed Clmrdi at 
Soollaiid; aond for diis purpose ahef emplojed her 
frienda in Edinburgh to find a proper atuadon for it. 
Various plaon were poilited out; but aft length ffae 
wrote from Taymouth to one employed in this busi- 
ness, stating her own sentiments on the subject in the 
following words : << I think the Orphan-park is the 
most desirable place ; and should be so in the eye oi 
Christians, who consider not the house, but the people, 
asthechurch. I begin to be easy about this affair, b^ng 
persuaded the Lord^s will concerning it shall be done.^ 
Soon afterwards the ground was purdiased, and trades- 
men were engaged ; and on the. 11th of August she 
writes thus : *^ Let no time be lost in lajring the foun- 
dation. The Lord prosper the work, and send us 
wisdom from above to carry it on and finish it, for his 
own praise and glory I I have time for no more than 
to b^ the prayers of all the faithful, that the Lord 
may not only build the walls of tins house, but fill it 
with his presence ; and gather into it a real church, an 
assemUy of the faithful, to the praiee of tbegkiry of his 
grace T Neither the views of the people in general at 
that time, nor those of Lady Glenorchy and her friends 
at any time would admit of an idle parade at laying 
the foundiition-stone a£ a sacred edifice. But it may 
be MKtisfactory^ to the reader to know the account given 
of this event to Lady Olenocchy by a particular friend 
of herS) Mrs Bailie Walker, who was pcesent on this 
ooeasion. ** This day,"" says she, << I saw the founda- 
tion kid of a house fbr God. It was solemn to think. 
Chat in fiiture ages men should arise to pndse God in 
it I wanted your company; it would have been a 
emniMt to me. My busbaad, together with Robert 
Soott Monerieff, Esq. of NewJudl, ran with eager* 
UMi to give their stmgth to help the comer^^tMie to 
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its place, and honeBt Deacon Dickson' (a man in that 
day distmguished for his piety and pubUc.spirit) stood 
by. When the stone was laid, we adjourned to the 
(hphan Hosintal, and sung the fbUowing part of the 
118th psahn :— 

That«Coiie ifl made had conier«tttoiie^ 

Which builders did despise ; 
This is the doing of the Lord, 

And wondrous in our eyes. 

This is the day God made, in it 

Well joy triumphantly : 
Save now, I pray thee, Lord ; I pray,

<< We then read the second chapter of Nehemiah. 
The Deacon prayed warmly and with much enlaige- 
ment, for success to attend the undertakingt and to re- 
move every obstacle that might oppose its prosperity.? 

In the end of September, or beginning ct Octobov 
Lady Glenwchy returned to Bamtop> It qoay not be 
improper to introduce here to the notioe of the readar^ 
a circumstance which about this time (xxHined, not 
only from the important and pleasing consequences 
which followed, but also to account for references 
which he will by-and-bye see made in Lady Glen- 
orchy^s Diary to the Lady Henrietta Hope. Be* 
tween the 88d and 24tb of August in the preceding 
year, Lady Henrietta Hope, the eldest daughter of 
John Earl of Hopetoun, crossed ftcm Dover to Calais, 
and in the passage was overtaken by a stonn, whicb. 
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under the divine influence, prodnoed such reasonbgs 
in her mind, and impressions on her heart, as led her 
henceforth to devote herself entirely to the service of 
Christ; and on her return home, not many months 
previous to this period, she sought the acquaintance of 
Lady Glenordiy, and became her intimate and insepa- 
rable friend. The very feeble constitution of Lady 
Henrietta Hope, rendered it necessary for her in a 
great measure to live retired ; but her great and un^ 
feigned piety was known to all who had access to her. 
By means dT the Countess of Northesk, she procured 
also an interview at this time with Lady Glenorchy, for 
her sister, the Lady Sophia Hope, afterwards Countess 
of Haddington, then just fourteen years of age ; and by 
her conversation widi Lady Glenorchy, Lady Sophia 
received those religious views and impresrions which 
never left her, and by which, as her drcumstances 
would permit, she evinced her cordial esteem and affec- 
tion for evangelical truth and piety during the whole 
of her life. Lady Henrietta possessed a well informed 
mind, a sound judgment, much prudence, and great 
gentleness of nfiomers, and was ever after this a coun- 
sellor of Lady Glenorchy^ and- to her opinion she 
uniformly paid much deference. 

In her IMary oi November 96, and December 19, 
Lady Glenorchy takes notice of the circumstance of 
the foundation of her chapel bdng laid, and of some 
other events^ with much thankfulness. ^ 

Bamlonj November S6.— Since I came to this place, 
I have been much employed in outward things, in 
which the Lord has prospered me, notwithstanding 
much opposition. The church of Cramond is hap- 
I»ly settled: the chapel in town is advancing. On 
Sunday the 3d, I went to the LordV table in a very

dead fmme; felt a mat of apritual ta^ta and reUafa 
for the great truths I heard : I wa» very migerahle till 
I came to i^roach the table, wh^ part of the 58Sd 
Psakn was aung: I tbenaaw that I had fellawship with 
Christ in his sufferingB, particularly in the hidii^ of 
Goff a face. This melted my heart ; and I felt content 
to suffer, if so be that in any way I might be made 
oonfonnable to ChrisL Soon after this I met with a 
very severe trial from a quarter I least expected it ; but 
the Lord supported, and earned me through beyond 
expectation; he enabled me to kiss the rod. and to 
acknowledge that he is not only just but men»ful« 

December 19.-^For some weeks past I, have had much 
anguish of mind from the above cause. I have been 
reproached, threatened, aspersed, and cruelly used, by 
one whom I had treated but too well; and whom, 
from an excess of oompasfiion and friendship, I had 
continued to use with kindness and civUity, even when 
I ought in prudence to have withdrawn all intercouraa 
The returns I have met with are a warning that I hc^ 
the Lord will enable me to observe : May he give 
me the sanctified use of this sharp trial; in the mean- 
while, however, I am much hurt by it. My time 
and thoughts have been too much engaged with it, 
and my soul has suffered loss of spiritual life and 
strength. O Lord, undertake for me; I amof^preased 
and afflicted. Revive and quicken me; wpak the 
word, and these dry bones shall live : For thy name^s 
sake hear me ! 

The Diary of Lady Glenorchy was written in her 
closet under the immediate eye of Grod, before whoni« 
in the fiimpUcity and integrity of her hearty she un- 
veiled all her Uioughts and feelings, as well as her 
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actioDS and their motives. She faenoe was ever led to 
say with the prophet, to <' God belonged goodness 
and mercy, but to her, shame and confumon of faoe.^ 
Her very great humility deserves peeuliar attrition. 
She indulged herself in nothing ; she devoted her rank 
— -Iier fortune-p«-her time^^her widely extended influ- 
enoe, and all her fine talents, unreservedly to the ser- 
viee of God. Upon examining herself before God, 
die declared that die was not conscious of keeping any 
tiling back from him which she could ocHUmand; and 
it was her burden, nay, and it may be truly said, it 
was her constant and only burden, that she could not 
completely subdue every thought and every feeling to 
the obedience of Christ. Whilst she was thus certainly 
rich in grace and in good works, she poured forth in. 
eessant tears and groans in secret, oonsidering hers^, 
after having done all, to be but an unprofitable servant. 
Tliese exercises of her mind are amply and fully ex- 
pressed in the following part of her Diary. 

1T78. January l.-*«^I have resolved this day to ob- 
serve, more strictly than ever, the state of my soul 
towards God, and to call myself to account every 
night for the manner in which I have spent the day. 
O that by any means it would please the Lord to re- 
vive his woriE in my soul, and stir me up to more di-* 
Ugencesin making my calling and election sure I It is 
with shame and oonfuuon of face that I look bade on 
the year past ; how trifling, how careless have I been i 
Thb day has been mostly spent in company and in 
spiritual conversation, yet my thoughts wander,*— my 
mind is vain,—- I feel insenmble to every thing that is 
good,— *I have done nothing for my Master UMlay. I 
am ashamed to draw near unto him. O Lord, breathe 
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on these dry bones that they may live ! O revive and 
quicken my soul according to thy word ! 

Sunday y Jomuary 8. — ^Last night and this momingi 
under conviction of the deplorable state my soul is 
in, through distance from God, I have wept before 
him, and made my supplications for grace and strength 
to go forward in his ways. I heard Mr Walker on 
Psalm XXX. and Ezek. ix. 4. and was in some degree 
comforted, but saw that I never had mourned as I 
ought for my sins, nor the sins of others. My heart 
is not right with Grod ; I have been tempted all day 
with worldly thoughts. Mr Balfour spoke this evening 
from the parable of the fig-tree. I was convinced that 
I was unprc^table, and that it is of the Lord^s mercies 
I am not cut down as a cumberer of the ground,— yet 
still I am no/ enough concerned lit this. 

Monday^ Jamuiry 4.-^Last night I got liberty to 
pour out my heart before the Lord, and got a view of 
his holiness and purity; my soul longed for confor- 
mity to his image, and I sought it with some importu- 
nity. This helped to clear up to me my interest in his 
covenant, seeing that I truly desired the blesongs of 
it, and sought the things he had promised. I was en- 
abled to believe that I should receive them. This 
morning my mind was in a sweet composed frame, and 
through the day opportunities have been given me of 
speaking for the Lord. He gave me courage and ut- 
terance that astonished myself. Satan has tempted 
roe since to be lifted up with this change. This shows 
how needful it is to watch and pray without ceaang, 
and never more than after enlargement in duty, or 
manifestations of the love of Grod. 
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Saiurdojff Januany 9« — I was led last night in prayer 
to see sometlung of the amazing love manifested in the 
sufferings of Christ, and of our astonishing ingratitude 
in our forgetting it. I bewailed my own sin and that of 
others in this respect, and found much comfon in draw- 
ing near to God. This morning I have found liberty in 
prayer for more of the image of God, and conformity 
to his wilL I desired nothing but him, and wished to 
be nothing in myself, that Christ might be all in all. 
But how soon did this frame vanish ! About mid-day I 
was s^zed with an old temptation, and have ever nnce 
.been disturbed with it, and praying and fighting 
against it, yet without success. In different forms it 
again and again assaults me* O that the Lord would 
rebuke the enemy ! ^ then he would have no power 
over me. Lord, do thou speak the word, and it shall 
be done. Thou hast formerly delivered me from this ; 
thy hand is not shortened, thy power is the same : de- 
liver me, I beseech thee, from the hand of the enemy, 
and the glory shall be thine for ever. ' Amen ! 

Monday^ Jamumry 18. — Last night I had liberty to 
pour out my soul before God, and to plead his pro- 
mises, and seek with earnestness the full assurance 
of faith. My soul was greatly refreshed, my hope 
streng^ened; and, blessed be his name, I this day feel 
more power to believe, and more inclination and relish 
for spiritual things. Yet, alas | my wicked heart is 
still prone to start aside like a bix>ken bow, and leads 
me away before I am awa^ ox| the mountains of va- 
nity, 

Tue^dof/, Jamuanf 19. — This morning I asked coun- 
sel of Grod concerning visiting unconverted people, and 
read 1 Tim. chap. v. in order to see if I could find 
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any directioQ^ there on this head. I found on exami- 
natsoD, that my intention in keeping up this swt of 
intereourae with them was not to {deade myself, but to 
endeavour to draw them out from the world, and to 
fNwvent them saying that religion fehut me up aHoge- 
ther from thrir sodety, and made me neglect social 
duties. As I did not s^ my way clear to give it up, 
after prayer I went out to return some vints, and en- 
deavoured to introduce profitable conversation ; but t 
am sensible I did not speak as I ought. 

Wednesday J F^brua/ry 8. — ^I was very ill Ittst tnght 
I found mudi sweetness and peace of mind m oomnnt- 
ting my soul, and all my concmis, into tihe Lofd^s 
hands, that my life and all might be diq^osed of as 
was most for his glory. This day I feel powar to 
trust the Lord, that all shall be well widi me, whatever 
the event may be ; I can say, thy will be done in me 
and by me : Let me glorify thee, and be found hi Ihee, 
and it sufliceth ! 

Sunday, February 7. — ^Last night as I was pourii^ 
out my heart before the Lord in prayer, fc^ a btesnng 
upon the ordinances this day, the case <^ a young gen- 
tleman Was deeply impressed upon my mind, who was 
ill of a feven I had no acquaintance with him ; I only 
knew that he was reckoned a serious youi^ man. I was 
led to cry importunately to the Lord fiir his recovery. 
This morning I was informed that last night the fever 
abated, and it is thought he will recover. Fixmi 
this may I not infer, that the Lord sometimes lays the 
cases of his children on the hearts of his people, that 
they may ask the blesangs he intends to bestcyw. 

Sunday^ FOmta/ry 14.-— This morning these wtwds 
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came fordUy upon xaj mind : «< If the Lcnrd be God, 
serve him ; but if Baal, then serve him.'" I was alarm- 
ed at this, and immediately sat down examining my 
heart, to see if I was halting between two opiniixis ; 
but was not able to discover the least desire in my 
heart towards any service but that of the living God. 
Perhaps this scripture may have been suggested by 
the enemy, to perplex my mind on this morning of a 
communion Sabbath, as he is generally busy at such 
times, and I have been variously tempted this day, but 
ia some measure got the victory by casting my soul 
upon Jesus, and resolvedly chooedng him as my Lord 
and Master. I endeavoured to lay claim to him as 
such in defiance of Satan, and took all to witness thut 
I this day gave up my soul to him, to be saved by him 
in his own way and time. At church I felt some ex- 
ercises of faith on the sacrifice I saw represented be- 
fore me as a sweet smelling savour unto God, and felt 
these words comfortable, ^^ Be not afnud.*" The minis- 
ter who preached smd many things very opposite to my 
views of the gospel of peace. I felt my heart more 
inclined to fretfulness, than compassion for him, and I 
got into a careless spirit. At length Mr Walker rose 
to serve a table, and spoke to my heart. How glori- 
ous did the gospel appear, after what had gone before. 
Like the sun breaking out after a cold, dark, frosty day, 
so did it enlighten, thaw, and warm my frosEen heart, 
and melted me into tears of love and contrition. This 
fram6 continued some time, till another minister suc- 
ceeded, who spoke in a manner which much distressed 
me. O for the meek and compasnonate mind that was 
in Christ, who wept over those who resisted his love 
and rejected his gospel. 

About this time the Rev. James Stuart, mini^;er of 
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Killb, at the head of Lodi Tay, represented to Lady 
GleiUNrchy the great need which the district of Stradi- 
fillan in his parish, had of additional means of pro- 
pagating reli^ous instruction.* 

* ^ Stmthfilkn, origiiwUy a dittiiiet pariflh, was anitod to Klliiii 
about the time of the Refinmaitioii from Fopoy, and togAu with 
Aideanaig became one charge with it It oonsirtB of Stimthfillan pro- 
perly 80 called, and Olenfallodi ; the first of theM, Tiz. Stiathfillan, is a 
fiat or bottom, of six miles in length, four of which miles are aitaaledby 
the east, and two by the west of the chapel or place of worship, in that pan 
of this country. Olenfidlodi strikes ont towards the south from that flat 
or bottom, and is five computed miles in length ; the moat distant fium 
town thereof is fifteen computed miles from the parish church of Killin, 
and seven from the place of worship in Strathfillan. There are in Ihoe 
two places, OlenfiUloeh and StnthfiOan, about two hundred and Mtf 
examinable penona, exclusive of the worlmien at Coninah and diaon 
mines, who with their foQowert, are rarely bdow a hundred and 
fifty persons, and sometimes they amount to the double of that number. 
Few of the common people in StratfafiUan and OlenfiJIodi, who are past 
thirty years of age, can either read or write ; nor can they hear sennon 
or reeeive public instruction from any other minister but theit own, and 
from him rarely too, for as he has two other places of worship to preach 
in regularly, the nearest of which to Strathfillan is twelve computed 
miles distant from it, he cannot be oftener in these parts tlian one 
Lord's day in five all the year round, and sometimes he is obHeeA to be 
seven weeks absent from them without being able to pve them ont 
sennon ; nor can they, like most people in the low country, supply this 
defect by repairing to neighbouring churches to worship, fbr these 
on all hands lie at a greater distance from diem than their own parish 
chnfth. Certain then it is, that a people who enjoy so aeanty a 
measure of the ordinary means of grace, must, in the nature of dangs, 
labour under very great ignorance of the prindpsl points of our holy le- 
ligioo, having little or no acquaintance with Uiose great gospel truths 
which are calculated to inform the judgment, refine the passiona, quicken 
the aflfections, and regulate the conversation. 

^^ It is Aeicfixre evident from the foregoing partkolaa, that a miniMer 
of the gospel would not only be very usefiil, but is greatly needed 
in these bounds. Accordingly, the reverend ministers who latdy 
visited the HighUnds, by appointment of the General Assemhiy of 
the Church, gave it as their opinkm, that StiatfafiOan is one of tboee 
placev in the HigUands which stands nwcfa in necid (^ a new erectkn of 
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Some tune after thiB^ Lady Glenorchy built or re- 
paired a diapel at Strathfillan, and endowed it, and 
placed it under the direction and patronage of the 
Society in Sa>tland for Propagating Christian Know- 
ledge. This chapel still remains, and continues to be 
useful. She also procured two nnssionary preachers 
of the established church, under the sanction of the 
Society for Propagating Christian Knowledge, to^go 
through the Highlands and Islands of Scotland, and at 
her own expense provided them with all thbgs neces- 
sary for their mission and comfort Of this we have 
an account in a minute of the Directors of the So- 
ciety.* 

a parish church. It is to be fiirther remarked, that to Coninsh and 
Clifton mines, which are within the bounds of Strathfillan, there is a 
great resort of persons ftom all the comers of the land, who are various 
in their principles and manner of life. It must therefore be of great 
consequence to religion, and the peace of the country, that a proper 
person shoold be constantly near them to guide their understandings and 
inspect thdr morals. Besides, if StrsthfiUan was erected into a parish, 
the Braes of Glenoidiy would reap equal benefit fkom it with that part 
of the parish of KiQin, fbr there are in these Braes nine or ten farms, 
some of th^ considerably large and populous, aUof thepi atagreatdis^ 
t^nce from Clac^iandysart, their own parish church ; and these, as they lie 
contiguous to StrathfUlan, may be joined to it, and the two become an 
united parish, which would consist, in whole, of between six and seven 
hui^lred constant heaxcgrs."

** The Committee of Directors reported, that a proposal had been made 
to them by Mr Scott Monoriflfi; in name of the Rig^t Honourable the 
Lady Olenorchy, setting fbrth that her Ladyship proposed to employ, 
at her own expense, two Uoensed preachers of the goi^el, to travel 
aDung the natives in the H]g^ilan4B ^^^ Islands of Scotland, in the 
CBpadty of missionaries, to preach the gospel, and instruct the ignorant 
in tlie principles of the Christian reformed religion ; and that her Lady- 
ship was desirous to have the countenance of this Society in that under* 
taking, by their giving these missionaries a commission from the Society. 
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In July, Lady Glenorchy went to Taymouth, where, 
on every returning year, her preaenoe became moie 
and mate deairable, and eren neeeaaary, to Lofd 
Breadalbane. Both there and in Edinburgh, abe 
cloaely attended him, aa a daughter dearly beloved, 
and studied to make his declining days as eomf(»table 
as it was in her power to da This she considered to 
be her incumbent duty. 

By persons intimately acquainted with the qweitual 
life, the thoughts, and feelings, and reaaoningB of 
Lady Glenorchy, will be well understood and easily 
accounted for, as they are the usual attendants of fitt- 
ing the good fight of fcuth. To those who have not 
advanced so far in Christian experience, the following 
extract may be both instructive and consolatory, as it 
fihows that the very things ^Hbicb, it may be, porplex 
and discourage them, have been experienced by some 
of the most distinguished reli^ous characters which 
have gone before them. 

Sunday f July S5. — ^After experiencing for some time 
this morning great deadness and hardness of hearty 
the Lord at length listened to the voice of my groen- 
ing, and gave vae unusual liberty of access to his 
throne, where I poured out my whole heart before 
him, and devoted myself afresh to him — soul, body, 
and qiirit, to be his fiar ever move. So be it. Lord !

Sundoffy August 8.— I arose early this morning to 
seek the Lord, and, after some htnderanee fnom adead 
heart, I got leave to pour out my soul before him» I 
felt the workings of sorrow for sin, and hatred thereof, 
and desired to be wholly conformed to the image of 
Christ Upon examination I find I want the fol- 
lowing things : ^ strong faith and clear view of the 
mystery of redemption by an incarnate Gk)d,'^-^he 
faith which powerfully operates in orerooming the 
world, and fills the soul with peace, love, and joy in 
the Holy Ghost. I wnnt the powerful influences of 
the Holy ^rit to sanodfy my natime, consnme »y 
dross, to solemnise my ndnd, illuminate my under- 
standing, and to lead me into all trutSi. I want to 
experience the powor of Christ in his kingly office, 
subduing his enemies in my soul, casting down imn^ 
nations, and every high thing that exalteth itself 
against the knowledge of Grod ; and that, when wan- 
derii^ thoughts ocmie in like a flood, he would lift up a 
standard against them, and rule and reign over me now 
and for everwiore. I want power over the fear of man, 
and the diame I still feel in confessing Christ hetore 
men. I want to be delivered from the love of worldly 
pnuse and apj^ause and admiration. I want strength to 
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ireatst the devil, the world, and the flesh, and wisdom 
to perceive the snares they lay for my feet. I want a 
qpiiit of prayer and supplication, and reliah for the 
word of God, which of late has been a dead letter 
unto me. Infine, I want the imageof Christ stamped 
on my soul, his will done in me and by me, and the 
comfort of knowing assuredly that I am now savii^y 
united to him, and that nothing shall ever be aUe to 
pluck me out of his hand. 

I spread these wants before the Lord this morning, 
and solemnly gave up myself to him, accepted of Jesus as 
my only Saviour, and besough t the Lord to fulfil my re- 
quests in his own time. I found after this much peace 
in my soul, and was enabled to perceive the work of 
God there, and to rejoice in his goodness. I wait to 
church in expectation of farther manifestatioos; but 
when there I fell into a cold careless frame, and heard 
little of the sermon ; and was unaffected by the amaz- 
ing scene of love displayed befcxre my eyes in the 
brokoi body and shed blood of Jesus. I w^it to the 
table in a.stupid frame ; was confused and distressed 
with several outward things, that drew off my atten- 
tion. I did, however, endeavour to recdive the ele- 
ments as pledges of the dying love of Jesus, as the seal 
of the new and everlasting covenant ; and viewed it as 
the one great sacrifice offered up once for all for the 
ansof many. 

Glory be to Grod for any thing I have this day seen 
ci his love, or of my own interest in the great salva- 
tion purchased with the precious blood of a crucified 
Saviour ! When I look back upon my sins, and in- 
ward upon my ungrateful heart, how astonishing is 
this love that still follows me with mercy, and bears 
with my repeated backslidings, still saying, as in Jer. 
iii. 1. << Return again to me, saith the Lord. O who 
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is a Grod like unto our God, that pardoneth iniquity, 
and passeth by the transgressions of his people ? yea, 
he multiplies pardons.*" O that from this time forward 
he would take possession of my heart, and manifest his 
power in me, by subduing my iniquities, and iMringing 
into captivity every thought to the obedience of Christ 
Lord, speak the word, and it shall be done. O trans- 
forih me by the renewing of my mind, and let me 
henceforth live to thy honour while here, and at length 
behold thy glory in thy kmgdom ! Amen and Amen ! 
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CHAPTER XII.

Lady Glenorchy was by no means given to super- 
stition ; but a very melancholy event took place at this 
time, which would have made a perplexing as well as 
distresdng impresaon on any ordinary mind. On 
Wednesday the 18th of August, by a most unpardon- 
able n^lect of the workmen, the scafiolding in her 
chapel, which was building, gave way, and the archi- 
tect and his foreman were precipitated from its lofty 
roof to the floor, and killed on the spot To this ter- 
rible acddent her Ladyship indirectly alludes in her 
annual recollections on her birth-day. This incidoit 
gave occasion to an interesting correspondence between 
her and Mr Walker, which will be found in the fol- 
lowing pages. In the close of which with great ad- 
dress, he intimates his fears that she exceeded in her 
liberality, and might encroach on her captal; in 
which, however, he was completely mistaken, as she 
always took care that her expenses should be below 
her income. 
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[Jged SSL] September 8. — ^Thia being the anniver- 
sary c^ the day of my birth into this evil worid, I 
would endeavour, according to custom, to record the 
present state of my soul, and recount the mercies 
of the Irf>rd through the past year. But, alas ! how 
painful is the task ! Innumerable are the mercies 
received ; inexpressible the ingratitude and folly of my 
backsliding heart, which seems to be hardened by 
prosperity. In the month of October last, the Lord 
allowed me to cause the foundation of a house to be 
laid, intoaded for the honour of his great name, in 
Edinburgh. Soon after which, he permitted a sore 
and grievous trial to come upon me, of a nature that 
tended to humble me in my own eyes, and bring down 
my jHTOud heart to the dust. Thus was I kept fran 
being puffed up, or elated with the work carryii^ on. 
This year also he has hcmoured me as the instrument 
of preparing a habitation for a minister at Strathfillan, 
where the people are destitute of the means of grace. 
A plan i^ also laid for sending missionaries through 
the Highlands, and several others of a like nature are 
in forwardness. What shall I render to the Lord for 
all his benefits? What can I say .^ I am vile, ex* 
ceeding vile. My life has been a course of backshding 
for a great while past. I have not followed on to 
know the Lord. I have gone too much into worldly 
company, in the hope of gaining them. I am led 
away with every gust of temptation, into behaviour 
unbecoming the gospel. I am not sufficiently serious, 
nor hcdy in my conversation. The world has got in 
upon me. The cares of this life, and many outward 
things, distract and divert my thoughts from the 
Lord. Sometimes I am permitted to cry for help, and 
Grod hears and answers my prayors, and for a short sea- 
son I get power over my corruption : at such times I 
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am happy, but too soon I yield again unto temptation, 
and all my peace is gone. In this fluctuatii^ state I 
have been for many months straggling with unbelief, 
darkness, and sin, especially with the vanities of the 
w^d, which once had .the possesnon of my heart, and 
would afresh regain their former throne. I feel the 
workings of pride and sdf-concat more strongly than 
ever. I cannot conodve any thing more infinitely 
vile than my heart in every respect I can perceive 
no mark of grace in me, but that of a spirit within 
striving against this self, accusing it to Gkxl, and sedc- 
ing for strength to overcome it. Surely this must be 
the new nature warring against the old. I will there- 
fore take comfort, and hope for a final victory over my 
spiritual foes ; and while I wonder and stand amazed at 
the long-sufiering patience that has sparedTme for many 
years in this sinful state, and still follows me with mercy, 
may I now offer up my soul, body, and sfnrit, alivbg 
sacrifice to God, and devote the remaining hours and 
days of my life to his glory : and I would now in thy 
presence, O gracious Jehovah ! with all the solemnity 
and sincerity of which I am capable, embrace the offer 
of grace and salvaUon in Christ Jesus. I do renounce 
all claim to life eternal in any way but throu^ thy 
free and glorious grace, manifested, by the appoint- 
ment of thy beloved Son, to be a propitiation for an, 
through the shedding of whose blood I look for the 
remission of all my sins. I desire to be washed, justi- 
fied, and sanctified in the name of the Lord Jesus, and 
by thy Spirit I acknowledge that my life is forfeited to 
thy justice. I now seek it back as thy free gift in the 
way thou hast appointed. I confess that since I knew 
the way of salvation, I have sinned against both mercy 
and light ; and if thou shouldest enter into judgment 
with me, I could not stand in thy sight. I can, there- 
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tacey have no hope, bat In the blood whidi deanseth 
hem all silly and in him who ever Ihreth to plead the 
cause of his people. Hear, O God, that blood wfaidi 
qxaketh better things than the Idood of Abel ; that 
crieth for pardon for a hell-deserving sinner ! And, O 
mj Qodj restore unto me the joys of thy salvatioa ; 
wash me from all the fiithiness of the flesh and s^niit, 
and stamp thine hdiy image upon my heart; workinme 
both to will and to do of thy good pleasure; deliver me, 
for thine own great name'^s sake, from the snares and 
temptaticms of the devil, the world, and the flesh. Let 
thy power be manifested in preserving my soul in the 
midst of an evil world, finua the conta^on of sin, by 
fidth unto eternal salvation;

<< MacUaD,<— I had the pleasure to reoeiTe, by Mem- 
day^s post, your favourable acceptance of the poor 
attempt I made to express my sympathy with your 
Ladyaliip the week before last; and shall always 
reckon myself suffidendy rewarded, when any thing 
that Grod is pleased to suggest to my mind, contri- 
Jbutes in the least to the tranquillity and comfort of 
yours. I am glad that you agree with me in the view 
I took of that awful dispensation, with r^ard to its 
general aspect and tendency. We have now, I think, 
got our feet upon firm ground, from which we may 
venture with greater safety to look around this ddng 
. of the Lord, which, like ail his other doings, the 
better it is unda*stood, the more wonderful will it be 
in our eyes. For my own part, I acknowledge that 
the more I <»nsider it, the greater reason I find, not 
only to acquiesce in the event itsdf, but likewise to be 
recondled to every circumstance with which it was 
accompanied. The selection of the sufferers, to whom 
the insufficiency of the scaffolding proved most fatal, 
hath no doubt a dark appearance. The builder and 
his foreman were indeed the capital persons upon whom 
the conducting and perfecting the work seemed chiefly 
to depend, so that any other two mi^t have been 
wanted better than they ; but, besides that the Maker 
of men can never want instruments, if any odier two 
had suffered ; would not th&r death have, with some 
colour of justice, been charged by many to the account 
of these very capital persons, as it was upon their sup- 
posed attention and skill that all the und^ workmen 
were naturally led, nay, in a great measure ohBged^ to 
trust for their security ? In my qmiion, the dispensa- 
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tioa wouU have been more perplexing if this dicam- . 
stance had been reverted. Humanity inclines us ta 
wish that all had been preserved; but if some were to 
suffer, it is impossible ta select any other two in whose 
esse it might have been said, wiib such obvious pro- 
priety, that ^ righteousness was laid to the line, and 
judgment to the jdummet i* while, at the same time, 
their venturing their own lives upon the scaffold, su£5- 
ciently acquits them from that Uame with which they 
would have been loaded, had others suffered and they 
remained safe. 

<< But it may be asked, for unbelief is v^iy acute and 
obstinate in putting questions, was it not unlucky«— 
for this too is the blundering style of unbelief,—- was 
it not unlucky that such a fatal accident should have 
happened in building a house for the worship of God ? 
Thou blind perverse querist, would it have been less 
unlucky either for the sufferers or thar employer, 
had the house been intended fior the service of the 
devil? 

^ But where hath God promised to confer strength 
upon weak and ill-chosen materials, merely because 
they are employed in rearing a fabric connected with 
his wonhip? Hath he done more in the present in* 
stance, than permitted a cause to produce its natural 
effect ? And is not this event evidently calculated to 
teach us a general and most important lesson, which 
is, that in doing the Lord'^s work, no such protection 
or interposition is to be looked for, as will give the 
smallest encouragement to any dtegree of carelessness 
and inadvertency with respect to the means or manner 
of conducting it ? 

<< Men are deservedly praised for using attention 
and prudence in the common affairs of life ; and yet 
success in these is equally dependant upon God, as 
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in tiioie infinitel J greiler things which pertaiB to hb 
own immediate Bervice* Why then sboukl the one be 
earned on in a more eareleiB and tlovenly manwr 
than the other ? We have no wansnt dut I know, to 
expect sucoeBs in prosecuting the noUest end, if we 
n^lect the means that are the most proper for attaiii. 
ing it. God is certainly most honoured when his 
servants conduct tfaemsdres with wisdom, ami wA 
in the midst of the paths of judgment. 

^ Let me allude to the erectmg the tabernacle in 
the wilderness. It was an easy matter witib God to 
have reared it up at onoe^ without the intervention of 
any means or instruments. Or he might have i^ 
pointed Moses to odlect the various matiyials, and 
then with a word of power, as in the first oceadon, 
ecimmanded them to range themselves in due order; 
the goat^s hair to become curtains; the scattered 
threads to become hangings of blue, and purple, and 
scarlet, and fine twined linen; and the unfixmed masses 
of metal and timber to rise up in the shape and 
dimensions of a complete tabernacle, furnished with 
* altars, and basins, and candlesticks, aooordiiig to the 
pattern showed in the mount. Thus might God hsve 
revealed his arm, and secured to himself the entires 
and; undivided honour of his woriunanship : But it 
pleased him to do a greater thing ; instead of display- 
ing lus power over pasnve matter, he rather diose to 
glorify himself in the high diaracter of the Father of 
spirits, by manifesting his soverdgnty over the active 
mind: For thps he spoke to Moses,-— < See, I have 
called by name, Basaleel the son of Uri, the son of 
Hur, of the tribe of Judah, and I have filled hun 
with the Spirit of God, in wisdom, and in under- 
standing, and in knowledge, and in all manner of 
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<< Doth not mete ci Ood qopear m Us rinstnict- 
mg the hoAandMim to dBacretioii, and in t^j^h^g hiia 
to open nod to hretk the dads of his ground, to make 
|riain the £ice thereof, and then to east in the iqppcnnt- 
ed seeds in their plaoe,^ than if he caused the earth to 
yirid its firuits spontaneoudy ? 

^ Itis an appror e d part of th^ good man^s chaiacter, 
dnt winlst < he shoveth favouY and lendeth, he at 
the same time guides his aflbirs with discretion.' The 
nwtre rersion of Psahn xlL 1. doth certainly express 
tile true nwraning of the text— 

' Blened is he that wUelif doth 
The poor man's case consider ;' 

for there may be excess even in works of mercy them- 
selves, which, by disabling the giver, may defeat his 
kind and charitable intentions ; and €rod hath no where 
promised to replace that wealth which a too profuse 
liberality may expend. 

«' But softly, Mr Scribe, are you not here intm- 
dudng a ode-wind that pdnts a litde towards my 
quarter? 

^ I declare. Madam, that I did not intend to give 
it any personal ifirection whatever ; but now when I 
matk its course, I dare not positively affirm that it 
Uows altogedier clear of your Ladyship. 

*• I have often told you. Sir, my opinion of the 
world, that it is only to be valued as a means of gloria 
fying Ood by those labours of love which are subser- 
vient to the present and eternal interests of others. 
And for my own part, nothing would give me greater 
pleasure than that the end of my estate and of my life 
should bear the same date. 

^< But your Ladyship doth not know how maAy 
years you have to live. 
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' ^ I nntba expect nor wish to Ihre long. 

<< Just as long as God hath ofdained ; and if your 
means of usefidness be exhausted before life condudes^ 
the remainder can be fruitful of nothing but synqpathj 
and good wishes, which will neither feed the hungiy, 
nor clothe the naked. Besides, it wiQ be found upon 
a just calculation, that a proper application of your 
annual revenue, even for such a moderate torn of years 
as your own desire to depart and to be widi Christ 
might be reconciled to, would, upon the whol^ be 
productive of greater and more extensive good, than 
the immediate distribution of all that you possess at 
present ifnll amount to ; with this advantage too, that 
your light will shine to the last with undiminished 
brightness, and, year after year, afford unto others re- 
peated opportunities of seeing and tasting the firuits of 
divine grace, which may constrain them to glorify your 
heavenly Father. 

<< These, my Lady, to the best of my recoUectioD, 
were once the outlines of an evening''s conversation at 
Bamton. Little did I imagine when I began this let- 
ter, that I should be twisted about in the course of it 
to give a lecture on economy ; but the pulpit door 
flew open so suddenly that I could not help stepfnng 
in, although I might, and ought to have foreseen, that 
I should not be able to get out again without running 
foul of my text, by loading your finances with the su- 
perfluous tax of a double postage for one letter. 

<< I frankly acknowledge, that nothing would give 
me greater pain than to see the smallest diminutioQ of 
the state which belongs to you, even as to its outwaid 
gloss and lustre. It is an apostolical decree, 1 Cor. 
vii. 90. < That every one abide in the same calling 
wherein he was called-^ Now it was as a lady of 
rank ai^d opulence that you were called into the vine^ 
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yard of God ; and you there occupy a place to which 
you are so well adapted, that were you to leave it but 
a haiT^s breadth, you would create a vacancy to which 
you have no right of presentation ; and although you 
had, yet even that would be of little avail, unless an- 
other power was added unto it, which it is impossible 
you ever can possess — I mean the power of creating a 
presentee, who shall in all points be equally qualified 
to supply it. 

<< After all, I can assure your Ladyship that my 
mind is perfectly at ease upon this head. The only 
spedes of changeableness I ever could discover in you, 
was the inaUlity of retmnii^ any error, either in opi- 
nion or practice, after you disdbvered it; and upon 
that, or rather upon him who inspires it, I can safely 
depend for your filling up' all the parts of the charac- 
ter I quoted from the Psalms. 

*^ I am really ashamed to turn over another page, 
but shall blot no more of it than is necessary in asking 
pardon for this immoderate waste of your time and 
patience ; in ofTering my wife^s most cordial respects to 
your Ladyship, and our united compliments to good 
Lady Jane ; and in subscribing myself, with ever grow- 
ing esteem, your much obliged and faithful humble 
servant, Robebt Walkeb.'* 

«« September 1, 1778." 

Keep thy heart with all diligence, is a divine com- 
mandment ; and obedience to it is enjoined by a very 
weighty consideration,— for out of the heart are the 
issues of life. Lady Glenorchy revered this command- 
ment. To keep her heart right with God was her in- 
cessant effort ; and no deviation of thought, no failure 
pf affection, no impropriety of motive, were ever per- 
mitted by her to pass unnoticed, unrebuked, unlament- 
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ed» or aacheeked. No deeds of piety however escten. 
mcj no acts of benerolenoe however splen<fid, appear- 
ed to be any thmg m her eight ; her exclusive aim was 
to have her heart right with God. Her deeds of pieCy 
and her acts of benev<^nce were unquestionably many, 
and of no small magnitude; but of these she ttkea 
little or no notice in her Diary, whilst the state of her 
mind occupes not only every page, but almost every 
line. Of her it may be truly said, that she watted 
before God in the land of the living. The following 
extracts, like those which precede, evince tiiis.— 

Naaember 27.— ^For some days after the lltfa of this 
month my soul enjoyed sweet peace, restii^ on the 
word of God, and I had relish in spiritual duties ; but 
a hurry of bufiiness coming on, my mind was distuik- 
ed, my time for spiritual things shortened, and I once 
more unhappily got into a withered, sapless state. I 
was, however, revived in family prayer; the mimster 
was led to plead my case (without knowing it) before 
the Lord in a remarkable manner. 

This day I have been comforted in reading Hafi- 
burton^s Life^ who has, I perceive, heea tried and 
tempted in many respects as I have been. O what 
cause have I to lament my distance from Grod, my 
ignorance of him, my careless spirit and carnality ! 

Edinburgh, December 81.— Since I came to this 
place about three weeks ago, the Lord has been gra- 
ciously pleased to show me more of the beauty of holi- 
ness than usual, and has drawn forth desires after con- 
formity to hb image; and although I have little in- 
ward peace, owing to the intrusion of vain thoughts^ 
which haunt me night and day, especially in prayer, 
yet, upon the whole^ I find my heart more detadied 
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from the world. I get more power to speak to others, 
and to do diem good ; but still the Lord keeps me at 
a distance. O that the Lovd would breathe upon my 
soul, and revive me bj his quidEentsg Spirit ! 

Every p»soii truly devoted to God, will sometimes 
fincl it a very difficult task to isetde how far it is duty 
to mingle wi^ the world, and how fSsur it may be ne» 
oessary to retire from it. Lady Glenorehy experi-^ 
eooed this difficulty, and applied to Mr Walker, and 
urged him to pye his ojnnion in writing, on that kind 
of conformity which is required from a Christian by 
Scripture and reason, and especiaUy from one situated 
as she was. This he at first declined to do ; but Lady 
Glenorehy continuing to press the sulgect, and send- 
ing him a few questions for his consideration, he mous- 
ed himself, and produced the following letters. > 



ON CONFORMITY TO THE WORLD. 

Letier the Fir si. 

<< Madam,-— I did not feign an excuse, but spoke 
the truth in my heart, when I told you that my abili- 
ties were not equal to the task you had enjoined me; 
and I suspect, that your Ladyship^s opinion of them 
is by many d^ees too fiiTouraUe. I am indiffisrent 
thoi^ the world should err a little upon that side^ bb 
the mistake may procure greater attention to my pub- 
lie mimstrations ; but wlqr should I strut in buskins 
before the children of the family with whom I shall 
soon meet again in that world of light, where every 
ene shall appear in his real dimensions, without addi^ 
tion« and without diminution ? I am mme of those 
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who possess a laxge smking fund of knonriedge and 
ezperienoe, firom whence they can borrow materials at 
any time they choose. It is time, I have read mucb, 
and thought more, so that for a tract of years my 
mind hath been conversant with a variety of subjects, 
in^rtant and interesting. But my vanity hath never 
yet been gratified with the sight of a full pantry, and 
the key standing in the door, to be turned about at 
pleasure; I have all along been fed with what may 
literally be caUed daily bread. 

^^Indeed, had I got my wish in early lifej I should 
ere now have been a fool by chcace ; for I thought and 
studied hard, with an ardent desire, and some deffee 
of expectation, of having it one day in my power to 
say, < Soul, take thine ease, — ^thou hast goods Ind up 
for many years;^ and it mortified me not a litde to 
find myself crossed in that matter. I could not be 
satisfied with present supply. My proud heart was 
always attempting to take possession of what belonged 
to an hour that might never arrive. Thus I lost the 
relish of breakfast, by looking forward to dinner ; and 
when the dinner, the good things of which I had not 
foreseen, was provided, instead of being thankful for 
them, supper immedtatdiy employed my imaginatioD^ 
which, in its turn was imbittered with the premature 
question. What shall I get for fareakfmt to-morrow? 
So that when I went to bed at ni^t, it might have 
been written over my head in capital letters. Here lies 
the fool, who hath devoured his three meals witj^wt 
enjoying one of them. Was not this, my Lady, a sore 
travail ? And yet I can assure you, that it lasted for 
years; till after repeated experience of the care and 
faithfulness of the great Master of the family, who 
provides seed for the sower, and giveth to every one 
his portion in due season, I came at length to discover. 
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that when unbelief, or pride, or vaiB curuMtty, like the 
^ heavy load of wood upon Isaac^s bade, pressed me to 
put the question. Where is the lamb for a bumt-offer- 
ing ? it was then the business of faith to reply with 
Abraham, while the sacrificing knife was in one hand, 
and the fire in the other, < My son, Grod will provide 
himself a lamb for a bumt^iffering.'* Blessed be his 
name, he hath done it hitherto^ and I dare not be so 
arrogant as to doubt, that he will contmue to do so to 
the end. Often have my few barley loaves, and small 
fishes, been multiplied in the distribution. Often have 
I looked with anxiety upon the dry, withered, and ili- 
oonnected notes, which my best Idbour could furnish 
out, and said distrustfiilly. Can these hemes hve? 
When lo ! at the time of need, sinews and flesh have 
come upon them, the skin covered them above, and 
breath came from the four winds, so that they lived 
and stood upright To this method of dealing with 
me, I am now so thoroughly reconciled, that it gives 
me far greater pleasure to receive warm &om the hand 
of my gradous Lord, the supplies that are suited to the 
present occasion, than to be able, by the mere force of 
study, or the mysterious engine of memory, to draw 
forth, when I choose, those gathered stores which have 
IcNQg been freezing in the cold repositories of a specu- 
lating head, and, alas ! a too unfeeling heart Not 
that I am negligent in preparing as I can, for public 
service. This kind of presumption, though of a di£. 
ferent complexion, is nearly allied to, and equally cri- 
minal with the bold presumption of ^strust itself. I 
still read, and think, and write, as much as ever. But 
in digig^ng the pools I now can wait with some mea- 
Mire of patience, and hope for, the rain to fill them; 
and can bear to look at my own broken dstem, when 
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1 am penmtled to lift mine eyei upward to the ever 
full and overflowing fountain ik livii^ watem 

<< I am already at the fourth page of my paper, and 
the prindpal subject of my letter is yet to bq;u[L What 
ahall I say of thb intruding, oyergrown egotism ? I am 
truly aahamed of it, and the more so, because, though 
it wears the form of acknowledged weakness, yet I am 
utterly at a loss to determine whether or not it bath 
been dictated by genuine humility; for it isimpoenUe 
I can have the remotest intention to lessen myself in 
your esteem. But whatever motive prended in making 
the confessiott, I can assure your Ladyship, that the 
truth of it may be depended upon : may I not tfaere- 
tare hope that you will permit it to remain with you, 
as a standing apology for every seeming neglect of 
obedience to your orders ; as I am consaous, that were 
it wholly in my power, the execution of what you de- 
sire should always prevent your request, and every 
good wish that riseth in your mind should conodve 
and faring forth at the same time. I do not mean to 
avail myself of it on the {^resent occanon. The ohfigu 
ing manner in which you refused my declinature, and 
renewed your request, lays me under an irreasdble 
obligation to make, at least, an attempt upon your 
difficult subject in one shape or other; only I must 
beg your indulgence for a delay, as I feel mysdf re- 
strained from immediate execution, by a principle of 
delicacy, which I shall now freely and in confidence 
impart to you.

your queries, than any thing that dther Mr — -*> or I 
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aome yean ago ; tnuprisiiigly bold indeed, but so juat 
in tb^ direction, that I can hardly think any part of 
them will need to be eraaed; for the little irr^ularitiea, 
{or if you pleaae to call theaoi the eKaeaoences), whidi 
vere unavoidable in the first xapid atidkes €£ a full 
pendl, are ao hapfMly placed, that, with a few delicate 
toudhes, they may be improved into such leal onuk- 
menta, as wUl add greatly to the beauty and value of 
the picture. 

<< The principal figure, in the first jncture, is a lady 
in the bloom of youth, with the world under her feet 
She is raised so much above it, that a apace is left va- 
cant between the sui&oe of the globe and her dreas^ 
and, by its i^pearanoe, it ahould seem that she had 
not leburdy retired from the world, but separated 
from it at once by a vigorous effort, and that the spot 
from which she took her departure had heea hedged 
about with a mixture of briars and thcHms, and, more* 
oyer, covered with an adhesive aubstance; for several 
pieces of the selvage, which bear all the marks of bei- 
ing violently torn away, are atiU attached to that part 
of the surface of the earth which she left. 

*' In the next picture, a perspective view of the kdy 
is given in a dress plain, but becoming, though rather 
diqxoportioned to her rank. She is not only attended 
by a few decent looking domestics, but beset with a 
preanng crowd of seemingly destitute creatures, among 
whom she is distributing bank paper, in exchange fot 
humble petitions, while at a little distance you can dis- 
cern aome buildings for public use, rising at her sok 
eiqpense» whidi of themselves are carrying off mete 
than the superfluities of a very opulent estate. This 
picture is not to be retouched; imd indeed there can

fisom beliiiid, it promotes and heij^teiis the effeet of 
the principal figure. In the third pcture, the lady 
aiqpean in a fine attitude; her drees exactly suited to 
her person and station, with the happy mixtaie of 
sunplidtj and dignity which distinguisheth what in 
poetry is styled the true sublime. She is hereat- 
tended by a greater number of domestics than per- 
haps may seem necessary for performing any services 
she parsonally needs; but all of them find employ- 
moit sufficient to prevent the pernicious effects of idle- 
ness, and thdr looks express a grateful conscious- 
ness that they are hired, not so much to render ser- 
vices to their lady, whose wants are few, as to learn 
heavenly wisdom from her instructicms and example. 
Bcal objects of charity are to be seen in her retinue, 
who, instead of intruding into her presence, keep at a 
modest distance, and patiently wait her kind invitation 
to come, and receive the supply they need. From 
a quartar much illuminated, you behold a youthful 
band of both sexes, who, animated by her example 
have likewise made thdor escape from the pollutions of 
the world, hastening to follow her with every mark <^ 
cordial esteem and love. Here too the buildings ap- 
pear finished, and each of them put to its proper use; 
but in the interval betwixt them, and where the shades 
are deeper, you may discover some motley groups of 
dark figures, fantastically dressed, who, under an af- 
fiscted disdainful sneer, betray every symptom of won- 
der and envy, whilst their mixed countenances expresa 
that shame and self-reproach which th^ inwardly fed. 

<< Your Ladyship will observe, that this picture b 
not, and at present cannot be finished ; but I have the 
pleasure to inform you, that of late it hath received 
very conriderable improvements. 

'^ Nothing (so far as I can percdve) can be added 
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to thefaca It is natural to sappose, that when the 
emblematical lady first separated from the world, the 
fl^t of its deformity, and the sadden, imexpected 
discovery of its hostile intentions, would imprint upon 
her countenance, as is delineated in the first picture, 
those traces of displeasure, which the apprdiension 
of impending injury can hardly fail to jHxxiuce. But 
these, in the other pictures, have been softened down 
into the most expressive features of humble grati- 
tude, for begun deliverance for herself, and tender 
compasnon for those blind deluded wanderers she hath 
left behind her in the waste and howhng wilderness. 
And now you can see exhibited in the liveliest colours 
that peace of God whidi posseth all understanding, 
which is the parent, of true magnanimity, and guards 
the heart equally against the fear, or love, of earthly 
things, by rendering it altogether independoit of them, 
dther for its present enjoyment or its future hopes. 

<< But something in the first picture still remains to 
be done, for filling up the interval I remarked between 
the feet and the globe. One who has no idea of being 
upheld by everlasting aims, might be apt to suspect the 
existence of artificial support, so ingenioualy contrived 
as to elude the eye, upon which the lady hath the dex- 
terity, to rest To prevent a blunder of this kind, I 
am persuaded the artist will judge it proper to bring 
the lady so far, at least, into contact with the sur- 
face of the globe, as touutke it appear, that though she 
is not of the worid, yet still she is connected with it, 
which is oerUunly the case. 

^< How this is to be executed, I really do not pre- 
tend to say. A few strokes of the pendl may possiUy 
extend the fretted borders of her robe, and by lengthen- 
ing out the broken threads, may unite them in the 
manner in which they ought to be united to the native

bad she lofcs^ and may give than the foim flf thoflo 
fcinges, which of old distinguished and deoonited the 
gammts of the true Israel of God, serring at the same 
time as useful monitors, < that when they looked upoo 
them, they might remanber all the commandmetita of 
the Lord their Grod to do them.^ 

^ This, however, will require some time^ and till the 
jnetures be completed, of which I wish and hope to avail 
myself, (as their amendments have already corrected 
some of my ideas and enlarged others,) I cannot think 
of beginning to write upon the subject I confess, that I 
long to see the finishing hand put to them, and yet I 
dare not be urgent with my much respected friend, who 
is a female artist ; for though I have never been re* 
strained by a false complaisance from telling her my 
opinion with the strictest honesty, even when it diffisred 
from her own, yet I never presumed to offer any advice 
toh«r. Neither have I any cause to repent of my reserve 
in that matter; fiir I candidly acknowledge, that I am 
able to recollect more instances than one, wherein, had 
she been to listen to the only advice I could have given 
at the time, her performances would have wanted some 
of those masterly strokes of true genius and taate^ 
which now mark the originality, and heighten the 
beauty and expressbn of the whole. But if your Lady- 
ship be very desirous to have it speedily finished, I 
shall, by your order, present to her any request you 
shall please to indite ; or it will be still more efiectual 
if you address her in person, for were I to tdl you hor 
name, you would readily acknowledge, that you are 
oftener in her company, and have more to say with her 
than I or any other in. the world. 

<^ The bulk of this letter is beyond measure oppres- 
sive, but I hope you will bear it with greater patience 
wheni add, that it will probably be the last of ito kind.

<< < Tell me, I pray thee, wherein thy great strength 
lielb^ and wherewilh thou mi^^itoBt be bound to afflict 
theeP' 

*' Wh«i your Ladyship reads the question that 
Peter put to his Master, < Lord, how oft shall nqr 
brother sin against me, and I forgiye Inm ? till seven 
times?^ doth it not readily ocsur to you, that the 
honest disciple had, in his own opinion, made as tibo* 
rsl an aUowanoe, and laid as heavy a load upon hu- 
man patience as it dther could or ought to bear^ 
And that he plainly seems to have thought, that the 
addition of another iagory would render the burden 
quite insuiqx>rtableP And I cannot hc^ susp^oliiig, 
that oBie of these condusiens, after receiving the seventh 
offence, would have strongly inoiiDed him te seek out 
Simie decent way of procuring the eighth, that he might 
be at Ittierty to shake off the burden at onoe. Inirfiicii 
case, it is more than probable that a principle of strict 
justice might have disposed him to lay as muck wp|iga 
aace upon the laat provooatiim, as would recover, whk 
legal interest, the anrear due to his fbrgivcnsss finn 
the ether seven which had escaped with imp unity. 

*^ I cannot deny that a rimilar suqncton is ramed in 
my mind when the question is put to me, How far may 
the Christian be eonfonned to the world? I could 
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therefore wish, that the person who proposethit would 
imitate the blunt honesty of Peter, by subjoining his 
own opinion, and describe as he can the utmost linut 
to whidi, and no further, the Christian may or ought 
to go ; otherwise I sbaU be apt to conclude, that in- 
stead of deriring to be informed how soon he may 
stop, (which wieis the true meaning of Peter^s question 
with respect to forgiveness,) he rather wants to be told, 
that the boundaries are so undefined*, or placed at such 
a distance, that he need ^ve himself very little con- 
cern about the matter. 

<< I could likewise wish, that the querist would come 
fully into the light, by assuming some known denomi- 
nation, whereby his character may be clearly distin- 
guished. This he cannot decline with any coloar of 
veuon. The very terms of his own question express 
an acknowledgment, that a distinction doth exist be- 
tween real Christians and those who are of the world ; 
and his putting the question not only gives me a right 
to demand, but oUigeth me to insist upon it, that he 
discover to which class or denomination he belongs. 
Because though my answer, upon either supposition, 
would, in substance, be the same, yet the form and 
manner of it must be varied according to the character 
of the person who requires it 

^ In the mouth of one who styles himself of the world, 
the question (unless it be dictated by mere curiosity, 
which I may gratify or not as I find leisure or inclina- 
tion) must be proposed with an intention to avail him- 
self of my answer, by taxing the Christian to the ut- 
most octent of his liberty, and demanding every kind 
and degree of compliance with the maxims and man- 
ners of the world, that can be squeezed within the 
boundaries of the farthest line wUoh separates the 
doubtful from the forbidden ground. 
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*< I do not aaj that in this case I would refiMe to 
give an answer, even though the querist should avow 
the use he was to make of it ; for I am thoroughly 
satisfied in my own mind, that the most enlarged and 
accurate description of the just measures of Christian 
liberty, instead of inviting his solicitation, would most 
effectually deter him from every attempt of that kind. 
But I should certainly he disposed, and judge myself 
entitled to ask a few preliminary questions, to whidi 
honour, as well as courtesy, should oblige him to reply 
without evasion or circuit 

** The term woM is so general and vague, that till 
some descriptive epithet, • such as learned, polite, gay, 
busy, and the like, be prefixed to it, nobody can know 
what it means. Hence it comes to pass, that in cur- 
rent style there is an almost endless variety of worlds. 
Some of them, indeed, of so neutral a complexion, that 
the most rigid casuist hentates to determine on which 
side of the discriminating line ihey ought to be placed ; 
while the lurid aspect of others approacheth near to 
the blackness of darkness itself. 

<< How remote from other of those reputable 
places* dedicated to the improvement of music and 
graoeful motion, where the noble and gentle youth of 
both sexes are introduced into the polite world, md 
gradually formed to appear in it with fashionable pro- 
priety—how remote, I say, from these, is that profane, 
opaque sequestered cell into which no ray of the sun 
hath access ;"(' where (if report may be credited) blas- 
phemy ming, and foul debauch, insult the first day

<< I would next inquire^ what mnirity he ean gm^ 
that the particukr worU to which he a^Fowa hn ^ 
velatioB, and wherehrto he no doubt meant to 
the Christian, shall retain its present stale, and \ 
no alteration in its Sam and ponlioii, wiAoat addng 
and obtmning the oonaent of its now guest ? 

*< This question proceeds iqMRi a supposicioa, thatthe 
world he is conneoted with, ia at least sknatad wMni 
the limits of what I foraKdy styled the dmiblM 
ground; fiir, were it coofessedly en die wiMg mde of 
die line, the oonlereDoe would be at an end. N17, it 
must be fiirtlier siipposed to haife a compkadfin, if not 
absolutely neutral, yet, at most, nothing worse than 
amlnguous ; and, moreoTer, to lie so near the varge of 
the unexeeptionably lawful ground, that the Christian 
may readily pass over to it, if imt altogether mob- 
aerved, yet without incurring the suspdon of a fianaied 
desgn to proceed any further in that dirsedon. 

** It would surely be unhandsome, (to say nothing 
worse of it), to allure one with flattering ptomises ctf 
additkmal pleasure, and more agreeable companions, 
into a (dace where he expects to find rest, if, soon after 
his arrival, he may be told by the very person ndio 
brought him there, that the company is just about to 
decamp, so that he must ather go along with them, or 
be left alone. Nay, if when he hath reluctandy at- 
tended them to the next stage, he may in a few wedcs 
or days have the intimation renewed to him of another 
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mnoTal io a plaoe stUI more diitaiit, wfaone, for any 
Umig he knows, a third sammolbf may await himi 
whidi may be repeated again and again, till be be car- 
ried as fir from the place of his first outset, asihe pro* 
digal went by choice from his father^s house. 

<< This is no chimerical supposition : the thing hath 
often happened; it is common. E^en while I am 
writing, many awful examjdes occur to my remem- 
bnmce, of persmis, in diffident stations and seasons of 
life, who, by steps in appearance short at the hefpn- 
nng, but too rapidly progressive, have soon gone such 
lengths in conformity to the world, that had any pre- 
tended to foretel it at the time vitbea the downward 
mcAicai eonnnenced, they would have shuddered with 
aUionvnoe at the prediction, and been ready to reply 
in the language of Hacad to the prophet Ehsha, < Am 
I f, dog, that I should do this thing ?' 

^< Now, it is evident, that no man of ordinary under- 
standing would consent to such loose capricious terms 
of coofonnity, were they fairly set befiore him, as in 
comman honesty they ought to be. So that the mean- 
ing of my second question is abundantly plam, and the 
aim so just and honourable, that I should not need to 
make any i^logy for putting it, and demanding a 
dear and direct answer. 

<<But the third and last question I would ask is of a 
higher importance than either of the former two. I 
should certainly press him to tell, without disguise or 
reserve, from what motive he is so solidtous togain the 
Christian over to a conformity to the world in any 
kind or degree whatever. 

** It cannot be, that his character as a Christian may 
acquire dignity and lustre from his connexion with the 
wwld, and shine forth to public view with more attract 
tire grace. This pretence would be confuted by the 
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very title he bath assumed. For how is it to be sup- 
posed, that a man of the world should exert himsdf 
to advance the honour of a character, to which his 
own stands in the most direct and hostile oppoaition ? 

^^ Neither can his motives be, that the addition or 
mixture of worldly pleasure may heighten the relish 
of those which are pecuUar to the Christian ; fen*, with 
respect to pleasure, the man of the worid woidd certainly 
choose to be at least on an equal footing with the Chris- 
tian ; and, therefore, if cmoe he admit that there is 
any real enjoyment in religion, when he presseth his 
own sweet cup on the Christian, he should at the same 
time ask permission to pledge him in bis^ that the 
whole compound quantity of pleasure may be as equal- 
ly divided betwixt them as possible : so that, accord- 
ing to the genuine influence of this motive, just as far 
as the Christian cometh into the wcHrld, so £eu: shoi^d 
the man of the world go out of it, and sally forth into 
the Christian ground. But as this promiscuous inter<* 
course and reciprocal partidpaUon of pleasure, would 
aimihilate at one stroke the distinction we have all along 
supposed between the Christian and the world, and 
upon which, indeed, the question at issue is entisdy 
founded ; and as the man of the world appears fimdy 
determined to keep within his own ground, it is plain, 
that we must look somewhere else for the true motive 
of his zeal and activity. , 

<^ But why should I affect to be in sui^nae upon this 
head ? It is certain, and the querist will not presume 
to deny it, that he hath and can have no other aim, 
than either to strip the Christian by little and little of 
every badge of distinction, and to gain him entirely 
over to his own party ; or, at least, that he may dis? 
arm him of the power to hurt his favourite interest, 
by clothing him with ^yph mptley apparel as will render 
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him an object of eontanpt and lidicule, and ^ther 
cover J or, if poadble, totally exclude, that penetrat- 
ing h^it and overpowering splendour of pure and un^ 
defiled religion, whereby the despicable meanness and 
Iwtef ttl deformity of the nuocims and manners of a cor- 
rupt world, are most clearly detected and most severe- 
ly reproved. 

*^* Pray, Sir, what have I to do with your qumst? 
You know well, that the inquiry was proposed by one 
who does not profess to be of the woiid. Why then 
have you introduced a parson with whom I neither have 
nor desire to have, any connexion, and wasted so much 
of your paper upon him, that you have not left your* 
self room to fulfil the promise you made to me P^ I 
suppose you are going to add, ' And, now that I have 
brought my preliminary questions to this conclusion, 
it would be superfluous to proceed any farther in the 
subject, as it eould serve no good purpose to ^ve such 
a qumst an account o f ■ ^ 

<^ Your Ladyship may stop. I confess you have 
got the start of me, and Ut upon almost the very words 
I was just about to write. But I hope you do not 
suspect me of a serious intention to fight off, as it is 
called, by a feigned renoounier with a combatant from 
whom I can with such ease disengage myself at plear 
sure P I assure you, that I have no design to elude, 
by any artifice whatsoever, the performance of my 
promise to consider the subject you recommend to me, 
with all the attention and accuracy of which I am po^ 
sessed. It is my fixed purpose tp lay before you as 
full a description as I can, of what appears to me to 
be the just measure of Christian conduct in relation to 
a present world. 

'^ But as you have laid me under no restrictions, 
iQither as to time or manner of execution, I think myr 
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•df at fiboty to choose my own road, and even to dii^ 
grass from it oocanooally to any moderate dinrMwr^ 
when an object which is inviting happens to attmet my 
attention. 

«< I fnmkly acknowledge^ that I was under no neoes^ 
stty of laying hold upon the gratlcman who hath a& 
fended you, but might have let him pass on qoiedy, 
without seeming to take notice of him. And yet, how- 
ever strange it may seem, such persons are apt enoogfa, 
of their own account, to thrust themselves into the 
company of serious Christians ; and whidi is equally 
surprising, though they affect no concealment, bat ap- 
pear without disguise, yet their solicitations, not only 
obtain a patient hearing, but too often make an im- 
pression upon, and even prevail with some, who bear 
that honourable appellation. 

<' I am truly at a loss to determine which of the two 
is most astonishing : whether the confidence of an 
avowed enemy in presuming to offer counsel, or the 
simplidty of those who are capable of hesitating for 
one moment about the reception that is due to it. 

** I can look back upon a time, and it is not very 
remote, when they that were styled of the world plead- 
ed for nothing higher than a toleration to follow their 
own way. Instead of pressing the Christian to be 
conformed to them, and reviling him for an opposite 
course, they only begged the favour of him to turn his 
eyes some other way, that he might not be <rfFended 
by looking at their conduct. They seemed contented 
that others should frequent places of worship, and be 
as devout as they pleased, provided only they them- 
selves might be indulged to resort freely to other places 
that were better suited to thdir inclinations and taste. 

** Whence the amazing revolution we now bdidd 
hath proceeded, deserves to be seriously inquired into v 
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and I have little doubt, that the result of such an in- 
quirj would afford just matter of shame and sorrowful 
regret to many yet living, who still retain the name of 
Christian, and would oomphiin loudly of injury, if you 
ahould apply to them the oppotaMe daiomination. 

<< But I have detained you too loi^, and shall only 
add, that I have the honour to be, be &c. 
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CHAPTER XIII. 



Lady Olenordij complains of want of spiritual comfort — Inquiry into the 
came of liiia — ^Extracts from Diary, from January 5, to April 3, 1T74

Lady Glbnobchy almost always complains in her Diaiy 
of the want of reli^ous comfort. This is a very common 
case among Christians ; and by many it is frequently 
ascribed to a want of integrity, to negligence in the use 
of the means of grace, to the indulgence of known sin, 
to undue conformity to the world, and to a heart but 
partially devoted to God. None of these things, how- 
ever, with truth could be charged against Lady Glen- 
orchy. Her integrity was evinced in all her thoughts, 
and words, and deeds ; she was most diligent in the 
use of all the means of grace, both public and private; 
she was, in an uncommon degree, separated ihxn the 
world, and her heart was unreservedly devoted to Grod ; 
yet she enjoyed comparatively little peace of mind and 
reli^ous comfort. It may not be improper, therefore, 
to inquire, What was the cause of this ? It was attri* 
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buted by her to wandering and vain thoughts, to cold 
affections, to guilt on the conscience, to senrable jdi»- 
tance from God, and to the want of liberty in prayer. 
But these are rather to be conadered as the effects 
than as the causes ; for if the mind has peace and com* 
fort, these things have no place,-^it is only when they 
are absent that they exist. The truth is, as the Scrip- 
tures teach, salvation is of the Lord, and the peace and 
joy which flow from it are also from the Lord, (for evay 
good gift and every perfect gift is from above, and 
Cometh down from the Father of lights ; and as we are 
saved by grace through faith, and that not of our-* 
selves, it b^g the gift of God,), so we receive the 
peace, and joy, and comfort of salvation in the same 
manner, that is, by grace, through faith given us of 
God. This enables the believer to apply the doctrineff 
and promises of the Scripture respecting the saving 
virtues of the blood of atonement and reconciliation to 
lus own mind and conscience, and hence arises his 
peace, and joy, and comfort The moment he ceases 
so to apply the blood of atonement, his peace, and joy, 
and comfort, wanting their only support, will fail, and 
like Samson, when deprived of his hair, he will be- 
come, in these respects, like other men. No integrity, 
no diligence, no separation from the world, no devot- 
edness to God, can be of any avnl in these drcunir. 
stances. Lady Glenorchy was indeed occasionally 
enabled to apply these doctrines to her conscience 
and at these seasons she did enjoy a certain degree of 
peace and comfort ; but not applying them with that 
habitual perseverance which she ought, and whidi is 
emphatically styled in Scripture, Uving by £utb, she, 
as might be expected, notwithstanding her eminent 
attainments in religion in other respects, became not 
unfrequently very comfortless and distressed. . 
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Thase renMirki iPiU receive UhittratioQ fiRosn wliat is 
next to be iachibitfri from her Diary, 



Jmuaay &— p»I had greal oomfart in reeding Oi 
on Cammunion with God, and fdt my heart drawn out 
towards hkn, in love and gratitude for his numbetlees 
mercieB tofwarda me, but especially for his love mam- 
Jested in Jesua. All night and next day I experienced 
great joy and peace in behevingl 

Jamuuy 6.-^1 had more than usual comfort in hcar^ 
ing Mr Walker preach from 1 ThesB. v. 16, 17, 18. 
<< Rgoioe evermore. Pray without eeaaing. In every 
thing give thanks : for this is the wiU of God in Chriat 
Jeaus ccneeming you."" The Lord enabled me to hear 
and retain the things spoken, and the word was re- 
fireshing to my soul. I saw it to be my privilege in 
every thiog to give thanks : this sweet frame lasted 
durii^ Friday and Saturday. Perhaps I was lifted up 
and thought my mountain stood so strong, I should 
never be moved^ for on Sabbath the 9tb, as I was 
dressing for church, and full of the hope of being 
refreshed there, a sudden temptation came across noiy 
mind ; at first I repelled the thought, but at church it 
returned with more violence ; a seeming accident made 
it more plausible— -it took possesaon of my mind, and 
I could not attend to any thing I heard. Haste, Lord, 
to my help, for thy own name^s sake. 

Sunday Januargf 16.-— This evening I got 
men liberty and comfort while speaking to some 
my servants about their souls. My teioptatiim 
while I was thus employed. 
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Sundojfy Jamiuary flO.—TAll lait ipeek my tinid has 
been consumed in fruitless attempts to eonquer yain 
thoughts. I have had much time alone, which I en- 
deavoured to spend in meditation^ reading, and {Mrayer. 
One evening I attempted to write something for the 
benefit of a backslider, which brought my own back- 
shdings to remembrance, and filled me with apprehen- 
Mons about my state. In the night I lay some hours 
awake, and got a sight of the holiness and purity of 
God, and of my own unholy life. I saw myself as an 
unclean thing in his sig^t, utterly unfit to partake of 
the pure and holy life to which I aspired in the world 
to come -.—-towards morning these words, <^ Deny thy- 
self take up your cross and follow me,"^ came forci- 
bly upon my mind ; I saw that I had not obeyed this 
command. I got up and besou^t the Lord for power 
and strength to obey him, and obtained liberty to {dead 
for mercy to pardon, and grace to help in time of need. 
I was desirous to hear what the Lord would say to me 
from the pulpit. The Psalm first given out was the 
Ixxxv. 8. 

1*11 hear what Ood the Lord will speak : 

To his folk he'll speak peace. 
And to his saints ; hut let them not 

Return to foolishness. 

The sermon, Esek. xxxvi. 81. ^^ Then shall ye re- 
member your own evil ways, and your doings that were 
not good, and shall loathe yourselves in your own sight 
for your iniquiues and for your abominations.^ Both 
were suited to my case. The aftemoon^s sermon also 
came home to my heart. I found it good to be there. 
This evening my frame has been dull; I attempted 
to instruct a diild and pray inth her, but to little pur- 
pose. I have cause to bewail my negligence in my 
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fjnnilj ; in all things I oonie short Grod be merdful 
to me a sinner ! 

Monday^ Januaty' 81. — ^This day Lady Maxwdl 
and I agreed to set apart an hour or two every Friday 
forenoon, to pray for a revival of religion in our soula, 
and in the souls of the Lord^s people, and that he 
would pour out the influences of the Holy Spirit on 
the church in general ; and that we should ask others 
to join in doing the same. 

March 5. — For some time past I have had many 
ups and downs ; sometimes rejoicing in hope» at other 
times cast down through the prevalence of sloth, and 
carelessness, and a carnal sprit, which leads me to 
waste precious time, and opportunities of seeking in- 
tercourse with God. For some time past I have been 
much engaged with some who lately appear to be 
under serious impres^ons; my desire to help them 
forward has been inordinate ; tliey are become a temp* 
tation to me ; I have forgotten that it is the Lord^s 
work, not mine. 

On Wednesday last I went to see a dying person, 
who was awakened only a fortnight ago. She said, 
<^ When I lay down on this bed I was a polluted 
miserable sinner, but now I hope I am pardoned and 
redeemed. I cannot find words to express the joy I 
feel in the view of the glory I believe I am about to 
enjoy." 

She longed to depart and to be with Christ, but 
said she waited patiently God's time. She seemed to 
enjoy a full assurance of hope, and a clear view of the 
glory of Christ in the redemption of sinners. She 
was afraid of returning again to the world, and l<Higed 
to depart. She was twenty^ne years of age. 
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Sunday y Ma/rch 20. — ^I have this day been at the 
LionTs table. My heart was dead and wandering, yet 
I was enabled to believe on him as the bread of life, 
and to receive the elements with calm composure of 
spirit, in the ftiU persuasion that his body was broken 
for me^ and his blood shed for the remission of my sins. 

Friday, Marck 96. — I was much distressed all this 
morning with confusion of thought, and inattention in 
hearing the word. 

The Lord^s dealings with me are mysterious. Some- 
times he seems to withhold support from me in duty, 
either by laying uckness on my body, or withdrawing 
the influences of his Sjnrit, when I would perform them. 
I am permitted to help others, while my own soul is 
left a bairen desert, as if I was only an instrument to 
be thrown aside when the work is done. I have many 
misgivings of mind about my state, yet no power to 
wrestle with Grod for a better one ; like a door on its 
hinges, I move, yet get no farther on. Sometimes I fear 
he has taken his Spirit from me as a punishment for 
not improving the grace bestowed. I am tempted and 
harassed by vain thoughts, and can get little comfort 
from the promises, or from any other source ; the only 
thing which yields me any consolation is, to see the 
work of grace gcnng on in others. They are increas- 
ing, whilst I am decreasing ; but if the Lord be glori* 
fled thereby, I will rejmoe, and do rejoice. Let him 
do with me what seemeth good in his eight. 

Sunday^ Jpril S.-*For some days past I have been 
indisposed in body, but more so in n^nd. Yesterday 
these words came to my mind, Isaiah xli. 17. ** When 
the poor and the needy seek water, and there is none, 
and thdr tongue faileth for thirst, I the Lord will hear 
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them, I tbe God of Israel will not fonake them.^ I 
saw they were applicable to my case ; but being m 
company f could not at that time retire fcnr prayer. 
This day^ being confined from public wonhip, I got 
an opportunity to pour out my complaint before the 
Lord with many oies and tears, and was enabled to 
commit my body, soul, and spirit, with all my burdens, 
to the Loid. I had no manifestation of his divine 
presence, or particular, assurance of my prayer bong 
heard ; but I have a comfortable hope that it was the 
Lord who enabled me to pray, and that the needy shall 
not always be forgotten ; the expectation of the poor 
shaU not perish for ever. I have had some comfort in 
reading the first epistle of John: I can apply the 
marks given of the children of God, and think I do 
keep the two great commandments, of believing on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and loving the brethren : at least, 
if I trust not on him for salvation, I know not on what 
I trust ; and if I love not his disciples, I love no other 
creature. I desire to say with David, '< Whom have 
I in heaven but thee, and there is none upon earth 
that I desire besides thee i"" 

On Thursday, the gth of May, Lady Glenoidiy 
writes thus in a note to her fiiend Lady Maxwdl: 
** I hope you will remember to unite with me to-mor« 
row in seeking the Lord^s blessing and countenance 
on the house to be opened next Lord^s day in his 
name, and do not forget one that stands mudi in need 
of your prayers for wisdom and direction, and other 
spiritual blessii^. The strong are called upon to 
bear with the weak, to comfort the feeble-minded, and 
to strengthen them. You now have an opportunity of 
doing this for me, for I am weak, feeUejninded, dis- 
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Craned) perplexed, and toesed about leith maay fears, 
and HOC comfbited'*' 

Lady Glenocdiy^s chapel in Edinburgh is aplain but 
substantial stone building, oonunodiously fitted up to 
hold tffo thousand people, and when very crowded may 
hold more. Its situation is un&yourable with respect 
to access, being at the east end of the deep hoUow 
which separates the Old Town from the New Town. 
It may be sepn ftom the North Bridge, contiguous to 
the College Church and the Trinity and Orphan 
Hospitals. 

When the building was nearly completed, as Laldy 
Glenorchy had intended that her chapel should be in 
full oommumon with the Established Church, she 
wrote to the Presbytery of Edinburgh in the following 
terms:— 

To the Rev. ihe Moderator of the Presbytery of 
Edinburgh. 

<< Rev. Sir, — ^It is a general complaxnt, that the 
diurches of this city that belong to the Establishment 
ara not proportionate to the number of its inhabitants. 
Many ^o are wilfing to pay reiA for seats, cannot 
obtain them ; and no space is left open fiir the poor, 
but the remoter areas, where few of those who find 
nxnn to stand, con get within hearing of an ordinary 
voice. I have thought it my duty, to employ part of 
that substance with which God has been pleased to in- 
trust me, in building a chapel within the Orphan-house 
padk, in which a considerable number of our commu- 
nion, who at present are altogether unprovided, may 
enjoy the comfort and benefit of the same ordinances 
that are dispensed in thor parish churches; and where 
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I hope to have the pleasure of accommodaring some 
hundreds of poor people^ who have long been diut 
out from one of the best, and to some of them, the 
only means of being instructed in the principles of 
our h(dy religion. The chapel will sooo be ready to 
receive a congregation, and it is my intention to have 
it supplied with a mimster of approved character and 
alnlities, who shall ^e security for his soundness in 
the faith, and his loyalty to Government. It will give 
me pleasure to be informed that the Presbytery ap- 
prove of my general derign, and that it will be agree- 
able to them that I ask occasional supply from such 
ministers and probationers as I am acquainted with, 
till a congregation be formed and supplied with a 
stated minister. And I beg you will do me the fisivour 
to present this letter, with my respectful compliments, 
to the Rev. Presbytery of Edinburgh, at tl^eir first 
meeting. I am. Rev. Sir, your most humble servant, 

" W. Glbnobcht.^ 

To this letter she received the following reply from 
the Presbytery derk, Mr James Craig. 

<< The Presbytery unanimously ap|Mroved of Lady 
Gknorchy's general deagn; and desired that she 
mig^t be informed that her asking occaaonal supply 
from such ministers and probationers as her I^y- 
ship b acquainted with, till a congr^ation is formed 
and supplied with a stated minister, will.be agreeable 
to the Presbytery." 

This place of worship was opened on Sabbath the 
8th of May 1774. The morning service was conduct- 
ed by the Bev. Dr John Erskine, at that time one of 
the ministers of the Old Grey^riar's Church, and 
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ooUei^ue to tfae disliKiguished historian, Dr Robert- 
son, then Principal of the University. He preached 
fit)mthe 8th diapter of the book of Proverbs, the 
dSd and S4th verses : << Hear instructioQ and be 
wise, and refuse it not Blessed is the man that 
heareth me, watching daily at the posts of my doors.^ 
The service of the afternoon was conducted by the 
Bev. Robert Walker.* He took his text from the 
-dth chapter of the Ejnsde to the Gralatians, 15th verse, 
<* For in Christ Jesus neidier circumcision availeth 
any thing, nor uncircumcision, but a new creature.^ 
The few persons who survive, speak of this day with 
much satisfaction and delight. Fervent prayers for 
the usefulness of this institution were <^ered up to 
Almighty God, which we have every reason to 1k^ 
and believe have already been heard and answered, 
and will be answered for ages and generations yet to 
come. Lady Glenordiy, in her Diary of the day, 
mentions the event with much modesty and great coiv- 
oseness. 

May 8, 1774. — This day, through the blessing of 
Grod, my chapel in Edinburgh was opened, by Dr 
Erskine and Mr Walker ; each preached a veiy suit- 
able discourse to crowded audiences. I went in the 
interval between sermons to St Cuthbert^s Chapeji of 
Ease, and partook of the LonTs Supper, and return- 
ed again to my own chapel in the afternoon. I had 
much freedom in devoting myself, and all that I am 
and have, unto God, and had sweet joy and peace in 
believing. I have felt all day much desire to praise 
the Lord, and to call on all within me to bless his'holy 
name, who hath done for me great things. AH his 
ways towards me have been mercy and truth. To

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hhn be ascribed gkuy, and praiee^ nom and for ever 
more. Amen. 

The external qrnet and retiiement of Tajmouth, 
together with its beautiful and sublime sceneiy, and 
the pastoral and orderly habits of the people^ were 
peculiarly congenial to the views and feeluigs of Lady 
Glenorchy, and contributed in no small degiee to soothe 
her mind and promote her health. Hence she re- 
peatedly expresses {Measure at her return to it This 
place must have necessarily inspired useful reoollec- 
tioDS and assocMttions. Hers she once lived in world- 
ly grandeur, and with high ambitious prospects, widi- 
out God in the world ; and, but for divine graocy she 
wpuld have been Irft to perish in the midst of themalL 
Here Grod, however, had been pleased to visit h^ in 
mercy, and to call her to a saving knowle^;e of lum- 
self; and now she felt herself little more than a strainer 
and pilgrim in it, looking for a heavenly inhcritanee. 
Here, unattended, she traversed the fields, walked 
with Grod, recounted his kindnesses and his grace, and 
with fatth unfeigned, offered up f^pvent prayaw and 
pruses. Here, in her wanderings, she often ctsa^ 
municated sacred instruction to the poor, which, m 
many uiatances, issued in their experimental know* 
ledge of Gvod. Here she generously asid seasonably 
distributed alms to the necessitous she met with by 
the way, and then returned to her dosct to reecnd in 
her Diary, in the sincere and unaffected lowliness of 
her heart, how unworthy, and how rinful, and how 
unprofitable she felt hersdf to be. But such are the 
wonderful effects of the grace of God. — ^This will be 
seen by reading the extract which follows. 

Taymoutiij July 18. — Once more the Lord has been 
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pleased to bring me to this place, for whidi I desire to 
Mess his holy name. It was here I first found the 
Ix>rd to be my God, and the Saviour of sinners. It 
has been here I have generally experienced more of 
his loving-kindness, and found his favour better than 
life, and have had the clearest views of his glory in 
the face of Jesus Christ. 

JvHy S6.— Last week I engoyed sweet fellowship with 
the Liord, and peace in believing ; but my mind is still 
harassed with vain thoughts, through my unwatdiful- 
liess. O, what an evil is this f Unwatchfiilness and 
sloth eateth like a canker, and, when the disease colneth 
to a height, it is incuraUe to human skiD. Yesterday 
I got into a sad, stupid, careless frame, from which I 
was in some measure roused by reading Mr H. Bor.^ 
ney, << On Grod as a Sanctuary ."^ I felt my heart 
drawn out towards God, with inexpressible longings 
and earnest denres for sanctification, and was en- 
abled to seek, with some degree of fervency, the bless- 
ing I stood in need of. I had power to believe the 
Lord will accomplish his promise of sanctifying me 
wholly, and redeeming me from all iniquity ; and that 
he will present me faultless before the throne of his 
Father, being washed from all my sins in his own 
Uood. Lord, increase my £edth ! perfect that which 
concemeth me, for thy mercy endureth for ever. For- 
sake not the work of thine own hands I O let my soul 
live before thee. Let Christ live in me ; and work in me 
all the good pleasure of thy goodness, and the work of 
faith with power : bring every thought of my heart into 
thy obedience; restore my diseased soul to health, and 
give me the spiritual mind, which is life and peace. 
Cleanse me frcmi all filthiness of the flesh and spirit ; 
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and glorify thy name in me, and by me. Even aoy 
Lord Jesus ; and thine be the glory for ever. Amen. 

August 14. — I have been very miserable for a fort* 
night past, through the power of indwdling sin, and 
outward temptation. I have murmured at my situa- 
tion, and forgotten that the fault hty in my rebellious 
heart Yestanlay, as I walked in the fields alone, and 
attempted to sing the LonTs praises with a heavy 
heart, he was pleased to bring conviction upon my 
mind, of my past carelessness in duty, remissness in 
seeking strength from him, and the danger I was then 
in of going back into the world. I felt strong desires 
of turning to him, and was enabled to give up myself 
anew to him without reserve, to be disposed of accord- 
ing to his will. When I came home, I sought him by 
prayer and supplication, and made all my wants known 
unto him, with thanksgiving. This morning I wait to 
his table with a dark confused mind, and hard heart ; 
yet I had faith to lay hold of Christ, as the propitiation 
for my sins, and to trust in his perfect sacrifice ss the 
only atonement and hope of a perishing sinner. I have 
little light, and no joy ; but a calm peace, and quiet 
acquiescence in the Lord^s will and way of salvation : on 
this salvation I trust, and desire to wait for the aooom- 
plishment of his promises, believing he will deliver me 
from the remains of corruption, and grant me etenal 
life^ according to his word. So be it. Lord Jesus ! 

AuguH SS.-'^-This morning I had much comfort in 
prayer, and great joy m believing the glad tidings of 
the gospel. I saw the an of unbelief; I acknowledged 
my backslidings ; and was enabled to believe the Lord 
will heal them. I felt the spirit of adoption crying 
Abba Father, and had liberty to approach him as ai^

adopted child. O for stronger faith! O for peneveranoe 
in seeking it, and grace to live by it every moment ! 

[Jged as.] September 2.— Upon this day of the 
year it pleased Grod to call me into b«ng, and to give 
me a place among the works of his hands. He hath 
ever since followed me with mercies, preserved me 
from dai^rs, and restrained me from innnmeraUe 
evils, to which my nature was prone. O that my heart 
were sensible of the amazing love displayed in all his 
dispensations towards me. Bless the Lord, O my soul, 
and be stirred up to praise and thankfubess; for he 
hath done for thee great things ; he hath called thee 
out of darkness into his marvellous light; he hath 
taken away thy filthy garments, and dodied thee with 
the robe of his imputed righteousness ; he hath sprink- 
led thee with the blood that cleanseth from all sin ; 
he hath ^ven thee an eternal inheritance among his 
saints in light ; and hath promised, that he will not 
turn away from doing thee good, but will perfect that 
which concemeth thee ; for his love is from everlasting 
to everlasting, and his mercy endureth for ever. Now, 
what return hast thou made for all this love ? Thou 
hast abused his mercies ; neglected his precepts; been 
careless, slothful, and n^ligent in seeking him by 
prayer. Thou hast bestowed upon the creature, and 
every trifle, that time and thought which were hisdue. 
Vain wandering thoughts have got possession of thy 
heart; and thou hast not striven against them with all 
thy might. Thy prayers against them hove been so 
cold and lifeless, that they seemed to beg a denial. 
Thou hast yielded too much to the snares that have 
been laid for thee by the world, and well ni^ slipped 
into the paths of enrw. Thou hast not kept thy heart 
with aU.diligence» Tby zeal hath cooled ; thy faith is 
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weak ; thy oorruptioiis strong; thou hast left thy first 

love; and the things that remain are ready to die. 

What shall be done in such a case? Is there no 

remedy P Yes, blessed be Grod, the blood of Jesus 

deanseth from all sin : To this I wcmld fly this day. 

Lord, wash thou me, and I shall be clean ! O grant 

unto me strong and lively faith to purify my heart, 

and overcome the world. It is by this alone I can 

hope for victory ; it is by this alone I can give glory 

3ey thy will. Faith is thy gift Grant 

reodve all thou art willing to bestow: 

apadty of my soul ; enlarge my deares;

fromit If any disciple of Christ might be Buppoeed to 
be pbK^ beyond the readi of temptation, one would 
think that a person so abstracted from the world, so 
cautious, so watchful, so tremblingly alire to the most 
distant appearances of evil, as Lady Glenorchy was, 
must be that favoured disdple. She however was not 
exempted from the common lot of humanity, and al- 
thoi^h she was not permitted to fall by temptations, 
she was assailed by them. She however found that 
God did not suffer her to be tempted above that she 
was able to bear ; but with the temptation also made 
a way to escape, with some acooont of which she doses 
her Diaryfor this year. 

November SO. — For some weeks past my mind has 
been ao much agitated, that I could not continue my 
Diary, being unable to judge of the real state of my 
sooL The Lord hath been pleased in the course of 
bis providence, to appoint me a trial of a new nature. 
I hove been tempted by the world in its most attarii^ 
form, to forsake the narrow path ; and the bait was so 
artfully hid, and so much suited to my natnial temper, 
that I have felt a very severe struggle to escape from it 
What the Lord is to teadi me by this I knew not ; 
but surely I may learn mudi of my own weakness from 
it . 

December 11. -—Since writing the above^ the Lord 
has been pleased to send bo^y affliction upon me^ 
which has, I hope, in some measure been sanctified. 
During the first part of it, I was in a very sad and 
niiserabk firame^ unaUe to pray or tUnk a good thought 
I seemed to be cast out from hie presence ; but at 
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length he sent delivemnce, he rebuked the tempter^ and 
gave me liberty in pouring out my complaint before 
him, and has restored the light to my benighted soul, 
which ^ows me once more the vanily. of all things 
here below, and the unspeakable privilege c^ being 
wholly devoted to God, in a life of self-denial and 
holiness. I feel my spiritual strength renewed, and 
have pleasure in hearing the word and in prayer. Last 
Friday I had a ht^bling view of the low state of re- 
ligion in this country, and was enabled to plead for the 
people with many supplications and tears, and to pray 
for success to Mr Grovels ministry, who seems to be a 
faithful minister of the gospel. These things have been 
a burden upon my mind. I now feel power to believe 
in invisible things, and am deeply impressed with the 
thought of eternity, and that the Lord is at hand. 
The love of the world seems taken out of my heart 
I am willing to leave it. I have a comfortable hope 
that the Lord indeed is my God, and that he has be- 
gun a good work in me, and will perfect that which 
conoemeth me. I see much of his goodness in deliver* 
ing me from the snare which was lately laid for my 
feet O that he may continue to guide me by his 
counsel, and keep me from falling ! 

March 1.— I arrived in London under great appre- 
hensions of being left of God to dishonour him by 
going back into the world. 

Lady Glenorchy^s chapel had hitherto been sup- 
plied partly by the clergymen and probationers of the 
city and neighbourhood, and partly by two respect- 
able dissenting ministers from England, Mr Edwaidsof 
Leeds, and Mr Grove of Woobum, in Buckingfaam- 
Bhire. HuHsoiting ministers from England, at this time, 
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irere admitted freely to the pulpts of the Established 
churches, and even allowed to receive presentations to 
parishes, there being no law to the contrary. Lady 
Glenorchy had been confined all January by sickness ; 
but early in Februaiy she went to England, among 
other objects, to seek supply feat her chapeL There 
is a weekly meeting in London among the (»thodox 
dissenters, which is held every Tuesday morning, 
called the Merchants^ Lecture, because it was origin- 
ally instituted and supported by that class of men, and 
has subfflsted for a century. Six of the most distin^ 
guished ministers of the city and its environs, elected 
by the subscribers, are the lecturers, and preach alter- 
nately. On the 14th of March Lady Glenorchy at- 
tended this lecture. By one of those incidents that 
sometimes happen in human life, the writer of these 
memoirs, passmg through London, was taken that 
morning by a friend to Pinner^s Hall, the place where 
these lectures were then delivered. Mr Webb, pastor of 
a church in Fetter-lane, Holbom, was the lecturer for 
that day, and preached from the 18th verse of the first 
chapter of the Epbtle to the Ephesians, <^ The eyes of 
your understanding bang enlightened, that ye may 
know what is the hope of his calling, and what the 
riches of the glory of his inheritance in the saints.^ 
The house was very small, the congregation not nu- 
merous, the preacher advanced in life, and read every 
word of his sermon, with no grace in the delivery : in 
short, there was no extemal embellishment to ^ve the 
discourse the least force ; but there was a gravity, a 
ttncerity, a pathos, an unc(»ntnonly rich display of 
evangehcal experimental truth, accompanied with a 
holy unction that made every word irrenstible to a 
mind disposed to receive the impressions of divine 
truth, the effect of which six-and-forty years have not 
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effiKxd fipom the mind of the author of these pages; 
nor will any number of years be able to do so, whilst 
his faculty of memory remains. Lady Glenorchy was 
seeking a minster for her chapel : little did she think 
that there was at that time present a stripling, perhaps 
within her yiew, not then twenty years of age, who, in 
that moment, in sentiment and feeling, held dose re- 
ligious fellowship with her, and who, within fire short 
years was to become the minister of her chapel, and 
after haying laboured in it between forty and fifty 
years, was to take this manner of attempting to do 
justice to her memory and character. Little did this 
stripling think there was then in that small oongregs- 
tion, and among the citizens of London, a person of her 
rank and influence, to whom, before the dose of the 
next year, by what some men call accident, but by what 
he considers a very peculiar and gradous providence 
of Almighty Grod, he should be introduced ; and on 
which introduction, by the blessing of Heaven, nesriy 
all his future usefulness and comfort for a long life 
would depend : But thus it was, for so it seemed good 
in the eyes of the wise and beneficent Disposer of all 
events. 

Lady 6len<n^y left London in May, having pre- 
viously paid a visit in Bedfordshire, probably to ber 
fflster-in-law, the Mardiioness of Grey ; thence die went 
to her friend, Miss Hill, at Hawkstone, and afterwards 
to Buxton and other places. The incessant hurry and 
bustling necessarily occasioned by removing from plaee 
to place, was extremely irksome to one accust<»ned as 
«he was to great regularity and order ; and she return- 
ed about the beginning of August with very perturbed 
fedings. These, however, as in other rimilar instances, 
she turned to a good account, by using them to lead 
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ber to do0e erainimrtion of herself, and to flee with 
much earnestness to God for aid, as will be seen by the 
extracts from her Diary which will next appear. 

March 14-— 'I was delivered from my fears by hear- 
ing a sennon at Pinner'^s Hall, from Mr Webb, on 
Ephesiansi. 18. and from this time forward, for two 
months, I experienced peace and joy in believing. 

Marck 15.— I went to pay a vidt at W in Bed- 
fordshire, where I staid two days; and there lost sight 
of my privileges, and got into darkness and distress of 
mind. Thence I went to Hawkstone and other places, 
still continuing in a sad dark frame of mind. At my 
return to Edinburgh I met with many trials, and my 
heart yielded but too much to the suggestions of the 
enemy. I endeavoured to pray, and the Lord poured 
out the spirit of supplication upon me. I then had a 
sight of the evil of backsliding in heart, and was ena- 
bled to pray for healing. 

August 18.-— This morning I arose early to call upon 
Grod, but found my heart cold and dead. I could 
neither pray, read, nor meditate in a profitable manner. 
O Lord, search my heart, and try my inward parts; 
show me what my real state is : I may deceive myself 
and others, but I cannot deceive thee. Graciously 
discover to me the deep deceits of my wicked heart, 
and sweep away every reftige of lies. Leave me no 
covering but that of the unspotted robe of a Bedeenu 
er^s righteousness, under which do thou enable me to 
flee; for his sake I ask it who shed his precious blood 
to redeem such wretched sinners as I am from guilt 
and misery. O Lord, let me not enjoy one moments 
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peace till I find peace in thee. Tmhittfr ereiy tlm^ 
to my taste, until I taste tbat thou art gncious ! 

After this period Lady Glenofdiy went to Taj- 
mouth somewhat later in the year than usuaL In this 
earthly paradise she hoped to find quiet ; and she did 
so, and something more than quiet Immediatdy on 
her arrival there, she determined to seek the Lord fay 
a day of extraordinary private fiisting and prayer. 
The account which she ^ves of her preparation tat 
this, in which she enumerates her many wants, and of 
the manner in which she observed it, together with 
the effects which followed, is very edifying : her recol- 
lections and reflections on her Ujth-day are also truly 
affecting. She appears this summer to have enjoyed 
more peace and divine consolation than ever she did 
before ; and 6n this account the Diary of this period 
will be read with peculiar pleasure. 

Tajfmouthf Augtat 17, 1775.'^I arrived at this be- 
loved place, which is peculiarly endeared to my soul, 
bong the place of my spiritual birth, and frequently 
has since been a place of revival and refreshment to 
my spiritual life. I purpose setting apart to-morrow as 
a day of prayer, in order to seek the Lord. I have 
been conridering the wants of my soul, that I may 
plead for a supply at the throne of grace. They are 
as follow :•*- 

I want an abiding sense of the presence of Grod, a 
filial fear, a hatred of sin, love to holiness, more ftith 
exercised in the promises of Grod, especially that in 
John xiii. IS, 14. ^^ And whatsoever ye shall ask in 
my name, that will I do, that the Father may be glori- 
fied in the Son. If ye shall ask any thing in my name, 
I will do it.'' 
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I want to have an subdued and ouHrtified in me by 
the ^[Hiit of God, and that the Holy Ghost may 
shed abroad his influences in my heart, to purify, en- 
lighten, and sanctify me ; to testify of Jesus, teach me 
what I know not^ lead me into all truth, and refresh 
me with his consolations. 

I want to have my backslidings healed, my. soul re- 
stored to the vigorous exercise of grace, awakened 
fiom drowfioness and sloth, and that the tilings which 
remain and are ready to die, may be strengthened. 

I want the Holy Sprit to witness with my s^nrit 
that I am bcHrn again, and that I am now a child of 
God. 

I want the improper love of myself destroyed, that 
internal principle of selfishness which stains, mars, 
and spoils all I say and do. 

I want my besetting sin mortified, which, the Lord 
knows, has harassed and distressed my soul for years 
past ; and although now it prevails not, but rather 
seems dead^ yet I fear will revive <m the first tempta- 
tion. 

I want to know more of Grod, of his perfections, of 
his glory as it shines in the person of Jesus Christ our 
Lord, of hid love to sinners in the work of redemp- 
tion. 

I want an experimental knowledge of the truths 
I have been taught. I would feel their influence on 
my heart and life, that it may appear unto all that I 
bdong to Jesus Christ. 

I want to be made willing that all should know 
this, that I may not be ashamed at any time, or any 
place, of my Christian profession. 

I want more humility and lowliness ixf heart, and 
self-denied and constant obedience to all the commands 
of Christ. 

Y 
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I want the image of Christ stamped <m my soul, 
and more love to him, and more oonfturmity to him in 
all things. 

I want wisdom to direct me how to behave towards 
my unconverted relations, seeing that all the ways I 
have hitherto tried have proved ineflfectual in reoondl* 
ing them to the truths of God 

I want gravity and dignity of behaviour at all times, 
becoming my profession and the high calling of God. 
I would carry about with pe the djring of the Lc»d 
Jesus. 

I want also wisdom to direct me in temporal affairs, 
that I may act the part of a faithful steward of the 
things intrusted to my charge, so that I may neither 
by profuffion nor narrowness bring a reproach upon 
reli^on. 

I \want more of the spirit of prayer, and power to 
meditate and delight in reading the word of God; a 
teqder conscience to fed the first af^fvroach of an; 
an evangelical repentance, that looks on him I have 
pierced, and that mourns because of dn, as the pro- 
curing cause of his sufferings ; and which leads to flee 
from sin as from the face of a serpent 

I want more love to the Iwethren, for the liord's 
sake, and a more single eye to his glory in all I do for 
them. 

I want to have no will of my own in any thing, but 
ever to find the Lord^'s will precious to me, even when 
it crosses my will. I know he cannot err, tho^ore I 
would rejoice when I am disappointed, for when his 
will takes place my end is answered, for I desire only 
to advance his glory. 

I want to igiow his will concerning the manner in 
which I ought to settle the chapel in Edinburgh, and 
that in Strathfillan, and the parish of Cramond. 
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. I want to know my wants, and to have access at ail 
times to spread them before a throne of grace, whare 
I know they can be abundantly supplied out of the 
fulness of Christ 

AuguH S6. — I arose early to spend an hour m con- 
fessing my sins unto the Lord. My soul was rather 
dead in die duty, yet, through grace, I attained to 
something of simplicity of heart,— a denre for an- 
cerity, and consmousness of defidency. 

I afterwtois spent some time in reading the Scrip- 
tures. The Lord was present with my sfMrit I after- 
wards retired to a place unknown to others, where I 
sought the Lord, first for his church, and then for 
myself. He was graciously pleased to permit me to 
spread my wants bdbre him. I felt enlarged in prayer, 
and got somewhat of a fervent spirit for two hours, 
and had some degree of comfort from the secret 
testimony of the Sjnrit, of the love of God to my 
soul. This was not in so great a measure as on for* 
mer occasions of this sort; but I was made to per- 
c^ve the Spirit of Christ was indeed making inter-* 
cesooa for me, and I had confidence of being heard. 
I have since this time been rather in a dull frame ; 
eomiption still assails me ; but the Lord will deliver 
me in his own time. I desire to praise him with my 
whole soul for aU that is past, and to trust him for 
all that is to come. 

A^'g^ 96.— This morning I bad sweet access to 
a throne of grace, and fdt some meltings of heart in 
the view of my Bedeemer^s sufferings for nnners, and 
for myself in particular. I could say that I looked 
upon him whom I had pierced. I felt abhorrence at 
the part I had in otucifying the Lord of glory. 
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This day I made a disposition of my chapel and 
school in Edinburgh, and I believe I have done it 
under the direction of the Lord, in the way mo^ 
likely to promote the end I have in view. To him be 
the praise ! 

Friday y September l.-^This day I endeavoured to 
keep as a day of prayer, for the revival of religion in 
our land. I found some degree of sorrow for the 
abounding iniquity of it, and liberty to plead with 
the Lord that our backslidings might be healed ; and 
I also remembered all my Christian friends particu-^ 
larly by name before the Lord. 

[Aged S4.] September 2. — It hath been my casUxA, 
ever since I knew the grace of God, to olnerve this 
day as a day of humiliation for my ans, and of thanks- 
giving for the mercies conferred upon me by God my 
Saviour, from my birth to the present hour. To see I 
my own vileness, I must at the same tfane behold the 
infinite perfections of a Holy God. O that I had a ' 
clearer view of his glory and exceUenoe, of his amaz- 
ing love to the sinful sons of men ! Then should I 
indeed be humbled Under a sense of the ingratitude 
and insensibility of my cold wretched heart, which is 
so little moved by all his tender merdes and loving 
kindnesses to me, preserving me from evil, restraining 
me from outward an, redeeming my soul from hell, 
and adopting me into his family. He has given me a 
goodly inheritance in this world, and in that whidi is 
to come an inheritance indorruptible, tmdefiled, and 
which fadeth not away. Surely none ever had such 
cause to extol free sovereign grace,-^a brand plucked 
from the burning,— -a backslider restored,-— a poor 
worm raised up and employed by infinite grace.as an

instrument in the Lord^s work ! Was it for any fore- 
seen good in me^ any greater measure of .love or 
faithfulness, that the Lord has thus distinguished me 
by his grace ? O no ! at this day my vile heart is still 
prone to depart from him . by unbelief, — at times it is 
filled with all evil,—- sin still warreth in me, and de- 
ceives me, so that I am frequently led captive by it, and 
made to cry out for the bitterness of my soul. Some- 
times I am ashamed of my gracious Grod, and fall into 
conformity to the vain oonversaticm of his enemies; 
and thus spend precious time in a most unprofitable 
manner. I sometimes restrain prayer, neglect medita- 
tion, and reading the scriptures. I am careless in read- 
ing, and inattentive in hearing, the word of God, and 
omit many known duties. Oh, my sins of omission are 
^ many and grievous; had the Lord dealt with me as. I 
have sinned, I should now have been lost But, glory 
to his name, his thoughts are not as our thoughts. How 
hath my^heart, like that of Joseph^s brethren, misinter- 
preted the Lord^s dealings, and foreboded terror and 
destruction, while his thoughts have been of good, and 
not of evil. How hath he overruled my sins and follies 
for his own glory and my everlasting good. O how 
much have I learnt this year of my own weakness, igno- 
rance, pride, worldliness, and desperate wickedness of 
heart ! I hope I have also learned to trust it less, and 
to expect no safety or stability but in the ways of Grod, 
and from himself. As to outward things, I have been 
blessed by an increase of income, in proportion to what 
I have laid out in his cause. He haih hitherto helped 
me, and owned the work 1 have been engaged in to be 
his, by blessing his word to some spuls. — For all these 
things I desire to praise him, and to ascribe unto the 
Father, Son, and Holy Spirit, one Gkxl, as is most due, 
all the glory, now and for evermore. W. G. 
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Mondavi September 4.«— Last mgfat^ after writii^ 
down my exerdie during the day> I took up my 
' Bible, and read in RevelaticmSy from the oxth chapter 
to the end; during whidi the Lord was pleased to 
give me such hope and comfort in the fiiitb of the 
glory to be revealed, and of my own part in it, that I 
could hardly read for tears of joy. I had sweet penoe 
through the ev0ning,-«*-4he enemy seemed to have left 
me,— and this morning I awoke with these wocda: 
<< He hath made him to be sin for us, who knew a6 
sin, that we might be made the righteousness of God 
in him.^ I made haste to get upon my knees, and 
the Lord poured out upon me the spirit of grace and 
supplication with thanksgivii^. I got much liberty of 
access to God, and made known my suit with bold- 
ness, and confidence of being heard; in particular,'* 
for the churdi of Christ,' for my chapels, nnmsters, 
schools, my bosom friends Lady Maxwell and Lady 
Henrietta Hope, their parents sod mine. I felt mudi 
loVe for them, and all the saints, as being one with 
them in Christ; — was astonished at the grace and 
mercy of the Lord, in calling such worms to partake 
of his glory, and particularly myself, the vilest of aU. 
I got new light upon some Scriptures while prayii^ 
over them, especially Heb. xii. 1— *6. «« Wherefcnie^ 
' seeing we also are compassed about with so great a 
cloud of witnesses, let us lay aside every weight, and 
the sin which doth so easily beset us, and let us run 
with patience the race that is set before us. For whom 
the Lord loveth he chasteneth, and scourgeth every 
son whom he recaveth ;'' and Phil. ii. 6. 11. «« Let 
this mind be in you which was also in Christ Jesua.** 
** And that every tongue should confess that Jeana 
Christ is Lord, to the glory of the Father."" I got a 
sight of one great evil in my heart, namely, being 
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unwilling to become of no reputation for Christ I 
prayed eameBtlj to be made willing ; and also for a 
qnritual mind, and to be delivered from vain thoughts. 
I asked power to persevere in the use of the means for 
attaining spirituality of mind, and that I might be 
kept from temptations which have hitherto overcome 
me, and now threaten me. Glory be to God for the 
mercies of this morning. I note this to the pndse of 
his glorious rich free grace to the most unworthy of 
all his redeemed creatures. 

Sunday^ September 10. — This last week I have again 
been tried with vain company, and have cause to la- 
ment my numberless miscarriages and omissions. I 
yielded too much to their spirit, yet I have cause to 
bless the Lord for enabling me to confess him before 
them. I have had little life or comfort to-day in my 
soul, yet at bottom there is a hope I would not part 
with for a thousand worlds. There is a state of life 
and immortality beyond the grave. 

Sunday^ September 17. — During the course of last 
week I have had much occasion to lament the deep 
depravity of my mind, and the power of old habits ; 
yet, notwithstanding my folly, the Lord has at times 
been very gracious to my soul, particularly one day 
when reading in the fields an old book, Christ in you 
the hope of Glory, by Brown ; or Christ dwelling in 
the Believer by the Spirit. I was made to believe my 
union with him, and his actually dwelling in my heart 
by faith, in so clear and satisfactory a manner, that I 
was filled with joy and wonder unspeakable. My soul 
was transported with a view of inviable things,— -it 
seemed too much for the body. 

This mcMrning, after tryii^ to pray, being very dull 
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and dead in it, I took up Vincent on the Coming cf 
Christ to Judgment, and had not read Cbut befoie my 
soul was filled with unspeakable joy and peace in be- 
heving. I was made to see my willingness to leoeive 
him, and consequently my interest in him. I was 
overwhelmed with a sense, or foretaste as it were, of 
the glory to be revealed, and astonished at the sove- 
reign rich grace of God, that had written my worth- 
less name in the book pf lif(^ before the foundation of 
the world. I fell at his feet overcome with love, pn^ 
able to speak, and could only adore in alence, utter- 
ing my feelings by oghs and tears. 

Atchurch the Psalms were refreshing to my soul. I 
could sing heartily to the Lord, my Strength and 
Redeemer. The text was, << Rejoice that your names 
are written. in the book of life.^ — ^I did rejoice. The 
four last verses of the 97th Psalm, which were after- 
wards sung, were very pleasant to my soul :«— 

For thou, O Lord, art bi^ above 

All things on earth that are ; 
Above all other gods thou art 

Exalted very far. 

For all those that be righteous, 

Sown is a joyful light ; 
And gtadness sown is for all those 

That are in heart upri^t, &c &c 

I saw much in that verse, Light is sown for the right- 
eous, and gladness for the upri^t in heart. But this 
pleasant fhune did not last long. Upon the whole, 
this has been a blessed day to n)y soul. Glory be to 
God! 

Sunday i October 8*-^The Lord has been very gia- 
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dous to me during the ooune of last week and this 
day. This is a time of prosperity with me in soul and 
body. I enjoy health, riches, firioods, comforts of 
various sorts; spiritual merges, peace of consdenoe, 
freedom from many evils, and some measure of faith 
in the glorious things that await me when time shall 
be no more. The dangers I have now to fear are 
spiritual pride, high-mindedness, self-seeking, selfr 
righteousness, impatience, sloth, carelessness, omission 
of known dudes, and carnal security. Gradous Lord, 
deliver me from these, and every other dn and snare 
thou seest me in danger of,— undertake for me, — ^pre- 
serve me now in this day of wealth, lest I be full, wax 
fat, and kick against thee. Let thy grace and power 
be manifested in keeping my soul near to thyself, in a 
humble dependance on thee for all things. Sendble 
of my own nothingness and emptiness, may I come 
every moment to recdve from thy fulness, wisdom, 
righteousness, and strength. Grant this, for thy holy 
pame^s sak^. ^mea ! 
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CHAPTER XIV.

tracts from Diary, from July 11, to September 2, 1776. 

Lady Glenoechy returned to Edinburgh in October, 
where circumstances soon occurred which gave her 
much and long vexation. Some of her religious friends 
had scruples with respect to their continuing members 
of the established church, and they separated from it, 
and became zealous and censorious sectarians of differ- 
ent denominations. These occurrences affected her 
very much. Mr Grove had preached in her chapel 
three months at the close of the last year, and after going 
hack to England, he returned in October, bringing his 
family with him, and preached for as long a period at 
the end of this present year. He was very generally 
acceptable to the congregation, and desirous to settle 
amongst them ; nor was Lady Glenorchy averse to it. 
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There were some, however, who were not sotttfied 
with Mr Grove's sentiinents with respect to. church 
order, and they expressed their dissatisfisctton in a 
way which made Lady Olenorchy very uneasy. How* 
ever, to put an end to this, she applied by letter to the 
Presbytery of Edinburgh, informing them of her wishes 
to gratify the congregation of her chapel, by appoint* 
ing Mr Grove to be their minister, and respectfully 
requesting their ooantdultice therein; to whidi she 
received an answer, stating the terms on which they 
were disposed to acquiesce in Mr Grove's settlement 

Of these drcumstances the reader will be further 
informed by an extract from her Diary, and copies cf 
these letters. 

EdkfJbwr^i Sunday J October 9SL^^1 came yesterday 
to this place ; found my soul refreshed in conversing 
with some dear Christian friends. To-day the word 
of God, and the whole services of the church, have 
been comfortable. To him be the glory ! 

December 20.-— On Sunday the 17th I begged theLord 
to show me what my real state was before him; my trouble 
increased ; I began to murmur at my fttuation. The 
enemy for a season was permitted to plead the cause 
of his votaries, and drew a comparison between them 
and the church to the disadvantage of the latter : thus 
my mind was drawn aside into awful and dangerous 
depths. Up6n this I ventured to pray that QtoA. 
would manifest himself and lus work of redemption 
to my soul. In bitterness of spirit I arose from my 
knees, took up the Bible, and cried ^o the Lord to 
give me faith in his word, and an answer of peace 
from it. On reading, the snare by which I was hekl 
gave way, and my soul escaped as a bird. From me* 
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ditatiiig on the Scrq[>tiire8, peace was restored to mj 
Boul, my doubts and distreflses vaniahed away, and my 
relish for the word of Grod and access to the throne of 
grace have been restcnied. Glory be to God ! 

The lett^ to the Presbytery of Edinburgh which 
has been mentioned, is in the following tocms : — 

To the Moder€star ofihe Presbytery of Edinburgh. 

" Edinburghj December 27, 1776- 
** Rev, Sir,-^I acquainted your reverend Presbytety, 
in a letter sent to them in Mardi 1774, that the chapel 
which I had built, for the purposes mentioned in that 
letter would soon be ready for the reception of a con- 
gregation ; that I intended to ha^e it supplied with a 
minister of approved character and abilities ; and was 
persuaded it would be agreeable to the Presbytery, 
that, in the mean time, I should ask occasional supply 
fix)m such ministers and probationers as I was ac- 
quainted with. 

^^ The Presbytery having been pleased to signify 
thar afqorobation of my deogn, several ministers and 
probationers have cheerfully given th^ assistance; 
and I have no doubt they will continue it, which in 
future vniHl only be necessary, at particular times, as the 
chapel is now statedly supplied by the Bev. Thomas 
Grove, a minister of established character and abilities, 
who for several years has been pastor of a Protestant 
dissenting congregation in England, and as such gave 
the security required by law in that part of the king- 
dom for his loyalty to Government, and his adhorenoe 
to those essential doctrines of the Reformation in which 
the established Confessions of both churches are hap- 
pily agreed. He is well known to several ministers of

this city and suburbs, ifith whom he has jinned in 
ministerial commiinion ; and to those who attend at 
the chapel, having preached to them during the space 
of three months last year, and as many this year ; to 
whom his ministrations are so acceptable that they have 
expressed their earnest desire of his continuance among 
them as their pastor, which it is my intendon to com- 
ply with, that, besides the preaching of the word, they 
may enjoy the comfort and benefit of the other ordi« 
nances of reli^on, which are dispensed to their brethren 
of the same communion in th^ parish churches. I b^ 
you will do me the favour to communicate this letter 
to the Reverend Presbytery at their first meeting, with 
my respectful compliments, which will oblige. Rev. 
Sir, your most obedient and most humble servant,

^o this letter Lady Glenorchy recaved the sul>> 
joined reply :-«- 

To the Right Honourable Lady GUnorcky. 

<* Madam,— Your Ladyship^s letter was laid before 
us ; and although we continue to approve of your pious 
intentions in establishing the new congregation within 
our bounds, we cannot give countenaoce to any person^'s 
being admitted minister thereof, until we have satisfy- 
ing evidence of his having been r^ularly licensed and 
ordained) of his loyalty to Oovemment, and of his 
conformity to our standards. We have the honour to 
be your Ladyship^s most obedient most humble ser- 
vants. H. MoKCEiEFF Wellwood, Moderoior.^ 

1776. — ^Mr Grove was a gentleman of some landed 
property, of good address and talents, and of pleasant 
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manners. He was erne of the six young men, who, in 
the year 1768, were expelled firom the Univendty <^ Ox- 
ford, fcHT praying extempore in a private house; but was 
by his severe judges acknowledged to be the least ex- 
ceptionable of them in every respect : and although with 
great humility and earnestness he petitioned for leslD- 
ration, and llie Vice-Chancellor admitted that his case 
was very hard, his application, notwithstanding, was re- 
fused. This harsh treatment made Mr Grove a dedded 
dissenter in his own country, and gave him a distaste 
to national reli^ous establishments in general; and 
as he found Lady Gl^iorchy determined not to sepa- 
rate her Chapel from the Church ol Scotland, of whidi 
she was a member, and with which her oldest, ablest, 
and best friends were connected, he determined, but 
not without much reluctance, to return to England 

This event occasioned Lady Glenorchy consider- 
able perplexity ; and the suspicion, and clamour, and 
evil speaking to which it gave rise, hurt her so much, 
that she seriously meditated a plan of selling her 
estate, and leaving Scotland altogether. This resolu- 
tion both alarmed and dbtressed her fitiends, who did 
not fail to remonstrate against her intentions in very 
sizong terms: among these was Lady Henrietta Hope, 
who wrote to her, on the 18th of January, in the fol- 
lowing manner :— 

<< I did not receive your's, my dear Madam, till 
this morning ; and then, I must own, I felt soiiatioBS 
which your ever welcome letters have not been used to 
excite. So little am I reconoled to the plan you have 
eventually formed, that the determined manner in 
which you write of it as if really to take place, was 
more than I could beisr immoved; and I know not 
how long the damp it threw on my spirits would have 
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oontinued, had it not been brought to my rem em- 
faranoe, that tfou might propose^ but that God would 
dispose^ and aurdy overrule all jthings for hia gk^ry. 
To me it appeara next to impossible^ that by such 
an event this great end shall be advanced; but, as 
your Ladyship seems at present to be absolutely fixed 
in your determination, I shall not trouble you mxxe on 
the subject, till some better occasion offer to remon- 
strate more strongly .^^ 

The circumstances of Mr Grovels family would not 
admit of his immediate return to England. He there- 
fore remained, and no objection being made to it, 
preached in the chapel till the end of February, when 
it again was supplied by the ministers and probationers 
of the city and neighbourhood. 

When Mr Grove finally left Edinburgh, Lady 
Glenorchy consulted her friends with respect to the 
most eligible i^mode of conducting and settling her 
chapel. She herself was of opinion, that the best way 
to prevent all suspicions and jealousies with respect to 
her objects and deogns, would be to invite a minister 
from the church, of whose ecclesiastical views no doubt 
could be entertained, either by the Presbytery or the 
public ; and having fixed upon the mode of manage- 
m^st, her mind became tranquil and easy, as will 
fqppear from her Diary. 

Sundayy Jaamary 14.-*>The Lord has seen meet to 
afford me some glimmerings of %ht on the path of 
duty. I have seen it right to give up my own plans- 
and wishes concerning the settlement of the chapel, 
and simply to follow whatevar seems most likely to 
promote faith, peace, and love, in the Churoh of 
Christ. 
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I have permitted Mr Grrove to return to England, 
as he was not willing to ngn the formula, audi didnot 
find myself at liberty to separate from the Established 
Church. I now tldnk of procuring a minister frcnd 
among ourselves, few stated pastor, w1m> will oonsoit to 
the oocaaonal visits of preachers from England. My 
mind is more composed since this was settled. I now 
wait for %ht whom to choose, and how to proceed. 
But my soul is still at a distance from God. Strong 
temptations assault me in prayer; so that I cannot 
continue many minutes in it. My thou^ts are un- 
fixed; my body threatened with a painful danger- 
ous malady. I have no great fears of death : I seem 
more afraid to live to dishonour Grod. I almost look 
on an early death as a privilege ; and should rejoice to 
think it near, were my soul as comfortable aa in times 
past 

Stmdagf, Jdmuinf 28. — I'he iLord has been gracious- 
ly pleased to loosen my bonds, and permitted me to pray 
with some degree of faith, to commit my way unto 
him, and to g^ve up myself wholly to him for time 
and eternity. I found sweet a»nposure of mind, and 
power to rest on his word this forenoon in secret I 
was however disappointed in public worship, my mind 
wandered, and I got no benefit, and returned hone 
ashamed and confounded at the deep and unutterable 
depravity of my nature, yet thankful for the ground 
I have tp hope fcnr deliverance through the Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

Sunday^ February 10. — ^The Lord hath permitted 
me this day to sit down at his table, and partake of 
the symbols of his broken body and shed blood, with 
some degree of faith. Blessed be his name for creat- 
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ing in me a hunger and thirst for spiritual blessings, 
and for letting me feel my wants. 

He has also restored, in a measure, my health, 
delivered me from the fear of an incurable and paiii- 
ful disease, fand relieved my mind from many other 
heavy weights : he enables me to cast my care upon 
him, and to believe that he careth for me. The 103d 
Psalm was sweet to my soul this morning, — I could 
praise the Lord in the language of the Psalmbt, believ- 
ing that he had indeed forgiven mine iniquities, and par- 
doned my sin ; — ^that as a father pitieth his child, so 
did he pity my helplessness and my infirmities. 

This evening I have felt like the workings of true 
repentance and godly sorrow for backslidings, vain 
thoughts, short-comings, and backwardness to duty. 
My soul longeth after holiness and conformity to the 
image of Christ I have, I think, from the bottom of 
my heart, asked the Holy Spirit to abide in me, and 
sit as a refiner^s fire, to purify me from all my dross, 
to sanctify every power and faculty of my soul. 

March 17.-— Since writing the above, it pleased 
God to send a severe illness upon me, which has re- 
duced my body very low, and I have seldom had any sen- 
sible life or joy in my soul. But, blessed be his name, my 
hope concerning the life to come has never failed ; my 
sweetest moments have been those when death appear- 
ed near. This day I have had the privilege of atting 
down at the Lord'^s table. My body was very weak, 
and I could not get to a lively frame of sprit ; but I 
was enabled to receive the tokens of his unspeakable 
love with a thankful heart, and to bless the Father for 
giving the Son, the Son for ^ving himself up to the 
death for us, and the Holy Ghost for applying the 
benefits of his death, and opening my understanding 
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to know the truth, without whidi I must for e^er 
have remained in ignoranoe, and perished eternally. 
This evening I see my great need €i fresh suj^diea of 
grace, and have got power to pleftd for mcNre lille^ 
wisdom, knowledge, faith, iove, holiness, strength, 
and power over sin, and a thankful qnrit for modes 
received. 

April aO.^For a month past I have been much 
engaged in outward things, yet I have had sweet mo- 
menta in the contemplation of the divine promises, 
and in laying hold of them by an appropriating fiiith. 
On Sunday the 7th, I enjoyed a lively sense of the 
love of Grod all the day, both in public and in private 
devotion. The week following my joy was interrupt- 
ed by the business in which I was ei^;aged, and a 
weak body which clouded the mind; but my hope * 
remained immovable. On Saturday last I heard a 
sermon on brotherly love, fixxn Mr S » under 
which I was convinced that I had hitherto fiailed 
greatly in this duty, and determined, through grace^ 
to observe more carefully the commands of Christ 
concerning it, particularly in 1 Corinthians, 18th 
chapter. 

The first movement of Lady Glenorchy in the execu- 
ticm of her plan for her chiqpel, was to select a prc^r 
person to be proposed to the congregation and Pres- 
bytery, as the future minister. The deigyman on 
whom she fixed, was the Bev. Robert Balfour, minis- 
ter of the parish of Lecn^t, near Stirling, and after- 
wards, for nearly forty years, the justly admired and 
beloved pastor of the Outer High Church of Glasgow, 
whose memory will long be dear, very dear, indeed, to 
the hearts of all who knew him, for his piety-«4u8 in- 
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t^rity— his great taleQtfr-4u8 kindneM-^hifl eandoiir 
-— Ub luefulnessy and eY€fy grace, virtue, and action 
that bind doee Chriatian to Christian, and man to 
man. No dioioe eould be more judidous than thia. 
He WB8 a native of the city of Edinburgh, be had 
been educated at ita schools and university, he was a 
licentiate'of its Presbytery, and well known to the most 
of its members frcHn his very diildhood. The people 
were delighted with this choice ; Mr Balfour cheerfully 
accepted of the offer, and no one dreamt of <qipoflitioa 
from any quarter ; but the great Lord of the vineyard 
had destined him for a much higher station, and a 
sphere of much greater usefulness. 

Lady Glenorcby was not destitute of able advisers : 
In the church she numbered Dr Webster, Dr Dick, 
Dr Erskine, Mr Walker, &c. &c. and out of it, Mr 
Crosby, advocate, one of the most distinguished men 
at the bar in his day. They appear to have informed her, 
that there ware two sorts of chiqpels in oxmexion with 
the Established church, the one diapels of Ease strict- 
ly so called, entirely dependant in their operations on 
the minister and session o{ the parish within whose 
bounds they are situated, and in which the ministers 
are in fact little, if any thing, more than asastants to 
them ; theother, free chapels, accountable for their con- 
duct only to their Presbyteries and the superiiBr courtsw 
Lady Glenorchy^s cfaapd was of the latter dass. As 
instatutions of this kind were but few at this period, laws 
and regulati<xis for them did not exist, and tberefcte 
Presbyteries admitted them on such terms as they 
judged expedient, — the proprietors and people gener^ 
ally struggling for as much liberty as they conld posas* 
Uy obtain, and the churdi eourts gradually drawing 
tighter and tighter the cords of restoaint. By a law 
enacted since this period, the rules by which every 
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chapel that is erected is to be conducted, are prescribed 
by the Grenenil Assembly, before it is admitted to the 
communion of the Church. This statement will enable 
the reader better to understand the nature of the con- 
test into which Lady Glenorchy, much against her in- 
clination, was brought with certain individuals in the 
churdi courts. 

All things having .been prepared for the inducting 
Mr Balfour, she, on the 15th of May, sent the follow- 
ing letter to the Presbytery :— 

To ike Moderator 9 S^c. 

<< Edinburgh, ISih Mmf 1776. 

^< Rev. Sir,«-As the chapel I lately built in thi» 
city is private pn^rty, and liot meant to be put upon 
the footing of the Establishment, I was informed, that 
what related to the settlement of a minister there, could 
not with propriety be brought before your Presbytery. 
But it appeared to me a piece of respect due to so ve- 
nerable a body, to acquaint them of my intention not: 
to settle any person but one of established character, 
loyal to Gk>vemment, sound in the faith, and firmly 
resolved not to follow any divisive courses. 

^ This I did, some time before the chapel was opened, 
in a letter directed to the moderator. And in Decem- 
ber last I acquainted them, in another letter, that the 
Rev. Mr Grove, a dissenting minister in England, 
having for some time o£Bciated in the clu^l, I had oc- 
casion to be fully satisfied that he was, in all reelects, a 
person to whom the above character justly belonged; 
and therefore had a view of calling him to be minister 
of the said chapel. To this letter I was favoured with 
the following answer : — < Your Ladyship''s letter was 
laid before us, and though we continue to approve i^ 
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your pious intentions in establishing the congregation 
within our bounds, we cannot give coontenance to any 
person^s being admitted minister thereof, until we have 
satisfying evidence of his having been regularly licensed 
and ordained, of his loyalty to Gk>vernment, and of his 
conformity to our standards.^ 

'* It gave me pleasure that the Presbytery approved 
of my general design, and were satisfied of the integrity 
of my intentions. They have, no doubt, a title to 
demand evideioe of what they judge necessary, previ- 
ous to their fixing a pastoral relation between a minis- 
tar and any congregation witliin thdr bounds ; and I 
am persuaded, if circumstances had permitted Mr Grove 
to remain in Scotland, he would have given such satis- 
faction, with respect to the above particulars, as would 
have removed all difficulty in the way of their granting 
that countenance to his mimstrations, which I meant 
to have asked of them. 

<< This is now unnecessary, Mr Grove has returned 
to England, and I intend that the Rev. Mr Balfour, 
minister of Lecropt, one of yoUr own licentiates, with 
whose ministerial abilities and good character you are 
wdU acquainted, shall be pastor of the foresaid con^- 
gation. 

** As at his ordination he subscribed, and is still 
ready to subscribe, the standards of the Church of 
Scotland, my nomination of him cannot fail of bong 
agreeable to your Presbytery, especially when I add, 
that such is his regard for them, and his rescJution to 
hold communion with the ministers of the Establish- 
ment, that he declines taking any step toward the loos- 
ing of his pastoral relation from his parish, until he is 
assured that your Presbytery will countenance his ad- 
misfflon to the chapel, by appointing one of their num^ 
ber to preach on the occasion. This you will please to 
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lignify to them at thdr first meeting, who, I doubt not, 
will comply with Mr Balfoiu^s request I am, with 
respect, Reverend Sir, your most humUe serrant, 

« W. Glewobcht.'* 

The Presbytery unanimously approved of Lady 
Glenorchy^s choice of Mr Balfour, as bong possessed of 
all the qualifications they had required ; but he having 
intimated his desire to be introduced to the chapel, by 
one appointed by the Presbytery to preach on that oc- 
casion, this gave rise to a debate,— -a few members 
being of <^nion, that, in order to authorize such ap- 
pointment, it was necessary that there should be a call 
from the congregation, and legd security for the 
stipend to the minister ; and that the collections should 
be put under the administration of the managers of the 
Charity Workhouse. The majority of the Presbytery 
thought these requisitions improper and unnecessary, 
but, desirous to preserve that unanimity which had | 

hitherto subsisted, they agreed, without a vote, to ap- | 

point a committee of 'their number to converse with I 

Lady Glenorchy on these points ; and as the minority 
diffo^ amongst themselves as to the precise things they 
demanded, the Presbytery, instead of specifying par- 
ticulars, gave a general instruction to thrir committee, 
and through their moderator wrote to her as fol- 
lows : —

«< E^Unburghj llih May 1776. 
<' Madam,— 4 this day laid your letter of the 15th 
current before the Presbytery, and have reodived their 
directions to assure your Ladyship, that the nomina- 
tion of Mr Balfour to be minister of your diapel, is 
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very agreeable to them ; and that lliej will, upon pro- 
per application being made to them, aj^point such a 
day for his admission to be minister of the chapel, as 
shall be convenient for your Ladyship; and have re- 
commended it to Dr Webster, Dr Erskine, and Mr 
Robert Walker, to converse with your Ladyship upon 
their ideas of a proper apfdication. I have the honour 
to be, in the most respectful manner, Madam, your 
Ladyship^s most obedient and very humble servant, 
** H, MoNCEiBFF Wellwood, Moderator^' 

Pursuant to the above recommendation, the com- 
mittee gave Lady Glenorchy a full account of what had 
passed in the Presbytery ; and, in consequence of this, 
she wrote the following letter to the moderator : — 

To the Moderator, ^c. 

«< Edinburgh, May 24, 1776. 

*^ Rev. Sir,-— On Saturday last I received your let- 
ter of the 17th current, informing me that the nomi- 
nation of Mr Balfour, minister of Lecropt, to be the 
minister of my chapel, is very agreeable to the Presby- 
tery ; and that, upon proper application made to them, 
they will appoint a day for his settlement 

'^ What application is here pointed at, I have just 
learned from the reverend gentlemen to whom you 
refer for that purpose. This gives me an opportunity, 
which I dieerfully embrace, of explaining more fully 
the nature and design of my chapel,' and shall take the 
liberty to express myself in words that canhnot be mis- 
taken. 

<^ I have already acquainted the Presbytery, that 
the chapel is private property, and was never intended 
to be put upon the footing of the Establishment, nor 
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connected with it as a chiqpel of ease to the dty of 
Edinburgh, in such a manner as the chapels of ease 
lately erected in St Cuthberts and other parts of Scot- 
land, are connected with their respective parishes. 

" Having built the chapel wholly at my own 
expense, for the accommodadon of my family, and 
numbers of poor people who at present are deprived 
of the best, and to many of them the only means of 
being instructed in the prindples of our holy rdigion, 
I think myself entitled to name the minister thereof, 
especially as no person is under any obligation to jmn 
with him in his ministrations, but such as shall v<^an- 
tarily choose so to do. The Presbytery, however, 
may rest assured of my steady adherence to what I 
have often declared, that I will at no tune nominate 
any person but one of established character, sound in 
the faith, loyal to Grovemment, and firmly resolved 
not to follow divisive courses. They may also rest 
assured, that, in such nomination, due regard will be 
shown to the sentiments of those who statedly attend 
during divine worship in the chapel. 

** Pursuant to these resolutions, I made choice of 
Mr Balfour. With this choice the Presbytery have 
expressed their satisfaction ; and as the great body of 
the hearers have declared their approbation in a man- 
ner stronger than words, (by taking seats in the chapel, 
which were all vacant at Whitsunday last, and which 
I would not suffer to be let anew, till intimation was 
made that I had nominated Mr Balfour to perform 
divine service there,) I had no doubt that, when his 
relation to the parish of Lecropt should be loosed, the 
Presbytery would, agreeably to his own desire, have 
appointed one of their number to introduce him to the 
chapel, by preaching on that occasion. In this desire 
of his I concurred, in order to satisfy the Presbytery 
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that nothing was farther from my thoughta than to 
promote any interest in opposition to the Church of 
Scotland ; and to convince them of my sincere wish, 
that the minister of the chapel, though not on the 
Establishment, should hold communion with the minis- 
ters thereof, as brethren in Christ, and servants of the 
same Lord and Master, which was all I ever meant in 
my application to them. 

<^ I have taken no notice of my agreement with Mr 
Balfour respecting his benefice, because this is a mat- 
ter which properly belongs to us. His acceptance of 
the chapel is a proof that he is fully satisfied ; and I 
flatter myself that the Presbytery are too well ac- 
quainted with my sentiments, to doubt of my taking 
care that he who serves at the altar shall live by the 
altar. 

*' I have only to add, with respect to the collections, 
that all who attend at the chapel know that trustees 
are appointed for the distribution of them ; so that if 
they do not approve of that mode of administration, 
they may dispose of their alms in any way they choose. 
I owe it, however, in justice to myself, to inform the 
Presbytery, that the sums collected at the diapel are 
applied, agreeably to the intention of the contributors, 
for the support of poor and indigent persons, whereby 
the parochial funds are relieved in part of a burden 
that would otherwise fall upon them. Besides this, I 
have sent once and again part of these collections, 
small as they are, to the treasurer of the Charity 
Workhouse, for which his receipts lie before me. 

<< This letter has far exceeded the bounds which I 
first proposed ; but, upon second thoughts, I judged it 
proper to give you and your brethren a full view of the 
facts which they seem desirous to know. I am, with 
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due respect, Reverend Sir, your most humble ser- 
vant ** W. Glsvoeckt.^ 

The nugority of the Presbytery being fully satisfied 
with this letter, and with the report of their committee, 
it was moved, that in case Mr Balfour^s relati^m to the 
parish of Lecropt should be loosed, the Presbytery, 
upon intimation thereof being made to them, should 
appoint Dr Webster, who had previously declared his 
willingness to obey the appointment, to introduce him 
to the chapel, by preaching upon the occasion. But 
the motion being opposed by some members, the ques- 
tion was put, Appoint or not ? Which bong deter- 
mined in the affirmative, Mr Chiesly dissented, and 
craved liberty to complain to the Synod of Lothian 
and Tweeddale. To which Mr Robertson of Ratho 
adhered ; Dr M^Enight dissented. 

There was no dispute about continuing the chapel 
in communion with the Church, for in this all the 
members of Presbytery agreed ; neither did the op. 
ponents object lo any minister of the Presbytery 
pveacbing at Mr Balfour's introduction to the chapel, 
if he chose to do so, but only to a formal judicial ap> 
pcnntment for that purpose. Hence it was expected, 
that after Mr Balfour^s settlement in the chapel the 
complainants would fall from their complaint; and 
with this impresoon Lady Glenorchy left town, and 
went, at her accustomed time, to Taymouth. Heie 
she experienced her usual spiritual exercises, often 
complaining of distress, and sometimes finding peace 
and joy; but always endeavouring to have a eon- 
science void of oiFenoe towards Grod and man. The 
feelings of her mind, on her birth-day this year, are 
fully expressed, and most decidedly evince the sim- 
plicity and godly sincerity of her heart an4 life, and 
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her entijpe devotednefis to God, and mibjaction to bis 
blessed will, as will be seen by tbe following portions 
of her Diary. 

Toj/mouihy Julg 11, 1776.— Having fonneily enjoy* 
ed much of the L<^*s presence here, and felt re- 
lieved from the cares that often distract my mind 
when at Edinburgh, I came hither this year in hopes 
of finding a seasonable time of refreshing to my soul ; 
but hitherto the Lord has seen fit to deny me the 
comforting influences of his Spirit, and for three days 
past I have been left to a state of deadness and dissipa.- 
tion of thought. 

July 21. — I continued all last week in the above 
uncomfortable state of mind, groaning under a sense 
of my unprofitableness, yet unable to pray, meditate, 
or read with understanding. On Friday, my heart 
was a little softened with reading Mrs Rowers Devout 
Exercises of the Heart ; and on Saturday morning I 
got access in prayer, and liberty to spread my wants 
before the Lord. Yesterdwf I experienced a quiet 
waiting on God. 

Sunday^ July S8.— Last Friday I determined to 
seek the Lord by prayer, with fasting. In the fore- 
noon I had some hberty in pouring out my ccHnplaint 
before him. I also got some comfort in meditation 
and reading the Scriptures; but company came to 
dinner, and I was taken up with them all the rest of 
the day. On Saturday forenoon I enjoyed some re- 
freshing moments when thinking on Romans viii. 83. 
to the end. 

I found some comfort this morning in reading and 
prayer ; but, alas f I have much cause still to corn- 
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plain of a hard heart, want of the fspint of grace and 
supplication, and of wandering thoughts. O to be 
more spiritually minded ! Yet this I perceive, my 
heart is more weaned from earthly objects, and the 
enjoyment of God in Christ is my chief denie, for 
which I would for^o all that the world calls pleasure. 
This is surely the Lord^s doing, and if he has bc^un 
the work he will perfect it ; for faithful is he that has 
promised. I may therefore rejoice in hope of beii^ 
delivered from sin, and rest assured that when Christ, 
who is my life, shall appear, I also shall appear with 
him in glory. Glory be to Grod ! Hallelujah ! 

Thursdojff August 8. — The Lord was pleased last 
week to give me at times peace and joy in believing. 
I had more access to God in prayer, and alxdity to me- 
ditate, than for some time before. For several mean- 
ings past I have had a longing fcHr more of the image 
of Christ, and an ardent desire to give up all for him. 
I am resolved to sdll my estate as soon as I can, that 
I may have more to spend in promoting the interest of 
his Church : I see nothing worth living for but tado 
good to the souls or bodies of men. To feed the 
hungry, to clothe the naked, to comfort the distressed, 
to support the feeble, to instruct the ignorant, to re- 
lieve the destitute — brings heaven into the soul. Can 
I better employ my time, talents, or fortune, than in 
such offices of kindness to others ? The Lord hath oi- 
joined it — ^hath given an example of it — and hath con- 
nected with the performance of such duties a peace 
which surpasseth all understanding. 

The Lord has of late delivered my mind firom 
anxious cares about the several works in which I am 
engaged, and has shown me his overruling hand 
bringing to pass whatsoever he hath purposed. I 
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hare committed all to him, and spread all my desires 
before him Goncenung those things he knows I intend 
for his glory. I leave them there, and wait the issue 
with tolerable composure of spirit, desiring to praise 
him when he overturns as well as when he fulfils 
my plans. 

Sunday J August 11. — Last Friday I spent alone, 
and fbund comfort in drawing near to Grod, and had a 
sense of his presence with me. Saturday I got liberty 
in prayer for the whole church militant. This day I 
have been at the Loid^s table, but my spirit seemed 
sunk within me — I had no sensible outgoings of heart 
towards the Lord, nor intercourse with him. I could 
barely keep hold of the word of promise, and receive 
the outward elements as a memorial of his love, and a 
testimony ^ven to my senses that Jesus was crudfied 
on Calvary for the sins of many ; and that as surely as 
I did eat the bread and drink the wine, so surely were 
my sins atoned for,, and washed away by his bloody 
and that he would come again the second time with* 
out ran unto salvation. I was ^nployed at the table 
in calmly and coolly considering the grounds of my 
hope ; but, alas ! my heart was unaffected. I had no 
mourning for sin, no love in exerdse,— my feelhigs 
were more suitable to a stoic than to a redeemed 
rinner. I have been sull more dead since I left 
the church, absolutely incapable of thinking a good 
thought I seem as if left to feel the utter depravity 
of my heart, and my absolute dependanoe upon God 
for all things. 

[Aged 85.] September S.— This day I may set up 
my Ebeuezer, for hitherto the Lord hath helped me. 
When I look back upon the number of years I have 
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lived in this world, what a scene do I see of am and 
folly on my port-— of goodness and mercy from the 
Lord. How oft have I been rescued by his gradous 
interposition irom evils brought upon me by my own 
folly, and from dangers I could neither foresee nor 
prevent. How hath he taught me by afflictions, paina^ 
and trials of various sorts, yet still I have need to be 
taught the same lessons over and over again. Surely 
the greatness of my stujudity and obstinacy can only 
be equalled by the patience and long-suffering of my 
Crod. I would review the Lard's dealings with me 
since this day twelvemonth, and first call to mind my 
fear% perplexities, and distresses experienced about ten 
months ago, when a snare was laid for my feet to draw me 
into the world, — a bait was offered in a pleasing foim, 
whUe at the same time the professors of religion were 
permitted to afflict me, and my corrupt nature seemed 
to say, why tarry any longer among those who mis- 
understand and grieve you? get into this resting-place, 
accqyt of the ease and comfort no^ ofleied you. Satan 
also, like a roaring licHi, came upcm me, ciying, 
" Whore is now thy God ?"* In that day, when my 
soul was (^qpressed beyond measure, did the Lord ap. 
pear for my help,— -he sent his word and healed me^ 
he rebuked the enemy, and, by his gracious interpo* 
sition, caused by unbelieving heart, with Thomas, to 
cry out. My Lord, and my God J 

How did he bring down my pride by pains and 
sickness, and cast me into a furnace for a season, to 
purify me from my dross. My body was afflicted, and 
my mind agonized with the bitter spirit of som^ and 
the hypocrisy of others, the disappointment and frus- 
trataon of all my plans, uncertainty about the path of 
duty, and darkness as to my own state. At len^ith the 
Lmd saw fit to mitigate my pains, restore my sight. 
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wbidi. was in danger, and bring my mind into a sul^. 
BUBfiive frame. He made me wilHng to be esteemed 
nothii^ before others^ so tbat his will might takeplao^ 
and faia name be gloxified. He gave me at timea a 
desire to depart and be with Cbrist, and made me 
willing eren ta suffer a painful deatth, if by that means 
I might show forth his lore and power to a cardess 
worid. 

I desire to call to remembrance his goodness when 
I was taken ill upon a journey, when he gave me songs 
in the night, and made my bed to feel as one of 
roses ; saying to my soul, <^ Be not afraid.^ After my 
return home, he not only refieved me from my illness, 
but caused light to arise concernrng some of my most 
perplexing affairs, and oveiruled them in so wonder* 
fill a manner, that the end was gained I had in view. 
How mysterious are the ways of Providence! andi 
how graciotts hath he been to me this morning, in 
drawing forth my affections towards himself, and 
quickening my soul, when in a most lethargic state, 
bringing his max»es to remembranoe, giving a desire 
to be more than ever devoted to his service, and en^ 
abling me to seek, with some d^ee of sincerity and 
fervency, those blessings he hath promised to give, 
and is willing to bestow. I have been led in particular 
to ask a lively operative faith, working by love ; the 
sanctifying influences of the Holy Ghost, to purify the 
heart and life, and to seal the soul to the day of salva- 
tion; and to be deUvered from a heart-sin lately dis- 
covered, which I thought had been subdued. O bless 
the Lord, my soul, and forget not all his benefits ! 
What shall I render for the samerj I will, in the 
name and strength of Jesus, set out afresh in the good 
ways of the Lord, determined to count all things but 
dross and dung for the excellency of the knowledge of 
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my Redeemer. I will seek tx> know nothiDg but Christ, 
and him crudfied. I will put my trust in him in time j 

and for eternity. I will confess him before men, and j 

count the re[Nroach of Christ greater riches than all 
the treasures of Egypt ; in short, I will give up soul, 
body, and sjnrit, unto him as his lawful property, j 

to be disposed of as shall be most for his glory ; to go | 

where he will, to be what he will, to do what he wilL 
Here, then, O Lord Jesus, I do most oncefely give { 

myself away to thee, and cast my soul upon thee, be- 
lieving thou art able to keep that which I commit un- 
to thee ; and that, when thou shalt appear, I shall also 
iqppear with thee in glory. I will endeavour to be 
without carefulness, and wait with patient expectation 
for the grace that shall be brought unto me at thy 
second coming. Do thou confirm my faith, increase 
my love, and cause me to abound in hope ; and thus 
may I bring forth much fruit unto thee, whereby thy 
name may be glorified. Hear this my earnest prayer, 
O my God, which I offer up in the all-prevailing name 
of Jesus. Let it be registered in heaven, and answer- 
ed in thy time, to the joy of my heart; and thine shall 
be the praise for evermore. W. 6.

Iv prosecution of the design of Mr Balfour^s settle- 
ment in Lady Glenorchy'^s Chapel, he, at the first meet- 
ing of the Presbytery of Dunblane, in whose bounds 
the parish of Leoropt is »tuated, tendered his resigna-^ 
tion of the charge of his parish into the hands of the 
Presbytery, when, contrary to all expectation, and to 
general practice, they refused to recave it. This new 
and serious difficulty, which would have required a 
lc»g and vexatious contest in the Church Courts to 
remove, determined him to give up his nomination to 
Liady Glenorchy's chapel. This threw Lady Glen- 
orchy back into her former state of perplexity and dis- 
tress, and led her not merely to resolve, but actually 
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to take measures for leaving Scotland. This appears 
from the following extract and letter:^ 

October. — ^After frequent prayer to God for directioD, 
I was led to determine upon leaving my own country 
for a season, perhaps for ever. The bad state of my 
health, which seemed partly owing to the trials I have 
met with, together with tb^ opinion of the jdiysicianB 
that I should live in a wanner dimate, made me see it 
to be my duty to go to the south of England, which I 
preferred to that of France, on account of having the 
benefit of the ordmances of the gospel. I eamesdy 
begged of the Lord, that if his presence went not with 
me, I might not leave home ; and that, if I did go, he 
might make me *a savour of Christ in every "^^Bfie. 
About the middle of October (1T76) I aet out with 
one man and one maid-servant, after selling off my 
cattle and horses, and leaving orders to sell my lands^ 
when a purchaser should offer. I felt much heart satis- 
faction upon the road, from a sense of the eye of the 
Lord being upon me as a guide. To him I oxnmitted 
my way, desiriiig to settle wherever I m^t ncseive 
good, or be of use to his church. I had oocaaon to 
rrauurk an answer to this prayer in several instances 
upon the road ; being undesignedly led to stop at 
places where some things w«*e attempted for the 
good of souls. . From Hawkstone, my fri^d. Miss 
Hill, accompanied me, and we travelled on to Bath 
and Wells, where we first met with ^ 

who promised to meet me at Exeter, and accompany 
us to any place we fixed on, and to act as my chaplain. 
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Lady Glenorekgf to Mrs BaiUe Walker. 

'' Hawksione, 19^ October. 

^ Mj dear Madam,-— I wrote you a few hasty lines 
fnHn Carlisle, which I hope you received : Since then, 
I have continued my journey under the protection of 
the same gracious Grod, who hath never left me, but 
preserved and comforted me in all places and times, in 
adcness and health, and brought me safe to this place, 
where I found my kind friends all well ; their souls, I 
trust, prospering, as well as their material part; and 
their hearts as much inclined as ever to glorify God 
with their bodies and spirits, which are his. My friend 
and I are to set out from this place on Wednesday 
for Bath, where I purpose staying till after the 80th of 
October, which b a day I wish to observe with my 
family, in imploring the direction of Gk)d how to pro- 
ceed in the affairs of the chapel ; and also for his bless- 
ing upon every means used for the spread of the gospel 
in all places, in Scotland in particular, pleading, as in 
Psalm \xxm. ver. 6. 

That in thee may thy people joy, 

Wilt thou not us reriye t 
Show us thy mercy, Lord, to us 

Do thy salvation give. 

/ 

<< I hope to meet you, and many others that day, at 
a throne of grace. 

« We have not yet determined any thing farther 
than to go to Bath, and to pay a vint to Mrs Tudway 
at Wells, and there to oonader where to go next. The 
Lord, I hope, will guide and lead us to the place where 
he would have us to be, and where he will employ us 
in his work, and refresh our souls with his presence. 
This is all I desire, if I know any thing of my own 
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heart. To his care and infinite grace and love I com- 
mend you, my very dear friend, begging to be remem- 
bered by you, as an unworthy but needy nnner, and 
as such, a proper object of the Saviour^'s compassion ; 
and in every situation, with ancere affection, yours, 

« W. G." 

At Wells, Lady Glenorchy and her friend. Miss 
Hill, paid a visit to Mrs Tudway, the lady of Cle- 
mant Tudway, Esq. who was many sessions member of 
Parliament for that dty. Here she recdved an ac- 
count of the decisbn of the Synod of Lothian and 
Tweeddlile with respect to her chapel. She had writ- 
ten a letter to Dr Webster, requesting him to inform 
the Presbytery, that she intended to give them no fur- 
ther trouble with respect to Mr Balfomr'^s settlement in 
her chapel, as he had determined to remain at Lecropt 
This intimation was received by the Presbytery with- 
out remark, and ordered to be inserted in thdr nu- 
nutes. In these circumstances, the friends of the 
chapel concluded, that as the occasion of complaint to 
the Synod was thus taken away, the complaint itself 
would consequently be withdrawn, and under this im- 
pression some of them did not attend the meeting of 
Synod. The complainants, however, collected their 
friends on the occasion, all of whom tc^ther did not 
amount to nearly the number of the members of the 
Presbytery of Edinburgh, who were excluded from 
judg^g in the question, bong parties. After much 
discussion, the Synod, without a vote, on the motion 
of Dr Carlyle, minister of the parish of Inveresk, pro- 
nounced a sentence reversing that of the Presbytery 
of Edinburgh, and discharging all the ministers and 
probationers within their bounds from officiating in 
the said chapel ; and further discharging the ministers 
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of tlus diurch, to employ any minister of the said 
chapel to officiate for them ; a sentence which was con- 
sidered both eKtraordinary and extrajudicial. 

Against this judgment, Dr Erskine, Mr Walker, 
and Mr Jc^ston, (minister of the parish of North 
Lath), protested and appealed to the ensuing General 
Assembly, and on the day following Dr Webster 
joined in this protest and appeal, which, at the next 
Presbytery, these ministers were appcnnted to support 
at the bar of the General Assembly. 

On the last day of November, Lady Glenorchy and 
her fellow-traveller proceeded westward, literally as 
Abraham, not knowing whither they went, but like 
Abraham also, walking before God towards the inheri- 
tance which fadeth not away, and both receiving and 
scattering blessings as they went along. At Exeter, 
she met with Mr Holmes, a gentleman of a congenial 
spirit to her own. He had been, in his youth, a mer- 
chant trading to Lisbon, and early in life had acquired 
an ample fortune : he had now, however, retired from 
bunness, and was the kind and generous friend of every 
good man who happened to be brought within the 
s{diere of his notice, and the munificent patron of every 
work of pety and charity. His house was made by him 
and his excellent hidy, the welcome home of every ap- 
proved minister of the gospel who passed through their 
city, where they found every thing which could delight 
a well informed and well disposed mind. For the space 
of two years and a half, the writer of these pages resided 
at Plymouth Dock, as asmstant to an aged minister in 
that place ; during which period, many weeks never 
elapsed without his visiting their hosptable roof. In 
the banning of December, he accompanied a young 
gentleman of rank and fortune in the west of England, 
from Plymouth to Exeter, and on entering Mr Holmes' 
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house, they were met by him, and informed that Lady 
Glenorchy and Miss Hill were expected in a few mi- 
nutes to dine there. His companion had seen Lady 
Gienordiy before, but this was the writer's first intro- 
duction to her Ladyship. When she went away, die 
requested him to conduct the family worship at her 
lodgings that eyening and the next 'morning, which he 
accordingly did. She then made many inquines about 
Plymouth and its environs. 

In ten days or a fortnight afiterwards, she came to 
Plymouth Dock, and during the six weeks she remain- 
ed there, be officiated morning and evening in her £b^ 
mily as domestic chaplain. 

Exmouth is well known as a place to which invalida 
resort, on account of the warmth of the climate, and 
the salubrity of the air. Thither Lady Glencxchy 
went, and having a preacher with her who was distin- 
guished for his pc^ularity and zeal, a amgregatkui 
was collected. She procured a house, and formed it 
into a chapel in this place, which has been eminently 
useful, and continues to be so to the present time. 

How often does God bring good out of evil 1 Had 
it not been that Lady Glenorchy was forced from 
home by ill health and vexation, as we have seesi, it is, 
according to human views, more than prohafaJe that 
the rude inhabitants of Exmouth might have been left 
without the gospel to this day, and many who in that 
place have slept in Jesus, might have died in their 
ignorance and their sins. The writer of this book, 
too, had possibly otherwise never crossed the Tweed, 
and most assuredly had never attained to the place at 
comfort, respectability, and usefulness whidi he has ao 
long enjoyed. Lady Glenorchy^s own account of this 
her pilgrimage to the west of England, and of the 
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intevesting cireumfitanees Tvhidi attended it, will be 
given from her Piary, and bj an extniot of a letter to 
Lady Maxwell. 

December l.-»— We spent one Lord^s day at Taun- 
ton, — got acquainted ¥dth Mr Reader, who inflamed 
me of Mr Holmes'* diaracter at Exeter. Next day 
we arrived there, and went to Mr Holmes, who fully 
answered the character we had got of him. On the 
Sd of December we w^nt to Exmouth, where we re- 
mained some days. Mr — — . began preaohing there 
in the long room on the 6tb, and we continued three 
days there^ my chaplain preaching in different places 
to crowded auditories, some of whom seemed impressed 
by the word. Here we met with much opposition 
from a neighbouring Justice, who sent a press-gang to 
the long room to disturb the congregation, and order- 
ed the landlord to give no more admismon to such 
preachers, on pain of taking away his Kcense. This 
made me wish much to have a house licensed in the 
town, large enough to contain the people who were 
willing to hear. This desire increased in proportion 
as I saw the eagerness of the people to hear and receive 
the gospel. I mentioned it to Mr Holmes, but he 
seemed to think £xmouth so wicked a place, that it 
would be in vain to attempt any thing there. The 
thought, however, never left me, and some weeks after- 
wards I wrote to Mr Holmes, to look out for a house 
in the town which I might purchase, which accord- 
ingly he did, and found one, which I bought, and 
repaired and fitted up for a place of worship, and in 
whidi a congregation of some hundreds has been ga- 
thered, and is now (in 1788) in a very flourishing 
state. 
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From Exmouth we went to Teignmouth, but oould 
not stay long, on account of the damps wbich prevail . 
there in the winter. 

December 15.-— We had the privily this day of 
joining with the church at Plymouth Dock in oeldbrat- 
ing the Lord's supper. It was a good day to my soul, 
— truly a refreshing season. I could hear of no com- 
fortable lodgings ;— at length a good man offered to 
quit his house in order to accommodate us. This I 
accepted of, and sent immediately to hire a woman- 
servant Providentially, one came that morning from 
the country to seek a place. My maid liked her ap- 
pearance, and hired her. 

It pleased the Lord to make this drcumstanoe the 
means of bringing this woman to the knowledge, bdief, 
and obedience i)f the gospel. And the day before I kft 
Plymouth, being uneasy about parting with her, her 
fadier, whose house she had left in consequence of some 
family dispute, sent a message to her, requesting hex 
to return home, his mind bdng changed at the critical 
moment, and the hand of the Lord was made visibly 
apparent in the whole affair. . I cannot but note here 
another remarkable inddent: A female servant be- 
lon^ng to the master of the house, had scoffed at my 
young woman's profession of religion. I therefore, 
when about to depart, sent for her, and set before 
her the evil of her conduct, and the danger to wluch 
it exposed her, and urged her to se^k the Lewd, as 
she should answer for it on the day when we should 
meet before the judgment-seat of Grod. 

The admonition was blessed, as I afterwards learnt, 
for from that time this poor girl gave good evidence 
of being a new creature. After having experienced 
deep convictions of sin, and being brought to tlie 
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knowledge of the goqpel, and the experience of its 
liberty, she became a member of a dissenting diurch 
to whidi the fEunily in which she served belonged; 
and I lately was informed that, after having adorned 
her profession of reli^on for several years, she died in 
the Lord. 

During my stay at Plymouth, I received some very 
remarkable answers of prayer. 

Lady GUnorchy to Lady MaxweU. 

« Phfmouih Dock, January 6, 1777. 
*' My dear Madam,*— I have often thought of you 
since I came to this place, wishing you could partake 
with me of the refreshing ordinances we enjoy here 
and at Plymouth. The word indeed is clothed with 
power, and it is good to be under the dropjnngs of 
the sanctuary. Yesterday we had two heavenly dis- 
courses from Mr Kinsman, one &om Jeremiah xxxi. 
S. << The Lord hath appeared of old unto me, saying, 
yea, I have loved thee with an everlasting love : there- 
fore with loving kindness have I drawn thee.^ The 
other from Isaiah xl. 1, 2. << Comfort ye, ccanfort ye 
my people, saith your God. Speak ye comfortably to 
Jerusalem, and cry unto her, that her warfare is ac- 
complished, that her imquity is pardoned; for she 
hath received of the Lord'^s hand double for all her 
nns.'" And one from Mr Jones, fi»m Ecdesiastes ix. 
10. << Whatsoever thy hand findeth to do, do it with 
thy might; for there is no work, nor device, nor 
knowledge, nor wisdom, in the grave, whither thou 
goest^ I have got Mr Jones to come in twice a-day 
as chaplain, and he expounds the Scriptures morning 
and evening in the house. 
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<* The Loird has been very graoous in leading us to 
this place, and making it, in the beat sense, a place of 
rest and refireshment to our souls. Much cause have 
I to wonder and adore the kind Providence that hath 
directed my steps since I left home, and kept me in 
all places where I have been, restoring my bodily and 
spiritual health, and causing all grace to abound to- 
wards me. O for a heart to praise the name of our 
God and Saviour, who has loved us with an everlast- 
ing love, therefwe with loving-kindness hath he drawn 
us, and comforted us on every »de !*• 

In the end of January, Lady Olenorchy and Miss 
HiU went first to Dorsetshire, then to HampAire, 
and the Isle of Wight, where they remaned till 
the month of April, when they crossed over to South- 
ampton, and in the beginning of May went to Lon- 
don; at which place Lady Glenorchy intended to 
wait the decnsion of the General Assembly with respect 
to her chf^I, and by which she proposed to direct 
her future movements and conduct 

JofMumf ST-— I left Plymouth, and came to Dart- 
mouth ; in which place Mr Jones, who came with us, 
preached in a meeting^-house belonging to a jnous lady, 
MrsNewcomoD. The people were rode, and behaved ilL 

At Totness I met with a good man fiom Scotland, 
of the name of Little, who requested me to send a 
preacher to the town, and he would give him board, 
and find a place for him in which to pneacb. 



February 1.— We came to Honiton. Mr • 



preached the next day in the meeting*house theva 
That night we were burned out of the inn. We w«e 
greatly alarmed, but lost nothing, nor did we suffer in 
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our heahh from being exposed to the open air in the 
middle of the night in the streets, although the weather 
was cold and damp. Next night we came to Dor- 
chester, where Mr ■ preached in Mr Edward'^s 
meeting-house. 

February 7.-^We arrived at Southampton, and by 
a providential mistake we went to an inn at which we 
did not intend to stop, and were very ill accommodat- 
ed, and not civilly treated by the people of it ; but 
the Lord overruled this for good, by touching the 
heart of the waiter with what he heard, and thefe is 
reason to believe he was savingly impressed with the 
truth and importance of religion. He almost imme* 
diately left the house, and was taken into the employ- 
ment of a respectable gentleman. 

Mr Kingsbury gave Mr ' the use of his meet- 
ing-house, where he preached frequently; also at 
Romsay, Titchfield^ and various other places in the 
neighbourhood, and there is reason to believe several 
were savingly brought to God at that time by his 
ministry. 

FOruary 19.— We sailed for the Isle of Wight 
Upon our first arrival we met with disoouragcments, 
and I began to think we had nothing to do there ; but 
remembering the Lord's promise, that when two or 
three shall agree to ask any thing he will do it, I men- 
tioned it to ■ , and .we agreed to ask the Lord to 
open a door for his gospel in the island, so that all the 
islanders might have an opportunity to hear it. That 
very day a meeting-house was offered to ■■■, where 
he preached statedly. Opportunity was also given him 
to preach the gospel in pvery part of the island, which 
he embraced. 
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Miss HiU and I then departed by Pivtsmouth to 
London. 

When in London Lady Glenorchy set apart a day, 
according to her usual practice in matters of difficulty 
and importance, for solemn and extraordinary prayer 
to Grod, that he would overrule the deliberations of the 
General Assembly respecting the chapel, for his own 
glory. The preparation which she made for this exer- 
cise of devotion will be seen in the next extract from 
her Diary. ^ 

.May S8d I set apart as a day of prayer for the fol- 
lowing things :^ 

That the Lord would be pleased to overrule the 
counsels of the Assembly respecting my chapel, that 
they may give such a decision as may promote his glcnry, 
and the good of the church. That he would leave me 
no doubt how to act, but make my path plain, that 
my mind may be delivered from its perplexities con- 
ceming it ; and that he would show me whom he has 
chosen to be the pastor, and not permit me to antici- 
pate, but to wait the issue of his will in this matter. 

That the Lord would prosper his work at Strath- 
fillan, and encourage the hearts of the little flock there. 

That he would grant success to Mr W— — at Ex- 
mouth and elsewhere, and to other works of a like 
nature attempted in his name. 

That I may be helped and assisted by the Spirit in 
family prayer, and not be left to a dry, formal, bur- 
densome worship ; but be enabled to do it to God*s 
glory, and the comfort and edification of my own sool, 
and those of my servants. 

That I may be directed concerning my future place 
of reiddence, and led to fix wherever I may be of most 
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use in the work of Grod ; and be kept from all selfish 
motives whatever in my choice. 

That the Lord would search me and try me, and 
bring forth to light any hidden idols, any secret cor- 
ruptions, any concealed enemy to him or his ways, 
that may be lurking in my heart, and deliver me from 
them, and the love and power of evary sin. 

That I may henceforth follow him fully, and give 
up all I have to him without reserve, and be wholly 
devoted to him all the days of my life, and made meet 
to enjoy him in glory through the endless ages of eter* 
nity. Amen and Amen ! 

On the S7th day of May the cause of Lady Glencnr- 
chy^s chapel, which had exdted no small interest in 
the church and in the public mind, was heard at the 
bar of the General Assembly. 

There appeared as appellants, Mr David Johnston, 
minister of Ncnrth Leith ; Mr Jc^n Macfarlan, one of 
the ministers of the Canongate ; Mr Robert Walker, 
senior minister of the High Church ; Dr Webster, 
of the Tolbooth Church ; Dr Maoqueen, of the Old 
Church; and Dr Erskine, of the Old 6re3rfTiar^s 
Church,-— ministers of Edinburgh. And as respon- 
dents, Mr Robertson, minister of Ratho ; Mr Robert- 
son, minister of Dalmeny ; Mr Chiesly, minister of 
Corstorphine ; Mr Grieve, minister of Dalkeith ; Dr 
Carlyle, minister of Inveresk; Dr M^Cormick, mini- 
ster of Prestonpans. 

There being twelve persons at the bar, each of 
whom spoke, and some of them at great length, the 
whole first day, to a late hour, was consumed by the 
pleadings. 

The argument of the appellants naturally divided 
itself into two parts. First, the informality of the com. 
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plainersin bringing, and of the synod in taking up the 
cfomplaint, when the ground of it was removed by Mr 
Balfour remaining at Lecropt And, secondly, the 
synod^s not only taking up the complaint, but extend- 
ing their interference to things in no way brought 
bef(Mre them ; as censuring the Presbytery of Edii^ 
burgh for admitting the chapel into communion with 
the church, and pronouncing a sentence of separation 
^against it. 

The answer of the respondents was, that the com* 
plainers had a right to bring the complaint to the 
synod ; and that the synod had a right to review the 
whole merits 6f the case, and decide accordingly. 

On the next day the cause was again argued in the 
Court. The principal speakers on the side of the 
appellants were, Mr Hunter, one of the ministers of 
Dumfries; Mr Du£P, minister of Tippermuir; Mr 
Taylor, one of the ministers of Paisley ; Mr Camp- 
bell, minister of Renfrew ; Mr Blenshall, minister of 
Dundee ; Alexander Belshes, Esq. advocate ; and the 
Lord Chief Baron Montgomery. 

On the side of the respondents were. Professor 
George Hill of St Andrews, Professor John Hill of 
Edinburgh, Principal Campbell of Aberdeen, and 
Buchan Hepburn, Esq. advocate. 

It was considered a remarkable circumstance at the 
time, that none of the noblanen, gentlemen, nor any 
of the law-officers of the Crown, who generally took a 
share in the debates of the Assembly in matters of 
importance, attended on this occasion, or if they were 
present, that they were silent, with the exception of 
the Lord Chief Baron. 

In the course of the debate it became evident that 
there was a considerable majority in favour of the ap- 
pellants: a division of the house, therefore, was not 
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attempted ; but a good deal of diBCUOsioil took place 
with nespect to the terms of the s^itenoe. At length, 
at a late hour, on the motion of the Lord Chief BAron, 
thej agreed to and pronounced the following sen- 
tence: 

*^ The Assembly, waving the consideration of the 
first part of the synod^s sentence, disapproving of the 
Presbjtery'^s appointing Dr Webster to introduce Mr 
Balfour to the diapel by preaching on that oocamon, 
agreed, without a vote, to inverse, and hereby do re- 
verse the second part of the sjmod^s sentence prohilnt- 
ing all the ministers and probationers within their 
bounds to officiate in the said chapel, and discharging 
the ministers of this church to employ any minister cf 
the said chapel to officiate for them ; and in case the 
matter shall again be brought before the Presbytery, 
the Assembly recommend it to them to take proper 
care, that the person to be admitted to the said chapel 
conform himsdf to the standards of the church.^ 

The respondents in this cause, and those of the 
members of the Assembly who su|^rted their views 
on it, are now no more ; but they lived long enough 
to see, that thdr apprehensions of evil, arising from 
the admission of Lady Gleoorchy^s chapel into the 
communion of the church, were groundless ; and also 
to show that their hostility towards it was completely 
removed, by evincing^ on every occasion that offered, 
their anxiety for the welfare bcMh of the chapel and its 
toinister. 

On the 8d of June following, Lady Glenordiy had 
occasion to write to the author of these pages ; and 
in her letter she very indidentally moitions the deci* 
non of the General Assembly, but in such a way as 
to make it plain, that she was under the impression 
that it was an event that, stranger as he was to the 
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country and people, and placed as he was at the dis- 
tance of six hundred miles &om the scene of action, it 
could be of veiy little interest to him. The way of 
Grod, however, is in the sea, and his path in the great 
waters, and his footsteps are not known ; two diort 
years were not to pass away, before he was to become 
the person principally interested in this decision. 

Lady Glenorchy^s mind being now set at rest with 
respect to her chapel, she immediately prepared to re- 
turn to Scotland, and arrived in Edinburgh in the 
month of June. The state of her mind on this occa- 
sion, will be seen by the following letter, and extracts 
from her Diary. 

Lady GUnorchy to T, S. Jones. 

Rev. Sir, — ^You know, by happy experience, the 
exquisite pleasure it gives one to be made in any 
degree instrumental in bringing souls to Christ ; and 
therefore you can guess my feelings when I look back 
upon last winter, and view the Lord^s hand leading me 
from place to place by a way unknown, making crook- 
ed things straight, and rough places phiin, still grant- 
ing the request with which I set out upon that journey 
— that I might, through grace, be a savour of Christ 
in every place. O, what cause have I to praise and 
adore rich, sovereign, free, unmerited grace, that has 
thus made use of a brand plucked fnmi the burning, 
to kindle the flame of divine love in these poor aouls ! 
I am every day hearing of some good effects of -«— ^s 
preaching in the Island, and at Southampton. I hope 
there is a work begun in the former that will increase 

and flourish. The enclosed letter to , I commit 

to your care, as I don't know where to direct to him : 
It is informing him of the General AssemUy^s having 
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reversed the decree of the Synod^ and granting full 
communion to the minister of my chapel with the 
Church of Scotland ;-^thi8 is what I did not expect 
from them. I am to set out, Qod willing, on Thurs- 
day, for Scotland ; and having much buaness on hand, 
can only assure you of my best wishes for every spi- 
ritual blessing to your own soul, and success to your 
labours, and that I am Rev. Sir, your sincere friend 
and well-wisher in Christ,

<< If you have any good news to send me, or any 
thing you wish to communicate by letter, my address 
is now at Edinburgh.^ 

June 11. — I arrived safe at Edinburgh ; was much 
comforted on my way hither by a sermon from Mr 
H ■ » junior, at Northampton, on Psalm cxix. 117. 
<< Hold thou me up, and I shall b^ safe ; and I will 
have respect unto thy statutes continually ;^ and by 
hearing and conversing with Mr Edwards at Leeds. 
The Lord has preserved me in my outgoings and my 
Gomii^ in; he has been with me in the way, and 
guided me with his eye ; he hath led me to places 
where I have either got refreshment to my own soul, 
or been the means of carrying the gospel to others ; 
he hath never left me nor forsaken me : so I may here 
raise my Ebenezer, and adore the matchless love and 
grace of Jehovah to me a poor worthless worm, less 
than the least of all saints, yet the greatest debtor to 
free grace. All praise and glory be to my God, for 
ever and ever ! 

[Jged S6.] TaymouOty September 2.— When I take 

a survey 6f tlie last year of my life, I am filled with 
B b 
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wonder and afitoDishmeiit at the goodness of God njr 
Saviour, and at the ingratitude and fdly of my Viie 
incorrigible self. My life, eince this day twdvemonth, 
has been a series of graciDUs* disfjensations of JE^ioii- 
denoe. The Lend hadi maoiCestod himself to me as 
the preserver of my life, the hearer of prayer, the de- 
liverer fjK»n temptation, the Saviour from stn, the 
giver of every needful bles^g, spiritual and temporal 
Yet, notwithstanding this, my ungrateful heart is this 
day as prone to wander from him as ever, as averse to 
pray as if he had never answered my requests, as averse 
to read and meditate on his word as if I never had taand 
comfort therein. I am led away fay every trifle ; and, 
though convinced in my judgment that God is an all- 
satisfying portion to the soul, an all-suffident fountun 
of every dearable blesang, yet still I do not abide 
with hi«i as sudi. Stcange perverseness ! Yet let thb 
pervexseness endear a Saviour to me. The Lord Jesos 
is able to heal my soul ; he never rejected any who 
came to him in the days of his flesh* Have com- 
passioD then, O Lord, on my poor aoul ; say to me^ 
thy sins are forgiven thee, go in peace ; and O that 
power may accompany the word, that soul and body 
may be invigomted to run in the way of thy command- 
maits.

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CHAPTER XVI. 

liidy Olenorchy looks out for a Minister for her Ohi^ in Bdinbaiig^i.^ 
Makes diolce of the Eer. Mr Sheriff—Mr Sheriff fells into bad 
health— Obtains an assiftanU-Foims the oongregatiao into church 
order — His beaUh gradually declines — ^Extracts fiam Diary, from 
November 2, to U, 1777— Lord's Sapper dispensed for the first 
time in the Chapel—Death of Mr Sheriff— Extracts from Diary, 
tntti Fdbvuaiy 6y to June 14« 1778. 

Aftbk the dedaon of the General Assembly, the 
chapel wa8> f<^ four mondis, chiefly supplied by the 
mimsters and probationers of the dty and neighboiur- 
hoody while her Ladyship was actively endeavouring 
to find a fit person who might be settled in it as 
pastor. At length she heard of Mr Francis Sheriff, 
who, she thought, would in every respect suit the, 
situation. He had been educated at the University 
c^ Edinburgh, licensed and ordained by the Presby- 
tery of Haddiqgjton, and was now a du^lain in one 
of the Soots regments in Holland,— a situation which 
he could re^gn when he pleased without the interven- 
tion of any chiu:ch court. He was twenty-seven years 
of age, accomi^ished, of good appearance, and had 
fyie alulities ; and was possessed of all the simplicity, 
integrity, and ardour ci aoe recently brought to tl^e 
knowledge and experience of the gospel. He l^ul 
Adends in Edinfaprgb, an4 through these Lady Glen- 
qrchy invited lum to come over and preach in her 
chapel, and rende in her house, with the un4er8tand- 
mg, that if, on^d^e aequmntance with each other, all 
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parties concerned were satisfied, he should be settled 
as their minister. About this time he began to be 
unwell, and was advised by the medical men of Hol- 
land to return to his native land, as the best remedy 
they could prescribe. The union of these two things 
led him to consider it to be his duty to accept of the 
invitation. 

Accordingly, he left Holland in the middle of Sep- 
tember, arrived in Edinburgh in the end of that 
month, and on the first Lord^s day afternoon of Octo- 
ber, he preached in the chapel. He also officiated in 
it two whole days of the same month. The conduct- 
ing of the worship of a whole day in so large a house 
was too much for his strength ; he therefore did not 
attempt it again. Lady Glenorchy, aware that it was 
not probable that he would ever be able for the entire 
duty of the situation, engaged one to assist him who 
had repeatedly preached in the chapel, and was very 
acceptable to the congregation. 

Her Ladyship, understanding that Mr Sheriff was 
universally approven of by the stated hearers in the 
chapel, and that it would be most agreeable to them 
that he should become their pastor, gave him, on the 
14th of November, a letter directed to her trustees for 
the management of the affairs of this institution, inform- 
ing them that she had appointed him minister of it ; 
and the next Lord'^s day intimation to this effect was 
made from the pulpit. As the question agitated in the 
Church Courts concerning the chapel had arisen out of 
the mode of settling an already ordained minister in it, 
and as there then was not any known determinate role 
by which to regulate the matter, Lady Glenorchy dread- 
ed the experiment of agsdn applying to the Presbjrtery. 
Mr Sheriff nevertheless considered it to be his duty to 
go to the first meeting of Presbytery, to inform them 
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that be had reonved and accepted of Lady GleDorchy^s 
appointment to be minister of her chapel, and to offer to 
sign the foi:mttla and standards of the church, in terms 
of the sentence of the Greneral Assembly. He did so, 
but was recayed very coolly by some of his old ac 
quaiAtaiioes ; and in consequence of murmurs of threat- 
ened opposition reaching his ear, he thought it pru« 
dent to retire without making the attempt 

Immediately, however, upon his appointment, he 
began, with the aid of his assistant, to form the 
congregation into church order. The state of his 
health did not permit him to visit the members of it in 
their houses, but he invited, from the pulpit, those in* 
digent persons who were admitted to free seats, to 
meet him on appmnted days, and he conversed with 
each of them separately. This duty employed him to 
the middle of the following February. 

On the forenoon of the 14th of December, Mr 
Sheriff agsdn conducted the worship of his people in 
public. Lady Henrietta Hope happening to be in 
town, heard him on this occasion, and in her Diary 
has ^veu this account of it : <^ Mr Sheri£P sung the 
100th Psalm, and preached from Psalm xxxvii. 4. < De- 
light thyself also in the Lord, and he shall give thee 
the desires of thine heart." And truly his words were 
trying and quickenbg, and, blessed be God for the 
riches of free grace, though humbling, yet also com- 
fortable ; for, alas ! although far short of the degrees 
in which they ought to be, yet surely he named the 
chief desires of my heart. I was wondrously encou- 
raged by this sermon, and my spirits raised, and I 
think I received it of the Lord. I was grieved for 
Mr Sheriff; it is the first time I have heard him, and 
there is reason to fear it will be the last. I am grieved 
for my friend,— I am grieved for the congregation. 
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who seem ih him to have a faithfbl pastM". But what 
the Lord giyes, may he not ti^e away ^ Md if he ga:ve 
him, camiot he give another ? O fo^ fitm iaith and 
abscdute trust in hiB pow^ i^ goodness P 

The fears of this excellent Ibdy Were tod Well fbufid. 
ed; for although Mr Sh^AS did again appM in the 
pulpit after that, twice to make intimietlionii$ iuid onee at 
the administration of the Lord^s supper^ t6 fenqp the 
tables, and give the dosing exhortation, of Wfaiifih we 
riiall shortly take notice, he never preached again* 

As Lady Glehorchy had been somewhat elevotted at 
the prospect of sedng her diapel, at the first dnvtil vi 
Mr Sheriff, likely to be desirably settled, she was vaf^ 
proportionally distressed when these prospects wefe 
thus overeat This, with other things, seema to have 
even more than ordinarily Asturbed the course of her 
Christian comfort, as appears from her Diary dining 
this time. 

Ediiilmrghy Naoember 2. — ^This day and some pre- 
ceding ones it hath pleased God to ^ve me convictions 
of having backslidden from him in heart akid Kfe. - A 
ray of divine light from time to time has darted iMo 
my mind, and shown me vioious heart ans and cor- 
ruptions that have, like noxious weeds^ ovemm my 
sQul, so that the seeds of grace ard almost dioked tqi, 
and cannot shoot forth. S<»ne degrees of xx)nfomky 
to the world in dress and behaviour have rendered my 
company too agreeable to the people of the worlds and 
this has caused my being of tener with them than former- 
ly. I wasledintothisfipomwhatltooktobeadeffl!feof 
d<ang them good ; but I find they have robbed me of 
predous time and peace of conscienee. My soul has 
also been hurt by unfaithfulness to acquaintances and 
rdaticws, who are going on in tiie broad road, un* 
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mindful of their eteraal ooncenu, yet I bave aot warn* 
ed tbem cf tfaeii danger. I have suflFerod worldly pru- 
denoe and fear to keep foKeedaa at my hearty and 
unbelief has gained ground, and inability to speak 
properly to them increased. My seal has ooded. — 
These things have produced distance from God, care^ 
lessness, slothfulness of spirit, forgetfulness ci God^s 
omnipresenoe, neglect of frequent prayer, wasting of 
precious time, want of sdf-examination, meditation, 
searching the word with diligence, and, in short, every 
symptom of a heart estranged from God; and what is 
worse, I was insensible to the evil of this state, till 
within these few days, that the Lord, in his abundant 
mercy, has bgoX a choice servant of his, Mr Sheriff, 
into my house, who hath been the instrument of show- 
ing me from whence I have fallen, and by his own life 
and conversation, as well as preaching, called upon me 
to strengthen the things that are ready to die, convince 
ing me, that for some time past I have been as one 
long dead. What shall I render to the Lord tar his 
mercy ? O to be thankful ! to be now enabled through 
grace to set out afresh,-— to redouble my speed from 
the city of destruction, towards the heavenly dty,-— to 
redeem the time, and to pray that the Lord may re- 
store the years that have been devoured by the locust, 
the caterfdllar, and the canker.worm,--and that he ma^ 
yet be glorified in his servant, by showing forth his 
power in subduing every base lust, and bringing down 
every high thought and imagination of my heart, to the 
obedioice of Christ He has this night permitted me 
to rest my soul upon Christ with some measure of coit* 
fidence, and also to commit my way and concerns to 
him. Confirm my faith in thy blessed word, O my 
God. Strengthen, stablish, and settle my base wan- 
dering heart. Rule in me, reign over me, and guide 
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my feet into the way of peace ;*-<ot]duct me by thy 
counsel here, and afterwards receive me to thy gkny, 
for thy own great name^s sake. Amen and amen ! 

November 8.-*— Thisi momii^ I felt gi^eat deadneai 
wad wandering in prayer ; had no nearness to God till 
the afternoon, when I went to seek his presence and 
blessing upon the meeting we were to have in the 
evening. At six o^clock some Christian fnends met 
to pray, and deliberate on the prop» method of pn>- 
oeeding to dispense ordinances in the chapeL B£r 
Sheriff began by prayer. I felt that the Lord was 
indeed with us, and attended to the voice of our peti- 
tion. The intended rules of my chapel were read, 
and all seemed pleased and of one mind conoeidoig 
them. Difficulties were ranoved, the light dione 
clearly, and discovered to us the way we should take ; 
the desire of all was, that Grod might be glcHified 
in the conversion of anners, and the edification of 
saints : The meeting was closed before nine with a 
prayer by Mr Bonar.* We afterwards supped toge- 
ther, and eat our bread with gladness and singleness 
o{ heart. I found a sweet peace and acquiescence in 
the Lord^s will all this evenmg, and desire to praise 
him for bringing matters thus far. We appointed 
Monday next for another meeting upon the same subr 
ject. 

November 4. — I found some liberty this moming in 
prayer, and had a view of the perfections of Grod as they 
are revealed in the word, and particularly of his na-

adviser in all its concerns, — a man, whose memory will be ever dear fyf 
every Christian grace, and every benevolent and generous action. 
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ture under the tide of loTe ; got freedom to ask power 
over besetting ons, and to conunit my concerns into 
his hands. This evening I was led to write faithfully 
to an old friend. I had some pleasing converse widi 
Mr Sheriff, and find that I get more insight into the 
corruptions of my heart daily. O that this may lead 
me more to Christ, the fountain that deanseth from 
aU ffln! 

Novembers. — ^After some hours of distress, I at 
length had liberty to pray to God, and to {dead for his 
own name's sake that he would make me what I ap- 
pear to be to others ; that he would give me what he 
knows I want,— a powerful appUcation of the blood of 
Christ to my heart and consdenoe ; md that I may be 
led into the highway of holiness, and kept from con* 
formity to this present evil world. I feel some degree 
of persuasion that I made this prayer in the sincerity 
of my heart, ^nd that I really desire nothing so much 
as to glorify God upon earth, and to enjoy him for 
ever. I therefore conclude I am not a hypocrite ; but, 
alas! much hypocrisy dwelleth in me, for which I 
ought to be deeply humbled, and led to strive with all 
diligence for more singleness of heart in duties. 

November 9.— This momii^ I awaked with these 
words, ^< Can a woman forget her sucking child,^ &c. 
Tliis text did not come with much force at first ; but 
it afterwards grew sweet .and comfortable to my soul 
when meditating on it, and gave me encouragement 
to hope for a blessing at his table. I went to church, 
and was very dead all the time of the sermon, and had 
no power to think of any thing till the 4Sd Psalm was 
sung, when my heart began to melt, and I got some 
hope that I should yet praise the Lord. Mr Walker 
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afterwardB, addrtt»iiig the oommunieaxits, desafted 
my case so exactly that I thought somebody had told 
him of it. My bonds ware now loosed ; I got power 
to believe on Christ as now ready to reoeiTe me, and 
bear my burdens for me ; and as able and wilfing to 
save me from all my infirmities, to heal my backslid- 
ings, and to carry me through future trials. I got up 
with joy and went to the table, where I had liberty in 
pouring out my requests to the Master of the feast, 
who drew, as it were, near, and said. What is xhj 
petition P I saw myself as less than the least of all hb 
mercies, yet permitted to st among his childfen. I 
then gave myself away to him for ever. 

Nooember 10.— This morning I heard Mr Bonar,* 
and in the afternoon Mr Sheriff; but was not much 
affected by the discourses, although occellent In the 
evening I had a meeting of the trustees of my ch^iel : 
I found the Lord near to us in singing and prayer. 
I was much hurried all this day : I received much 
spiritual food, but had no time for digestmg it 

Naoernber 11.— This morning I had a sweet time 
in prayer and reading; felt a melting. of soul, and 
found the Lord near ; had a sort of fiaeboding that 
trouble was at hand ; but I was enabled to give up all 
to Jesus. At twdive o^clock I was seized with a vio- 
lent cough ; and I continued ill all day : Mr Sheriff 
also very ill. 



* The late Rev. Archibald Bonar, who, through life, was much es- 
teemed fat hia very amiable temper, his talents, his emment piety. Mid 
his usefulness. He was a younger brother of Bfr Bonar of Rattw, aai 
was presented by Lady Glenoicby to the pariah of Cramond, a few 
months before her death. 
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Ncfomber 15i.«^I imt very dutresaed in body all 
itight, and all this day ; unfit for spiritual duties. Mr 
Shefiff very ill ; the doctor afraid of a consumptioa. 
This is a dark providcnee : I am trying to get my will 
brought into subjection ; find it hard indeed. Lord, 
help in this ! 

Ncmmker 14«— Mr Sheri£P better ; myself also bet- 
ter, yet still in a hard dead frame. This night there 
^as a meeting of the trustees of the diapel : I sent a 
letter by Mr SheriiF to them, appointing him to be 
the minister of it The meeting was very unammous, 
and every thing carried on in order and in love. Glory 
be to God who has heard my primer for this ! 

1778.— <^Mr Sheri£P having begun to form a ccmgre- 
gation from the holders of free seats, intimated from 
the pulpit, on the 15th of February, his deare, that all 
the other seat-holdas, who intended to become mem- 
bers of the congregation, would give him an oppoitu^ 
mty of conversing with them ; and that if his tim^ 
would not suit then, that they would converse with his 
asdistattt. There was in the terms and manner of this 
intimation, something so solemn and so sdfectioBate, 
arimng in pftrt, perhaps, from his mdently dying i^ 
pearance, that it was very generally and chearfultecam* 
plied with. A fortnight after this, he intimated his in-, 
tention of administering the L<»dV supp^, at the same 
time that it was to be celebrated in the other churdies 
of the city, — the 15th of March. On this, as on the 
occasion oi his intimation to the free seat-holdo^ he 
took the opportunity of avowmg his attachment to the 
doctrine and discipline of the Established Church %A 
Scotland, and of his determination to conform his 
ministry to its rtiles. 
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On the fast day preceding the administratiOD ct the 
Lord'^s supper, the morning service was conducted hf 
the tate Mr Dickson, then mkiister of Liberton, near 
Biggar, afterwards of t^e New North Church, Edin- 
burgh, and the afStemoon service by the assistaiitof 
the chapel. On the Saturday the late Mr Imies of 
Gifibrd officiated ; and as Mr Sheriff was unable for 
the duty, tlie kte Mr Randall of Stirling conducted 
both the morning service of the Lord's day, before the 
communion, and also the evening service after it. Mr 
Shmff, as has been already maitioned, only fmced the 
tables, and gave the closing exhortation. This yraB the 
last public duty which he performed. The former mims- 
ter elect,' Mr Balfour, led the devotion of Monday, 
which he continued to do for forty years afterwards. 
Soon after this, aU. hopes of the recovery of Mr Sheriff 
were abandoned. Every thing, however^ that could be 
thought of, was done to stop the rajnd progress of his 
disease; but all was in vain, and nothing nonained 
but to make bis last days as oomfortaUe as possible. 
For this purpose, his noble patroness removed him to 
Bamton ; sent for his mother to attend him ; and not 
only assisted her in performing the mother's part, but 
did that wfaidb his mother could not do for him ; she 
helped him to elevate his mind from earth to heaven — 
to Chlhst — to Grod — and to the hope of being for ever 
with the Lord. His last days and hours were those 
of a man of Grod, full of failli and peace. His whole 
spirit and conduct were highly edifying, add such as 
became his character as a Christian, and his office as a 
minister of the gospel. After lingering to the IStb of 
June he expured, and was buried in the Bamton vault, 
under the church of Cramond. 

The history of his ministry in the ch«^l is very 
brief: He formed the seat-holders into a congnga" 
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tional body ; he preached to them seven times ; thiice, 
on the occasion of making intimations, he gave a few 
admonitory words; once, he dispensed to them the 
sacramental bread of life ; and afterwards, by all its 
blesidngs and obligations, he exhorted them to be faith* 
ful unto death. For six months, he was a bri^t ex- 
ample to them of the work of faith, and the labour of 
love, and the patience of hope in our Lord Jesus 
Christ, in the sight ci Grod our Father ; and then his 
warfare was accomplished, and he received his re- 
ward. A short account of him, anil the circumstances 
of his illness and death, were drawn up by Lady Glen- 
orchy, and printed and circulated among her friends: 
it^has since been reprinted and published. The ex^- 
cises of mind, and the spiritual experience of Lady 
Glenordiy, from the beginning of this year, till Mr 
SherifTs death, will be seen by the extracts from her 
iXary, which follow, — 

February 6. — Glory be to Grod, the hearer of prayer, 
who hath graciously listened to the voice of my sup- 
plication ! All day yesterday I felt the drawings of his 
love upon my soul, and a strong desire to return 
to him. I got some access to God in prayer both 
abne and with a friend, and found it good to my soul. 
At night I had liberty to seek blesnngs for others ; and 
this morning I waked with these words on my mind, 
<< God is love.*" I felt their power, and found liberty to 
go to him under this endearing character. I peroave 
the Lord is at work with my soul, mortifying my cor- 
ruptions, and bringing me forth from the fearful pit 
and the miry clay, into which my soul has been plung- 
ed for some time past. He also has raised in my heart 
a strong desire to seek him at his table, which I did 
not experience till yesterday. I conclude, from this 
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and other things, that be is about to restore my aouL 
Let me not in this be deceived ; but revive thy jhqA^ 
renew my strength, increase my fiEdth, animate my 
hope, shed abroad thy love in my heart, give me vic- 
tory over my heart sins, and power to run in the way 
of thy commandments, for the sake of Jesus, thy be* 
loved Son, and glory be thine for ever i Amen. 

February 13. — ^This morning I set apart for seeking 
the Lord by fasting and prayer. I endeavoured to 
begin the wcnrk of the day by confessing my sins, but 
my heart was very dead. At length the Lord was 
pleased to permit me to pour out my petitions be&ie 
him. I then found liberty to give myself to the Loid 
wiithout reserve ; to beseech him to cleanse my heart 
from every eA*il felt or feared ; to plead the promise, 
£ask. xxxvL S6. " A new heart also will I give you, 
and anew spirit will I put within you ; and I will take 
away the stony heart out of your flesh, and I will g^ve 
you an heart of flesh ; and to seek direction for Mr 
Sberifi^ in his work, to remanbtf the natioii, the church, 
the afflicted, the giddy, and profane ; enemies, friends, 
and, in particular, all those who have desired my pray> 
er& I sought to know the reasons of past deadness 
and backslidings, and they appear to be the fiiUowing: 
Neglect of redeeming time in the evening ; forsaking 
the Lord, and neglecting his word ; not peraeveisng m 
meditation and self-examination ; not obaervit^ opfior- 
tunities given throu^ the day for jHrayer, and when m 
company not using ejaculatory prayer ; not impix>vmg 
opportunities f<Hr social prayer; not searching the 
Scriptures with diligence daily; slothfiilness in the 
performance of rdative dudes, eifiecialfy in my &mt- 
ly; unwatchfulness over my temper, desu^es, words, 
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thou^tft ; suffering the heart to be engaged mth trifles, 
vanity, &c. 

I desire this day, in the strength of Jesus my Savi- 
our, to set out afresh in the good ways of the Lord ; 
to make conscience of redeeming time every evening 
4pr solemn prayer and reading God^s ward before 
going to bed ; also {or self-examination of. the maaner 
in which the day has been spent. I intend through 
grace, when in health, to rise early, to have at least 
two hours before fanuly worship for prayer, reading, 
and meditation; to keep a sense of Code's presence 
upon my sjurit through the day ; to come again before 
him at twelve o^clock ; to redeem sc«ne time for private 
prayer before tea, and also b^ore supper. These 
things, with the blessing of God, I look upon as the 
best means of keejung my soul in life, and preserving 
me from falhng again into my past miserable state. 
I therefore beseech thee, O Lord, (who now seest my 
heart, and knowest that^ I desire to love and serve 
thee,) that thou wilt give me grace to follow the above 
plan, as far as it is for thy glory, and my soul^s advaii- 
tage I Keep me from resting in duties performed ; pre- 
serve me from dei^ising the means of growing m faith 
and love. Let thy grace be sufficient for me in all '' 
things, and at all times, and thy name glorified through 
me, and by me, now and for evermore ! Amen. 

Saburdoff^ Fdnruary 14.<^I rose between six and 
seren ; spent some time in prayer ; was dead, and trou» 
Ued with wandering thoughts ; read, and tried to me- 
ditate on the Scripture, but felt little life in my soul. 
After breakfast, spent two hours in writing, reading, 
and prayer; found much comf(»rt in the latter at 
twelve o^clock, and had a comfortable sense of my call- 
ing and election through rich sovereign mercy ; saw 
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that the Lord had chosen me as a vessel of mercy, 
and my heart was overwhelmed with a sense of it. I 
felt the drawings of divine love upon my soul, and 
afterwards light and ccwifort in conversation with Mr 
Sheriff; found some Utile time for prayer before tea. 
Afterwards went out to get some sjnritual conversation 
with Mrs ■ ; on coming hpme, found people waiting 
for me on business, and got no time for prayer before 
supper, but have this night had some liberty of access 
to a throne of grace. Glory be to God for all his 
mercies ! 

Sunday^ February 15. — This morning I waked in a 
spiritual frame, desirous of spending the day to the 
Lord ; experienced some liberty in prayer, and oomf<»t 
in reading the Scriptures ; found a desire for the increase 
of the Redeemer's kingdom, and sought for his pre- 
sence to all his people. Went out in hopes of finding 
it a good day to my soul, but was disappointed. I 
have not had such freedom from outward distractions as 
I could wish, and the word preached did not oome with 
power. One thing I must, however, remark, that the 
Lord answered prayer in behalf of Mr SherifT, who was 
enabled to go to the chapel. He made an intimadoo, 
and gave an exhortation to the people, and was assists 
ed wonderfully beyond expectation; every word be 
spoke came with power. I saw him more fitted than 
ever for the charge of the chapel, yet feared I should 
be called to ^ve him up ; and my mind was agitated 
with different sentiments of grief, joy, fear, and h<qpe. 

Thur^dayy February 19* — I got some liberty diis 
morning in seeking deliverance fiom my heart evik 
After breakfast, found access to God, and some com- 
fort in prayer ; was better thnnigh the day than for 
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smne time post Heard a good sermon from Mr 
Walker on Isaiah xvii. 14. << And behold at evening- 
tide trouble ; and before the morning he is not This 
is the portion of them that epcal us, and the lot of 
them that rob us.*** Lost ground i^ night ; could Hot 
pray in the sjnrit at going to bed. 

Wednesday^ February 25. — This morning I spent 
some time in prayer, — ^found liberty to give up all to 
Grod. I saw that my present trial is needful to wean 
my heart from too great an attachment to creature 
comforts, also to subdue my will respecting the man- 
ner of helping forward the Lord^s work. I think also 
that Satan sometimes accuses me of on, in order to 
weaken my hands and prevent the discharge of pre- 
sent duty I found liberty to commit my soul, and the 
LfOrd^s work, into his own hands, with some measure of 
faith in his power and willingness to perfect what 
concemeth them, and to make all issue in his own 
glory and my good. My heart was much enlarged 
in seeking spiritual blessings for Mr Sheriff, insomuch 
that I thought I would willingly suffer any spiritual 
deprivation myself, so that he might obtain joy and 
peace in beheving, and strength for his work ; or, if 
obliged to give it up, that he might have patience and 
submission. After breakfast I went to see a poor wo« 
man on her death-bed. She bore a noble testimony 
to the faithfulness and love of God. She said all the 
promises she had ever been brought to believe had been 
accomplished to her,~-the last was *' even to hoary 
hurs I will carry you,^ and that he was now fulfilling it 
to her. She said, no believer need fear to pass through 
this wilderness, or to enter the stream of Jordan ; that 
she had been like the Israelites, who saw the wonders 

of the Lord, had tasted of the manna, and had sung 
c c 
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his praise, and then, like them, soon forgot his works, 
and nnned again and again by unbelief; yet Grod had 
agiun and again forgiven her sin, and had for seven 
years past not suffisred her to doubt her interest in his 
promise. She now believed die was on the thrediold 
of glory, just about to enter her Father^s House, and 
her joy at the prospect was great. Last night she 
thought she heard the sound of his chariot wheels, but 
was disappointed ; but she hoped he would not be long 
in coming. She feared she sinned in being too de- 
sirous to die and unwilling to live. She still felt the 
workings of rin leading her thoughts away from Christ 
to the trifling things of the world, and she longed to 
be free of that clay tabernacle that imprisoned her 
soul. I asked her of what nature she thought the 
happiness was to which she was going ? She answered, 
It condsts of seeing Christ as he is, in being changed 
into his image, perfected in holiness, attaining new 
discoveries of the wisdom, power, love, and grace of 
Gk)d, and freedom from all un : But this body, said 
she, is a bar in the way of comprehending that hap- 
piness, for flesh and blood cannot enter the kingdom 
of heaven ;— she wished to say more, but strength 
failed her. Mr Bonar then prayed at her desire, and 
t left her.— May my last end be like hers ! 

This scene left a sweet savour of divine things oa 
my mind all day, and I had an opportunity of speak- 
ing of it at night to some of no religion, who, I hope, 
may be the better for it. 

Sundofff Mcn'ch 1. — For two days past I have been 
in a dull frame. This day, by the good hand of the 
Lord upon us, the ordinance of the Supper was inti- 
mated for this day fortnight, in the chapel. Mr 
W^dl^er lectured in the forenoon, and preached in the 
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afteniooii upon the lutuiie of the vff^&aEaaeefr^^^ai exr 
cellent cBaooune. I see great cause of thankfulttess, 
yet £ael surprisiiiglj dull in my soul. For some days I 
have not been quite weU, which may partly be the 
reason of this deadness; for sure I have much cause 
to rejoice, ance the Lord seems about to bless us, 
and give me the desire of my heart for many months 
and years past, and to overrule all the oounsels of 
those I have intrusted with the chapel, so as to make 
them act agreeably to all my wishes and prayers, and 
that without my appearing in it myself. The spirit of 
love seems shed abroad b their hearts, SD that they 
are all as one soul ; no party-spirit, no byTends, im> 
boasting, but much prayer, and diligence in the use 
of means, seems at present to be their happy attain- 
ment. Not unto us, O Lord, not unto us, but unto 
thy thrice holy name be the praise and glory, now, 
and for evermere ! 

Skfindagf^ Marck & — ^During the course of last week, 
about two hundred persons have been admitted as 
church members, who have, to all appearance, experi- 
enced a work of grace upon their souls : this is cause 
of much thankfulness ; but my soul is kept in beavi* 
ness through manifold temptations. I know not whe- 
ther I diaU venture to join with them in that Messed 
ordinance, being altogether unworthy of the crumbs 
that fall from the children'^s table. O for more faith, 
and love to Christ ! O (or power to walk up to light ! 
O for a victorious faith to ovencome the enemies of 
my soul, by laying hold on the arm of Omnipotence, 
and 80 put to flight the army of the aliens. This day 
has been a lost Sabbath,-— no comfort in hearing, no 
eomraunion wkh Crod, no breathings of the Spirit; 
my mind in a state of woful oonfusioo, unable to do 
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any thing to purpose. O that the Lord would come 
over the mountains of my sins and provocations, and 
surprise me with his goodness ; then should I loathe 
and abhor myself for my sins and iniquities, and be 
ashamed, and never open my mouth more. 

Saturday^ 14. — ^All this week I have continued dis- 
tressed with temptations and wandering thoughts, — no 
comfort in prayer, nor in hearing the word. On 
Thursday Mr Dickson and the asmstant pread&ed. 
Yesterday we had a meeting for the distribution of 
tokens; nearly four hundred communicants were 
admitted. This morning I set apart to examine 
into my state, and I feel incapable to pursue any 
thought almost for a minute together. In general, I 
fear I have committed much sin by approaches to 
the Lord^s tdble without due preparation. I also see, 
that my heart sins have partly been the cause of my 
past darkness. I have not been circumspect in aU my 
ways. I have not denied myself, and taken up my 
cross. I am unholy in many respects, and have 
grieved the Holy Spirit. I have endeavoured to con- 
fess my sins. O that the Lord would give me true 
repentance, and effectually turn me again, for his own 
name^s sake, and now enable me to partake of this 
ordinance with a suitaUe frame and disposition of 
heart. 

Stmdat/, March 15. — This morning I got up early, 
and obtained some liberty in seeking for the Lord's 
presence this day in his ordinances. I found much 
desire for a blessing to his peojde, even although I 
should be left in a dry and comfortless frame. During 
Mr Randall's sermon, I saw something of the glory <tf 
God in the way of redemption, and felt some small

measure of his love shed abroad in my heart, and a sense 
of his presence. As Mr Sheriff fenced the tables, I felt 
a melting of heart and a spirit of prayer accompany 
the word. When I went to the table, my mind was in 
a thoughtful frame. I exercised some degree of faith in 
Jesus as the atoning sacrifice for sin, and I felt power 
to believe that his body was broken for me^ and his 
blood shed for me. My heart said, is it possible that 
thou shouldst die for me, Lord ? Yes, for me, even 
the chief of anners ! I felt assured that the ordinance 
was the pledge for sitting down at the table above, and 
drinking of the wine in my Father^s kingdom. My 
thoughts were somewhat confused, yet I had a relish 
for divine things all the day, and this afternoon I was 
much refreshed b^ Mr Randall^s sermon, and in the 
last psalm. I was eqabled to act faith on the promise, 
and to rejoice in hope. I came home rejoicing, and 
have had my hope increased by hearing that this has 
been a remarkable day to the souls of many. Gloiy 
be to Grod in the highest, for peace on earth, and 
good will to the sons of men ! Blessed be Grod for 
his unspeakable ^t ! O, that all would praise him, 
for his wonderful goodness to the children of men ! 
Bless the Lord, O my soul, and forget not all his 
benefits ! Let heaven and earth praise him ! Let 
every thing that hath breath praise the Lord ! Amen, 
so be it ! W. G. 

March 22.— 'This evening, upon coming down to 
prayer, I found Mr Sheriff uncommonly serious. He 
told me, that nnce I had gone up stairs, the Lord had 
been very gradous to him, and poured much joy and 
consolation into his soul. He had got a view of his 
illness that he had not had before, and believed that ' 
his end was near. We had much profitable conversa- 
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tkm on this iubj^ct) and I fek rengoed to the will of 
Ood. My spirit was wonderftQly compoaed and 8»> 
lemniaed. 

Smdojf, March Sd.^Tbis latt week Mr SberiiFhai 
been much worae :-^is animal frame fast dissolving, 
and fab spirits flat ; but he has shown no fears of death, 
nor denre to live. He seems to have a great dislike 
to conipany4 and has something upon his mind which 
he scetns desirous to disclose, but cannot aooomptish 
it. My own soul has been very dead in prayer this 
kst week, and my thoughts so much taken up about 
Mr Sheriff, that I have neglected many other oonoenis. 
This day I rec^ved no benefit from two sermons I 
heard : To-night my spirits are quite sunk.— ^My case 
b complicated. None but the Lord himself knows 
my various dbtresses, and none but he can help or sup> 
port me. On him will I depend^ on him will I put 
my trust He is my hope, my refuge, my aid, in every 
time of need* My Lord and my God, none ever 
trusted in thee and was ashamed : thy mercy enduretfa 
far ever,-^forsake not the work of thy own hands ; 
for thy name^i sake hdp and deliver me from every 
unbelieving fear. 

B^nUm^ Sunday y Aptil 5.-^Thii last week I have 
been much taken up in the same way as in the former ; 
— ^Mr Sheriff continuing worse, — ^his doctors flattering 
him with the hopes of recovery, when they and every 
one that sees him knows that his end approadies fast 
I am uncertain as to duty ; for fear of hurting him if I 
tell him what I think, and I fear sinning against lib 
and my own soul if I deceive him as to his dangerous 
state. To-day he tokl me that he now entertuied 
hopes of reooTery, and had got power for some days 
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to pray for it. This threw me into such agitation, that 
I was forced to leave the room ; yet I cannot prevail 
upon myself to tell him the real state of his case, my 
own mind is so greatly agitated. 

JwM 7.— For two months past I have been employ- 
ed in attending the dying bed of Mr Sheriff, who this 
day lies at the point of death. He has borne a noble 
testimony to the power of faith in supporting and quiet* 
ing the mind under bodily distress, and the certain ap- 
proach of death. For six weeks peat the L<«d has 
^ven me much heartfelt submission to his will in this 
triaL He has shown me wherefore it was sent,— ^soa- 
vinced me of the expediency and necessity of it, to 
subdue my will in those things I judged not only law- 
ful, but in which I thought I might be zealous. He has 
hrou^t me to give up the chape] wholly to himself, 
bong the Head, Grovemor, and Lawgiver of his church ; 
and last night and tlus day he enabled me to surrender 
up myself and all my plans wholly to him, without any 
known reserve. I got power to ask much for the 
chapel for ages to come, — ^that it might be a lamp and 
a witness for tbe doctrines and discipline of the true 
church in future generations. A place where true 
vital experimental religion mi^t be taught, and where 
souls might daily be bom again, and savingly united to 
Christ. I had some d^ree of faith for this, and that a 
proper paator would be provided for it by the Lord in 
his time, and I sought patience to wait upon him for tbe 
answer of thu prayer. And now, O my gracious ^viour, 
aa I have devoted myself, and all that I am and have 
uirto thee this day upon my knees, and with my heart 
and tongue, I would now in thy furesence confirm it with 
my hand, and with all the sincerity of heart with which

I am capable, solemnly giving up and ocnnmitting to 
thee my soul, body, and spirit, my life, reputation, 
goods, friends, relations, health, and outwaid com- 
forts — ^my understanding, will, and affections ; in short, 
all that I am and have, to be disposed of as shall be 
most for the glory of thy name, and the eternal good 
of my soul. Guide and conduct me through life, — be 
with me to support and comfort me in death, — and 
receive me at last into thy kingdom and glory, to be 
ever with thee throughout eternity. And die whole 
glory and praise shall be ascribed unto the Father, 
Son, and Holy Ghost, one God, for ever and ever.

Bamtcnj June 7, 1778. 

The closeness of Lady Glenordiy^s attention to Mr 
Sheriff in his illness, and the edification she derived 
from it, will be seen from the following note which she 
at this time wrote to her friend Miss Hill. 

Lady Glenorchy to Miss Hill. 

** My dear friend will pardon my sending her a very 
few lines, when I tell her that my worthy pastor lies 
in the next room at the point of death. He has heexk 
growing weaker every day since he came here, and 
now is confined to bed, every hour expecting the joy- 
ful summons from his dear Lord to enter into eternal 
glory. His mother and I attend him constantly, and 
as she has not yet attained a taste for spiritual con- 
versation, (though I hope she is in a fair way of doing 
so), he has nobody but myself to whom he can open 
his mind on spiritual things. This makes me incline 
to be with him constantly, as also to hear the many 
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precious things that drop from his lips from time to 
time. I never saw any person enjoy so much uninter- 
rupted peace of mind, or so strong a futh as he does. 
The particulars I shall send you after his decease, 
when I get time to write out at length the notes I am 
taking from day to day.*" 

Saturday^ June 13. — ^Yesterday, at nine oVlock, it 
pleased God to take to himself my very dear friend and 
pastor, Mr Sheriff. He was enabled on Thursday to 
speak from ten in the morning till near ten at night, 
almost without intermission, to the praise of glorious 
grace. He gave me many exhortations, and said. Sub- 
mit, it is the Lord^s doing ; we shall live together with 
him for ever : he has saved me ; he will save you, my 
dear friend. His last words were — ^All is well. The 
Lord most wonderfully supported me during the last 
two days and nights of his life, enabling me to attend 
him during that time, withoiit weariness. I felt un- 
common power to believe and acquiesce in the Lord^s 
will. He is now with his Grod. O that his dying 
words may make a suitable impression on my heart ; 
may I never forget the awful but instructive scene ; 
may I listen to the voice of Grod through him, and 
persevere in his work to the end. May I ^ve up all 
for Christ, and bear all his dispensations with patience. 
May I see my friend in glory, and be for ever with the 
Lord. Amen and Amen. 

Sabbaih^ June 14. — ^This day I was enabled to at- 
tend public worship, after which I visited the place 
where Mr Sheriff was to be laid. These words came 
with much force to my remembrance. His flesh shall 
rest in hope— sown in weakness, — ^raised in power ! — 
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Afterwards I was present at the * chesdng^ and I was 
supported wonderfully through the whole ceremony ; 
and at the evening sermon in the Bamton chapel, I 
was enabled to believe that all was well. 

* The last mebncholy lervioes due to the dead, are not, in Soodand, 
left to undertaken and their attendants. — The body is washed and swath- 
ed, and lidd out by the sick-nurse, or servants of the household. When 
it is to be put into the ooflbi, the relations, and most intimate friends, to 
whom afibotion and respect are intended to be shown, are invited lo at- 
tend as witnesses. The perfoimance of this duty is done by the nearest 
idations, with great solemnity, and profound silence. This office being 
performed, if a clergyman is present, which is often the case, he doses 
the solemnity by appropriate prayer, and this is called the diesting. 

When the company invited to the funenl are coll e c t ed, immediatdy 
before carrying out the corpse to the grave, a deigyman also oSeraa suit- 
able prayer ; and this is the only religious funeral service used in Soou 
land, excepting by those of the Episcopal Ghurdi. 
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CHAPTER XVII. 

Lad; GUnofdiy directs her aU a ni op to nippiy the vacancy ooeaaioiied 
by Ur SherifTi deith..The offer of the duipel is made to the Rev. 
Mr Hodgson — ^Bxtracts horn Diaiy — Lady Glenorchy goes to Tay- 
mouth — Extracts from Diary, from July 13, to September 2, 1778 — 
Lady Olenorchy returns from Taymouth, and comes to Edinbuigb— 
Mr Hodgson declines accepting the chapel — ^Ludy Olenorchy again 
thrown into perplexity — Mr Dickie sent to London to offer the chi^ 
to the Rer. Mr Clayton—Extracts from Diary, from October 28, to 
December 8, 1778 — Letter from Lady Glenoichy to Mr Jones, re» 
questing him to aid her in inducing Mr Clayton to accept oi the cha- 
pd — Mr CUtytoQ declines — Letter from Lady Olenorchy to Mr Jones, 
inviting him to supply the chi^ for a few months, which he com- 
plies with — Offer of becoming the minister of the chapel made to 
him, which he accepts — His ordination in London— Returns to Edin- 
burgh, and enters on his ministerial duties — Extracts from Diary, from 
January 3, to May 30^ 1779. 

When Mr SheriflTs remains were removed to their 
kmg home, and his mother, and other friends who had 
attended him in his last days, had departed, Ladj 
Olenorchj left Bamton, and went to Edinburgh. 
From the comfortless state in whidi her mind is usual* 
ly seen, it might be thought that this event would have 
much increased it ; but it should be remembered, that 
it was not temporal afflictions altogether that occa- 
noned her distresses ; for these she could bear with a 
fortitude rarely shown by her sex ; her distress was oc- 
casioiied chiefly by spiritual mortifications, on account 
of imperfection in the sight of Giod, and these may be 
said to be the only source of her mental pain : hence, 
on this occasion, her attention being turned aside for a 
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little from the old subject of her complaints, she ap- 
peared not merely composed and resigned, but re- 
joicing in tribulation. On her return to Edinburgh, 
her first employment was to supply the vacancy which 
had occurred in her chapel. She called together for 
this purpose, those fnends who most interested them- 
selves in her concerns. After prayer for divine direc- 
tion, she advised with them what was best to be done. 
Their unanimous opinion was, that Mr Joseph Hodg- 
son, minister of Carmunnock, ought to be invited to 
accept of the office of pastor. They sent, therefore, a 
deputation to converse with him. He received them 
kindly ; but requested dme to make up his mind with 
regard to their proposal. Her mode of expressing her 
views on these events, will be seen by the subsequent 
extract from her Diary. 

Edinburgh, Saturday^ Jwne S7. — Since I came to 
town, I have experienced much of the loving Jdnd- . 
ness of the Lord, in comforting and supporting me, 
and carrying me above the present affliction, to seek 
for comfort in himself. My heart is depressed, yet 
my spirit rejoices in God my Saviour ; and he, as it 
were, says. Am I not better to you than ten pastors ? 
Yes, Lord, thou art my portion ; my chief good ; my 
only desire. O that 1 may never, never seek any other 
good but thee ! 



«< Take thou my hmrt, and let it be

Truly my soul has experienced something of the peace 
that passeth understanding, even when outward things 
appear most gloomy. I feel a secret power enahUng 
me to rest in the will of Grod, and believe, that all is 
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working together for my good, the good of hiBdiurch, 
and the glory of his name. O for ever blessed be the 
Lord toy God, now and evermore ! 

Sunday f June 98. — ^Yesterday was a day of mercy 
frcmi the Lord ; begun in distress of body, but after- 
wards strengthened, and carried on in much peace and 
comfort of mind, particularly in the evening, when I 
had a meeting of some Christian friends for prayer, ta 
seek the mind of the Lord concerning the steps which 
ought to be taken for obtaining another pastor. After 
prayer, and sin^ng the 147th Psalm, I asked them 
what occurred to them as the most scriptural and pro- 
per method of proceeding. I mentioned some minis- 
ters, particularly Mr Hodgson, as one I supposed 
would be agreeable to the congr^ation : they all wera 
of opinion that he would be the most acceptable of any 
that could be procured. It was then agreed that two of 
the number should go to him, and lay our plan before 
him; this, after another meeting for prayer with a 
view to him in particular, was done. There was a 
spirit of love and unanimity appeared so remarkable 
in our conversation, that surely the Lord himself was 
with us. We concluded with a very lively and fervent 
prayer by Mr Scott Moncrieff, and then sung part of 
the 102d Psalm, and parted. My heart was lifted up 
in thankfulness to the Lord for giving me such helpers 
in his work ; their hearts appeared to be full of love to 
the Lord, and their eye single to his glory. This 
morning I have had sc»ne comfort and pleasure in 
hearing Mr Bonar lecture on the ascension, and preach 
from Psalm Ixxii. 20. *^ The^prayers of David the son 
of Jesse are ended.*" I have since been able to pour 
out my heart in prayer, and to commit the providing 
a minister to the chapel wholly to the Lord, with a 
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degree of confidence in his answering my request ; also 
for myself, that he will perfect that wbidi conoemelh 
me, and grant me eternal life through Jesus Christ our 
Lord. 

As nothing more could be done in this businesB 
till Mr Hodgson^s determination was known. Lady 
Glenorchy went, as usual at this seascm of the year, to 
Taymouth. Nothing remarkable occurred during her 
residence in the Highlands. The chapel was suppbed 
by the assistant, while she and the people were waiting 
Mr Hodgson'^s decision. 

In August she experienced another unexpected 
stroke, in the death of the master of her sdiool b 
Edinburgh ; a man of high respectability, and greatly 
beloved. Her mind at this time was much more com- 
fortable than usual. The following reflections on her 
past experience and conduct, and on the events of the 
preceding year, are uncommonly interesting.-* 

Tajffncmikj Monday^ Jtiy IS.— I came to this place 
last Saturday. I was rather in a dead frame on the 
road, and since I came here : but I feel strong denres 
after the Lord ; my mind goes out towards him ; I 
want to be wholly dead to the world, and alive to hioL 
The Lord, I trust, will keep me from the snares whidi 
surround me, else I know I shall falL I hope the 
Lord, who is my strength, will manifest his power in 
preserving me from this present evil world. O grant 
this, blessed Jesus, for thine own holy name^s sake ! 

Friday^ July 17. — ^This morning I set impart some 
time for seeking the Lord by self-examination, medi- 
tation, and prayer. I have been convinced of mudi 
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practical athdsm in my heart, pardcularly want of right 
apprehendons of the,,inaje6ty of Grod, want of reve- 
rence in my approaches to him, and want of intercourse 
with him in my thoughts ; so that my heart prefars 
every trifle to thinking on him, who is4ke source of 
. all perfection. Perpetual wanderings of heart and 
affection show the natural tendency and bent of my 
depraved nature. I have got a clearer view than ever 
of the necessity of divine power being exerted to recon- 
dle my heart to God, and cause my thoughts to flow 
in a right channel ; and that he that begins this work 
must also carry it on and finish it. I have seen much 
self-«eeking mixed with all my past plans for promoting 
the cause of religion. I have often limited the Lord 
to work in the particular way that I marked out. I 
trust in some measure he has now enabled me to say. 
Not my will, but thine be done. I have discovered a 
great proneness in my heart to lean more on the 
instruments employed in his work, than on the hand 
which holds the instrument ; and thus have often been 
left to feel the bitterness and evil of trusting to the 
creature, and departing in heart from the living God. 
I have again been convinced of my sinful negligence 
and slothfulness in not seeking the Lord more 
constantly by prayer and meditation ; in letting my 
heart grow estranged from him, thus grieving the 
Spirit, and causing Imn to depart and leave me to my 
own desires; not improving spiritual blessings when 
received as earnests of still greater things, and thus 
following on to know more and more of the Lord. I 
am persuaded that all true happiness consists in the 
knowledge of him. If we know him, we must ]o\e 
him ; if we love, we shall obey him ; if we love and 
obey him, he will come unto us, and manifest himself 
unto us as he doth not unto the world : nay, the 
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Father and the Soa will come and make their abode 
with us, and in that day we shall know that Christ u 
in the Father, and we in him, and be in us. O the 
inconceiyable, unfathomable love of God, to admit 
such vile polluted worms as we are to this close and 
intimate union with himself! But can this unkm^ 
subsist when the love of sin remains in the creature? 
Surely not. It is the new nature, the new bom soul, 
that consents to the law of Grod as holy, just, and 
good ; that aUbors evil, and groans under it, and a vile 
body of am and death, which is thus made a partaker 
of a divine nature. This new nature comes from God, 
is imparted by him, and therefore must be united to 
him, and will continue to be so to all eternity. 

I this day d^esire, in the strength of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, to renounce all selfish views and aims in his 
work ; to seek no great things for myself; but that 
his glory may be promoted upon earth, his kingdom 
come, his will be done ; and that this may be my only 
end in every action of my life. I would earnestly im- 
plore the aid of the Holy Sjnrit to mortify and crucify 
this self in me, that Christ may be establidied on the 
throne of my heart, and reign the only sovereign there. 
I earnestly beg the grace of perseverance in known duty, 
whatever trouble it may cost. I beseech thee, O Lord, 
to make me willing rather to suffer any thbg than an 
against thee. O for a more quick sense of the exceed- 
ing rinfulness of sin, for a tender conscience, a more 
constant breathing and panting after holiness in heart 
and life. O for power to resist temptation, and to 
flee from the beginnings and appearances of evil. 
to see enmity against a Grod of love written upon the 
smallest deviation from the path of dntyl My soul 
longs for more clear impressions of thy image, O God, 
to be stamped upon it; and that it may b^gtn here 
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to taste those divine and exquisite [deasureB which 
flow from thy right hand for evermore : it aheady feels 
that happiness consists in a holy nature, and believes 
that perfect holiness will bring thee perfection of hap- 
piness. O when shall I live wholly to thee, my diief 
good, my only portion, my all in all ! When shall the 
thoughts of my heart be brought into subjection to 
thee, my only Lord ? When shall an be destroyed, 
my soul deUvered from its bondage, and brought 
into the glorious liberty of the children of Grod? 
When shall I behold thy glorious and gracious face, 
and join with the redeemed in songs of praise to him 
who has loved us, and washed us from our sins in 
his own blood ? . Lord, whenever it shall be for thy 
glory and the good of my soul, I believe thou wilt 
grant me these petitions. Even so come. Lord Jesus, 
and do as thou hast said ! Amen and amen. 

AuguH 8. — ^Last Thursday was tlie day set apart in 
this parish for humiliation and prayer. I kept my 
room in the morning, and had some comfort in prayet 
and meditation till I went to church; but then all 
vanished, and I became as dead and comfortless as ever. 

This day I have in vain attempted to examine my- 
self, and meditate upon the word. I have many fears 
about approaching the Lord^s table to-morrow in this 
frame of mind. As this ordinance, however, is a 
means of growth in grace, (and I never had more need 
than now of spiritual food,) I dare not stay away, lest 
by neglecting the means I grow worse, and the things 
die which are now ready to perish. O Lord, thou 
knowest my case ! Thou art able to heal the diseases 
of my soul, and canst give me a hvely fSuth. Grant 
now, I beseech thee, whatever thou seest I stand in 
need of, to prepare my soul for drawing near to thee 
D d 
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in tby ordinance ; undertake for me^ for I put my tmst 
in thee. 

Monday, August 10. — ^Yesterday morning I was 
enabled to examine myself, and found that I had 
reason to conclude, upon scripture grounds, that I had 
truly believed upon the Lord Jesus Christ for salva- 
don, and that I, was now willing to depart this life to 
be with him, were he to call for me. I thorefore 
thought I might approach his table to remember his 
death, and show it forth till he come. I found power 
given me during the whole day, to attend to the things 
spoken, with more composure of mind than for many 
days past. I was also enabled to ex^cise faith on the 
perfect sacrifice of Christ, as having for ever perfected 
them who were sanctified ; and, upOn the whole, I had 
a better day than I expected. Glory be to God! 
This was a sort of preparation for the afflictive news 
I received upon coming home in the afternoon^ of the 
death of John Robertson, the teacher of my schod 
in Edinburgh, whose uncommon abilities for his office 
rendered him very useful to me. The rod is once 
more lifted up. O that I may lay it to heart, to 
search and try wherefore the Lord is thus sending 
wave upon wave ! 

August 23. — For some days past I have felt my heart 
more drawn out after spiritual things than it was in 
the beginning of the week; and this day I found comfort 
in prayer, and in reading the word. Having no sermon 
at church, I endeavoured to spend the whole morning 
in those exercises in which I believed most Christians 
were then engaged, and I had sweet fellowship with 
them in spirit ; and even with the church triumphant, 
as employed in thanksgiving tix redeeming love. I 
have this day got a little more insight into the decrit- 
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fulness of the heart, and saw the impurity of the best 
actions of my life. I have been led to cry for pardon 
for the defects of my holy duties, and' particularly for 
my rash zeal in the first years of my reli^ous profes- 
sion ; whereby I did in many things hurt the cause I 
wished to promote, and this from pride and self-con- 
ceit; not being enough sensible of my dependance 
on God for all things, and of my nothingness before 
him. I think I did this day truly renounce all hope 
in myself, and rest on Christ as my only Saviour. 
Lord, thou knowest. O ! do thou search me and try 
me, and see if there is any wicked way in me, and 
cleanse me from secret faults. What I know not, teach 
me ; and lead me in the way everlasting, for thine own 
name^s sake. Amen ! 

Sunday, August SO. — Last week I had a visit from 
Mr and Mrs Balfour, which was refreshing. He 
preached twice this day ; and in the evening we had 
some spiritual conversation, which was like water to 
the thirsty. 

[Aged SI.] Wednesday, September 2.— This day 
I would, as usual, look back upon the last year of my 
life, and endeavour to record the mercies I have re- 
ceived from the Lord ; of the least of which I confess 
myself utterly unworthy. How difiBcult the task ! 
Every day is marked with his long-suffering kindness, 
and my ingratitude. This has been a year of awful 
dispensations; of dark and mysterious providences. 
Th^ Lord'^s ways have been in the deep ; how little of 
them can we discover! Yet this we know, that he 
hath done all things well. He is of unerring wisdom : 
great is his faithfulness. I therefore believe, that all 
his ways towards me have been dictated by mercy and 
truth, and shall be productive of fruits to his praise 
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and glory ; and what I know not now I shall know 
hereafter. 

I desire to bless the Lord, as the hearer oi prayer, 
in providing a pastor for the chapel, such as was eveiy 
way suited to begin the work intended, of gathenng a 
people into church order and discipline. The pecu- 
liar circumstances attending him were remarkable: 
Eminently called of Grod, and fitted by rarious means 
for the situation, and thereby enabled to be^^ and set 
argoing the work, which to any other person would 
have seemed impracticable, ability was g^ven him for 
bringing it such a length as to render it easy in fu- 
ture. The ordinances dispensed agreeaUe to the 
scripture plan ; a number of lively Christiana formed 
into a society for managers and helpers in the work ; 
peace preserved, without infringing on holiness, or 
strictness of discipline; all things done by prayer; 
love and unanimity in councils; the Lord visUy 
directing to wise and prudent measures ; an aanstant 
provided every way agreeable and proper ;•— and when 
all this was done, the pastor was advanced from the 
church militant to the church triumphant, and had 
an abundant entrance given him into the kingdom 
of his dear Lord. I ought also to bless the Lord for 
permitting me to be a witness to his holy life, and 
triumphant death, and for making me any way instru- 
mental in alleviating the evils of disease and sufferings, 
and assisting bis servant in his last moments, both in 
temporal and spiritual matters. This was an honour 
I asked and obtained by prayer, for which I desire to 
be thankful. O that I may suitably improve the pre- 
cious blessing. What support and consolation did 
not the Lord afford me under this trial, beyond aD 
expectation remarkably overruling all matters oon* 
ceming him, according to repeated and united prayers ! 
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So that, while my heart was ready to break with grief, 
I was constrained to say, All is well. I would not 
have it otherwise. The Lord is wise, and just, and 
merciful, and faithful in afflicting me. He manifesU 
his love in every stroke. He stayeth his rough wind 
in the day of his east wind. 1 denre to bless God for 
convincing me that there is enough in myself to satis- 
fy the soul ; that he can by his presence, and the sen- 
sible communications of his love, make up for the loss 
of every other thing ; and that he has given me a de- 
sire to seek no other portion in time but himself, 
which I take to be an evidence that I shall dwell with 
him throughout eternity. He has also convinced me 
of past misconduct in many respects of self seeking, 
and impatience under the cross ; of discontent with my 
lot, and wandering without a warrant from the place 
allotted me by Providence ; and he is now giving me a 
willingness to give up all schemes of comfort in life, 
so that God may be glorified in me, and his cause pro- 
moted by my instrumentality. This summer, he has 
convinced me more than ever, from experience, of the 
deep depravity of my nature, and the absolute neces- 
aty there is of depending upon God for every right 
thought, word, and deed ; of the danger I am in of fall* 
ing again and again into those very errors and evils I 
now renounce and abhor, if left one moment to myself. 
I now see more of the worthlessness and unprofitable- 
ness of the creature in its best estate, and of the con- 
tinual necessity of abiding in Christ by faith, in order 
to have peace with God. When I look to myself, I 
see nothing but death ; when to Christ, I behold life 
and immortality, and rejoice in the hope of being freed 
from this state of sin and corruption ; and I have cause 
to bless God for interposing in my behalf this summer, 
in preventing evil which I had great reason to fear, 
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and was led to pray against ; also for preTeoting me 
from murmunDg, when he took away the worthy mas- 
ter of my school by a sudden stroke, and ^ving me faith 
that this also was to work {or good, although I knew 
not how ; and, soon after, he unexpectedly provided 
me with another. I have much cause to record to the 
praise of free grace, that the Lord has latdy given me 
much composure of spirit concerning the calling of 
another minister for the chapel in Edinburgh ; am- 
bling me to trust in him, that one shall be appointed 
according to his own heart ; making me satisfied, that 
his will in all things shall take place, even although it 
should be in demolishing of the whole work, or in my 
not being permitted to see its prosperity ; this I feel 
to be a new temper of mind, wrought in me by re- 
peated trials, afflictions, and disappointments. Glory 
be to his name. What shall I now render to the Lotd 
for all his benefits. It is of thine own only, O Lord, 
that I have to offer. I am thine, in every sense of the 
word; thine by creation, redemption, repeated self- 
dedication. I can now only renew this day what I 
have often done ; and I now afresh solemnly do, as in 
thy presence, devote my whole soul, body, and sfHrit, 
to thy service, beseeching thee to rule over and reign 
in me. Dbpose of me in whatever way is most for thy 
glory; guide me by thy counsel whilst I am here; 
leave me not one moment to myself. Let me live 
under an abiding sense of thy presence, and of diy 
love in Christ Jesus ; and when I can no longer swe 
thee here, receive me into the heavenly kingdom, to 
dwell with thee for evermore : and thine shall be the 
praise and glory, through Christ, Amen ! W. G. 

At the usual season Lady Glenorchy returned from 
Taymouth, and without spending any time at Barib 
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ton, as she used to do, came directly to Edinburgh, 
anxious to aooomplish without delay the settlement of 
a minister in her chapel. Mr Hodgson not having as 
yet given an answer to the offer made him in July, she 
invited him to a conference in Edinburgh. He com. 
plied with this, and had repeated conversations both 
with her and the managers of her chapel. They 
agreed in all prants excepting in the manner of admit* 
ting persons to church privileges, on which Mr 
Hodgson held some peculiar opinions, from which he 
could not deviate, and to which neither Lady Glen- 
orchy nor her friends could accede. With mutual 
TCgret they were therefore obliged to terminate the 
n^ociation. Lady Glenorchy was thus again placed 
in a state of anxiety and perplexity how to proceed. 

The usual sacramental fast-day of the city was at 
hand, and she and the congregation agreed to keep it, 
and in doing so to have particularly at heart their pre- 
sent circumstances, and to implore the great Head of 
the church to provide them with a pastor that might 
repair the loss they had experienced. As no eligible 
person appeared in Scotland, she turned her eyes 
towards England. She had heard of Mr Clayton, 
who had lately been settled in a Presbyterian meeting 
in London, whose character ai^d talents were highly 
respectable. She thought it probable that he might 
be induced to come to Ediiibur^, and sent therefore 
Mr Dickie, one of the managers of the chapel, to hear 
Inm, and, if he thought he would answer the situation, 
to invite him to visit Edinburgh with a view to his 
settlement there. These things appear from the fol- 
lowing extracts. 

Wednesday^ October 28. — ^In the aftanoon there 
was a meeting of the managers for solemn prayer, tp

request direction in the choice of a miwster. They 
were unanimously of opinion that they must grre up 
Mr Hodgson. I was led to commit the matter wholly 
to the Lord, and enabled in some measure to bdiieve 
he would provide. 

Friday gveningj October SO. — Another meeting tat 
prayer, and a proposal agreed to of uttng next Thurs- 
day as a congregational fast with respect to the cir- 
cumstances of the chapel, as it was the fast-day before 
the celebration of the Lord^s supper in the city. 

November 5.— i-This day being set apart for iasting 
and prayer in the chapel, Mr Martin of Monymesl 
and Mr Bonar preached ; the former on Psabn IL 8. 
*< For I acknowledge my transgresnons, and my on 
is ever before me ;^ the latter on Revelations L 17. 
<^ And when I saw him I fell at his feet as dead ; aod 
he laid his right hand upon me, saying unto me, Fear 
not ; I am the first and the last.^ The intoval be< 
twixt the worship in the forenoon and the afternoon 
was spent by the managers in prayer. My own aoul 
has been very dead all day,*«-no liberty in prayer, — 
my sins are as a heavy burden,—-! am wa^ed down 
and have no power to raise myself up, or to lay hold 
by faith on the remedy. I feel my heart full ei vain 
wandering thoughts, sensible of the state I am in, yet 
not enough distressed on that account I have no power 
to plead in prayer for a minister, nor for myself, althoo|^ 
I see the need of both. O that the Lord would have 
compassion upon me, and melt this frozen heart with 
a sense of his love. This I know would effectually 
remove the darkness and ignorance of mind whidi I 
now groan under. O that he would enable me to 
look upon him whom I have pierced by my nns, and 
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mouTD as one moumeth far her first-born. My heart 
is hard as the nether miU-stone. 

This night Mr Dickie has written to London to 
inquire about a minister for the diapel :— 'may the 
Lord overrule and direct in this matter I To ihee I 
commit it, O thou great Head of the church I Send 
whom thou wilt send, — let thy will be doiie« thy glory 
advanced, our souls quickened and built up in the fidth, 
for thy great name^s sake. Amen. 

Sakurdoff^ Nmember 7«-«J have been this day endea- 
vouring to examine myself, and I plainly perceive that 
I have su£Pered much from not giving more diligeaoe 
in redeeming time, and in suppressing vain unprofitable 
thoughts. I have no strength to perform any duty, yell 
dare not far this reason absent myself from the LordV 
table to*-morrow, because the more weak and the mote 
ackly my soul is, the more need I have of spiritual 
medidne and nourishment. Viewing the ordinance in 
this light, I will venture forward, as the poorest and 
most needy of all the flock. Perhaps the Chief Shep- 
herd may cast an eye of jiity upon me^ and lead me 
into his green pastures, bende the still waters of com- 
fort Periiaps it may be a' day of revival to my souL 

Sunday i Nofoember S.*— This morning my temptations 
were strong, and my faith weak. I went out in much 
darkness of mind. When I entered the diurch they 
were dnjpag the two last verses of the 48d Psalm : 

Why wt thou then caal down, my soul i 

What should discourage thee ? 
And why with vexing thoughts art thou 

Disquieted in me ? 

Still trust in God ; for him to praise 
Good cause I yet shall have : 
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He of my ooant'iuDoe is the hedth. 
My God that dodi me tsfe. 

This gave me some oomfort, and Mr Plenderleath^s 
first prayer seemed very suitable to the state of my 
mind, and his sermon was refreshing. I found that I 
desired to see Jesus, and, blessed be God, when I went 
to the table I got some d^^ree of l^tand hberty, and 
was made to see my own vileness and unworthiness, 
and something of the love of Christ in dying for such 
a sinner. I was enabled to give up myself wholly ta 
him, for time and eternity, and to put all my concerns 
into his hands. I found a readiness to do or to suffer 
whatever he saw meet for me. I also got a sight of 
the vanity of the creature, and felt a desire to have my 
all in God. My burden was taken off, so that the rest 
of the day I have felt comfort in joining in songs ci 
praise to him who has tuiiied my night into day, and 
delivered me out of the hands of my cruel foes. I felt 
joy and triumph in sin^ng a part of the SSd Psalm. 

Sunday f November S9. — This morning I was led to 
expect some comfort from the word preached, having 
asked it in prayer ; and accordingly I did find more 
comfort than usual in hearing. Mr Bonar preached, 
and seemed directed to speak to my particular case ; 
and while I heard I was refreshed by it But this 
evening I cannot recollect it. I only think it has left 
an indistinct impression on my mind, by which I have 
been led to pray more earnestly to God, that perform- 
eth all things for me, with firmer faith than is common 
to me, of being beard. I have put myself, and the 
affairs of the chapel, into the Lord'^s hands, and be- 
sought deliverance in any way he thinks fit.

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Tuesdatff December 8. — It was detenDined that Mr 
Dickie should go to London to invite Mr Clayton to 
oome to the chapel. 

1779.*^In the close of the month of November, 
Mr Clayton was orduned pastor of the church and 
congr^ation of the W^h-house, East-Cheap. The 
author, at Mr Clayton^s request, was present at that 
solemmty, and remiuned in London some weeks afters- 
wards. While there he received a letter from her Lady- 
ship, requesting his attention to the son of a noble 
friend of hers, who lay ill at Plymouth Dock. Being 
unable to comply with her request, he immediately 
wrote her Ladyship to that effect ; and in course re- 
ceived the following answer, under cover to Mr Dickie, 
b^ging that he would aid him in his negociation with 
Mr Clayton. 

Lady Glenorchy to the Rev. T. S. Jones. 

** Rev. Sir, — I received your letter last night, and 
could not help esteeming it a kind providence to m^ 
your being in London at this particular time, as you 
now may be very assisting to me in an affair that I 
have much at heart, and is as follows :^~ 

" From what you formerly wrote to me of Mr Clay-, 
ton, and from the character I have heard oi him lately 
from others, I am led to form a very favourable opinion 
of him. And hearing lately that he was ordained mi* 
nister of a Presbyterian meeting in Loudon, (a circum- 
stance absolutely necessary to qualify a person for use- 
fulness here), I have sent a gentleman from this place 
to hear him, and if he thinks his manner of preaching 
the gospel suitable to our congregation, he has powers 
from me to invite him to the pastoral care of it. But 
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Mr Clayton bring perfectly a gtranger to me, and the 
people of this country may posnUy be startled at such 
a proposal, and without due inquiry or consideration 
may reject it, I shall therefore be exceedingly obliged 
to you, if you will do what you can to remove any preu 
judices he may have formed against it. You know 
pretty nearly my views and plans, though you cannot 
let him into the extent of the is^ere of usefulness he 
will have here, without having seen it. But of this 
you may assure him, that if he comes, and is acceptable 
to the people, (which I do not in the least doubt wUl 
be the case), he will have an opportunity of preaching 
the gospel to more souls in one year, than he can have 
in London in twenty, unless he goes to Tottenham- 
Court Chapel or the Tabernacle, — ^because, besides his 
own stated congregation of two thousand perscms, die . 
whole town will endeavour to hear him, and I have a 
chapel in the neighbourhood which he may sup[dy 
whenever his time permits. 

<< Mr Clayton bring already qualified for this, by his 
ordination to the Weigh-house congregation, is a cir- 
cumstance that appears so providential, that I cannot 
help thinking it points him out clearly as the person 
destined for us. The event will show whether I am 
right or not. If he should be of a different opinion, I 
hope you will be so kind as asrist, by your advice, Mr 
Dickie, (who will probably ^ve you this letter), in 
search of some other ordained minister, who may suit 
us. I shall make no apology for giving you this 
trouble, as I am fully persuaded you wish well to 
Zion, and will be glad to forward the wotk of God in 
this, as well as your native land. Mr Dickie is one of 
the manageirs of my chapel, and can infenn you that 
the work of God still goes on among us : the Spirit of 
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the hord remaineth, though not in that measure we 
desire. 

<< That He may be continuallj at your right hand, 
to give jou the support and assistance jou stand in 
need of, is, Reverend Sir, the hearty desire of your 
well-wisher in the Lord, W. Glenorcht.'" 

Mr Clayton, after a very short deliberation, declined 
the o£Per. This occasioned a second letter from Lady 
Glenorchy, in which she pressmgly invited the author 
to vint Scotland immediately, to supply her chapel for 
a few weeks, and to which he assented. The letter was 
in the terms subj<nned. 



Lady Glenorcht/ to the Rev. T. S. Jones. 

<< Reverend Sir,— I received your letter, and one 
from Mr Dickie, this evening, from which I perceive 
that my expectations from your friendly zeal have 
been fully answered* I feel more oUiged to you than 
I have at present time to escpreas. Mr Clajrton^s thrc^ 
first objections may be easily answered. The last four 
have more weight ; and I feel so much the want of a 
lively gospel preacher here, that I know not how to 
urge him to leave a congr^;ation destitute, who are 
attached to him. Yet the much greater sphere of use- 
fulness here, might render such a request lawful. 

<< I would very willingly set out immediately for 
London, to try what influence I could have, were it not 
from present indisposition, and also that Lord B 
has been complaining for some days ; so that I cannot 
leave this place immediately, nor can I fix any time 
for so doii^. Meanwhile, it would give me vary great 
satisfaction if you could accompany Mr Dickie, and 
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pay us a visit of 8 few weeks here ; as much longier or 
shorter as you please : but I should like to see you, 
and consult with you upon what can be done in this 
important affair. You can then see the congr^adon 
and the country, and could ^ve Mr Clayton a more 
distinct idea of every thing concerning them ; and we 
should have the benefit of your labours for a few Sab- 
baths, which would be very refreshing to myself, and, 
I believe I may say, to the whole congr^ation. If 
you do this, I shall write your apology to Mr Kins- 
man, and take the blame upon myself. You used to ex- 
press a desire of seeing Scotland : you now have a good 
opportunity of doing so ; an agreeable companion on 
the road ; when you arrive you shall have a room in my 
house, and two thousand people to preach to, as often as 
you please. I think this will be a more useful expedi- 
tion than that into Gloucestershire ; and I hope you 
will consent to it : and may the Lord send you to us 
in the fulness of the blessing of the gospel of Christ. 

<< I have only time to beg you would remember me 
to Mr Clayton, and tell him I enter into all his feel- 
ings upon the subject in question, and am sorrow his 
way does not a{^>ear more clear. I hope the God whom 
we serve will not permit us to err, but will overrule 
this important matter in the way that shall be most for 
his glory. In haste, I must subscribe myself, your 
obliged friend, W. G." 

When the author consented to virit Scotland, he 
had not the least expectation that the result would be 
his remaining there. After however having preached 
a few Sabbaths, at the request of the managers and 
congregation. Lady Glenorchy made him an offer, to 
which she added her personal request, that he would 
become the minister of her chapel. In the middle 
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of March he returned to London, where he soon 
after recdived a written invitation, in the form of 
a call, from her Ladyship, the managers, and the 
whole congregation. He had previously been known 
to, and had repeatedly preached for some of the 
members of the Scots Presbytery in London. On 
application being made to them, they received him 
on trial, and on the 9th day of June ordained him 
to the office of the holy ministry, before a crowded 
congregation, in a Scots Presbyterian chapel, Peter- 
street, Soho. Lady Glenorchy, being at that time in 
London, was present, and in a few days afterwards 
went to Buxton, and thence to Edinburgh, to attend 
his admission to be the minister of her chapel. 

On Jidy the £5th, Mr Walker, of the High Churdi, 
preached in the chapel, and introduced him to the 
congregation as their minister and pastor. Thus, 
after seven years^ contest and anxiety. Lady Glen- 
orchy^s vexations with respect to this institution ter- 
minated. And here it may be proper to remark, that 
whatever usefulness, whatever respectability, whatever 
comfort have attended the institution, much may be 
ascribed to the many fervent prayers with which Lady 
Glenorchy, and those upright and pious persons wiUi 
whom she associated, accompanied their exertions in 
carrying it forward. They are now in glory; they 
rest from their labours, and their works do follow 
them. 

What were Lady Glenorchy^s thoughts and exercises 
during this period, will be seen by the following extracts 
JTom her Diary. — ^ 

Jomuary 3.— Last week my mind has been almost 
whdly taken up with the affairs of the chapel. Thurs- 
day morning I set apart for prayer; but felt little 
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light or liberty to pkad with God; I ooiild only grosn 
out my complaints before him, and confess my un- 
worthiness of bang heard, and his jusuoe, if all my 
plans were brought to nothing. I was oppressed and 
overwhelmed in sprit, and was led to believe that 
the Lord was doing all thii^ well, although not ae^ 
oorditig to my designs and wishes. On Friday, a 
letter from Mr Dickie gave me grounds of hope, if 
not of Mr Clayton, of another equally suitable. This 
rebuked me for past fears, and misgivings of nund 
oonoeming it. 

This mormtkg I was confined to the house, and had 
a very profitable time in pouring out my heart before 
God, and in confessing my sin, which I saw was dcHie 
away by the blood of Jesus. Unbelief, I see, is the 
root of all sin ; and fiuth is the grace which can pro- 
cure all I need. I sought it with fervour, and en- 
deavoured to exercise it. Ill the afternoon and even- 
ing I have had some comfortable moments. 

T^uiTidagf^ Januofy 14. — This day Mr Jones ar- 
rived ; and on Sunday the l7th he preached twice in 
the chapel. On Tuesday he preached again. On 
Sabbath the S4th he preached twice. On Monday 
some persons came to beg I would defiire him to le- 
main, and that I would take steps to procure his settle- 
ment as their pastor. On Tuesday the S6th, he 
preached again to their great satisfaction. All this 
time my health has been very bad. 

TTiursdagf^ March 18. — Since writing the above, my 
disorder has increased, and the Lord has seen meet 
to lay me on a bed of affliction. The night before I 
was confined to bed, (being the S9th of January), I 
was enabled to cast my cares upon the Lord, beseedi- 
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iiig him to relieve me from anxiety of mind, and to 
order all ocmoeming myself and chapel as seemed 
good in his sight This prayer has been wonderfully 
answered ; for, during the course dT a six weeks^ fever, 
I was never permitted to have an anxious thought, 
^ther about myself or others; and, during that time^ 
the Lord was pleased to carry on his work in the 
chapel, by incUning the people^s hearts so much to 
Mr Jones, that an invitation and a call is now given 
him, and I trust he will return to us in the fulness of 
the blessing of the gospd of Christ. 

Londony Sunday^ May 30. — The Lord has been 
pleased to bring me to this place a fortnight ago, in 
health and safety. I have cause to bless him for many 
mercies ; in particular, for strength and spirits to go 
through the business and fatigue that I have had since 
I came here ; for rendering my journey prosperous, 
with respect to Mr Joneses ordination; and giving me 
the near prospect of accomplishing it to my wishes.

Immediately after the writer^s admisfiion to his pas- 
toral charge, Lady 61en<»rchy set out for Taymouth ; 
and by the following extracts from her Diary at this 
period it will appear, that her reli^ous experience was 
on the whole similar to what it had formerly been. 

Taiftnouthf Sunda^j August 8.— -This day I have 
joined in celebrating the dying love of Jesus. I hope 
I was enabled to exercise faith on him as the jnoptiA- 
tion and sacrifice for sin, and to plead his broken body 
and shed blood as sufficient to atone for my sinsp and 
as the procuring cause of every bleseing, spiritual and 
temporal. I endeayoured to ^ve myself up to Jesus 
as his lawful property, purchased by his blood; and 
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bulged of him to dispoee of me as seemed good in Us 
ngbt. I besought him to ke^ me back from doing 
any thing dishonourable to his name, and I trust he 
will hear and answer me in due time* Some parts of 
the 119th Psalm were very comfortable to me to-day. 
I felt with the Psalmist an earnest desire to be taught 
the will and commandments of God;— every verse 
seemed applicaUe to me. I believe it is in faithfulness 
that the Lord has afflicted me, and I have a comfort- 
aUe hope that my soul shall live, and taste of his lov- 
ing-kindness in heaven, and enjoy his favour, which is 
better than life. Let him lift upon me the light of his 
countaaance, and I am content to face a frowning 
world. Only show me thy will, and give me power 
and graee to obey it : I ask no more, O ever blessed 
God! 

[Jged 88.] Tagfnumihj September 2 ^How dark 

and mysterious are thy ways, O Lord, to the children 
of men ! yet we are bound to believe that all thy ways 
are mercy and truth to such as fear thee. The last 
year of my life has been deeply marked with judgment 
and mercy. I have in myself a witneM that Ood is 
almighty in preserving my life, notwithstanding the 
diseases of body which I have gone through. I do 
not yet see the meaning of my trials, but I believe I 
shall yet praise God for them, and be made to acknow- 
ledge, that in faithfulness, and loving-kindness, and in 
tender mercy, he has afflicted me. My only comfort 
is in committing my way to the Lord, and trusting in 
him, that he will do wiUi me whatever is for his gbry 
and my good. I find that my will is subdued, and my 
desire b, that his whole will may take place. 

This year the Lord has graciously vouchsafed me 
another minister to the chape), who has been brought 
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to US in SO providoitial a manner, that I can haye no 
doubt of his being an answer to thoee prayers put up 
in faith for this blessing, espeoally as those we at first 
cast our eyes upon were prevented £rom comii^ by 
the most uncommon interpositions of Providence. It 
is satisfactory to reflect, that Mr Jones's call aUd ordinar 
tion was carried on in the most scriptural and accep- 
table manner, and with much ease, the hearts of men 
being wonderfully turned to it^ so that the LonTs hand 
appeared conspicuous in the whole, agreeable to the 
petitions every day offered up in my house, that the 
Lord's hand might appear in it. 

I have also had the comfort this year to hear of 
good being done at Exmouth, and a prospect of that 
work being established op a permanent footing. Many 
are the particular mercies I have received from the 
Lord as an individual; preservation from dangers, 
riecovery &(Hn pain and sickness, protecticNOi and direc- 
tion in joumeyings, and frequently pleasing and re- 
freshing moments in the ordinances, when by &ith I 
could reaUze the invisible world, and lay hold on the 
promise of life eternal in Christ I haye also had 
comfort in seeing my own past miscarriages, and in 
viewing the hand of God chastening me in infinite 
wisdom and mercy, in the way most likely to cure the 
predominant diseases of my soul; thus convimang 
me, that it is the rod of a Father that is laid upon 
me, and that I am not a bastardy but a lawful diiU, 
an heir of glory* O, joyful transporting thought ! who 
would not suffer, nay, desire to suffer chastis^niHit, 
when it is to bring us nearer to God, and render the 
soul meet to behold and enjoy him, niy God, I desire 
with my whole heart to submit to thy fatherly correc- 
tion, and to rec^ve it as a proof of thy tender care for 
my eternal welfare, I ask pot d^Urnnince till the ^ 
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of it 18 obtained, and every high thought and ima^a^ 
tion of my vile heart brought into subjection to Christ. 
I beseech thee not to leave me to my own devices, or 
to foQow the desires of my carnal heart, but lead me 
into thy holy will, whatever pain it may give me ; — let 
my own corrupt will and affections be crudfied, — ^let 
Christ live in me, that the life I lead henceforward, 
may be a life of faith on him, receiving from him con- 
tinual supplies of life, so that it may be no longer I 
that live, but Christ that liveth in me. If I have 
erred^ convince me of it, that I may humble myself 
before thee and seek pardon; and do thou overrule 
my errors for the glory of thy name^ and the good of 
thy people. Dispose of me, and all that is called mine, 
in the way which seemeth good in thy sight. I would 
no longer seek honour from the world, but desare that 
honour which oometh from thee only. O, let me never 
be ashamed of my hope ;-— thou art my refuge, my 
strength, my high tower, my only hope. In thee I 
desire to put my trust. On thee I depend for deh- 
veranoe out of my present perplexities and troubles. 
Surely thou wilt never let me be ashamed. 

Sunday f StpUmber 5.-— We had no public worship 
this day in church, but the Lord has abundantly made 
up the loss to me, by permitting me to draw near to 
him in private prayer, and giving me some sensible 
communications of life to my soul ; giving me the joy- 
ful hope of eternal life in Christ Jesus, and causing 
me to believe the things that are freely ^ven me of 
God. I also read the Bible with delight, and had 
some small measure of light thrown on some passages 
of it, which afforded me delightful meditations. In 
this way I passed four comfortable hours. Glory be to 
Grod for this profitable exercise. O that a sweet savour 
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of diTine things may oontmue through the week, Aat 
every day of it may be a Sabbath to my soul, by my 
resting in the work of Christ. O for an increase 6t 
faith, for more We, for greater degrees of spiritual 
life and light, that I may go on from sCreDgth to 
strength, till I appear before iny Qoi in Zion ! 

The state of Lady Glenorchy^s mind at this period 
to the end of the year, lilthough on some oocasions 
depressed, yet often rose into high rdigious enjoy- 
ment. Nothing cotild satisfy h» unless all her 
thoughts, aiid words, and actions, were conformed 
to the will of Christ. This, as well as the principal 
employments in which she was engaged, will appear 
by the next extracts from her Diary. 

Edinburgh^ Sunday^ October S. — ^Tlm>ugh macj 
the Lord has brought me again t6 this place, and per- 
mitted me to jcnn this day in the great congregation ; 
but, alas \ how cold aind insensible is my heart to all 
his mercies. O to be thankful ! O for more serious- 
ness in the things of Grod, that I may walk continually 
as in his presence, as seeing him who is invisible ! I do 
experience some measure of faith in approaching him 
as a reconciled Gh)d. 

Bamton^ October 10.— *Qnce more the Lord has 
permitted me to come to this place. The day I 
came I was seized with a cold and fever, which con* 
fined me to my rdom fcfc two days. My mind was 
dark and gloomy in the evening, but I felt through 
the night some stirrings in my soul towards God. 
Some porticms of Scripture were brought to my remem- 
brance, but in the morning this frame was gone, and I 
was harassed by foolish idle thoughts. After combat-

Uig tbem tome tiinle^ the Lord was pleased to 1^ my 
thoughts towards the state of my mind, and ehabled me 
to lay it bdbre him. I felt the Spirit of God brin^g my 
ains and follies to remembrance, showing me my back* 
slidings, and pointiDg out whereih I had erred and 
^^eved him, and brought darkness and distress upoA 
inyself. I daw the wisdom and goodness of Grod in bring- 
ing that sort of distress upon me which was most Hkdy 
to care my soul, and wean me effectually from created 
good. I thought I could perceive the cure in a mea- 
sure begun ; I felt willing it should be completed in aliy 
Mray the liord saw fit After some time spent in confes*- 
sion of sins, of wliich I hope I was deeply convinced, I 
was led to view Jesus as the propitiation for them. I saw 
his death as a sufficient atonement for all of them ; imd 
thit Irhen he was iiailed to the cross, the curse of the law 
#aS removed, and my transgressions blotted out; and 
when he arose from the dead, my acquittal was declared; 
and when he ascended on high, it was to give me assu1% 
ADCe that I abo should be received into glory, where he 
no^is making intercession for trangressors, andap. 
peariiiginthe presence of God for us. I found that the 
b^ef of this, so far frotoi tending to slacken my dili^. 
genbe in duty, was the stnmgest and most powerful 
in6tive to holiness ; for in the view of being redeemed 
by his blood, I felt a holy in£gnation against sin, and 
eould say with Paul, << Shall we sin becau^ gradi 
abounds f Gbd fbrbid.^ I had this testimony in myself 
of belonging to him, that I hated all known sin, 
and particularly that which separated my soul from 
him, and may be called my besetting sin. This even- 
iag the Lord has been pleased to fill my soul wifli joy 
unspeakable, manifesting his name to me as the Lord 
God mereif ul and graciduS, and giving me a glorkms 
hope df life and immortality beycHMl the g^ve. Death 
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seamed a joyful prospect, the invisible world was reiJ- 
izedy and this world and its vanities disappeared. 
The Lord deemed to draw nigh to my soul, and pa- 
mitted me to present my petitions. I felt that I was 
utterly unworthy of the least of his merdes, and that 
he would have compassion upon me because he would 
have compassion. His love appeared wonderful, and 
his grace infinite. I was enabled to commit all my 
concerns fully into his hands, and to put my trust in 
his name, and to believe that I should never be asham- 
ed of my hope. This frame has continued less or 
more for ten hours past, my eyes oft^ pouring out 
tears of joy when I think of the love of God manifest- 
ed through Christ to me, a vile worm, the least of my 
£ather^s house. O what a debtor am I to free sovereign 
grace ! I desire to record it to his glory, who deligfat- 
eth in showing mercy to the evil and the unthankful. 
Satan has thrown fiery darts at me through the day to 
shake my faith ; but thanks be to Jesus, in whose 
name I bid him defiance ! My vile heart also started 
aside while I was deeply engaged in prayer, and led 
me more than once after lying vanities; but I saw 
this to be the efiect of my faUen nature, and made 
^ use of it to humble myself before the Lord, and to 
rejoice the more in his salvation. Upon the whde, 
this has been a good day to my soul. Thanks be to 
him, who on this day triumphed over sin, death, and 
hell, and purchased deliverance for all who believe in 
him ! Hallelujah ! Glory to G^ in the highest ! 

Simda^y October 17.— Every day through the week 
past I have cause to bless the Lord for spiritual Uesa- 
ings. I have less or more had a sense of his presence, 
some liberty in prayer, and found peace and joy in 
believing. I have been indisposed in body, and deep 
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ly engaged in family aflairs ; yet during the intervals 
of bunness I have fdt mueh sweetness mthin, through 
a sense of the pardoning mercy of God, and the hope 
of eternal life. 

Sunday, October 24. — jTMs morning I got liberty to 
seek a blessing for all the churches of Christ, and in 
particular for our own congregation, where I was once 
more permitted to attend. Mr Jones and the assistant 
had excellent discourses ; I trust they were as fruitful 
as they were faithful. I was enabled through grace, 
which I obtained by prayer, to speak a few words to 
my family assembled, and to read an awakening ser- 
mon to l^em before eyening prayer. I found much 
comfort in this exerdse, and saw it clearly as a sin I 
ought to repent of, that I had not of late been diligent 
in instructing my family ; and I feel resolved, through 
grace enabUng me, to be more faithful to their souls in 
time coming. This day my own soul has not been so 
lively as I could wish, although I feel a sweet peace 
and composure of spirit in the befief of the truth. 
This night I have been frequently tempted by pride. 
Lord, preserve me from this hateful sin, for thy name^s 
sake! 

Wednesday, October S7.— -Yesterday, going into 
town in the coach, my heart was suddenly filled with 
joy at the thoughts of death, and complete deliverance 
from all sin, and being for ever irith the Lord. In the 
evening, upon reading a serious book, the love of Crod 
was again so manifested to my soul, that I could not 
see to read any longer for tears of joy. This morning 
I have had ddigfatfnl access to Grod in prayer, and my 
heart drawn out to praise the Lord for his goodness to 
the children of men. 
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I havfe had ao mlich more comfott of late in my aoul 
than u6ual, that I sometiniet thibk it is it prepteadoo 
for suffering. At other times I think death is near ; 
for my views of it have been so pleasant, and it appeared 
so desirable, that this looked like a forerunner of it 
Perhaps these thoughts are a temptation. Whatever 
isitiit, Iain sui!« of this, dbat the Lord doth all things 
well, and sends either peace or any other blessiiig in 
the best way« I defflre to have no i^ of my own 
eonceming ike or death. All I ask is to live to 6od[*8 
glory here, atid to enjoy him for ever when time ahall 
be Ho more, through Jesus Christ our Lord ! 

Sunday i Ntyoember 7. — I was permitted to attend 
public (Nrdinances yesterday, and to^ay in the foie^ 
noon. The Lord has vouchsafed his presence in the 
assembly of his people ; my soul desres to magmff 
him, but my frame .is nol so lively as I coidki wish, 
from great bodily infirmity. 

Sundatfy November Sl.-^This day I have beBefited 
bot litde from what I heard at diurcfa, ahhdogh very 
excellent I this night have had liberty to spread my 
case before the Lord, and to believe that he will safe 
and deliver me out of all my distresses. I see trouble 
on every side, and many trials before me; yet he that 
has hitherto helped me in many past tiii^ can s^ 
guf^rt and carry me through those which are to 
come ; atid I believe he will at last bring md to his 
heavenly kingdom, where all tears shall be wiped fioa 
my eyes. I look to him for light upon my padi, aad 
wait fot his salvation. Surely, O Lord, thod wilt hear 
and help me in thine own time, for thou nevfer yet cblbt 
forsake the soul that trtisted in thee ! Wait Aou, mj 
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floiily with pttienee lipon thy Gfod ;. for he thai shall 
come will coitae, and will not tarry 1 

Sunday^ Navemier S8.-^Tfai8 day I have been very 
cold and dead under a lively ministry^ and this even- 
ing uuiahie to do any thing to purpose: wandering 
thoughts are the canker-worm and moth that eat oitt 
thespmtof my duties, and mar every thing I do. Oh 
that the Lord would spiritualiae my heart and affiac* 
tions more and motej and set them apart for himself ! 

Sunday^ December 112.— Last wedc I was confined to 
my room by sickness. I endeavoured to take the 
opportunity of settling my affiurs. I have beeneo- 
abled to do much in this way with a degree of compo- 
sure of spirit and peace of mind. This day I was con- 
£adA from puUk worship, but I have found it good to 
draw near to Gkxl. I found my will swallowed up in 
lib ; and discovered that the prevailing desire of my 
beart is, that he may be glorified in me either by life 
or death, or in any way that seemeth good unto him. 
I have had unusual liberty in prayer for guidance anA 
direction in what lies before me. I have put myself 
and all my ooneems once more into Gkid^s hands, to 
be diqiosed of as he sees fit, praying only that I may 
be kept from sin, which is surely much more to be 
dreaded than oflBKction. 

FHdatf^ Deeember SI.— Help, Lord, for the godly 
OHm ceaseth, and the faithful &il from amoi^ the 
children of men ! I this morning received the painfiil 
tiifings of the death of Mr James Young, one of the 
managers of my cha()eL 

1780. Sunday J Ja$mary S.— Another year is gone. 
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•—a new one begun. Oh to be teriously affected by the 
shortness and value of time! Now is my salvation 
nearer than when I first believed by many years ; yet, 
alas ! how little progress do I make in attaining the 
temper and language of the country whither I am 
bound. Instead of growing more spiritual, moie 8d& 
denied, and dead to the things of time, I teaj^ I grow 
more slothful and carnal. O Lord, do thou strengthen 
the things that are ready to die ! Grant that I may 
now set out afresh in the Christian course, and run 
with redoubled speed in the way to Zion ; redeoning 
the time that is past, and which cannot be recalled. 
Renew my strength, and give power to my fainting 
soul. I ask it for Jesus^ sake, and the gl<»7 shall be 
thine for ever ! 

Fdjftvary 8. — This day beb^ set apart for a general 
£B»t, and being detained by sickness from public wor- 
ship, I endeavoured to seek the Lord in private. I 
began by writing down all that I felt I stood in need 
of at this time. I found I was spiritually poor, sadly 
deficient in every graee^ a backslider, careless, unable 
for any thing good. After making a catalogue of my 
wants, and of my cause of thanksgiving, I looked into 
the Bible, and read Psalm 69tb ; and was struck with 
the WA and 8Sd verses, '' Your heart shall live that 
seek God ; for the Lord heareth the pocHT, and des* 
piseth not his prisoners.^ This enabled me to go with 
confidence to a throne of grace, where with much 
liberty I poured out all niy desires bef<»re Grod, putting 
myself and all my interests into his himd widi asso- 
rance of being heard ; and I beheve that he will order 
all things well that concerneth me. I endeavoured 
also to remember all my friends, and thar difier»it 
circumstances, together with the church and the land. 
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Sumdagfy FtbnMbry 90.«-«It pleased the Lord to send 
a severe illness upon me in the n%ht of Thursday the 
8d, whi(^ for some days deprived me of ability to con- 
tiBue in spiritual exerrises, being oppressed with sick- 
ness ; but although unable fbr present duty, it was a 
great comfort to me daring my illness, which appear- 
ed a dangerous one, to think that I had so fu% and 
freely given myself into the Lord^s hands on the day 
in which I was se|^ with it I theref<»:e was enabled 
to believe that it would be for his glory and my good 
whether the issue was life or death. Since my reco- 
very I have felt desires of soul for nuMre of the image 
of Grod. The Lord kncvws that I desire to be (^fHrit- 
ually minded* O that he would arise and make bare 
his arm, and get himself the victory over these enemies 
of n^y heart, and set up his throne there iox ever ! 
This day I have again been permitted to enter into the 
congr^ation of the chapel, and felt some comfort in 
hearing a discoirae from Mr Jones. I thought I 
could lay hold on spme of the marks ^ven <^ jthose 
who loved the saints. 

Sunday^ March I.— rThe Lord has been plea^ duiv 
ing the course <^ last week to continue serious imprefr* 
sions upcm my soul of the necessity of holiness, and of 
self-denial, and of watchfulness over my heart, in order 
to obtain and promote it At times I have had much 
comfort from a ccmviction qi my aco^tance in the be- 
loved, and had cl^ar and evident marks of my adop. 
tion, and begun sanctification. I feel persuaded that 
th^ Lord wiU perfect wh^t concerns me. O that this 
were the abiding frame of my heart ! 

March 26. — I wound and I heal, I kill and I make 
^ve, saitji the Lord. This has lieen fulfilled in my 
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experience Air three weeks past The Lord has been 
pleased to show me the moQth of the pit from which 
there is no tetum, and to snatch me £rom it by his own 
ommpotent arm. Much cause have I to sfisg of mercy 
and judgment, yet my heart is so dead this day that 
I feel I cannot command a good thought The Lonl 
knows I desire to serve him with my whide heart and 
soul. He knoweth my frame, he is of infinite ccimpas- 
sion ; I will tbeiefcnre hope in Imn, and quiedy wait 
tot his salvation. 

Sundofff April tS. — ^For the last fertaigfat both my 
health and spirits have been very bad. On tUs last 
Sabbadi I had mudi ^oyment in hearing Dr "RwilrniA 
preach. My heart witnessed that I sought the Lord, 
which was the suhjeot ol his discourse, — I thetefote 
concluded that I should yet praise him. The savour 
of his sevmon continued scnae days, and gave ne a 
strong deigire to attend at Leith upon the sacramental 
solemnity. On Thursday I went, there, having unex- 
pected health and strength. On Friday I was taken 
ill, but had much comfort in the morning hj a dear 
view of my own intersst in Christ, and my tboiougfa 
acquiescence in the Lord^s will reelecting all that 
should befidl me. Yesterday my health was bad, but 
I had composure of mind all the day. Last »^t I 
was enabled to pour out my heart Ueforp God, and to 
lay hold of his covenant, and to set my seal to every 
article in it, and to take God to be my God, aiid to 
offer myself entirely to him for ever. I felt joy ua» 
speakable in believing that he doth care for me^ and 
will bring me to his everlasting kingdom. 

On the 10th of May, Lady Glenorchy wrote to her 
friend Miss HiU, informing her, that Lord Hopdoun 
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had given his daughter Lady Hemnetta penmtsion to 

ilceoBtpony her to EngJa&d, inthout restnetiiig them 

oth^ to time, or the plaeeb vriiieh they oi^t visit, 

and that she intended to be at Hawbtoi^e in her way 

facnae. Aooovdingly, on the 17th of K^ these two 

firitends left Edinburgh for London. On the ^th ^ey 

reached that dty, whete' Lady Glenorchy was taken 

alarmingly ill, and the most eminent physician of the 

day being called in, he pronounced her complaint to 

be a gout in the head and stomach. From fhis she 

never afterwards was completely free. By the %th c^ 

June she was so far recovered as to be able to leave 

town, and set out for Exmouth. There she found the 

chapel which she had formerly fitted up, and in the 

welfare of which she was much interested, in a very 

prosperous condition. After paying a visit to her 

friends, Mr and Mrs Holmes, at their country reri- 

daice near Exeter, she returned by Bath to Hawkstone 

about the middle of July, tmd on the JKHh of th^ 

month, armed at Buxton. A place of worship in that 

bmghbourhood being unoccupied, she, during her ptay^ 

pRxsured.a miiiister to preach in it every Lord'^s day. 

On the 18th of August she left Buxton far Taymouth, 

to attend her £ti;her4n-law, as usual, wheie die arrived 

at the end of the month. 'Some account of these move»> 

Bients, and of the state of her mind at this peripd, will 

be seen by what is contained in her Diary, from the 

middle of May to the middle of August 

May ]7.-«Set out for LQndoQ,<p^*amved th&e the 
5nrth, not in good health^T«-oontinued growing worse 
every day till the Mth of June, when my situation ap*- 
peoied ahrming, and Dr Fother^ was called. He 
pronounced my complaint to be gout in the head and 
etqpnaeh. 
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On Wednesday the 88th of June, I left London, and 
came to this place (Bridport) the lat of July ; — my 
mind composed, and health rather better. Grod^s path 
18 in the deep, and his footsteps are not known. O for 
a more lively faith in his promises, and more know- 
ledge of his perfections ! This would 1»ing peace to 
the soul in the midst of trouble. 

Buxton^ Sunday^ Jtdjf SS.-— Through mercy I arrived 
at this place kst Thursday in tolerable health and com- 
posure of mind. I had some comfort in meditating 
on Psalm xxxii. ver. 8 and 9> 

I will instruct tliee» aqd thee teacb 

The way that thoa shalt go ; 
And with mme eye upon thee set, 

I will divectioii show, &c. &c 

I saw that Christ was brining my soul into that 
quiet and tractable state which is there required, that 
is, to be easily led into the will €i God, guided by his 
eye (or providence), ready to fosrego our own plans and 
ways when called to it. I see something of this temper 
wrought in myself ;*-glory be to Ood ! I feel willing 
to do and to suffer whatever he has appointed for me. 
Only let me know dearly thy will, and give me power 
to obey, O my Grod, and command what thou wilt, — 
I can do all through Christ strengthening me. This 
is a silent Sabbath to me, — my heart very dead. 
revive my soul, blessed Saviour ! say unto me. Live, 
live in the knowledge, love, and enjoyment of all thy 
privil^s as a redeemed and sanctified soul ; and ths 
shall suffice, till mortality is swallowed up of life. 
Speak the word, O blessed Jesus ! breathe upon me, 
and say, ^< Receive ye the Holy Ghost,^ and my soul 
shall be revived and strengthened, and enaMed to ^o- 
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rify thee. Come down as the rain on the mown gra^s, 
as showers that water the earth. Be it untp xne ac- 
cording to thy word. 

Strndat/y Jugust 18. — Since I came here the Lord 
has been pleased to give me once more another warn- 
ing of the frailty and uncertainty of this life, by send* 
ing a fever, and other complaints, on my body ; but, 
blessed be his name, he has also sent his servants to 
be comforters to my soul ; Mr Edwards, who preached 
in the meeting here, and spoke to the family in pri- 
vate, for one week, and then Mr Scott, whose conver- 
sation and preaching have ever been a reviving cordial 
to my soul ; — O that I may profit thereby. In some 
measure, I trust, I have been stirred up to more ear- 
nest desires of God ; but, alas ! how cold and faint 
are they still. How far short do I yet come of that 
spiritual mind and close walk with God that I long 
for. O when shall I live a life of fiuth on the Son of 
Gtxl ! I see my privileges, but still labour under a 
dead, lukewarm, careless spirit. I have been a griev- 
ous backslider in heart ; — quicken me, for thy mercies* 
sake, by the influences of thy Spirit, that niy @oul may 
live and praise thee for ever. 

The writer of these pages bad now resided in Edin- 
burgh as minister of Lady Glenorchy^s chapel for 
twelve months. He had formed habits of intimate 
friendship with a considerable number of the members 
of Presbytery, and was known to all of them. The 
hostility of those, who had formed prejudices against 
the chapel had subsided, and a general understanding 
took place, that if he appeared in the Presbytery, and 
there produced the evidence of his ordination, and of 
having qualified to government, and also signed the 

Ff 
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formiila, he would be received without oppodtion. He 
did therefore attend the Presbytery, mkd laid before 
them a certificate of his ordination, as will be seen 
from the following minute of Presbytery. 

« At Edinburgh, the 88th day of July, 1780 years. 
Which day the Presbytery of Edinburgh being met 
and constituted, 

*' Dr Webster represented to the Presbyteiy, 
That the Rev. Mr Jones, who has been lonployed 
for some time to oflSciate in the chapel built by the 
Right Hon. Lady Glenorchy, had acqudnted hun, 
that he had been ordained a minister by a class <d 
Presbyterian mimsters in London, who are in fidl 
communion with the Church of Scotland, of which 
an attestation by the Rev. Dr Hunta*, late of South 
Leith, and Dr Trotter, late of Ceres, was produced 
and read to the Presbytery. Dr Webster further 
represented, That Mr Jones earnestly desired, in order 
to give full satisfaction to the Reverend Presbytery of 
his firm adherence to the discipline, as well as to the 
doctrines, of the Established Church, that he might be 
permitted to subscribe the Confession of Faith, and 
Formula, in their presence. The doctor therefore 
moved. That Mr Jones should be called upon for that 
purpose, in consequence of his own request. Which 
motion being agreed upon by the Presbytery, Mr Jones 
was called, and having compeared, he subscribed the 
Confession of Faith and Formula enjoined by the As- 
sembly 1711, and expressed in proper terms, that 
though he did not enjoy the emoluments of the Esta- 
blishment, it would always give him the highest satis- 
faction to be in communion with the ministers and 
members of this church." — ^Extracted from the re- 
cords of the Presbytery of Edinburgh by 

Thomas Macknight, Clerk, 
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Thus ended all .misunderstaiidiDgs between Lady 
Glenorchy, the PTe8b3rtery of Edinburgh, and the 
other Church Courts, respecting her chapel, — a desir- 
able event, of which she afterwards spoke with much 
satisfaction. 

Few persons equalled Lady Glenorchy in diligently 
embracing opportunities of doing good. But far from 
taking the least credit to herself on that account, she 
viewed them as gifts from Heaven, which called for 
gratitude to Grod. Among the many instances she 
mentions in her IKary, we may take notice of the 
settlement of a clergyman of talents and usefulness at 
Kennunre, the parish church of Tajrmouth, the Rev. 
Mr Thomas Fleming,* of whose ministrations she 
speaks with great approbation, which will appear by 
what is contained in the following extracts. 

[Aged 89.] Taymouthf September % — Again I am 
arrived at this plaoe after another year, in weakness of 
body, and depression of mind. How marvellous are 
thy ways, O Lord, to me ! Thy judgments are a great 
deep. 

This last year has been marked by mercy, as well 
as by judgments. I have cause to remark the great 
goodness of the Lord, in giving me at times much 
comfort in prayer, a lively faith in my own interest in 
his love, and a strong desire to do his will. I have 
also cause to pndse him for letting me see the grace 
bestowed on the people at Exmouth, and in making 
me instrumental in bringing the gospel to Buxton and 
other places, and in being the mean^ of relieving some 
of his distressed members. O that I were suitably 
affected by his goodness, and could now not merely

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devote^ but actively employ my whole heart and life in 
his service. Lotdf I would be wholly thine without 
reserve, — ^take possession of my whole soul, and keep 
me through futh unto eternal life. Into thy hands I 
commit my body, soul, and spirit, for dme and eter* 
nity. 

September 10.-— This morning I had some liberty in 
seeking the presence of the Lord, and his Sfnrit, to 
help me to sanctify this holy day. I heard an excel- 
lent sermon on regeneration from Mr Fleming. My 
heart was filled with gratitude to the Lord as the 
hearer of prayer, in bringing such a minister to this 
place. At my return home I went to thank God for 
the same, and to pray for a blessing on the word ; and 
my soul was led out in holy desires and fervent prayer 
for that renewed nature of which I had heard. I felt 
a strong^ungeringand thirsting for righteousness, and 
a desire for the second coming of Christ to rede^n me 
from all sin« and destroy ttie works of the devil. Bless- 
ed be God, I have this day felt the influences of the 
Spirit leading my thoughts to spiritual things, and 
restoring a relish for them to my soul ! O Lord, 
vouchsafe the continuance of these desires ; cleanse the 
thoughts of my heart; give perseverance in known 
duty ; and fulfil in me all the good pleasure of thy 
will, that thy name may be glorified in tliy servant, 
and my soul eternally blessed in thy enjoyment ! I ask 
it for Christ^s sake. Amen, 

On the 14th of October Lady Glenorchy returned 
to Barnton from Taymouth, where she passed a few 
weeks. In November she attended the celebration of 
the Lord's supper with much comfort. On the 98A 
of that month she set out for Bath, where, on account 
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of her health, she intended to winter. After having 
made several visits on the road, she arrived there the 
9th of December. The Rev. Mr Tupin, whose minis- 
try she had purposed to attend, not being at Bath, 
she joined in worship in Lady Huntingdon's chapel, 
and received much edification. A more particular 
account of these things may be gathered from the fol- 
lowing extracts from her Diary. — 

Bamiony October SS. — I came to this place on the 
14th instant. When I think of the comfort I enjoyed 
in this place twelve months ago, I cannot but inquire 
how it comes to pass that I now feel so differently ? 
The Lord'^s hand is not shortened, nor his ear heavy ; 
he is still the same. Why then am I so cold and life- 
less, having no enjoyment in any thing ? Is there any 
sin which lies unrepented of in my heart P Do I allow 
any known evil to cleave to me ? Lord, thou knowest ; 
search and try my heart, and see if there be any evil 
way in me, and lead me in the way everlasting ! 

Sunday^ November 12.-^Last Thursday was our fast 
day, and the Lord was pleased to convince me of the 
need I had of true repentance for the sins of my heart 
and life, particularly the former. He enabled me in 
the evening to confess them, and to plead for pardon 
in the prevailing name of Jesus. OA Friday some- 
thing perplexed and distressed me, and I was much 
afraid that the enemy would gain an advantage over 
me ; but this morning the Lord was pleased to deliver 
me from my perplexing thoughts, and enabled me to 
attend to Mr Jones's excellent (Hscourse on John xvi. 
£0. " Verily, verily, I say unto you, that ye shall weep 
and lament, but the world shall rejoice ; and ye shall 
be sorrowful, but your sorrow shall be turned into 
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joy r and to believe for myself that my sorrow indeed 
should be turned into joy. At the table I was assisted 
to exerdse faith on a present Saviour as the sacrifioe 
for my sins, and to receive the pledges of his dyii^ 
love asa sure token of the pardon of sin, and of obtain- 
ing eternal life through him. I particularly offered 
three petitions ; first, that the love of God may be the 
motive, and his glory the end of all my actions ; se- 
condly, that, he would give me the spirit of prayer con- 
stantly ; and, thirdly, that he would make me a spi- 
ritual worshipper. I asked similar bles»ngs for my 
dear friend Lady Henrietta Hope, who was this day 
unwillingly absent from our solemnity. If I am con- 
scious of any thing, I must conclude that my chief de- 
sire is to live to God. 

' November ^. — Set out for Bath ; came to Penrith 
the third day. Mr Jones, who so far accompanied me, 
preached in the evening, and twice the next day, be- 
ing the Lord's day. 

Baiky December £9. — On arriving here I was much 
disappointed at finding the dissenting meeting-house 
shut up, as there was no other place of worship that I 
could attend with satisfaction but Lady Huntingdon's 
chapel, and I was not clear about uniting with them 
in the Lord's supper. I went there on Christinas day, 
with the disposition to come away at the bediming of 
the communion service. When the clergyman, how- 
ever, gave the invitation to all who were fiincerely and 
devoutly disposed to come and partake of the ordinance, 
I asked myself. If I durst refuse .^ Here was a company 
of devout worshippers assembled to show forth the 
Lord's death ; the Lord's presence, according to his 
promise, was to be expected. Why, being invited. 
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should I decline to join them ? Was I more holy than 
thej? By no means; perhaps the most tmworthy 
there. Was it the form ? This was not a sufficient 
reason to neglect the Lord^s command, and especially 
as I had no opportunity of obeying it elsewhere ; imd, 
moreover^ the Lord looks upon the heart, and not the 
attitude of the body. I thought myself a believer ; I 
was desired as such to unita The question was. 
Durst I refuse ? I found I could not. I therefore 
staid and partook of the ordinance with more than 
usual comfort. My heart was dissolved with love and 
joy in believing the great and glorious things held 
forth : it was broken under a sense of sin, and the 
grace of a pardoning Grod. My affections were drawn 
forth in an unusual manner at the table, insomuch that 
it was with difficulty I refrained from crying aloud. 
My faith was strengthened ; I was enabled to receive 
a whole Christ to save me from the guilt and power of 
sin, and to sanctify and glorify my soul. I came 
home rejoicing, and my heart more enlarged towards 
his pec^le of all denominations ; and confirmed in the 
opinion, that a catholic spirit is acceptable to Grod. 

December SI.-— Much cause have I to bless God for 
the mercies of the year which is past. Frequently 
have J found deliverance from bodily and mental 
afflictions. In a particular manner, I have to praise 
him for brin^g me to this place this winter, where I 
have leisure to examine into the state of my soul, and 
opportunities of conversing and joining in worship 
with some lively Christians. O to be suitably impress- 
ed with a sense of the goodness of God in once more 
putting into my heart an earnest desire to be wholly 
devoted to him, and thus restoring in some measure 
that light I at first had of the vanity of all created

good, and the desirablenesft of giving up every thing 
to Christ ! May I now be enabled to live up to that 
light! 

[1781.] Lady Olenorchy's Diary this year, and eqie- 
cially that part of it which refers to the dme prior to 
her going to Taymouth in July, is remarkably brief. 
One short entry made in January, another in Maich, 
and a third in April, form the whole. This was occa- 
sioned partly by the state of her health, and partly by 
her frequent and long journeys, from which she seem^ 
ed in general to get much relief. In February she 
removed from Bath to London, in March from Lon^ 
don to Bristol, and in June she went to Buxton. 

During this period an event took place which added 
much to the comfort of her after life. On the death 
of John Earl of Hopetoun in the beginning of this 
year, his numerous family, as is usual on such occa- 
sions, were dispersed. His eldest daughter. Lady 
Henrietta, soon after went to London, to which place 
Lady Glenorchy, who was then at Bath, hastened to 
meet her. In June she by appointment met her at 
Buxton ; and from thi& time Lady Henrietta constant- 
ly took up her abode with Lady Glenorchy, and com* 
monly accompanied her wherever she went They 
were of one heart and of one mind in all things, and 
united in promoting every work of faiith and labour of 
love. To Lady Glenorchy she was a most valuable 
acquisition. With a happy temper and hi^ accom- 
plishments, she was distinguished for sagacity and 
prudence — ^talents which she inherited from her father. 
Perhaps the sympathies of these two friends were ex- 
dted and strengthened by their extremely delicate 
state of health. 
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Baih^ Monday, Januaary 1. — This monung my heart 
went out after Grod in holy desires for Us salvation—^ 
present salvation from the dominion and power of all son; 
I asked power to resist sb, although it were to blood, 
so that I mi^t be saved from its tyranny. I went to 
church, and joined in celebrating the Lord^s supper, and 
experienced comfort from the exhortation, especially 
from what Mr Penticross said upon the sanctification 
of the heart I was conscious, that I desired to put 
off the body of sin, and longed to be holy as God 
is holy. I went in the evening and heard Mr Tay- 
lor, from Psalm cvi. ver. 4. ^< Remember me, O Lord^ 
with the favour that thou bearest unto thy people: 

visit me with thy salvation !^ It was a profitable 
discourse. May the Lord enable me to follow the 
exhortations given in it J 

Bristoij March ^7. — I arrived yesterday at this 
place, in a very poor state of health, temporally and 
spiritually. My mind is much discomposed by various 
occurrences which have of late perplexed me. Some 
desire, however, still remsuns to glorifjr and enjoy God. 
Blessed be his name, although I change, he doth not. 

1 trust he will revive his work in my soul, and bless 
me in this place. Lord, to thee I look for healing. 
There is nothing too hard for thee. O help and de- 
liver me from every thing that is contrary to thy holy 
will, although dear as a right hand or eye. Hear me 
for myself, and hear me for my friend. Save us, O 
Lord, from the hands of our enemies. 

April 30.— Thb day I was seized with a violent and 
dangerous illness, which has kept me six weeks longer 
in this place than I intended. This has been blessed as 
a means of delivering my soul from spiritual disease, and 
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quicj^ening ncf views of invifl&le and eternal .things. 
Glory be to Ciod tot this dispenaation, evidently sent 
in love ! 

. A circumBtance must be heve mentioBed, vliiefa 
farther illustrates Lady Glenordiy^s umfoim anxiety 
to embrace every opportuni^ of doing good whidi 
presented itself in the course of providence. 

The state of reli^on in Carlisle at this time waslike 
that of the Church of Sardis, in the days of St Jdm — tt 
had greatly decayed, and the rmnains of it were ready 
todie. Among other proofs of this, an old Presbyterian 
meeting-house, which in former days had flourished, 
was now deserted, and shut up. Lady Glenoichy, pass- 
ing through this place in her way home from Buxton, 
observed the fact, and, in compassion to the people, 
purchased this Ichabod, and exerted herself to restore 
its glory. She procured a minister for it, and aided 
the congregation, whom he collected, in providing a 
salary for him. After her Ladyship^s death. Lady 
Maxwell, her executrix, continued to assist in this 
good work as long as the funds intrusted to her nuu 
nagement would permit, and finally settled the institu- 
tion in the hands of trustees for the purposes for which 
Lady Glenorchy intended it. The house has since 
been enlarged, and oxitinues to this day, (forty years 
from its establishment,) to flourish, and its minister to 
be useful. 

About the middle of July, Lady Glenorchy, with 
her friend. Lady Henrietta Hope, spent a few days at 
Bamton, in her way to Taymouth, where she arrived 
about the end of the month. 

Since April, her Lady^ip had, as we have seen, 
travelled much, and met with occurrences which deep- 
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ly interested her. The feelbgs to wbidi these gave 
rise will appear in the following extracts :-^ 

Taymouthf July 8S.-^Frcnn Bristol I went to Bux^ 
ton, where I met mj dear friends. Lady Henrietta 
Hope, and Mr and Mrs Soott Staid ten days, and 
came by the west road to Edinburgh. The Lord, in 
his gracious proridence, called on me to purchase a 
meeting-house in Cibrlisle, where the gospel, I trust, 
will be preadied. 1 staid four days at Bamton, and 
then came to this place in a very poor state; my 
health seems daily declining, and my soul is dull 
and inactive. This morning I had some comfortable 
meditations on the free grace of the gospel, as offered 
to all, and consequently to me ; and my soul seemed to 
rest on the word of promise. This was after a great 
conflict and much anguish of spirit, from a recollection 
of past sins, and some doubt concerning the pardon of 
them. I have, upon the whole, felt more spiritual life 
this day than for some time past ; and I hope the Lord 
is about to revive his work before I go hence and be 
no more seen. 

Strndoffj July S9» — ^All last week I was in a very 
poor state of health and low frame of spirits. This 
day we had no public worship; but the Lord has 
graciously made up the want to my soul, by ^ving me 
liberty of access to his throne, and enabling me to 
pour out my wants before him with some degree of 
£tdth. May the Lord uphold my faith, and keep me 
waiting in hope till he is pleased to perform his word 
unto me ! The xvtfa chapter of 1st Corinthians has 
been peculiarly sweet to me this morning, by tlie read- 
ing of it with application to myself. I have felt my 
faith increased.

Sundoffy August 122. — This day I have been per- 
mitted to wait upon the Lord, in the ordinaDce of the 
Supper. At the table, I made some feeble efforts to 
exercise £Edth on the sacrifice once offered up for the 
sins of many, and received the sacred symbols as a 
sure pledge of the thing ngnified. The whole day my 
dioughts have been dull and confused; yet, through 
all, I can look to Jesus as my Saviour, the same yes- 
terday^ to-day^ and for ever. My safety depends not 
on my frames, but on that finidid work I have tins 
day been commemorating. On this I rest my hope, 
and from his peace-speaking blood I look for pardon 
and eternal life ; nay, I believe I have obtained them 
already : and though my life is now hid, yet when he 
who is my life shall appear, I shall then appear with 
him in glory. Lord, confirm this hope more and 
more ! Increase my faith, love, and joy, and glorify 
thy grace in the complete salvation of my soul ! 

{Aged 40.] Taymouihy September S.— This day I 
have, as usual, endeavoured to review my past life, and, 
in particular, the last year of it, in order to humble my 
soul before Grod for sin, and render thanks unto him 
for his creating and preserving grace. But O what a 
heart-rending sight has he given me of the unspeak- 
able vileness and ingratitude of every period of my 
life ! This day, I have endeavoured to call upon the 
Lord for deliverance by his almighty power ; and have 
besought him to renew a right spirit within me, that I 
may set out afresh in his ways. My health has been 
very bad for many months past, and my spirits weak. 
Great and manifold, however, have been the mercies 
of the Lord during all my distress, giving me sup- 
port, and carrying me through beyond all expecta- 
tion, raising me up Christian friends in a distant land. 
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when sick, and given over for death, to pray for me, and 
comfort me. In the hour of the greatest need, he hath 
given me a dear and fmthful bosom friend, who is to 
me as mine own soul ; and who is a kind and faithful 
companion to be with m^ at all times, and to dwell in 
my house. He has enlarged my sphere of usefulness 
in his church, by opening new doors for the spread of 
the gospel ; and still continues to me the heart andv 
ability to help forward his cause. Innumerable are 
the merdes I receive; unspeakable is my ingratitude. 
P Lord have mercy upon me ; forgive my sin ; restore 
thy image in my soul ; prepare me for the sode^ of 
the saints above, and the enjoyment of thyself in glory. 
I now commit and commend my soul, body, and 
spirit unto thee ; glorify the riches of thy grace in my 
salvation* 

Lady Glenorchy having remained at Taymouth, as 
usual, during the summer, left it early in October, 
never more to return ; for, before the next season, the 
venerable proprietor was gathered with his fathers and 
his children, and laid with them in the long resting- 
place of Finlarig, the lonely repository of the remains 
pf his ancestors for many generations.

[1782.] The Lord's supper was at thb time in SooU 
land rarely celebrated more than once a^year, except- 
ing in cities and great towns, where it was generally 
celebrated twice during that period. 

On those occasions, it was the practice to have pub- 
lic worship on other days besides the Sabbath. One 
whole day was set apart for humiliation and prayer, 
generally a Thursday. On the afternoon of Saturday 
there was an exercise of preparation ; on the forenoon 
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of Monday there waft another of thankspving; and on 
the Sabbath two long sermons were usually preadied, 
besides the other aets of devotion, which frereoonsider. 
ably extended. This pnurtice began in the hateful days 
of persecution under the- Stuarts, when numerous con- 
gregations, collected from eveiy district and comer of 
the land, were constrained to encamp, and hdd th^ 
solemn assembhes in the fastnesses of the mountains. 
As these meeting could only be held in the middle of 
summer, ihe people, when they came tether, devoted 
the whole time to religious purposes, and could not 
therefore employ it more reasonably or usefiilly, than 
in their fasts, and preparations, and thanksgivings. 
But this practice, like many other andent customs, has 
extended to times which do not require it, and in which, 
to say the least, has the inconveniency attending it, of 
preventing the more frequent celeln^tion of the ordi- 
nance. 

Lady Glenorchy, and the congregation worshipping 
in her chapel, were aware of this, and venturing to 
face the prejudices which ran very strong against 
any innovation, they, on the second Sabbath of the 
the montli of January this year, began to celebrate 
it with public worship only on the Thursday and Sa- 
turday evenings preceding, and which they have con- 
tinued to do, much to their comfort and edification, 
without intermission, every alternate month, for these 
forty years, excepting in May" and November, when 
they observe the fast, preparation, and thanksgiving 
days, with the other churches of the dty. This prac 
dee is now adopted by some parish churches in the 
Establishment, by many chapels of ease, and by a 
great proportion of the Presbyterian seceding congre- 
gations, so that it is no longer considered as a novelty 
or peculiarity. 
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In the end of January, Lady Glenordiy was called 
upon to perform the last sad oflBces to her TaluaUe 
friend and much revered and beloved parent, Lcxd 
Breadalbane, who died al an advanced age, on the 
36th of the month, in his apartment at the Boyal 
Palace of Holyrood-house. 

Lady Glenorchy could not be indiffereat to his spi- 
ritual state, and she omitted nothing, through a l<»ig 
course of years, that she could with propriety do to 
direct his attention to the things which belonged to his 
peace, and there is reason to hope her attempts were 
not altogether in vain. The writer of these pages has 
been informed by the late Mr Lee, who for many 
years was his household steward, and always about his 
person, both by night and by day, and whose veracity, 
integrity, and {nety, were well known, that fcnr years 
before bis deaUi, and much more ao at the time of its 
approach, his Lordship was frequently employed in 
reading his Bible, and in fervent prayer*; and that he 
repeatedly told him his only hope for a happy etemi^ 
was founded on the mercies of God, and the merits of 
Christ Jesus his Saviour. 

The state of Lady Glenorchy^s mind at this period, 
and for some months after, may be gathered from the 
following extracts from her Diary. 

Bamton^ January 1, 1782. — ^Blessed be God for the 
mercies of the past year, and a happy commenonnent 
of a new one, begun indeed with pain and weakness, 
but with strong desires for spiritual blessings, and grace 
to glorify him ipore than I ever yet have done. The 
Lord was pleased to give me a minister this morning 
to speak to my family in a suitable manner, and we 
jb^an this day with exhortation and prayer. I was 
afterwards enabled to speak to three of my family 
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with eaniestliess about their souls, aud.fjdt oomfort 
theveiiL O to be thankful for undeserved mercies J-« 
my soul IB too fall for utterance. I cannot express 
what 1 see in the wisdom,, goodness, and compassion 
of the grace oi God to me, a poor sinner. Sure]{jr 
none ever had such cause to pnuse, yet no one has 
been ever so remiss in this duty as I have. Open my 
lips, O Lord, and let the dumb speak. 

January IS. — This day the ordinance of the Lord's 
supper is to be dispensed in my chapel, Edinburgh, 
for the first time without bring accon^wnied with the 
usual days of devotion, and at a different time from the 
churches cf the dty. 1 am detained from being a 
partaker of it by ill health, but I have endeavoured to 
have fellowship in sprit, exercising futh on the body 
and blood of Christ. I felt my heart drawn forth in 
denres for the whole body of Christ, that as our head 
is holy, we also mij^t be holy through his grace im- 
parted to us, that he may be glorified. My soul has 
been led to seek more sensible fellowship with the 
Father and the Son, through the Spirit, and to know 
my union with Christ by his Spirit 

Sunday, Jamnary 90. — I am still detained from 
public worship, but the Lord has made it up to roe 
by giving me liberty in prayer, and comfort in read- 
ing the Scriptures. 

This last week I have been called to a trial in seeii^ 
my very aged parent. Lord Breadalbane, deprived of 
hlB mental faculties, and laid to all appearance on his 
djdng bed : but with God nothing is imposrible ; he 
may yet be restored to bear testimony to the truth, if 
it seems good unto the Lord. May his will be done, 
and his name ^orified, in all things. 
Off 
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«Sbftc%^ Jumumf WI.^^YeBU«dAy it pleased God to 
take Lotd Breadalbttie suddenly awaj, ten ■HBotes 
after Dr Cullen had pronounced hkn much belter^ and 
tbat he probably wonld be up in hh diair in afew day*. 
I have cautoe to vetnaik many kind provideneeB in tUB 
ev«n( with regard to myself, tiiat I was so nmck nco- 
vered as to be abfe €0 go to town on Thursday to at- 
tend him, and had the comfort to see him pleased and 
happy in having me about him. This day I feel more 
senmbly the loss than yesterday, yet I dare not mumur, 
—-to the Lord bekmgeth the disposal of all eyents^— 
to his sovetieignty I desire to bow, and to rest assured 
that he doth all things well* What am I that I slionld 
reply against God ? Be still, my Mol^ and faariioar not 
a thought inconsistent with total submisdcn to God ! 
The Lord he is God : Let his blessed wiD be done ! 

Thursdajf, February 7. General FaH.-^^TlnB day I 
arose early, and attempted to hiadbie mysetf fiir my 
sins, and those of the land,^ — but with what ooUness ! 
I read Henry on Isaiah the Ivnithy aad other sinnkr 
passages <^ Scripture. I pnrfed lor holiness, and ftr 
a revival of vital refigion in the ehurches of Christ in 
general, — for the out-pouring of the Spirit, as in for- 
mer years,*-lorquiokeniiig givce to ministers^ and for 
furnishing' thetti- with every neoessaiy gifk,-— fer the 
congregations and schools in which I am particulaily 
interested, — ^for friends,-*-for relation8,-*i4br my paridi 
and its minister,*-4ny tenants and senr8nt8y--the af- 
flicted,*— the sick,— die wounded,— the dying,— tbe 
de8dtute,--^4he unoonverted,--4br prisoner oy l a nd for 
those who have b^un to seek God,— for the king and 
for all in authority. 

I gave thanks fat private mercies, and for puUk 
blessmgs. I fdt some measure of faith. I went to 
public worship, but was cold and lifeless in hearing. 
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and returned in the sadoie frame : — ^much cause have I 
to heliumUed thk di^, under a full eensd of my total 
worchlessnesd^ and utter insufficiency to think a good 
thought. 

Matdi 8.-^Thf8 day the Lord had given aii an^er 
tb prsyer, in sendihg me a c^i^bdi!, Mr J. CampbeA,* 
who hasr preached in the chapel here this afternoon to a 
lafge oongregatiDn of attentive heirers^ Ma(y her seAd 
down the plentiful influences of the Spirit, to make the 
word effectual ! We have also heftrd an excellent dis- 
course at church ftom our p^sh ndodister Mr Walker,f 
who improves htm day to day |-^Iessed be the Lord 
for' this mercy also. O how manifold are his lOring- 
kindiiesses to the uttworthy race of men, find to niy 
i^ful setf in paiticulttr ! Much I have seen tO^ay of 
my past backslidings, and present hardness of heart. 
I have a desire for ibe salvation of others, yet do not 
embrace the opfiortutoities winch Offer to do them good. 
I am grieved for fhe low state of reh^on in my soul'. 
Lord^ help; revive and quicken me, for thine own 
name^s sake ! 

In the end of May, Lftdy ©lenorchy atfd Lady Hen- 
rietta Hc^ Went to 'SuTitoA^ and at the cl<»e of Svlf 
they revurrted to Bamton. Lady Glenorchy'^s hiealtfi 
now rapidly declined. Of this she complained as the 
cauM of what, it Would s^m, was thought inattention 
toller Mends, atid pleads it as her excuse, as will b& 
seen fh)m the feik>wing extracts from her letters, and 
h^ meditation- on her birth-diiy, which dofl^s HeV 
Hmxj for thiis year. To one lady she writes thtis:-^

" My dear Madam, — The reproof you no doubt 
meant to ^ve me in your two last notes, was so gently 
and kindly expressed, that I am at some loss how to 
understand them ; and therefore I must beg you would 
~ in plain terms tell me in what I have offaided you, 
and why you have of late adopted the style of distant 
formality in your addresses to me. I am sensible, that 
for some time past I have had very little intercourse 
with my friends in Edinburgh. But as I believe the 
cause of this was understood by them, it did not to me 
appear necessary to make an apology for it. The long 
and dangerous illness I had last summer has reduced 
both my mind and body to that feeble state, that a 
small exertion of either is apt to throw me into a fever, 
under the experience of which I am now labouring. I 
neither am able to make visits, or to rec^ve many, 
without feeling very severe effects from them. I must 
therefore consider myself as call^ in providence, to a 
state of retirement and patienjt submission to the will 
of Grod in those things in which I formerly took plea- 
sure. I desire to wait his time for a removal of the 
bars which in a measure seclude me from the comfcnts 
of the society of my Christian friends; but I shall 
think it hard, if that which ought to make me the ob- 
ject of their sympathy and prayers, should become a 
means of estranging their hearts from me, or of incurring 
their resentment. I am conscious that my heart is the 
same towards them that ever it was. — I wish them hiq>. 
piness and prosperity here, and look forward vrith joy 
to the period when these feeble bodies and sickly minds 
will be no hinderance to our ccuxmiunion ; and it would 
now be a great satisfaction to me to obtain an interest 
in their prayers, for a sanctified use of the repeated 
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strokes of my Heavenly Father's rod, that I may no 
longer be a stubborn or rebellious child, but yield up 
my whole self to him in meek submisdon, that his will 
may be done in me, and that his name may be glori- 
fied in every dispensation of it towards me. I am, 
dear Madam, yours affectionately. W. GJ^ 

To another lady she writes in these terms : — 

«< Bamton, August 88, 1782. 
*^ Madam, — With regard to the state of my health, 
I can truly say it is worse than ever, having lately been 
brought to the brink of the grave by the gout in my 
head : I have not enjoyed a day free from pain for 
many months, yet I mean not to complain. The Lord 
has wise. ends in afflicting his people ; he has chosen 
them in the furnace, and has promised to bring them 
forth in due time. I would not exchange my present 
suffering state for uninterrupted ease, and every thing 
this world calls good and great, if in so doing I should 
lose my title to the precious promises made to an 
afflicted believer. Foi^ve me. Madam, for taking 
this ofqportunity of bearing my feeble testimony to the 
power of religion. I am desirous, while any strength 
remains, to recommend to others the good and graci- 
ous Master I have endeavoured to serve, who does not, 
like the world, cast off his servants in the time of their 
distress, but generally makes the time of their extre^ 
mity a season to display his compassion towards them, 
by giving them the peace which surpasseth all under- 
standing, and a hope full of immortality. That you 
and yours may experience this blessing in all its fuL 
ness, is the sincere prayer c^, Madam, your most obe.

1 have little to record, luiving lived mostly in setire- 
ment, bang laid aside by sicknesa, and have only had 
the privilege of privately assisting others to act for the 
Lord. Perhaps this has bean a more safe stale than 
one more, conspicuous in the eyes of the world. Bless- 
ed be his name if in.any way he grants me the piivi. 
lege of heljnng forward the interest of Zion! My 
health is now sq precarious that it is very possible this 
may be the last birth^y I shall have to record upon 
earth; therefore I here set down, to the pnuse and 
glory of Grod, that goodness and mercy have followed 
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meflU the days of my life; the lArd has folfiHed hk 
pnanise of being a father te the fittberkss; he has 
imde hiaaidf kiioim to ikie as Boch m eferj sensefif 
the wofd^ and has given me power to.faeiiefe diat he 
never will leave me nor forsake me; but that Jie ivill 
guide me by his coimsel "viiiile here, and afierwarda 
reeeiveme to his glory, so that I shalL dwell in Us 
house for ever. In diis glorious hofe I •desire to 
rejoioe now, and to ascribe unto the Father, Soiv aad 
Holy Ghost, one Jehovah, the glory and praise, wxxrld 
without end f Amen and amen.

* [178S.] In the course of die springof this year the 
health of Lady Glouneby somewhat revived, and her 
spiritual comfort was much improved* Lady Henrietta 
Hope had been accustomed to visit Mofiat for the bene- 
fit of goat-whey; she aooordingly went thither in June 
with her mster Lady Jane, afterwards Lady Melville. 
Lady Glenorchy soon after feUowed, and rafaaiaed 
with them till the end of August. In this pkee, as 
indeed wherefcr she went. Lady Glenorchy fioUowiBd 
out that plan of doing good to die soqls of her ieUow-r 
jcveatures, which alw^ lay so near her bearf . Of 
thb abe dios wiote to her friend Mrs BaSe Walker:

<< My dear Madam^**— The Lord has been pleased 
to wit me fay sickness once more, after having. atftaiuN 
od to a measure of health I had not known for.aeveml 
years past May I not say with Job, ShalL I meeifwi 
good from the hand of the Lord, and not evil also? 
He gave me heekh for a season, and now .he has 
taken it away ; blessed be hb name, for lie doth aU

the dispensation. 

<< This is a sad benighted place, bul; there is a rem- 
nant in it thit fear God. I have found out about eight 
humUe folk, who, though in poverty, are yet ridi in 
fEdth. Oiie has lain nine years in her bed, rejoiciag in the 
goodness of God.' When I wasaUe, I hadmuch com. 
fort in visiting her and some others. They have private 
prayer meetings, and many good books among them : 
They speak favourably of the minister who is oominc 
among tbem, and say that he pveaches the gospd ; so 
I hope their situation is on the mending band Be- 
lieve me to be yours affectionately. W. G*^ 

In the beginning of the month of September, Lady 
Gleoorehy and her fi^d Lady Henrietta Hope, r&> 
turned to Bamton, where they remained during the 
following autumn and winter. The liberal mind, says 
the Prophet, deviseth liberal things. M udi had Lady 
GloEiorchy done, and much had she expended, in pro- 
moting the cause of benevolence and the interests of 
piety ; yet aflceriall she was not satisfied t she thought 
she had never done enough while there was a possitH^ 
lity of dmng any thing more. Little or pothing in- 
deed did she expend on herself more than was abso- 
lut^y necessary, yet she contracted even that little, in 
order that she might be able to do more good. Her 
economy became great, but it was the economy of pie^ 
and benevolence, as will be seen from th^extraeta finm 
her Diaiy, 

[1788.] Jan/uary l^^The Lord has beoi idea8ed(most 
unexpectedly by me) to lengthen out my life to see the 
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bqpnmiig of a new year. He has not only preserved 
■ae, but restored me to health and strength, and crowns 
me with every blessing my heart can wish c^ a tempo- 
ral nature. I also enjoy the means of grace in abuup- 
danee; but, alas ! how unworthy do I feel myself to 
be of such favours ; how ungrateful, careless, n^li- 
gent, and forgetful of my best friend and bene£BKstor. 
I stand astonished at the goodness of God, and at my 
own total unworthiness. O that I had a heart and 
timgue to praise him, and power to show forth to 
others the grace of Grod by a holy and useful walk and 
conversation I May I this year increase in faith, love, 
and power in my soul, that Grod may be glorified in 
me and by me. Let my soul live, O Lord, and it 
shall praise thee ! Amen and amen. 

January 26.-*-The Lord seems to be changing his 
dispensations towards me: for some time past my 
health has been wonderfully good, which has enabled 
me to rise early ; and for some days past I have had 
more Jiberty in prayer, and more comfort in secret 
duties than usual, particularly in the mpming ; and 
sometimies in the night when I awake, I have been 
constnuned to jHraise him for. his mercies. 

I have had several instances o£ his answering my 
prayers for spiritual blessings, and find my mind led 
out to trust and look for yet greater blessings than 
any I have hitherto experienoed. I want to be more 
hAitually spiritually minded^ and to live under a 
constant sense of bis presence ; to apt as in his sight, 
with a single eye to bis glory. My soul longs for the 
mind which was in Christ. O Lord, grant me all 
thou art willing to bestow on a creature here, and 
then take me to thyself to behold thy glory without a 
, veil. 
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May ll.--->For same mcmthspaBt I have at times ex- 
perieoced peiKK and joy iiibelieTiiig,at othertnnetgnat 
deodiieBsof soul; baton the whola^ I haroouue to 
blew GodfcNT keepiiig me firom vbmsj evils to which I 
formerlj have beea exposed, and giving me ia some 
measure a composed spirit, and an fadbitual de«e f or 
heavenly blessings.

May 89.— For some time past I have had oonvio- 
tioDs of my defectiveness in aeoi and activity in the 
Lord^'s work, and I fear bong foundamong those who 
dwell at ease in Zion. I feel strong desires to break 
off more than I have ever yet ^one fipom the world; 
to forsake every thing-whidi mars my p rogress in the 
divine life. I have Iblt desires to leave this place, and 
give up every unnecessary expense; and follow the 
Loid whithersoever he may lead me, where f may be 
of most use to his church. This desire is streogtfaened 
by finding myself of little use here ; yet liicfaerto Pko- 
vidence has not pmnted out where I Aoirid go. I 
desire to wait on the Lord to know his wiQ. Here I 
am, Lord, do with me whatever seemeA good in thy 
^gfat ! Amen and amen. 
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Jum 8.-*-My oonvictions grow gtronger daily of 
the call I am under to live more to God, and less 
to the wiCNrld than I hare done. My spirit is we^hed 
down under a sense of the shortness of time, and 
of having alieady wasted many predous yearn in carei- 
lessness; and of the folly of spending it in idleness or 
▼anitf, while I possess the great privilege of improvii^ 
it in works of piety and mercy. I long ardently to aet 
out afresh for God ; torun in the way of his commands 
ments; to employ eveiy talent committed to me in pro^ 
modng his glory. Afidd of usefulnesshas been open- 
ed to my mind within these few days. I must become 
more vile in the eyes of the world if I follow the sug^ 
gestion of my conscience. May the Lord enable me 
to forsake all if called to it ! He knowsat this mom^ 
that the seoret desire of my heart is to have no will but 
his ; to have no end but his glory ; to seek no enjoy- 
ment in any created thing sqpaiate from him. Let 
Christ be all and in all to my soul ! Amenand amea 



That Lady Glenoichy continued her Diary to i 
ly the end of her life, the writer has not the least 
doubt; for a leaf corresponding in size and paper to 
the third volume of the Diary which bekmgs to the 
year 1786, the contents of which will be given in their 
proper place, has been found among a mass of other 
loose papers, and bears evident marks of having be- 
longed to a book whidi seems to have formed a fourth 
volume of her Diary. The writer is possessed of a 
copy of the minutes of a sederunt, as it is called in 
Scottish law, of the agents or attomies employed in 
Lady Glenorchy^s affairs soon after her funeral, fxoOL 
whidi it appears that an iron chest, containing, as 
th^ express it, <^ parcels and manuscripts,^ had been 
s^t by them to Lady Maxwell as her executrix. 
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These they probably conadered as of no use, and 
mentioned this as their opinion to Lady Maxwell, as 
she seems never to have looked into them. That this 
conjecture is well founded may be presumed from the 
circumstance, that she uniformly expressed an averaioD 
to meddle with any thing which had been connected 
with Lady Glenorchy^s person. Both the wri(a: and 
the late Rev. Dr Hunter rq>eatedly, not only at that 
time, but at the distance of years afterwards, asked her 
ladyship if there were any documents, &c. remaning, 
from which some account of the life of Lady Glenor- 
chy might he drawn up ; to which she uniformly re- 
plied, that there were npne. The Honourable Miss 
Napier, Lady MaxwelPs executrix, however, after the 
lapse of twenty-four years, opened the chest, found the 
Diary, examined the letters and papers, and gave 
some of them away to friends. When confined to her 
room in her last illness, and chiefl;^ to her bed, she 
pennitted them to take away and read the Diary and 
other papers ; and as several of them resided at a con- 
siderable distance from Edinburgh, it is probable that 
the loose parts of the Diary were dius lost This conjec- 
ture is strei^thened by the circumstance, that some of 
Miss Napier's papers were (by a person unauthorized) 
destroyed at the time of her death, from the fear of 
their falling into the hands of persons who might pub- 
lish them. 

Some little account of the remaining part of Lady 
Gloiorchy^s life will now be given, from what the writer 
himself personally knew, and from letters and other 
documents in his possession. 

[1784.] Her Ladyship spent the winter of 178S, 
and the beginning of 1784, at Barnton, and remained 
there till June ; when her fri^d Lady Henrietta Hope 
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went to Moffat, where she lived vrith her until the 
middle of August Leaving Lady Henrietta at Moffat^ 
she proceeded to Carlisle ; from which place she wrote 
to the author, expressing her high satisfacti6a with 
the character and conduct of the Rev. Mr Muschet, 
tlien the minister of the chapel which she had bought 
in that city, and how much she was gratified by the pro- 
mising appearances of good being done there. Pass- 
ing on from Carlisle, probably in her way to Buxton, 
she reached Matlock on a Saturday : There her car- 
riage broke down, which obliged her to remain over 
the Sabbath. On making inquiries, as she usually did 
wherever she went, conoermng the state of refigion in 
this village, and finding it very low, she was induced 
to make proposals for purchasing a small but neat 
house, cMtiginally built for the residence of the manag- 
ing partner of a cottoo-mill ; and which had a chapel 
adjoining, capable of containing three hundred per- 
sons. This purchase she finally accomplished. The 
chapel remains, and mudi good has been, and still 
continues to be done, by the preaching of the gospel in 
this place ! So wonderful are the ways of Providence, 
and so trifling are the circumstances which, by the 
Uessmgof Almighty Grod, often lead to useful and 
important oonsequenoes. 

In October she visited her friend Miss Hill at 
Hawkstone in her way home, and in November 
arrived in Edinburgh ; where, for the better accom- 
modation of her Mend Lady Henrietta Hope, she 
took for the winter the house of Lord Leven in Nicol- 
flon^s^quare. 

[1785.] In the months of January and February, 
Lady Glenorchy was so ill that her life was despaired 
of. She however revived, and spent some time in the 
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begiiming of smnmer at Bamton, and about the end 
of June left it, never to retara. Even had she ired, 
she probaUj would not have redded tfaere> as she 
thought it led her to expend money whidi she ought 
better employ in doing good elsewhere ; and she seems 
therefore to have intended to make Matlock her son^ 
mer residence in future. The puiriiaae of the house 
and chapd having been concluded in the begio- 
ing of this jear^ she aooordingl j left Soodand, and 
took up her residence there till September. Ob the 
second of that month die wrote her usual reocllectiaDS 
on the fiingle small octavo leaf of pap^ to whidi we 
have already alluded, and which was the last of those 
grateful and devout memorials which she anmudfy 
wrote ; for before the returning day of die next year 
she was removed to that better world, far wUeh she 
had been so long preparing, and to which she was now 
rapidly advandng. Although it is by very nmch dx 
shortest of these meditations, yet, being die last, it wiH 
no doubt be read with peculiv interest It is as fel* 
lows :— 



[1785. Jged 44.] MaOode, September 2.-1 
voured this morning to call to remembrance die mcnies 
of the Lord to a poor unworthy creature ever since I had 
^istence among the work of his hands, and to husdUe 
mysdf brfore him for the base returns I have made to 
his goodness. Alas! how little have I expetieooed 
of either a humble or a gtateAil qririt I found 
a deep conviction of havu^ backsliddev in heart 
and life from his ways, and I hope I had a sinoeie 
desire to return to him with my whole heart I was 
enabled to plead the 14di chapter of Hosea for diis 
purpose, and had some faint hope that the Lord would 
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revire his work in my Boai, and renew my spiritual 
streogth, before he takes me hence. 

This last year has been marked with a wonderful 
mterpootion of divine power in my behalf, when 
brought to the gates of death by pain of body and 
distress of sou), and ^ven over both by pbysiciaiis 
and friends : The Lotd in answer to prayer, revived 
me again, and put a new song into my mouth, even 
praise to his tdessed name. He has alao given me a 
deligfatlul habitation in this place, and the prospect of 
some souls being brought to the knowledge of the 
gospel, which is preached under my roof. 

My every attempt to sell Baniton has proved hither*- 
to unsuccessful. The Lord knows my deagn is to 
glorify him with my substance, as well as with every 
power and faculty he has bestowed upon me. I will 
still wait upon him for this thing. 

I desire once mare, on this day of my birth, todofi- 
cttte the remaining days and years of my life to thia 
gracious God and Savionr, who has given me both life 
fbr this world and for that which is to come. Fulfil 
in me, O Lord, the good pleasure of thy goodness^ and 
the work of faith with power. Let my soul hve^ and 
it shall praise thee. Let it be sanctified and accepted 
through the peace-speaking blood and the purifying 
Sffkni ci the Lord Jesus, and made meet to enjoy him 
for ever and ev». W. G. 

In this attract, her earnest desire to dispose of 
Bamton, and her deep r^ret at not succeeding, arc 
peculiarly striking. At tlie end of this year, however, 
it was purchased by William Ramsay, Esq. then an 
eminent bonkn in Edinburgh, to whom she sold it for 
twen^'^ight thousand pounda The reflection here 
necessarily forces itself upon our notice, How different 
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are the views and wifihea even of Christiaiis at differant 
periods ! The reader will recollect how anxious she 
was to obtain this jdaoe, and how of toi she made it 
the subject of her request bef<»e the Lord> and how 
thankful she was when it was accomplished; but now 
she is equally solidtous to dispose of it. Oppoute as 
these things may appear to be, there is no inconitfancy, 
no fickleness whatever discovered ; — ^the pfinciple was 
one and the same on both occasions* She deared to 
buy it to enable her to extend the sphere of her use- 
fulness, and with the same olgect in view she desired 
to sell it Times and circumstances had changed^ and 
she wisely endeavoured to accommodate hovelf to 
them ; but in motive, heart, and conduct, she remain- 
ed the same. 

Leaving Scotland, Lady Glenorchy and bar fnead 
went to Matlock, and remained there till September. 
At the end of this month, orthebe^ningof thenext, 
she removed to Bristol hot^wdls for the sake of Lady 
Henrietta'^s health, as well as for her own. Here Lady 
Henrietta grew rapidly worse, became drop^cal, and 
8u£Pered much during the months of November and 
December. 

On Saturday morning, January the 1st, 1786^ this 
excellent lady was released from her sujBPerings, and 
entered into the joy of her Lord. Some idea of her 
situation in her last moments may be gathered from 
the following letters, written at this time by Lady 
Glenorchy to Lady Mary Fitzgerald. 

Lady Glenorchy to Lady Mary FUzgeraldL 

^^ BriHd HotJwdli. 
<* Mr Ford will inform your Ladyship that things 
here remain much in the same state as when I last 
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Ifrrbte. Lady Henrietta Hope is much increased in 
size, but Mr Ford does not seem to apprehend her to 
be near her ead. I have therefore almost given up 
thoughts of going to Bath this winter, and shall not 
give your Lady^ip any more trouble about lodgings* 
I find the situation here in some respects adapted to 
my taste, and were I more at liberty to go out, it might, 
by the blessing of the Lord, be very profitable, as there 
IS a variety of good gospel preachers of different deno^ 
minations in Bristol, and some excellent Christians, 
from whom I might receive s^nritual benefit. My 
dear Miss Morgan is also a strong and powerful 
attraction to me. I find her conversation a means of 
drawing me nearer to our blessed Lord, whose pre^ 
sence alone can satisfy the believing soul. Lady Hen* 
rietta Hope^s situation too, is sudi, that I am neces- 
sarily much in her room, and it is very uncertain in 
what state she may be in a few days hence. I am,

<< My dear Madam, — I am exceedingly obliged to 
your Ladyship for the favour of your ktter by Mr 
Ford, for which I ought to have returned my grateful 
acknowledgments sooner ; but the painful situation in 
which I at present am, will, I know, plead my excuse 
with you for this, as well as for sendiii^ cmly these few 
lines, to say that my dear friend grows worse every hour* 
Her precious life draws near a dose in this world, but 
I am persuaded there is a life begun in her soul that . 
can never end. This is at this mcnnent the only con- 
solation I have in* the event of losing one wlu> has 
bem to me for years as my own soul If it shall 
please Grod that I live to perform the last oflices to this 
H h 
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inestimable friend, I wish to go to Bath, and shall 
gladly accept of your Ladyship^s kind offer of i 
a suitable lod^ng for me, which I hope will be i 
where near your own ; and whenever there is a pcos- 
pect of my leaiving this place, I shall take the liberty 
of letting you know when I shall want it, and the 
kind I wish it to be. In the mean while, permit me 
to add my best wishes for every blessing your soul de- 
sires in this life and that which is to come, and that I 
am, with sincere esteem, your affectionate and olAged 
humble servant, W. G." 

" Sunday J Jamiartf 1, 1786. 
<< My dear Madam, — It has pleased our blessed 
Lord to release his dear handmaid. Lady Henrietta, 
this morning, firom a body of sin and death, and to 
call her soul to enter upon an eternal Sabbath, where 
I trust she will enjoy him in the church triumphant 
for evermore. It has not pleased him to grant me my 
request respecting a more explicit declaration of her 
steadfast faith and lively hope in the hour of death. 
This I wished for others,-— not on her own account. 
Some wise and gracious end, no doubt, is to be an- 
swered, by denying me this comfort. I have had such 
repeated instances of the goodness of the Lord to his 
poor unworthy creature, that I cannot but bdieve 
there is a blessing in every dispensation, although for 
the present it may be grievous. That every spiritual 
and heavenly Messing may be your portion, is the 
prayer, my dear Madam, of your affectionate and 
obliged humble servant, W. 6." 

Lady Henrietta, it seems, had united with Lady 
Glenorchy in the design of building a chapel near 
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Bristol'hot^wells, at their mutual expense, and for this 
purpose she left Lady Glenorchy two thousand five 
hundred pounds. Lady Henrietta'*s death was a severe 
stroke to Lady Glenorchy, which, however, she bore 
with Christubi refiignation and fortitude. The sepa- 
ration was but short. Two letters, one written to the 
author, and the other to Lady Maxwell, shall now be 
^ven, which will show the state of Lady Glenorchy^s 
mind upon this melancholy occasion, and the manner 
in which she continued to pursue her plans of doing 
good, without ceasing. 



Letter to ihe Rev. T. S. Janes. 

'< Bristol^ Jamtofry 16, 1786. 
*< Rev. Sir,— -I am much obliged to you for your 
kind and seasonable letter, in which you pmnt out to 
me the best and only grounds of consolation under a 
bereavement such as mine is. The great pain I have feh, 
and do still feel, is, I acknowledge, altogether selfish, 
and it is my endeavour to forget, as much as I can, my 
own particular loss, and to turn my thoughts towards 
my friend^s unspeakable gain. It was no smaU mercy to 
me, that, from the length of her illness, my mind was 
in soi^e measure prepared for the event, whilst her great 
sufferings made me more wilUng than I otherwise 
should have been to see her released. How wise and 
graaous is our God, even in the most bitter dispensa^ 
tions. I am now about to remove from this phice, to 
spend some weeks at Bath. I hear Mr and Mrs Holmes 
are to be there next month, and I have some thoughts 
of returning with them to Devonshire. I am. Rev.

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Letter to Lady Maxweli. 

« Baihy February 28> 1786. 
<< I have reeetved, my dear Madam, both your kind 
letters : The first found me at Briatol labouring under 
a severe cold ; but which, through mercy, is now gone. 
Smce I Clime to this place, my time has been much 
anployed with attending on places of worship, and 
visiting my friends, some of whom came from a dis- 
tance to see me, and I thought myself obliged to be 
much with them. I find this place much more agree- 
able than it used to be, from the society I have met 
Those I converse with are desirous of presnng forward 
thanselves to heaven, and of helping others. There is 
a new meeting-house here, and an able gospel preacher 
in it, which is a great addition to our privileges. We 
are to have the Lord^s supper there next Lord'^s day. 
You will suppose from this, that my spritual life 
grows and flourishes. Alas ! this is by no means the 
case : amidst all this variety of improvement, I carry 
abouta cold heart, a confused mind, and adeep sense of 
want I feel, however, strong deares, both for fidth 
and love. My soul at times is ready to break with 
longing for a more intimate acquaintance with and 
conformity to Christ ; yet it seems to be his will, that I 
should bear the cross, and to be made more »^\}%m^fi^ 
with the depth of the fall in my own eacperienee. This 
is a painful state; but perhaps a safe one for me. New 
<^portunitie8 seem to offer from different quarters of 
qireading the knowledge of the gQspel, and a bleaong 
seems to accompany it, especially at Matlock, where a 
young man, educated at my academy, is remarkably 
useful. I cannot get away from this till the chapel at 
Bristol is begun. I have procured a plan for a neat 
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place of worship, plain, but elegant, and which will be 
a suitable monument for my dear friend, Lady Hen- 
rietta, and which I mean to call Hope Chapel. The 
estimate is L.SdOO. It is to be finished this summer, 
and will be opened next spring. I purpose to go 
about the SOth of March, if health permits, to Devon- 
shire, to open a new place of worship there, and 
to visit my first attempt in that county at Exmouth, 
where there is now a stated congregation. After this, 
I must retiuii to Bristol, and then pay a short visit 
to my mother in London, in my way to Matlock. 
I wish to be there by the Ist of May, to stay that 
month ; and if during that time you come to Eng- 
land, it would give me much pleasure t6 see you* 
I have made an appointment with Mr Grove to go to 
Edinburgh, by Workington and Carlisle, in June; 
and he is to preach, and aid me in settling matters at 
these places. It would be very comfortable if you 
would join our party ; but, at all events, I hope you 
will come to Matlock, as that cannot be far distant from 
any road you take. May the Lord overrule and di- 
rect all your movements to his own gloxy, and the ad- 
vancement of his kingdom, both in our hearts and the 
world. To his grace I commend you, my dearest 
Madam, who, though very unworthy, am your very 
affectionate friend, W. G.** 

Lady Glenorchy followed out the designs she had 
formed, and which are mentioned in the preceding 
letters. She settled on a plan for Hope Chapel, enter- 
ed into a contract with workmen to execute it, and saw 
its commencement Soon after this she, accompanied 
i>y her intimate friend Miss Morgan of Bristol, went 
to Devonshire, and there accomplished her generous 
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and pious purposes of promoting the interests of leli- 
^on. After which she returned to Bristol and Bath. 

In the bq^nning of May she went to London. On 
the 16th of that month she wrote from Derby, in her 
way to Matlock, to Lady Mary Fitzgerald. Her stay 
at Matlock was short. In her way to Scotland in 
June she seems to have vioted Workington in Cum- 
berland, purchased ground there for the erectioii of 
a chapel, and saw the work commenced. On the 
19th of June she came to Cariisie. On her arrival 
at Edinburgh her friends observed with r^ret a most 
unfavourable alteration in her appearance. Her time 
at first was a good deal occupied with the completing 
the sale df Bamton. This was the last busmess in 
which she was engaged ; and which had she not ac- 
complished, as she seems to have made no destination 
of her landed property, all her plans of benevolenoe 
and {nety, excepting the chapels of Edinburgh and 
Matlock, would have perished with her ; but this 
being effected, her work it seems was finished, and it 
only remained that she should die in the Lord, rest 
from her labours, and receive the heavenly reward. 

On Friday evening, the 14th of July,' the writtf, 
intending on the Monday following to leave home for 
some weeks, waited on her Ladyship to pay his r^ 
spects, and take his leave of her. He found her sitting 
in her dresnng-room, easy and cheerful during the 
hour or more that he spent with her. They talked ct 
many important things, and her conversation was not 
only seasoned with grace, but had that vivacity and 
innocent pleasantry which often made it so fascinating. 
When the writer, fearing he had fatigued her by the 
length of the interview, gave indication of his bdng 
about to depart, she said to him with a tone and man- 
ner that could not be mistaken, If you are to be away 
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80 long, I shall not see you again. Unwilling to re- 
ceive this sentiment in the absolute sense in which it 
was ^ven, he replied. What ! is your ladyship about 
to leave us so soon ? Resuming the gaiety of her tone, 
she said, I am thinking of going south. What ! said 
he^ to the south of France ? Why, replied her Lady- 
ship, perhaps I may. The phyeidans say I ought not 
to winter in Britain. I have written to the Holmeses 
to ask them if they will go with me ; and if they con- 
sent, it may be I shall be on my way there before you 
return. She kindly gave him her hand, and bid him 
fareweU. These were the last words he heard from 
her lips. 

Soon after he left her, Mr Alexander Pitcaim, a gen- 
tleman who had for a considerable time gratiutously 
taken charge of her schools and other charitable institu- 
tions, called upon her ; and she talked with him easily 
and with spirit on business for upwards of half an hour. 
He left her about eight oVlock in the evening. She 
afterwards took an emetic, the operation of which 
continued much longer than was desirable,-*a circum- 
stance that was not uncommon with her. Her aunt Miss 
Hairstanes, who was with her, sent to Mr Alexander 
Wood, her usual medical attendant, at ten o^clock at 
night, informing him of her state, and asking him if she 
might give her Ladyship a few drops of laudanum, 
which used to remove the irritation, and which with 
that gentleman^s approbation was done. The sick- 
ness, however, continued all night. On Saturday 
morning Mr Wood saw her, and said it would leave 
her in the course of the day. She lay still, and al- 
though she spoke but little, she seemed remarkably 
composed. Some time in the forenoon, the curtain of 
her bed being drawn, Miss Hairstanes approaching as 
softly as possible, for fear of disturbing her if asleep. 
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heard her say, Well, if this be dyii^, it is the plea- 
santest thing imaginable ! — It may here by the way be 
remarked, that although her spiritual experience was 
so habitually painful, among all the causes she assigns 
of her uneasiness, she never once complains at the fear 
of death, or a dread of entering into eternity. It was 
the want of a more satisfactory conformity of heart to 
the divine image and will, which was alcme the source 
of her distresses. 

Having fallen asleep on Saturday night, she dad not 
awake at the usual time on the Sabbath, but con- 
tinued to sleep softly. Her medical man saw her in 
this sleep about ten in the morning, and said she 
would awake well. This not being the case, about 
noon. Miss Hairstanes becoming alarmed, sent for Dr 
Hope, who being a relation of Lady Henrietta Hope, 
was accustomed as a iiiend, as well as professionally, 
to visit her. Being told the circumstances of the case, 
he gave the same opinion with Mr Wood. He re* 
turned in an hour ; and suspecting that it might pro- 
ceed from gout or some other disease, deared that 
more assistance might be called in. Dr CuUen, her 
ordinary physician, was accordingly sent for; but he 
could give no decided opinion on the case. At ten 
o^clock the writer received a note from Lady Glenor- 
chy^s servant, stating that he feared his Lady was at 
the point of death. . This was the first notice he had 
got of her situation. He instantly hastened to her 
Ladyship^s residence, which was in Lady Sutherland's 
house, Greorge's-square ; and being admitted to her 
bed-side, found her reclining on her right side, the 
posture in which she had fallen asleep the night before, 
breathing it is true, but so imperceptibly as to require 
close attention to discover it. In this state she passed 
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the night, and about half past eleven on Mcmday fore- 
noon, the 17th of July, she expired. 

Thus lived and died WiUielma Viscountess Glenor- 
chy, a character distinguished by every qualification 
that could adorn exalted rank, and endear her to all 
who knew her. Her person was to the last agreeable, 
and in her youth must have been handsome. Her 
manners were polite, elegant, and dignified. She 
naturally was endowed with talents far above medio- 
crity ; and these were highly cultivated and improved, 
and brought to bear with full eSect on her whole con- 
duct in life. But when she became a recipient of the 
grace of God, they were rendered by her peculiarly sub- 
servient to the interests of religion, not merely person- 
ally, but in promoting it in her fellow-creatures. Her 
imagination was lively, and her spirits constitulionaily 
gay, on which perhaps she laid too severe restraints; 
aiid ^e had a vein of ready wit and pleasantry, which 
gave a delightftd air of ease and fraiikness to her con* 
versation. Her piety was unafFected and deep ; her 
views of divine truth dear and distinct ; and her at- 
tachment to the peculiar doctrines of the gospel de- 
cided, firm, and not to be shaken. No one could 
possibly possess a more delicate senability and tender- 
ness of oonsdence, or feel stronger the obligations of 
moral and religious duty. Obedience, in her mind, 
was the only satisfactory test of Christian discipleship. 
Although she acutely su£Pered under the many trials 
and affictions which were appointed her, yet she seems 
carefuUy to have endeavoured to suppress her feelings 
on those occasions, lest indulging her gnefs and talking 
of her distresses might be construed into any thing like 
the most distant murmurings against divine Provi- 
dence, and from a conviction that all events werp 
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ordered by unerring wisdom and infinite goodnesB for 
the best, and that as regrets were unavaihng, so they 
might in many cases prove anfiil. Of the truth of 
these remarks, we have a striking example in her behar- 
viour on the death of her friend Lady Henrietta Hope. 
Her attachment to her was unbounded, and had been 
confirmed by years of the closest and most endearing 
intercourse ; but when the unalterable event by the 
will of God took place, she thought, that although she 
felt the loss to be the most severe and the most xne- 
parable that could be inflicted, yet both good sense 
and piety forbade her to discover useless scnttow, and 
she conformed her conduct to their dictates. H» anxi- 
ous desire to be the instrument of doing good in the 
world, led her to devote the whole of her life in god- 
triving plans of beneficence, and her whole fortune in 
executing them ; and the institutions which remain to 
this day show that her views of usefulness had been by 
her. extaaded beyond her abode upon earth. But what 
periiaps forms the most striking feature in her charac- 
ter, is the proof she has given of the efficacy of true 
religicMi to re^t the mighty snares and temptations 
of high rank, great fortune, and powerful worldly in- 
fluence and friends ; no one of these, nor all of them 
comlnned, although employed with all thar subtlety 
and all their powers, ever shook her fidelity to Grod 
and religion. And it is a proof to those in high life 
what may be done for the cause of Christ, if there be 
integrity, in the midst of the most unfavourable cir- 
cumstances, for such for one half of her religious life 
were those of Lady Grlenorchy. How superior her 
character to the mass of our wealthy and tided popu- 
lation ! While they were gratifying their unhallowed 
passions, and passing away their precious time in 
splendid vanity, she devoted herself to usefulness, and 
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oonndered it to be her highest happiness to be the 
instrument of doing good to the world. 

To say that she was faultless is to say that she was 
more than moibd ; but all who knew her will xmite in 
testifying, that there has seldom hved a person in 
whom individually so many excellent trmts of charac- 
ter were so richly combined. 

Undoubtedly there were persons who might equal, 
or ev^i excel Lady Glenorchy, in some particular 
graoes and virtues, but as an entire character, she did 
not leave behind her one who might be compared with 
h^. Her talents, and her opportunities for employing 
them, arising from her high rank and fortune, were 
things over which she had no control, and for which 
no praise can be due to her, for they were the innne- 
diate ^ts of Heaven, and were certainly great ; but 
her diligence and fidelity in the use of those things 
over which she had control, were equally great and 
uncommon; and in this she is peculiarly an object 
worthy of praise, and admiration, and imitation. 

Her Ladyship had expressed a wish to be buried in 
her chapel in Edinburgh. The persons who took the 
charge of her funeral accordingly ordered a vault or 
catacomb to be prepared to receive the body. On 
taking up the flooring, the ground was found to be 
solid rock. With considerable difficulty an excavation 
was made, just sufficient to contain the coffin. - The 
head of it lies directly under the middle of the commu- 
nion .table. A stone, with a brass plate inserted in tlie 
centre, on which is deeply engraved her nucne, age, 
and time of death, and 'hometically sealed, closes the 
opening of it. On Monday the 24th, fourteen days 
after her death, the body was deposited in this place. 
The present Earl of Breadalbane, who came from 
London for the purpose, attended as chief mourner. 
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Her silent obsequies* took pkce in the midst of a 
great multitude of weeping spectatcnrs, who crowded 
the chapel on this occasion. This heavenly grain was 
sown in weakness, but it shall be raised in power. It 
• was sown in dishonour, but shall be raised in gloiy. 
On the Lord^s day after Lady Glenorchy^s interment, 
two funeral sermons were preached in her chapel in 
Edinburgh, that in the morning, by the mimster of 
the place, from Luke ^ii. 49—48. " And the Lord 
said, who then is that faithful and wise steward, 
whom his Lord shall make ruler over his household, 
to give them their portion of meat in due season? 
Blessed is that servant whom his Lord, when he com- 
eth, shall find so doing ; of a truth, I say unto you, that 
he will make him ruler over all that he hath : but if th^ 
servant say in his heart, my Lord delayeth his coming, 
and shall begin to beat the men-servants and maidens, 
and to eat and drink, and to be drunken, the Lord of 
that servant will come in a day when he looketh not 
for him, and at an hour when he is not aware, and 
cut him in sunder, and will appoint him his portion 
with the unbelievers. And that servant winch knew 
his Lord^^s will, and prepared not himself, neither did 
according to his will, shall be beaten with many 
stripes ; but he that knew not, and did commit things 
worthy of stripes, shall be beaten with few stripes ; for 
unto whomsoever much is given, of him shall be much 
required ; and to whom men have committed much, ol 
him they will ask the more.*" That in the afternoon, 
was preached by the then Professor of Divinity in the 
University, the Rev. Dr Andrew Hunter, from Psalms 
xii. 1. << Help, Lord, for the godly man ceaseth ; for 
the faithful fail from among the children of men.***

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Lady Glenorcby, ever mindful of the uncertainty of 
life, had for many years kept her will in readiness* 
The frequent changes which took place in her circum- 
stances, however, required her repeatedly to alter it. 
On the 17th of February 1785, immediately on finish* 
ing the purchase of Matlock, she, by a separate deed, 
gave the house there, with its furniture, and the cha- 
pel, to the Rev. Jonathan Scott, and after him, to his 
wife, without limitation or restriction. 

On the S6th of January, this year (1786,) she exe- 
cuted a trust-deed of her chapel and school-house in 
Edinburgh, to five gentlemen: Alexander Bonar^ 
Banker ; Andrew Hamilton, Deputy Comptroller of 
Excise; James Ogilvy, Deputy Receiver-Greneral of 
the Customs ; John Pitcaim, and Alexander Pitcaim, 
merchants; with full power to nominate thar suc- 



Lady Glenorcby left more than <£80,000 in money. 
A will was found, regularly drawn, and executed at 
Bristol, dated the 6th day of December 1786, in which 
she made Lady Maxwell her executrix and residuary 
legatee, burdened with ^5000 to the Society in Soot- 
land for Propagating Christian Knowlege ; the interest 
to be employed in supporting schools, and for other 
religious purposes, on the estates of Sutherland and 
Breadalbane, provided the noble proprietors gave due 
encouragement ; or otherwise, to be employed for the 
general objects of the Society. £B000 to the Rev. 
Jonathan Scott, for the educating of young men for 
the ministry, and other religious purposes. To her 
mother, her aunt, and others, large l^ades and an- 
nuties, besides a number of smaller ones, amounting 
to the half or more of her fortune. 

Lady Glenorcby evidently intended to have made a 
new will. Memoranda and other papers found in her 
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cabinet after her death, prove distinctly that she had 
been preparing for it. In fact, the scroll of it, together 
with the stamp paper on which it was to have been 
written, were found, and she had actually appointed 
her attorney and his clerks to attend her for the exe- 
cution of it the evening of the day on which she died. 

This occasioned her executrix considmble trouble 
and expense, as some of the memoranda clashed one 
part with another, and yet by the gentlemen of the 
law were considered to have codicillary powers. Lady 
Maxwell, however, by much patience and lid)our, ad- 
justed the whole to the satisfaction of all parties. 

Lady Glenorchy had left a sealed letter addressed 
to Lady Maxwell to be delivered after her death, re^ 
quiring her to finish Hope chapel at Bristol-wells, and 
to aid those of Carlisle, Workington, and her other 
chapels and institutions, which she did, and not long 
before her death, had completely exhausted all die 
funds Lady Glenorchy left. 

Lady Alva survived her daughter more than twenty 
years, and Miss Hairstanes died only three or four 
years ago. 

A neat marble slab has been placed at a consider- 
able height, directly above the pulpit in her chapel in 
Edinburgh, on which is the following inscription :—

THAT HOST EXCSLLEKT LADY, 

WILLIELMA MAXWELL, 

VISCOUNTESS OLENOECHY, 

Few characters in the reli^ous world wex^ better known, 

or more universally and justly respected

genuine religion, reading, and experience, 

greatly endeared her to her numerous acquaintances, 

her family, and select friends. 

And 

this house, with several other places of wcurship in 

Scotland and England, founded by her, 

t<^ther with the large sums she bequeated 

to the Societies for Promoting Christian Knowledge, 

will be a lasting monument how much 

she had at heart the glory 

of the Redeemer, 

and the best .

Lady Glenorchy^s friends, after her deaths expressed 
a wish to have her picture engraved ; but although 
there was one in Lady Sutherland's house in GeorgeV 
square, painted in Italy, in which she is represented as 
playing on a lute, it bore no resemblance to the origi- 
nal. There is another in the hall of the Sodety for 
Propagating Christian Knowledge: this was painted 
by Martin J at the particular request of the Directors ; 
but as he had no personal knowledge of her Lady- 
ship, and therefore drew from imaginaUon and the 
description of her person which he obtained from 
others, he did not, as indeed it ii^as impossible he 
could, succeed. On this account, the wish of her 
friends could not be gratified. — It matters not: her 
likeness can nevei" be efiaced from the memory of 
those who knew her ; and those who knew her not, 
may discover the featiures of her mind, and the dispo- 
dlions of her heart, in thie lasting productions of her 
beneficence and piety, as long as they shall oidure;

LETTER FIRST* 



No'oember S, 1766. 
YovR letter, my dear friend, of the 13th of October^ 
gave me very great pleasure; accept of my »ncerest 
thanks for this, as well as for every other mark of 
your regard ; and be assured you are always on my 
hearty and mentioned with much earnestness in my 
petitions at the throne of mercy, that you may be par- 
taker of every gospel blessing, interested in the un- 
changeable covenant, and enjoy all those precious pri- 
vileges which were purchased for us by a bleeding 
Saviour. That same Saviour, my dearest friend, con- 
tinually intercedes for yoUf he is the Keeper of Israel 
who neither slumbeicth nor sleepeth. Your name is 
written on the palms of his hands. A mother may for- 
get her sucking child, but he cannot discontinue his af- 
fectionate concern for the weakest believer. What a 
sweet comprehensive prayer does this glorious Imman- 
uel offer up for the Htde flock, to whom it is the Father^s 
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good pleasure to gpive the kingdom^ in the 17th iAiap- 
ter of John, where he pleads that we may be preserr- 
ed from the evil that is in the world ; that we may be 
sanctified through the truth, that is, through the 
word of Scripture ; that we may be united to himself, 
have fellowship with the Tather by faith, and fellow- 
ship with one another by brotherly love ; that we may 
be made perfect in his righteousness, presented with- 
out spot through his blood, and finally be with him 
where he is, to behold his glory, and paotake of his joy. 
Should you be desirous (says one) of knowing whe- 
ther you are of the number of those for whom Christ in- 
tercedes, you may determine this important point by the 
following questions : Do you value above all things the 
blessings for which Christ intercedes? Do you joui 
your own repeated and earnest supplications to his in- 
tercession ? and. Do you rely wholly on Christ^s im- 
speakable merits, for the acceptance of your prayers ? 
If so, be not discouraged : Christ b your advocate with 
the Father; he died for you on the cross, and pleads his 
meritorious oblation for you on his throne. Is not this 
an inestimable blessing? If Hezekiah denred the 
prayers of Isaiah — ^if Darius desised the prayers of the 
godly Jews, for himself and his sons ; how should we 
rgoice in having an interest in the prayers of the exalt- 
ed Jesus? If we are tempted, let this be our security, 
Luke xxii. 82. «< I have prayed for thee, that thy 
faith fail not.*" If we fall into sin through the infir- 
mity of the fle^, let this be our refuge, 1 John iL 1, S. 
*< And if any man sin, we have an advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ the righteous : and he is the pro- 
pttiadon for our sins.^ If we are under apprehensians 
of death or eternal judgment, let this be our ocxiaola- 
tion, Rom. viiL 33, 84. <' It is God that justifieth; 
who is he that oondemneth ?^ The above cited oom^

fortable flcriptures, I found blessed to me when I last 
lay on a bed of sickness, and which 'are at all times 
necessaiy to be imprinted on our minds; may the 
blessed Spirit apply them to yours ! My heart is filled 
with thankfulness on the recovery of your health, and 
to see the work of grace so visibly carried on in your 
soul ; for I think I can perceive a progress in self- 
knowledge throughout your last letter, and consequent- 
ly Jesus is become more precious to you, for till we are 
made deeply sensible of that mystery of iniquity which 
dwells within us, we know not how to value him who has 
wroqght out redemption for us, and who proclaims the 
glad tidings of salvation to us. The more you are ac- 
quainted with the secrets of the Lord, the more you 
will see and know of the glories which compose his 
name ; and the more your heart is drawn out to him 
in holy reverential love and fear, the more detached 
will you be from all earthly things, and the less liable 
to fall into those snares and temptations of whicK you 
complain. The seemg them in the light you now do^ 
is a sure sign of spiritual life, and of your having your 
spiritual senses exercised, and I am persuaded, you 
will shun them as your greatest enemies, if they in the 
smallest degree draw away your soul from God, or 
grieve his holy Spirit, thereby provoking him to with- 
draw the light of his countenance, and leave your soul 
in a state of darkness and desertion; what a blessing 
is it to hunger and thirst after righteousness, there is a 
gracious promise annexed to it, ^< You shall be filled,"* 
filled with all the fulness of God, filled with every 
qnritual blessing, filled with joy and peace in believing : 
The hungering, thirsting soul, shall not remain unsatis- 
fied ; God^s grace and favour are adequate to its most 
enlarged desires : << He fiUeth the hungry soul with 
good things ; he satiates the weary soul ; and he re- 
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plenishes every sorrowful soul.'' You know the Lord 
Jesus to be a tried and a sure foundation ; I wish you 
then, my dear friend, to rely on him as such, to rejoice 
in him ; he cannot possibly disappoint you. Cleare to 
him for every thing, for pardon and righteousness, for 
acceptance and strength. This cleaving to him evi- 
dently supposes, that we are sensible of want, and that 
we regard him as one that is able to supply us liberally ; 
it is, indeed, the grand source of Christian joy, and 
for which we shall be thankful to all eternity. God 
hath looked upon and loved us in Christ ; he is every 
way sufficient to help and deliver us; yea, God is 
greatly glorified in the saltation of sinners through him. 
Faith in Christ is productive of confidence and liveli- 
ness, provided our views of him are strong and lively ; 
but if they are weak and dull, no wonder that we are 
cold in our love and obedience. Do not, however, my 
dear friend, mistake me ; I would not be understood 
to say, that all coldness is a proof of insincerity, if we 
are not making excuses for it, and indulging in it our- 
selves. The experience of the saints of old is a 
sufficient proof of this. The word of God says, ^* Sin 
shall not have dominion over you ;^ it may fight with, 
perplex, and even cast you down, but dominion and 
sovereignty it shall not have, for '^ ye are not under 
the law, but under grace.*" Your soul, you say, is 
weighed down under numberless corruptions: all 
whom the Lord has in any measure brought out <^ 
darkness into his marvellous light, make the same 
complaints. Not to see the plague of our own hearts, 
argues the greatest blindness, and most destructive in- 
sensibility ; and I am sure, the longer we live in the 
world, the more shall we be made sensible of our own 
depravity, ^ind our utter helplessness mthout Christ. 
We cannot be too deeply impressed with the «ght of 
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our own vileness by nature and praotioe, and what 
guilty, perverse, perishing creatures we are ; but should 
we therefore rat down in despair ? No ; Grod forbid ; 
rather let us say with the apostle, <^ where edn hath 
abounded, th^re does grace much more abound.^ Grod 
is glorified more in showing mercy to our souls, than 
he would be in punishing us as our iniquity deserves. 
The everlasting covenant is well ordered in all things 
and sure; our debt was paid when Jesus bled upon the 
cross, our foes vanquished, and grace purchased. What 
then is now wanting? > Nothing ; all things are ready 
for our final and eternal salvation. My dear friend, I 
wish you to experience more of the comfort of these 
delightful truths ; for I really believe, the Lord has 
been pleased to give you an actual interest in them. 
Whosoever will, is invited to lake of the waters 
of life freely. You may therefore come freely, and 
freely receive. And O, that we may both go from 
strength to strength, growing in grace, till weappear 
before God in glory ! Lord help our unbelief and 
increase our faith, so that we may be enabled to re- 
ceive Jesus as our Saviour, as our Prophet, Priest, 
and King; our wisdom, righteousness, sanctification, 
and redemption ! 

You are very kind in wishing to be with one so un- 
worthy as I am, and in allowing me to write to you 
with such freedom. Though absent in body, I trust 
we are present to each other in spirit, and knit together 
in one communion and fellowship. This I esteem a mer- 
cy ; but what an infinitely greater mercy must it be to 
be admitted into heaven, never to part again. The 
hope of this may reconcile us to all interruptions of in- 
tercourse here below. I rejoice to find you are likely 
tameet with two such comfortable companions at ; 
and I earnestly hope they may be indeed followers of 
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the Lamb, united to him by liTing fidth, and adormng 
the doctrine of God our Saviour in all things. But 
allow me to caution you once more against the unpro- 
fitable walk of mere professors ; youicnow all are not 
Israel who are of Israel, and such people I have tound 
more dangerous oompamons than the more openly care- 
less. Beware of indulging in familiarity or intimai^ 
with any persons whom you have not reason to hope 
and believe are created anew in Christ Jesus. Com- 
mon acquaintance and civility must be kept up so long 
as we are in the world ; but there is much diffisienoe 
betwixt acquaintance and intimacy^ dvility and fum- 
liarity. All David^s delight was in the saints of the 
earth, and in those that excelled in virtue ; and we see 
that sweet communion of spirit, that love and tender 
regard amongst the children of Grod, which the worid 
has no idea of. Indeed, there can be no scdid friend- 
ship, where Christ is not the foundation of it I 
have been under great apprehensions lately for my 
brother,* who has been ill, though, I thank God, he 
is now better. His alone end and aim is to live to 
the glory of Grod ; and he often teUs me^ he has no 
desire to remain on earth, but that he may be useful to 
the souls of his fellow sinners. Farewell! To the care 
and protection of that God who keepeth the feet of 
his saints, I earnestly recommend you ; he can and 
will keep you from falling in the midst of temptalion.

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liETTER SECOND. 

November 96y 1766. 
Wns it not for your kind deare of hearing often 
fiom me» I should not presume to trouble you so fre- 
quently with my unprofitable letters, notwithstand^ 
ing the delight I take in converang with one so justly 
dear to me. But indeed, my very dear fiiend, you set 
too high a yalue on what I write, which has no other 
claim to merit than proceeding only from aheart warm- 
ly mterested in your welfare, and earnestly solidtous 
fer your progress in that true faith, and fear and love 
of Grod, which alone constitute happiness, and are pnK 
ductive of that sotid joy and peace with which an un- 
bdiermg world intermeddleth not. O the blessings, the 
comforts that flow from the right knowledge of a cru- 
cified, risen Saviour ! Richer blessings I cannot wish 
my dear friend— greater treasures she cannot possess 
nor enjoy. This knowledge the chosen vessel Paul 
valued above all things, counting them but as dross 
and dung in comparison with it. The study of our 
exalted Lord is doubtless to a believer the most de- 
lightful of all others. Surely a whole Hfe is too little 
to devote to this important object, since he is above all 
finite comprehension, glorious in his person, offices, and 
benefits. There is something ever new, refreshing, 
and entertaining, in meditating upon our Great High 
Priest ; in thinking of him as the way of truth and the 
life ; in beholding him as our chief good, and high- 
est end, as our owner, ruler, and judge, our gracious 
benefactor, our sure guide, faithful friend, and strict 
observer. The works of nature, such as the sun, moon, 
and stars, and the watery elements, are very pleasing 
and useful subjects of speculation, and produce im- 
proving lessons, such as may serve to enlarge our ideas 
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of the Divine Parent of all ; but they are not to be 
ooinpared to the study of Jesus the Mediator. The 
works of gmce, of salvation, the free gift of God, cf 
Immanuel our incarnate Grod, are to believers the moat 
de^gfatful themes. O that I could ever dwell upon 
them ! But, my dear friend, with shame and sorrow 
I confess to you, that other things too much employ 
my wandenng thoughts ; and the meditation of a bleed- 
ing Saviour does not impress my corrupted hearty nor 
influence my walk and conver8ati<m as it ought to do. 
But to that Jesus who giveth strength to the weak I 
look, and on him I desire alone to depend, to carry on 
and perfect the new creation which I trust through his 
mercy and the riches of his free grace^ he hf» begun in 
my soul. O when, dear Lord, will that happy hour ar- 
rive, when all an shall be entirely done away ; and thou, 
amiable Saviour, and thy redeeming love, be the con- 
stant object of my happy wondering soul, and the 
pruses of thy free grace the only theme of all my joy- 
ful songs ? It was the death of Jesus that procured us 
remission of our sins ; it is bis grace that imparts new- 
ness of life ; and it is his righteousness that merits the 
kingdom of heaven for us; this is that pearl of great price 
which the wise merchant will sell all that he has to be 
in possession of; this is the one thing needful, which 
if we once enjoy, (as our Lord told Martha) shall 
never be taken from ys. This precious salvation is 
freely offered to all, even the most unworthy. Ho ! 
every one that thirsteth, come to the waters ; ocnne, and 
the guilt of your sins shall be washed away ; your 
hearts shiiU be sanctified, and your souls live for ever- 
more. This is the invitation of our Lord ; freely he 
holds forth, and ^ves these inestimable blessings, whid 
ar^ better than all science, all knowledge, and all the 
thronefi and sceptres upon earth,— everlasting e^aiUh 
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tion in the heaveii of heaTens ! Surdy thk ought to 
engage us in the most ardent contest for this eternal 
weight of glory ? We shall not beat the air : salvation 
oever was, and never can be missed by those who search 
after it as for hidden treasures; and then the mer- 
chandise of it is better than the merchandise of choice 
ulver, and the gain thereof more predous than fine 
gold. True riches are to be found in nothing short of 
a full forgiveness of sins, a real renovation of soul, and 
a final acceptance with the righteous Judge. The 
bulk of mankind seek them in worldly things; but, alas ! 
they are feeding upon husks and ashes, they sow the 
wind and shall reap the whirlwind. O may we take 
warning from the infatuated multitude around us, and 
bless redeeming grace which has shown us the things 
belonging to our peace ! Let us press forward with all 
our might in the strength of Jesus our triumphant 
head, towards the glorious mark of the prize of our 
high calling. Let us never stop, but earnestly strive 
to attain daily more of that only seal and witness of the 
Spirit, the image of Christ on our souls. O may we 
daily learn of him to be more meek and lowly of heart, 
and thus shall we find both in time and to all eternity, 
rest for our souls. 

I believe I did not inform you that I have great rea- 
son to hope that H. and her aster E. are both awaken- 
ed, and in the road to Zion. Glory be to free grace 
for this. Their letters are expressive of an earnestness 
and zeal which delights me ; and when I saw them a 
few months ago, their conversation convinced me that 
the Spirit of God was striving with them ; and I trust 
they will neither of them stop short of an experimental 
knowledge of the truth as it is in Jesus. M. B. is an 
amiable man, and is so far from opposing H. in matters 
of religion, that he encourages her attendance on the 
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means of grace, and allowB her to reeme what tan^ 
pany she pkaaes, wMch 10 extraordinarj; for genendly 
formal {MrofesBors had rather their wrres and children 
kept company with the openly profane^ than with sadi 
as are deddedDy and oonostently religious. Of all the 
evidences in jftooi of Christiamty, there is perhqps not 
a greater than the accomplishment of that piedictioD of 
our blessed Lord : << Ye shall be hated of all men for 
my name^s sake ;^ and we see it daily fulfilled. Y^ can 
we concave any thing more strange than that, so l<Mig 
as a person continues a rebel to God, a slave to Ins 
lusts and passions, and an enemy to his' acquaintances, 
by endeavouring to keep them from thor only good, 
and encouraging them to go on in the broad way whidi 
leads to destruction ; that so long as this is the case, 
he should be esteemed and well spoken of; but no 
sooner is he become a new creature in Jesus— -no sooner 
is he become sensible of his dangerous delusion, ac- 
knowledges, and is deeply convinced of his base ingra- 
titude to God and his Saviour, and beccunes medc, 
humble, affable, obliging, and kind, than he becomes 
an object of neglect and aversion ? Were I to say all 
that occurs on this subject, I should fill many dieets. 
May we, my dear friend, fight valiantly under the ban- 
ner of our crucified Captain, and never give up a crown 
of glory, because the enemies of the Lord oppose the 
only way of salvation. O may we never prefer the 
smiles and favour of a wicked unbelieving worid to 
the favour of our God and Saviour, but may we cleave 
close to him, as we would hereafter reign with him in 
glory ! And now, my very dear friend, adieu ! May 
Christ dwell in your heart by faith, that you bdng 
rooted and grounded in love, may be able tocompre- 
hend with all saints, what is the breadtK and length, 
and heighth and depth, and know the love of Jesus 
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which pasaeth knowledge, that you may be £31ed with 
all the fulness of God ; so pray s your most unworthy^ 
but most obliged and fidthf ul firicsid. 



IiETTBR THIRD. 

December 9, 1766. 
I am much grieved to find you have been attacked 
with a return of your complaints. May the blessed 
God in much mercy soon remove them, and restore you 
to that health of which you have so long been de- 
prived ; but if he sees fit it should be otherwise, I 
know all will work together for good, as it has hither- 
to done, for afflictions when sanctified are real blessings, 
and most instructive lessons : they work humility, and 
wean from the world ; they teach us to pour out, not 
our words only, but our very hearts before Grod in 
prayer; and create an ardent desire after that inheri- 
tance which endures to all eternity, and where sorrow 
and fflghing flee away. I believe I shall not go to "LaOf^ 
don this winter. Where my duty seems to lead me, I 
trust I shall always joyfully go, but if it is the will of 
God I should continue (at least for a time) where I 
am, I shall gladly stay. I wish, like many, to be 
ever found at the feet of my Saviour, hearing attentive- 
ly, and recdving with delight those wise and faithful 
instructions, (which are the words of life) as they fall 
from his gracious lips. And O that I could so lie at 
the feet of Jesus with that love, humility, and »ncerity 
that Mary did ! but alas, I find indwelling sin, that 
hateful thing that crudfied the Lord of life, in every 
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thing I do, pollutes my very best duties. I find pride 
a besetting evil I see and feel it whilst I say I ar- 
dently wish for more humility. I detect this vice even 
when confessing it. O the deceitfulness and desperate 
wickedness of the heart in this and every other thing ! 
However, glory be to free, rich, unmerited grace, I 
can say with a young Christian of my acquaintance, 
*' The Lord does sometimes humble me before him, 
and makes me thirst, to drink deep of his own lowly 
spirit But O the resistance of my proud, hard, unbe- 
lieving heart ! Time would fidl in enumerating the in- 
stances in which it is putting forth its strength, and 
working to bring forth fruit unto death. O what a 
hidden mystery is the spiritual life ! Through what 
' di£Sculties, trials, and temptations is this work of God 
carried on ! What prosperity and adverrity ! what 
fightings without! what fears within! Surely when 
we attain the desired-for end for which we contend, 
our cry will be, O the grace, the grace, which hath 
kept us through faith to this everlasting salvation !^ 
I rejoice in the comfortable state of mind you were in 
when you last wrote to me. O it is a blessed thing to 
rely altogether on the arm of Christ! Whilst we 
do this we can never fall. He is every thing: a 
support in all our weaknesses; a supply for all needs; 
in every circumstance a full and a complete Saviour. 
I see, blessed be God, that it is not by poring over 
and looking into myself, especially in times of dark- 
ness and desertion, that I am to find consolation ; this 
would be to seek the living amongst the dead ; but 
if we look to Jesus, who is the strong-hold of the jwi- 
soners of hope, if we direct our prayers to him, and cast 
all our burden upon him who careth for us ; as surely 
as we do this, as surely as he heard the sighing of his 
people Israel, by reason of their bondage, and deliver-

ed them out of the hands of a cruel and merciless ty- 
rant ; as surely as he fulfilled his promises to them, m 
bringing them, by the blood of the covenant, out of the 
pit that had no water from amongst the Chaldeans ;-^hso 
surely will he deliver every one that takes rrfuge under 
the shadow of his wings ; he will incline his ear to their 
cry, and take them out of the honible pit, and out of 
the miry clay ; he will set their feet upon the Rock, 
and order their goings, and become a strong tower of 
defence to them from all their deadly enemies. O 
then let us rest on this Rock of Ages, this sure founda- 
tion, this tried stone ; praying him to give us increase 
of faith, which shall surely quench all the fiery darts of 
the devil; Faith gives a hope full of glory and of im- 
mortality ; this enters within the vail, where Jesus, our 
adorable forerunner, is gone. This enables us to bear 
hardships as good soldiers of Jesus Christ : animated 
by this, we may bear the reproaches, taunts, and ridi- 
cule of an unthinking world, and endure as seeing him 
that is invisible. And as our great and glorious Mas- 
ter, for the joy that was set before him, endured the 
cross, despising the shame, and is now set down at the 
right hand of the Majesty on high ; so his faithful chil- 
dren and followers have such an earnest of their hea- 
venly inheritance within their hearts, that they can 
walk and not be weary, run and not be faint, in all the 
ways and works of the Lord ; and when Jesus, the 
compassionate Lord, is pleased to sign their discharge, 
and give the command to deliver them from the prison 
of a mortal body, then he, being << all their salvation, 
and all their desire, they will joyfully walk through the 
valley of the shadow of death, and fear no evil, saying, 
*^ God is the strength of my heart, and my portion for 
ever.^ O happy are the people that are in such a state 
then ! Happy are they whose God is the Lord ! 
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LETTER FOURTH. 



December 9St, 1766. 
I have met with a kind and presnng invitatioQ to 
go to S ; and wish to know before I determine to 
accept of it, whether you can meet me tfaa^ Pray let 
me know as soon as possible: and may the good Shep- 
herd who continually watches oyer the steps of his 
sheep, direct us all for the best ! In his hands I desre 
to leave this and every other event, knowing assuredly 
that he will appoint that for us which his wisdom sees 
best for our progress in the heavenly way, in which we 
must e3q)ect to meet with some rugged road, and many 
thorns and briers. But O, what an animating glorious 
view is the end before us : even the heaven of heavais ! 
the full vision and fruition of our God and Saviour! 
If this does not make us press forward with anxious 
solicitude, nothing will. O may we so run that we may 
obtain ! We have, blessed be God, an infallible guide 
in the written word, which will direct us to the road 
which we should take. Christ himself declares, ^ I 
am the way, and the truth, and the life;^ and least 
any of his sheep should wander from the fold, and be 
lost in the wilderness of this world, he gently leads tbem, 
and carries them in the bosom of his love. How affec- 
tionately does he direct and guide them throu^ this 
dangerous road, quickening their steps, and strength- 
eniiig them by those exceeding great and precious pro- 
mises contained in his sacred word ; supporting them 
under discouragements, keeping them from fainting^ 
or turning back into the paths of vanity and folly ! Yet 
how apt is the carnal mind, notwithstanding all these 
cheering truths, to cleave closely to earthly objects, 
and be cold in the contemplation of the heavenly ones 
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flo abundmitly held forth to guilty perishing nnners ! 
What an evidence this of the total corruption of our 
nature ! An acquaintance of mine truly says, << we are 
naturally the creatures of Grod'^s hands, bound by every 
obligation to the observance of his' laws; but pride 
and selfJove usurp the reins of government, boldly 
bid defiance to the Majesty of heaven, and cry out, 
' We will not that thou shouldst reign over us."^^ In 
the unawakened, whether they are careless or formal, 
the strong man armed keeps possession, and inspires the 
soul with a spirit of proud indq)endency. At this 
time the goods of the sinner are at peace ; he goes on 
secure and insensible of the danger of his state ; but 
when a stronger than the strong man armed comes with 
a superior force, and ejects him, then Satan roars, sin 
is stirred up and irritated, and convictions seize the 
conscience. Then, instead of proudly vaunting as here- 
tofore in our arrogance and self-suffidency, we are op- 
pressed under a sense of God^s wrath, and we groan 
under sentoice of condemnation. Satan now takes the 
opposite way, and works by the power civmbclief. All 
his stratagons aim at the one point— to keep the eyes 
of convinced sinners from their deliverer. Sdf-righi- 
eousness favour this purpose, and while these two prin- 
ciples unite, we cannot be persuaded that there is par- 
don* in reserve for such rebels as we are, or that there 
is a sufficiency of strength in gmoe to subdue the irre- 
gularity of our hearts. We are trying to bring 8c»ne- 
thing or other by way of a recommendatory gift to 
conciliate the favour of God — ^but in vain. How does 
proud nature make every effort, rather than submit to 
the free offer of gospel salvaUon ! All this I know by 
long and deep experience. But let us never ^ve way 
to the tempter, especially when he assumes the charac* 
ter of the accuser of the brethren. He was a liar 
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from the beginmng ; all his plots will be found to be 
laid in falsehood. When once Christ says come out of 
him, he will turn his back and slink away Uke a baffled 
coward. The lofty mountains of unbelief shall then be- 
come a plain, and the spirit of self-righteousness be 
abased ; we shall be content to lie down as poor sup- 
pliants at the feet of Jesus, being made wiUing to re- 
ceive his salvation as a free ^ft from the infinite ful- 
ness that is in him. Now, my dear friend, do you find 
the above correspond at all with your experience ? I 
will venture to say, that yoii do ; it has often been the 
case with me ; and after all, I find this to be the proper 
spirit in which to appear before the mercy seat, for 
when I am content to feel and lament my own pover- 
ty, and to come in lowly subjection to the foot of tha 
cross ; and when I am enabled simply to cast myself on 
Jesus — the ever to be adored Jesus, for righteousness, 
strength, and every other spiritual blessing ; then, in- 
deed, he appears as he is, truly precious, and altogether 
lovely, full of grace and truth. Then I can even 
glory in my infirmities, that Christ may be all in all, 
and his divine power rest upon me. But O, my 
dear friend, would to Grod I experienced more of this 
delightful state, for I am as yet but little acquainted 
with it I can only say, and with a heart overflowing 
with gratitude and thankfulness, I do say, that I have 
at times found the blessedness of it. It is ImmanueTs 
ground ; O that my feet were established upon it !

liETTER FIFTH. 

Jamuary IS, 1767. 
I AK willing to believe what you kindly say, that 
my letters are acceptable to you; therefore it is my 
duty, as well as my inclination to write often ; and if 
the Lord in any measure vouchsafe a blessing on the 
feeble attempts of the most unworthy of his servants, 
for your use, I shall indeed rgoice and be thankful. 
But O, what a worm am I ! Another year, my dear 
fiiend, has passed over our heads; and alas ! how often 
have I mispent the time, although so much nearer 
eternity ! Alas ! how weak is my faith, and fear, and

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love; but blessed, for ever blessed be the b(»iiidless 
grace of God, the rich merits of Christ^s 'salvatiqp 
does Dot depend upon what we have done, but upon 
what Christ has done for us ; we are not to stand be- 
fore the awful judgment-seat, clothed in the scan^ 
covering of our own righteousness, but in the full and 
complete righteousness of our divine Surety. Clothed 
and adorned with this garment^ we have nothing to 
fear, but every thing to hope for. The self decdved 
and haughty Pharisee may build on outward obser- 
vances, external rites, and ceremonies — ^bad ground on 
which to rest a hope for eternity, and acceptance with 
a pure and holy God, whose eye detects, and whose 
heart abhors iniquity ; — ^but blessed be God, we have 
a more sure foundation on which to build our hope, 
the Rock of Ages, the tried stone, which stands so 
firm, that not all the powers and malice of death and 
hell can overthrow the structure raised upon it. It is 
amazing to me, that the doctrine of imputed righteous- 
ness, so clearly taught in the scriptures, and so full of 
consolation, so much adapted for the encouragement of 
the fallen race of man, should be so universally desps- 
ed, and every where spoken agsunst. This surely is 
owing to pride, as well as blindness ; for proud man 
would have something whereof to boast, and cannot 
digest the mortifying thought of standing righteous 
merely on account of the merits of another, which must 
be the case if ever we would appear spotless before the 
throne of God, and reign with him eternally in heaven; 
and indeed who is there that knows any thing of his 
own heart, that will deny the necessity of a better 
righteousness than his own to bear the holy scrutiny 
which the law requires ? The common pretence which 
is brought agunst this doctrine is, that it is destructive 
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of morality, an enemy to good works, and that it leads 
^ licentiousness. This is impossible: it excludes 
works indeed as the meritorious cause of our justifik»p 
tion in the sight of Grod ; but it certainly requires obe- 
dience as a proof of our having this righteousness im- 
puted to us, and as a declarative and necessary evidence 
of our justification in the sight of men. How then can 
this soul reviving doctrine (of which I would not lose 
sight for ten thousand worlds) tend to licentiousness ? 
If we deny it, we inust absolutely deny the sacred writ- 
ings to be true, and expunge those places which declare 
that we are saved by grace— -that salvation is not of 
works, lest any man should boast — ^that it is the free 
gift of God — and that he that glorieth must glory in 
the Lord ; for, says one, ^^ if the whole personal right- 
eousness of Jesus Christ be not the sole cause of my 
acceptance with God, if any work done by, or foreseen 
in me, was in the least to be joined with it, or be 
looked upon by God as an inducive impulsive cause of 
acquitting my soul from guilt, then I have somewhat 
whereof I may glory in myself. Now boasting is ex- 
cluded in the great work of our redemption ; but this 
cannot be, if we are enemies to the doctrine of the im- 
puted righteousness pf Christ. Surely this is the alpha 
and omega^ the beginning and the end of divine reve- 
lation. G^ forbid, my dear friend, that we should 
either of us be so unwise as ever to lean upon a broken 
reed, when we have the Rock of Ages on which to re- 
cline, and which remains fast for evermore, and can 
never be removed, while the other bends before every 
wind. If arraigned on the foot of aggravated guilt, 
have wc not an atonement to plead P a sacrifice, in point 
of efficacy, of unknown and inestimable value ? a pro- 
pitiation glorious and divine ? We have the blood of 
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the imnmciilate Lamb to plead, which taketh awi^ aU 
ain; the law can have no further demands, fcr Jeans 
has paid the mi^ty debt ; and a more complete satia> 
&ction cannot be inmsted on : << By the obedience of 
one shall many be made ri^teous.^ Is. xlv. 84k Bom. 
T. 19. O my friend, what is there that we need more 
that Jesus has not done for us? Let us take a nearer 
view of that amazing transaction, of that wonder of le- 
deeming love and grace; let us,' with the eye of fitdtfa, 
ascend Mount Calvary, and there behold our tender, 
bleeding, dying Saviour, extended on the cross ; who 
was made sin for us, who knew no nn, that we might 
be made the righteousness of God in him. See here die 
incarnate God despised and rejected of men, a man of 
sorrows and acquainted with grief; betrayed by hia own 
fimiiliar friend, forsaken by his disciples ; the multitude 
of the people crying out, << Away with him, away with 
him ; crucify him, crudiy him ;'"— -false witnesses aiisiiig 
and lajring to his charge things that he knew not ; he 
' is scourged, he gives his back to the smiters, and his 
cheeks to them that plucked off the hair ; the plougfaers 
plough long furrows upon his back ; he is crowned with 
thorns, spit upon, buftetted, condemned, though his 
very judge declares him innocent; he is dragged to 
Mount Calvary, numbered with transgressora, and 
nailed to the ignominious cross ! O hear Jesus, the 
adorable Jesus, the Son of God, crying out in the lot- 
terest agony of sou], << My Grod, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me ?^ induring for six hours the most provoke 
ing insults of an enraged tumult, and the horriUe Mas- 
phemies of impious Jews, and the cruel wounds of bar* 
barians, who had struck thorns into his sacred temples 
and around his head, and driven nails through his hands 
and feet, which ever were employed in doing good, 
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but on whicb he now hung till his bones were^ as die 
Psalmist predicted, all disjointed, and his weight sus- 
pended on his tortured einews. Then».in the sprit of a 
irictorious conqueror, he bowedhis bleeding head: << It is 
finished,^ he cried, and gave up the Ghost ! Finished I 
and for whom ? For sinners, for the ungodly, for us, 
my dear sister, to the end that we might be saved. << It 
is finished r Salvation is completely finished ! Blessed 
words ! Do they not pour balm into your heart, and 
bind it up, and fill your soul with songs of thanks* 
giving ? O what music in the ears of poor convinced 
and condemned sinners ! << It is finished,^ and it is free^ 
free for the chief of sinners, free for you and for me ; 
only believe — Lord, I believe, help thou mine unbe* 
lief. O for the faith of Jacob to wrestle with our 
Lord ! for arms of fsuth that grasp and will not let him 
go without the blessing ! A ransom price is found, and 
accepted, and paid ; and pardon, and peace, and life, 
nay, and even death with Jesus; all are ours; only 
believe. Let us then be ever drawing from this won- 
derful, inexhaustible fountain of living waters, fresh 
supplies. Jesus bids us <K>me and take of the water 
of life freely, without money and without price ; let 
not our hands of faith be ever weary or unemployed 
in drawing; but depend upon it, the more we use them 
the stronger they will grow. As the hart panteth after 
the water brooks, so may our thirsty souls pant after 
Jesus, the fountain of living waters ! Amen. In Jesus 
is my merit, in Jesus is my worthiness. Lord, I will 
make mention of thy righteousness, even of thine only. 
Join with me, then, my very dear friend, in lauding 
and magnifying the God of our salvation, and in giv- 
ing praise to his great name ; for he it is that plucks 
our feet out of the net, that breaks our bpnds, and sets 
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our souls at liberty ! O, then, cleave dose to the Lord 
Jesus Christ, to his word, his promises, his merits ; and 
while ffltting with holy Mary at his feet, I trust wesfaali 
experience his word to drop on us as the rain, and dis» 
til ujpon us as the dew. 

The scheme of my going to S is yet uncertain : 
I wait your answer before it is determined. Though 
we have been long absent in the body, I trust we often 
meet in the spirit at the throne of grace ; and there 
supplicate blessbgs, not for ourselves only, but for 
each other. I am impatient to hear how you do, both 
spiritually and temporally. Have you any farther 
cause of grief on account of -^^»- ? But whether you 
have or have not, I am sure it will all terminate in joy, 
because you have the express promise of an unchange- 
able Grod on your side. Act faith on him, and all will 
be well. << As a mother comforteth her afflicted daugh- 
ter, so will the Lcurd thy God comfort thee.*" 



P.S.— «Smce I wrote this, I have received your let. 
ter, which gives me both pleasure and jpain ; — ^pleasure, 
to see you are fighting the good fight of faith ; and inex- 
pressible pain, to find you are ill. May the Lord remove 
your affliction, and soon restore you to health i I have 
not time to answer the particulars of your'a concemmg 
Sunday ; but I will (God willing) write again in a few 
days. In the meantime, I beseech you, as you value 
the peace of your soul, do not submit to worldly com^ 
pliances, nor suffer the enemies of Jesus to prevail with 
you to mispend that day which Grod has hallowed for 
himself, by vain visits or unprofitable discourse, and 
in which yje are commanded neither to think our own 
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thoughts nor speak our own words. Stand fast in the 
liberty wherewith Christ hath made you free. Be not 
afraid, my most dear friend ; they that are for you are 
more than all they which are against you.
